Tndeed t 
ancient Grecians, in the Days of Ignorance and Ido- 
latry, did not flick to teſtify, their Reverence of the 
Eminent Men of the en. by referring them into 
the number of the Gods which they worſhipped. Nor 
have the latter Times, though <viſer than to riſe to 
fuch extravagancy, been backward in expreſſing their 
Efteem of us; which, notwithſtanding, they have gui- 
ded wwith more diſcretion and wfofulneſs. Inflead of . 
fach Deification and fabulous Stories, they have re- 
warded us with Honour, Wealth, and 0 ellegiate Foun- 
dations both in Unis 5 tres and great Cities. Among 
zwhich fort, our own Society in the City of London, 
eftabliſh'd by Kings, and frequently encourag'd b freſb 
Grants from them, ought to have an 3 men- 
tion; the Profeſſors of cobich have contributed ſo much 
2 the Improvement of the Faculty, and to the Honour 
of the Nation.

It had like to have 
done as great things in the 1 part of Chi- 
rurgery, had the learned Lectures of that excellent 
Chirurgeon, Dr. Read, been continued by a ſucceſſion 
of fuch Profeſſors: It being reaſonable to imagine, that 
the Curiofity and Induſtry that hath been ſo eminent in 
our Nation in the Anatomical part, would have been 
the like in that alſo. Since it hath been our unbappi- 
neſs to have that neglected, I hope it will not be ill 
taken, if we that are Members of it do ſupply this de- 
felt by our own private Labours. This hath been al- 
ready done by Mr. Clowes, Mr. Woodall, and ſome 
others, 8 7 laudable Example I have adventured to 
fell, and to put my own Papers in Print; that what 
was at firſt intended for my private ſati faction, may 
be uſeful to others, as well as to my ſelf. In doing this, 
Reader, I have made a Virtue of Neceſſity, and em- 
ployed thoſe Hours for the publick Service, which a fre- 
ently repeated Sickneſs hath for this twenty Nears 
27 paſt deny d me the uſe of in my private Occaſions. 
It hath pleaſed GO D, by caſting me into ſuch a condi- 
tion, to give me opportunity of Reading and Thinking, 
as well as Practiſing: both which are neceſſary to t 
accompliſhment not only of an Author, but ded of a 
» Chirurgeon. I cannot be ſo uncharitable to my Brethren, 
as to wiſh them the like ſickneſs, to oblige them to the 
like Retirements for Contemplation and Study: But I 
do beartily wiſh, that what as Neceſſity in me, may 
be Chorce in them, viz. That they would ſet apart 
ome Time for refletion upon their Labours, and for 
comparing the Empirical part of the Profeſſion with the 
Ratienal.

remain even in the Hiſtory of Diſeaſes tbemſelves, and 
the plain practical things, wherem every expert Chi- 
rurgeon can correct the Authors be reads: Thas, Tell 
conſider d, cannot but ſpur him on to add his Obſerva- 
tions to the bulk of what hath been heretofore heaped 
up for this purpoſe, and to contribute his Endeavours 
to the finiſhing of what hath been begun, and thus far 
carried on, by other Hands. As to my own Perfor- 
mance, Reader, I muſt tell thee, That what I have 
49 0 aimed at in this Book, hath been Perſpicuity 
and Conciſeneſs in the Inſtitutionary part of the ſame, 
and aptneſs in the annexed Obſervations ; that ſo the 

whole may be made Eaſy to the young Chirurgeon, and 
as Inſtructive as may be. In all which, I doubt not 
but the farther he goeth on in Practice, the more of 
Clearneſs and Plainneſs he will find ; and the <ohole fo 
much better perform d than a meer Academick could 
have done it, without being a Practitioner himſelf; 
as a Traveller can deſcribe a Country to one that is 
taking a Fourney into it, more ſenſibly and uſefully 
than one that hath only read of it, and ſcen it in Maps. 
Know, Reader, that as fo theſe Treatiſes, though in 
preparation to them I have read all the eminent Cbi- 
rurgical Authors ; yet in the writing of them I was 
more conformed to my own Judgment and Experi- 
ence, than other Men's Authority. This «ill conſo- 
quently make them liable to the Cenſure of many ſorts of 
Men. Such ancient Practitioners as are umoilling to be 
now learning a new Leſſon, will be angry that those 
Definitions and Deſcriptions, and ſometimes Methods 
of Cure are receded from, which they learned when 
young; thoſe being the Baſs on which they have built 
the whole Superſtructure of their Practice, I defire ſuch 
Men to content themſelves with neglecting them ; they 
| being not written for their Uſe, but for younger Men, 
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who have their Principles and Maxims of Chirurgery

all the New Notions are not here purſued to a Nicety

Caſe of this nice Difficulty, did chuſe a Friend, to whoje 
Judgment I did permit the whole; I mean the learned 
Dr. Walter Needham of the Charter-houſe, 20h, upon 
peruſal of my Papers, was pleaſed to approve of my In- 
tention, and withal, to alter what he thought fit in them; 
and always to cut off the Theory, when it adventured 
upon Controverfial Diſcourſes : flill urging, that this

urpeſe, to fluff up a Practical Book with ſuch Phi- 
ofophical Curifities, which become it. juſt as well, as 


. 
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ou art farther to be informed, that the writing of 
' ſo large a Volume as thou now art preſented with, is but 
a late Defign, to which ſeveral of the particular Tratts, 
ſome of which were publiſh'd four Nears fince, others 
written about that time, did encourage me. One At- 
tempt drew on another, till at length it grew to the 
Bulk thou ſeeſt. Which I do alledge in excuſe of the 
Method of this Book ; which, if it had been all written 
at once, might have been contrived all into a piece. But 
the leſſer Treatiſes being written before the greater, 1 
was not willing to diſmember them again, or to write 
new Diſcourſes on thoſe Subjects which I had already 
handled fully. The young Chirurgeon will reap Benefit 
by it, finding ſome of the moſt troubleſome Diſeaſes in Chi- 
rurgery treated of . under one view, which other- 
wiſe he muſt have found piece-meal delivered in ſeveral 
places. This Apology I chiefly made for the Treatiſe of 
the King's-Evil, where many Diſeaſes are diſcourſed of, 
which other Writers handle in other places of Chirur- 
gery. It is ſufficient to ſay, that I think moſt Inſtances 
of thoſe Diſeaſes do partake at leaſt of that Malady, if 
not entirely to be that : and therefore, when I wrote the 
particular Treatiſe, it was fit to handle them there ; 
and that being done, I ſaw no reaſon for taking them 
out again, to ſupply other Parts of the Book. | 
After all things are conſidered and weighed in this and 
other Chirurgical Diſcourſes that are publick, and they 
compared with our ſucceſs in Practice, e ſhall ſoon find 
cauſe of lamenting our owo0n Weakneſs and Inability in the 
— on of jo great a Work, as the recrvery of Man- 
kind out of theſe many Diſtempers to which various 
Mifortunes, and many repeated Succeſſions of Intempe- 
rance, and other Accidents both without and within, 
have betray'd us for ſo many Ages together. When the 
young Chirurgeon ſhall find the Cure eaſy in the Theory, 
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and appear fo at firſt in the Practice too, yet ſuddenly 
decei ve him with a Relapſe, and not only once, but often, 
delude his beſt Endeavours : when the By-ſtanders and 
Perſons concerned ſhall begin to accuſe him of Knavery 
in bis proceeding, and think him to pull back a Cure, 
whilſt he is only rolling Siſyphus's Stone, which 9w1ill 
tumble down whether he wall or not. He will then wiſh, 
that all other Practiſers had done what I have in this 
Treatiſe, viz. recommended their Obſervations both ſuc- 
| cefeful and unſucceſsful; thereby encreaſing Knowledge in 
| eur Profeſſion, and leaving Sea-marks for the diſcovery 
F of fuch Rocks as they themſelves have ſplit upon before. 
For my part, I have done it faithfully, and thought it no 
diſgrace to let the TVorld fee <ehere I failed of ſucceſs ; that 
theſe that come after me may learn what to avoid: there 
being more of Inſtructiveneſs often in an unfortunate Caſe 
than in a fortunate one; and more Ingenuity in confeſſing 
fuch Migfortunes which are incident to Mankind, and 
cchicbh have attended all my Brethren as well as my ſelf; 
and coll attend thee alſo, Reader, in ſpite of all thy Care 
and Diligence, if thou undertake the Employment. Thou 
dit alſo learn one neceſſary piece of Humility, viz. not to 

| rtruft too much on thy own Judgment ,ef pecially in 11 ä 
cult Caſes; but to think fit to Fane the Advice of other 
Plyfſciant or Chirurgeons, whoſe long Experience hath 
Fi enabled them to afjiſt thee in preventing the Accidents, 
Fi and encourage thee to go on in the Work, or forewarn 
i thee of the Danger. After thou haſt thus defended thy 

| ſelf from the Cenjure of Raſhneſs, proceed boldly ; and 
| tet thy Sincerity in thy Acting, be thy Warrant to hope 
Jer 60 D's Bling on thy Endeavours : and if theſe 

Pafers frove any advantage to thee in them, remember

That they muit be conlidered either 
with regard to their Time and Place, or to the Matter 
oi which they contiſt. 

I. In regard to their Time and Place, we call them, 
1. Antecedent, 2. Conjunct. 
_ 1. By an Antecedent Cauſe, I mean that which vet 
hath not actually produced a Tumour, but is thoroughly 
mixed with the Blood, or otherwiſe lodged in ſome 
convenient Place where ic i; not troubleſome to Nature, 
at leaſt not to this Part; though it have a great Incli- 
nation to be ſo, and, if not prevented, doth produce the 
feared Effect. Of this ſort I redkon all Impurities in 
the Blood, which do not yet ſtart out into the ſolid Parts: 
as the Matter of an Ery ſipelas, Phlegmou, Parotis, Bubo, 
&. before a Criſis is made; fo alſo any Tumour in the 
Body, which, lying in any Part of it, is apt to be tranſ- 
lated to another. This, though it may be the Conjunck 
Caute of the Tumour of the Part where ic is now 
lodged, is the Antecedent Caule of that Tumour which 
it raiſeth in another place, to which it may be after de- 
rived, Go. | 

2. By a Conjun# Cauſe, I mean the very Matter of 
the Tumour that is alrcady impacted imo the Part, 
by others called the Cærſa Contirens : upon the encreaſe 
ot which, the Tumour encreaſeth ; on the diminution of 
it, it diminifherh. 

II. In regard of the Matter of which they are made, 
we do uſually attribute their Original to, 1. Humour, 
2. Wind, 3. the interpolition of a ſolid Body.

(I.) The Part rranſmirting, doth cauſe ſudden Fu- 

xion, when being itſelf ſtrong, it is provoked by the 


heat, ſharpneſs, quantity, or other fault of a Humour: 


and, being fo provoked, tranſlates it to ſome weaker 
Parr, whether External, or Intetnal. This is _ 
_ evident

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evident in the Criſis of Fevers, from which the Humour 


is often diicnarged, inwardly by the way of Phlegmon 
upon the inward Vſcera; or outwardly in the form of an 
Eryſipelas, Bubo, Parotis, Carbanculus, &c. 

2. The Part recipient, i; rhe Cauſe of Tumours, ei- 
ther, 1. Paſhvely, or 2. Actively. 


i. Paſfrv:'y, When it receives Humours, and cannot 


expel them: waether it be through its weaktnels, laxity 
of Pores, over-wideneis of Veſlels, as in a Varix; or 
their too great ſtreizhtneſs or ohſtruction, its poſition 
in a declining part, or its being ditabled by external ac- 
cidents, as Bruiſe, Fall, &c. 

2. Active), When it attracts Humours to it ſelf: ei- 
ther, 1. through Heat, whether created by Humours 
already flowed, or by hot Medicines, Bliſtering-Plaiſters, 
the Sun, Fire, Cupping-Glaſſes, &c. or, 2. Pain, from 
Corroding Medicines, Wounds, Bruiſes. I know this 
latter Head of Attrad ion may be quarrell'd at by fome, 
who will reduce all Attraction to Pulſion, and ſo render 
other reaſons of theſe Accidents: But that troubles not 
me, who handle the Notion in a practical way, leaving 
the Speculation to curious Men. 


(3.) The Condition of the Humour, is the third, and in- 


deed, great Cauſe from which Tumours do ariſe: in the 
explaining of which, we muſt conſider either the Pleni- 
rude of Veſſels, or the Impurity of the Humours them- 
ſelves. 


1. The Plenitude of Vuſſelt, otherwiſe called Pletbora, 


when it happens, cauſeth an extravaſation of Blood, ei- 
ther by ruption or apertion of them: either of which, 


it they fall inwardly upon the Brain, or ſome noble Part, 


are of great danger; as in Apoplexia, &c. 

2. Impurity or Cacochymia, (ro which ſome will alſo 
reduce Plethora) is a Degeneration of the Humours in- 
to a preternarural ſtate, from which Degeneration a 
multitude of Diſeaſes do ariſe:

The Progzefticks of Tumours in general, are taken 
from the Part affected, as it is of more excellence and 
uſe; alſo as it is internal, or external. By how much 


the more noble the Part is, by fo much the more 


The Internal more dangerous than Ex* 
ternal. Prognoſticks are alſo taken from the greatneſs 
of the Tumour, and Accidents that attend it; and

For if the Humour be ſo impacted as not to be repel- 
lable, but that it muſt have its evacuation in the place 
by Suppura ion, then if by bleeding you hinder concoc- 
tion of the Matter, you prolong the Diſcaſe; Nature 
in that cafe wants all its heat and all its ferm. Nat 
more do you hurt it, if you uſe Repellents; which, be- 
ing commonly cold and aſtringent, do cloſe up the Porcz, 
and keep out boch the natural heat and the ſcram of the 
Blood, the affluence of which, and its mixing with the 
Humour, is neceſſary to the dilution and the digeſtion 
of it; fo that both being hind: cd, the Part will grow 
livid, and mortify. 

2. Caution is to be uſed in the application of theſe 
Medicines where the Tumonr is malign, or the Criiiz 
of a Malignant-Fever: For in all ſuch Caſes, the retrac- 
tion into the Blood is of very dangerous conſequence :

If the Heat be ſtrong, the Matter is for the moſt 
part well concocted; and being ſo, it is white and of 
9 conſiſtence, and not ill ſcented: But if the Heat 
be weak, the Matter is otherwiſe. It is therefore our 
work to cheriſh and encreaſe the native Heat in the af- 
fefted Parr, to perfect its Concoction: and that is fur- 
thered by hindering Tranſpiration, and defending it from 
ourward Air; alſo by proportioning the Quality of the 
Medicaments to the temper of the Part, and quality of 
the Tumour.

Thoſe which ariſe 
from other Humours, and are near or in the Joints, or 
Parts endued with little heat, (eſpecially thoſe contained 
in a Cyfis) do difficultly ſuppurate. 1 

The Marter differeth according to the variety and 
mixture of the Humours. Of Blood always proceeds 
laudable Matter, eſpecially if the native Heat be ſtrong: 
but if other Humours be mixed with it, as they get pre- 
-dominancy, fo is the Matter more or lets crude. In Fu- 
runcles or Boils it is clammy, and not unlike Pith. 

In Abſceſſes made by Tranſlation, the Matter is pu- 


rulent, ſometimes white and well- coloured, other times 
partaking of a yellow or green, ſometimes of a brown.

Itherto I have diſcourſed of Tumours in general. 
: J ſhall now deſcend to particulars, and begin 
| with Phlegmon, or Inflammation; both becauſe 
it is the firſt degeneration from good Blood, and in its 
own nature neareſt of kin to it; and alſo becauſe it is 
the moſt frequent of Tumours happening in Diſecaſes, 
Wounds, Contuſions, Fractures, Luxations, & c. It being 
alſo the uſual fore-runner of many Miſchiefs that hap- 
pen in many of thoſe caſes, and conſequently the moſt 
obvious occaſion of exerciſing the Chirurgeon's skill. 


I define it, a large Tumour, hor, of a red colour, with Definition. 


pain, pulſation, tenſion, and a circumſcribed hardneſs. 


The Differences of it are either from the Situation; in- Differen- 


ward, or outward: Or from the Part affected, whence 5e. 
it taketh a name. As inwardly in the Lungs, it is called 
Peripneamonia ; in the Pleura, Pleuritis ; on the Diashrag- 
ma, Paraphrenitis ; in the Brain, Phrenitis, in the Throat, 
Angina: ourwardly on the Throat, Angina not ha; in 
the Eyes, Ophthalmia, &c. Or, laſtly, from the Matter: 
which if ſimple, it is a ſimple Phlegmon; if compound, 
it hath its denomination from the Humour with which 
it is compounded, and fo is called Er yſipelatodes, Phleg- 
matodes, Oedematodes, Schirrodes. 


The Cauſe of Phlegmon is generally a Plethora, having Canes, 


ſome acrimonious mixture in the ſerwm of the Blood, 
which latter is the uſual matter of a Phlezmon, being 
caſt out of the Veſſels, and lodged in the pores of the 
Skin, or other Part affected with it. This ſerum being 
accompanied by the thinner parts of the Blood, grows 
red and angry, and, wanting its due regreſs into the 


Nass, firſt garhers into a bard Swelling, and in few Days 


(if it be not diſcuſſed) ripens into Matter, and fo diſ- 


chargeth. | 
Ide Signs of Phlezmon are, great pain, heat, inflamed signs. 


red colour, and ſwelling, with hardneſs, pulſation, and 
tenſion. The Tumour growing big and more collected, 


a Suppuration ſucceeds, and then the Symptoms abate. 
As Tumour riſech into a Cone, ſo the Matter may

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be felt to fluctuate, and the Skin becomes thin and 
pale, viz. of the colour of the ſubjacent Matter. 

The Prognoſtick is good, when the Tumour inſenſibly 
exhales and reſolves: in which caſe the ebullition abates, 
and the Blood, being leſs: violent in its motion, paſſeth 
gently by, and by degrees ſwalloweth up that Humour 
into its channels again, which it had in the time of its e- 
bullition caſt out; or at leaſt having ſuffered the thinner 
Parts to tranſpire, it receiveth the reſt. 

Next to this way of terminating a Phlegmon, Suppu- 
ration is beſt, when the Matter of the Tumour ripens 


into a kindly Pus. | 


But it is of ill conſequence if the Tumour diſappear 


withour abatement of Accidents, and the Fever ſtill con- 


tinue. In this caſe either a Gangrene or ſome other 
grievous Symptom ſucceeds: or, if it were the Criſis 
of a Fever, that encreaſeth, and the Life of the Patient 
is in great danger.

The third intention regards the Part affected more 
immediately, and is the removing of the conjunct Mat- 
ter.

I have ſhewed you in the former Chapter; as alſo how 
you are by Repellents to withſtand the influx of Humour 
in the very beginning; and of what quality the Medica- 
ments proper thereto are, and in what Caſes they are 
not to be applied, as in malign Tumours, or thoſe in 
the Emunctories, &c.

The going off of the Accidents of pain, heat, pulſa- 
tion, &c. are good of the Suppuration : but if the 
Matter lie deep, the Symptoms do not ceaſe till it be 
diſcharged ; nor is the Suppuration diſcerned in ſome 
of them, otherwiſe than by the fluctuation between your 
Hands In fuch caſes, i you doubt Suppuration, con- 
rinue the latter Cataplaſm : for if the Tumour be open- 
ed before the Matter be well concocted, it will be the 
flower in healing. 

If the Tumour become more compact, and thruſt 
out in a Cone, and look pale, defer not the opening 
of it: For as the opening of Apoſtems before the Sup-

In fat fleſhy Arms you may produce the like by a 
moderate ſtrict Bandage, when the Humours are in a 
fermenting diſpoſition. The way to avoid ſuch inconve- 
nience, is firſt ro make evacuation by bleeding or purging : 
for from ſuch little beginnings greater evils do follow. And

I LK (though I cannot ſay that it is often the 
matter) is certainly the occaſion of many Tu- 
mours of divers kinds. I know Authors make 
it the material Cauſe of many of the Diſeaſes of the 
Breaſts : but ſuch Men muſt be underſtood warily. For 
if by Milk, in this Aſſertion, they mean Milk > ually 
generated, and ſeparated from the Blood; then I know

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but few caſes in which that can be ſuppoſed to be the 


matter of a Diſtemper : for when it is in that condition, 
it is laid up in certain rubuli lactei, which being ſpread 
all over the Breaſt, do unite their Branches after the 
manner of Veins, ſtill growing into bigger Trunks, till 


they do end at laſt in the Nipple. Now the motion of 


this Milk being de vaſis minoribus in majora, what is 
once ſeparated from the Blood in the Glands of it into 
thoſe Veſſels, hath nothing to ſtop its PRges till it 
comes to the very place of its exit from the Nipple. If 
any Sto ternaturally happen, as the compreſſion of 
the vellel by ſome Tumour of a Glandule, or the like, 
then indeed a varicoſity of the lacteous Veſſels may a- 
riſe : of which caſe you may ſee an Obſervation in the 
Chap. of Varix.

During thoſe 2 
cations, we applied over the Breaſt the Empl. e bolo to 
reſtrain the Influx: but yet the Fungus encreaſed upon 
us, and raiſed a Swelling between that and the other 
Orifices. Upon which conſideration, we applied a large 
Cauſtick upon that Swelling, which laid ſome of t 
other Orifices into this ; then divided the Eſcar, and 
dreſſed it up with Lenients, and covered the Fungus 
with Eſcaroticks, where- ever it — to thruſt out, by 
which it was kept down.

The Signs may be taken from their Cauſes; and the Signs.

Deſcription, A N Eryſipelas is generated of a hot Serum in the 
0 A Blood, and affects the ſuperficies of the Skin with 
| | a ſhining, pale, red or citron colour, without 
Pulſation or circumſcribed Tumour, ſpreading from one 
— to another. It begins for the moſt part with ſome 
e Rigour, and is continued with a Fever. 
Differences. This Serum, according to its ſeveral degrees of receſs 
| from its natural ſtate towards that of Choler, doth pro- 
duce ſeveral Diſeaſcs. When the Receſs is leſs, and | 
the ſh of it but little, then it doth only cauſe a 
reddiſh bluſh upon the Skin: from which the name of | 
 Enryſipelas is, or atleaſt may be, derived; which is 
therefore by ſome great Authors reckoned amongſt the 
_ {fanguineous Tumours, becauſe irs colour repreſents 
Blood.

4 O0 , A Youth about ſeven or cight Years old, labour- 


ing under a complication of Diſeaſes from his Meſentery 
and Kidneys, was ordered by his Phyſician to have a 
Fontanel made in his left Arm: I tmade ir, and left it 


well digeſted. About ten Days after, that Arm was 


overſpread with an Eryſpelas from the Shoulder to the 
Wriſt, here and there bliſtered. I rhrew out the Pea, 
and dreſſed the Ulcer with gent. baſilicon and Præci- 
Pirate, then fomented the Arm with Milk, applying 
over it cerafwm Galeni with Bandage. — this I delign- 
ed to give tranſpiration to the Part, whilſt the Phyſician 
did treat the Fever. The next Day I renewed the 
Dreſſings in his Preſence ; and the Ulcer being ſome- 
what 
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what digeſted, I put in a Pea, by his advice, and dreſ- 
{-4 the Arm as before, thereby curing the Eryſpelas in 
few Days: Bur the Child remaining indiſpoſed, the 
Eryſipelas burſt forth again, and was alſo cured by the 


ſame method. Then the Patient was purged, and ſent 


into the Air near Barnet, where he drank thoſe Waters, 
and being thereby relieved, was brought back to his 
Parents. But within few Days after he relapſed, and 
an Eryſipelas diſcharged it ſelf again on the fame Arm, 
with a ſmall Phlegmon below the Elbow on the ourtide. 
It ſuppurated, and was opened by a Cauſtick, and 
cured according to that method. e Eryſipelas was 
alſo cured by the Cerote, as before. After this, the 
Child brake out of the Small-Pox, and W the great en- 


deavours of the Phyſicians was freed of that Diſeaſe ; 


but languiſhed and died foon after. Upon the opening 
of his Body, a Stone of the bigneſs and ſhape of an Al- 
mond was found in his left Ureter. We remembred rhe 
conſtant Pain he had in his Back long before the firſt 
Er y/ipelas, and thought that might be the occaſional cauſe 
of all theſe Maladies, viz. the continuation of the Pain 
cauſed many reiterated Fevers and Fermentations in the 
Blood, of which theſe fore-mentioned Diſeaſes were the 
effects. A thing not rare in Chirurgery, to find the 
Small-Pox produced by the pain of an Ulcer, as alfo to 
break our after the curing of them. 


A Gentleman of about ſixty Years of age, having 3- 9#/er- 
laboured many Years under an Aſtbma, was ſeized t 


with a pain in his left Side and a Pleuriſy followed, 
with great oppreſſion in his Lungs, his former accu- 
ſtomed way of diſcharge by Expectoration being ſup- 
reſſed. or Jaſper Needham was ſent for. By his 
reſcription the Parient was let blood ten Ounces : 
Lohochs and Pectorals, alſo opening Apozems, were 
reſcrib'd, and Venæſection repeated; by which the 
atient was relieved. Then a Fontanel was cut in his 
left Arm; which being digeſted, the Phyſician and 
Chirurgeon were diſmiſſed. And a few Days after, 
the Patient relapſed, and an Eryfpelat thruſt out the 
whole length of his Arm. I was ferch'd, and ſaw it 
ſwell'd, the C»ricu/a veſicated, and ſhining with a burn- 
ing heat of a Citron colour from the Fontanel down- 
ward, but upward to the Shoulder it was more red. 
His Friends and himſelf thought the Inflammation to 
proceed 
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eed through default of the Fontanel, as not made 
in the right place. But that was an error in them: for 
it was a tranſlation of part of that Humour which af- 
fected his Lungs, and was by the ſtrength of Nature diſ- 
Charged upon this Part, to which the too ſtrict Bandage 
might bly contribute: there being nothing more or- 
ary than ſuch diſcharges upon Fonranels : and it was 
well for him that it there disburthened it ſelf. The Phyſi- 
cian and my ſelf concluded it a Pars Eryſipelas, and 
that it required to be breathed forth: to which purpoſe 
I applied a Cerote of Wax and Oil over all the Arm, 
put a leſſer Pea into the Fontanel, with a Pledgir 
of unguent. diapompholyg. and Emplaſt. diachalcit. rowl- 
ing up the Au from the Hand to the Shoulder. The 
next Day, in dreſſing him, I ſnipt the Bliſters, to ler 
out the ſerous Humour, which might otherwiſe have 
ulcerated the Skin. The Day after, obſerving the Hear 
to go off, I put in a larger Pea, and dreſſed his Arm as 
I did the Day before. In two or three Days after, the 
Arm being, as it were, freed of the Er _ [ fixed 
the Fontanel, (which he keeps to this Day :) bur the 


Eryſipelas ſpread to that Scapula and Clavicle, and ſo 


down to his Breaſt and Back. I dreſſed it with the 
ſame Cerore, and left him enough of it for his Servants 
to dreſs him with: during which, Purgatives were re- 
peated, and he was cured by the application of the ſaid

A Perſon of about ſixty four Years of Age, of a me- 
lancholick dry Conſtitution, was in the Winter- Seaſon 
taken with a Quartan-Ague, and after the ſecond Fit, 


was ſeized with a pain in his left Leg: which encreaſ- 


ing, he ſent for me. The Leg was inflamed from the 
Knee to the Foot : the Inflammation of the Skin was of 
a more deep red colour then is uſually ſeen in a true 
Eryfipelas, it indeed partaking ſomewhat of a Phlegmor, 
but the Swelling was without circumſcription ; it was 
renſe and ſhining, made by a tranſlation of his Ague; fo 
that by this, if well managed, he was in a poſſibility of 
being freed of that. Therefore I propoſed by Lenients to 
moderate the Heat, and breathe out the Humour; having 
ſatisfied him, that it was neceſſary to proceed delibe- 
rately with it. I treated it as in the former Obſervation 
hath been ſaid, and dreſs'd it twice or thrice with the 

faid Cerote ; and having aſſuaged the hcat and pain in

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it, I ſhewed his Servants how to dreſs it, and gave di- 
rection to the Patient in the regulation of his Diet, &c. 
and took my leave; —.— them not to dreſs it too 
often, leſt upon ſo doing the Inflammation ſhould go off 
before the morbifick Matter were ſpent. From the 
time the Inflammation was made in his Leg, he had no 
more Fits of his Ague, and his Leg became well with- 
out the application of other Medicaments.

A Gen.leman of about _ Years of age, of a full 
Body, with a ſhort Neck, and of a ſanguine Complex- 
ion, having long laboured under the apprehenſion of an 
Apoplexy, his Mouth having ſome while been a little 
diſtorted by a Paralyſis of his Cheek and Tongue, was 
let Biood in the Neck about ten Ounces. The Night 
after, he was ſeized with 2 pain in his right Leg, from 
his Knee to his Toes, with great Inflammation. For 
the appealing of which, a Fomentation was brought 
him by ſome Pretender in Chirurgery, and applied with 
coarſe woollen Stupes, one of which was bound upon 
his Leg. This Leg growing from that time more pain- 
tul, I was ferch'd to him; when, taking off the Stupes,

that the Stupe ſticking in the Sores, had excoriated the 
Part with great Pain and Fluxion, which drew after it 
a ſmall Phlegmon. There was in this Patient great need 
of making Revulſion from his Head; but this way by 
woollen Stupes was of too much danger to be continu- 
ed. I wanteda Fomentation to cleanſe and refreſh the 
Part, and, being in haſte, cauſed ſome Water to be 
heated, with a handful of Wheat-bran; which being 
ſtrained, I bathed the Member with a Sponge; then 


applied unguent. tutiæ upon Pledgits of Lint on the Ex-

I let him Blood 
in the Arm, and pu him with Lenients; all thi 
elſe were done for Revulſion: but by reaſon of his 
Hair, there were no applications made to relieve the Part 
affected; whereupon a Suppuration followed ; which 
put me upon a neceſſity of cutting it off, and applyi 
Fomentations diſcutient and drying. I met with | 
difficulty in curing the Ulcer ; bur at laſt it was cured 
as — erin to * I _ you. 
An Eryſipelas ariſing an Internal Cauſe affecting 
the Head, uires the timely advice of a Phyſician, 
frequently cauſing grievous Accidems, as Fever, De- 
lirium, &c. and, being ſubject to great Ulcerations with 
Putrefaction, doth frequently cotrupt the Fleſh to the 
Bone. Sad Inſtances may be given of theſe, (they end- 
ing for the moſt part in Death: ) therefore it were to be 
wiſh'd in ſuch c that the Hair be timely cut off, for 
it contributes much to the Eroſion that happens. 

An Eryfipelas affecting the Face of a Perſon of Honour, 
he conſulred "Sir Ch. Scarbergb and other Phyſicians : 
they preſcribed Bleeding to the > 2 of eight Oun- 
ces, alſo Clyſters and lenient Purꝑatives to his 
Body ſoluble. During the time of Inflammation he was 
feveriſh and indiſpoſed, alſo ſubject to Fainting, and 
the like. In conſideration whereof he was adviſed ro 
keep his Bed, and ſomerimes to diſpoſe himfelf to breath- 
ing Sweats with the Counteſs of Kenz's Powder: Cor- 
dial-Juleps were alſo preſcribed him. The Eryjipe/as 
ſhifred from one part to another, in and about ms Face. 
They applied no Medicaments to the Parts diſeaſed. In 
the declination of it, I faw it ariſe again freſh in his 
Forehead wich a Swelling very high, only from the 
ſtreightneſs of his Cap: which TI taking notice of, and 
adviſing it to be ſlackened, the Swelling ſunk again in 
few Hours. I inſtance this, only to ſhe how ſmall a 
thing will raiſe this diſturbance where the bilious Hu- 
mours are in ferment. As his Er feels ſpent it ſelf, 
they purged him, and he recovered. An #-{pelas

A Gentleman near ſeventy Years old was ſorely af- 
flicted with a Furuncle within his Noſtrils, and about 
his Noſe, with great Inflammation and Hardneſs. I fo- 
mented the diſeaſed Parts with decoct. ſummitat. althææ, 
malvæ, viol. flor. chamem. meliloti, ſem. lini & pſjllii, 
and with a Syringe injected ſome of the ſame Liquor 
into his Noſtrils, and applied the forementioned Cata- 
laſm over his Noſe. 1 ſed the letring him Blood 
in the Arm, but it w not be admitred by reaſon of 
his Age: but by ſetting on Leeches behind his Ears, I 
took away ſome Blood; allo by bliſtering the Neck 
and Shoulders I endeavoured Revulltion, by Clyiters 
kept his Body ſoluble, and continued the Applications, 
by which his Pain was ſomewhat mitigated. After five 
or {ix Days the Skin became thin, and a white rough 
Matter ſhewed it ſelf in ſeveral Places within and about 
his Noſe, and gradually made its way through many 


{mall Openings. I made it more way here and there 


with the point of a Lancet, and dreſſed them cum vitell. ui 
& ol. lilior. and continued the uſe of the Fomentation, 
and applied the Cerote. I was much troubled to think 
what would become of his Noſe, the exteriour and in- 
teriour Parts being all ſtuft with that clammy Marrer, 
{o that it would not iſſue out; and, when it ſhould, I 
doubted it would leave little coverture for the Cartilages. 
To haſten it out, I daily dropt in a mixture of mel. rof. 
cum ſucco api decocted; 12 by conveying a big Tent 
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dipt in the ſame into each Noftril, I preſsd the Matter 
ourward, and ſometimes pulled it away with my Forceps. 
It came out as if it had been broken pieces of the 
Spinalis medulla, and burſt ſome of the Openings into one 
another ; which I was ſorry 'to ſee. But the Matter not 
being accompanied with acrimony, the hollowneſs fil- 
led up, and the diſtended Lips falling near one another, 
agglutinated as the Matter 1 out: and by the 
compreſſion I made with my Tents within the Noftrils 
J enlarged them, and furthered the well cicatrizing of 
the Ulcer ; which was infected in few Days after with 
Cicatrices not unſeemly.

Of Epinyctis and Terminthus. 


HERE are yet two ſorts of painful Tubercles 
which I have met with in my Practice: they are 
taken notice of by the Ancients under the names of 

Epinyctis and Terminthus; a couple of angry Puſtules 


affecting the Skin in the Arms, Hands and Thighs.

not differ much one from another, ſo may 
well be entred er. ! . 
The Epiny@is is of the bi of a Lupin, of a dusky 
red, and ſometimes of a livid and pale colour, with great 
Inflammation and Pain. It diſchargeth firſt a Sanies, 
then a bloody Matter. Terminthus is ſomewhat leſs, of 
a blackiſh colour: it breaks and gleets, and within a 
Day or two the Puſtule ſeparates, and comes away in 
a Siough, and from that time it digeſts and heals. © 
They both proceed from an exceſſive heat in the 
Blood, but are without malignity or danges, and cure 
with little difficulty, if there be no error committed in 
Chirurgery. NI Os „„ 
The Cure conſiſts in Evacuation by Bleeding, Purging, 
and regulation in Diet, &. as in a Phlegmon. b 
The external Applications commended to us by the 
Ancients, are fol. cicntæ, ſolaw. plant ag. cem polenta; or 
Rv paſſer mundatar, & coxtuſar ſeperpone: and to 
waſh them with 2 faiite, to dry up the Matter, and

They are alſo Jeſs 
dangerous which attend long Fevers, than thoſe which 
follow acute ones. Thoſe which are thruft forth by a 
Criſis are ſalutary, and ealily cured: but thoſe which 
happen after great Evacuations, or Fever, wichout re- 
miſhon of ir, are pernicious and dangerous. Thoſe 
which break forth ſympromatically, and arife from vi- 
cious ill-difpoſed Humours, are of difficult Cure, and 
dangerous. f 
In the Cure of this Tumour, you are to conſider he- 
ther it be ſymptomatical or critical, or of what kind of 92 
Matter generated. 
If it be critical, and come out kindly, the buſineſs is 
then by Lenients to mitigate the Pain, and further Sup- 
puration; as hath been ſaid before in Bo. But whe- 
ther it be ſymptomatical or critical, with little or much 
Tumour, malign or benign, you ought not to uſe Re- 
pellents, leſt thereby you return the Matter from with- 
out inward. If the Inflammation be great, and the Ac- 
cidents high, and Blood abound, let it ont, evacuring 
the Humour by lenient Purgatives, regula ing the Pa- 
tient's Diet, contemperating the Hum ours as in Ph/-g- 
mon, and embrocating with of. lumbric. chamæm. &c, 
But if, through 1 Nature do not thruſt the

&c. or the Matter may, as hath been ſaid, by a Fonta- 
nel thereunder be happily ſpent. 

The Perſpiration in theſe Parts is to be regarded; 
for the checking of it hath cauſed Convulſions, yea 
Death, in little Infants. 

A Gentlewoman aged about thirty Years, of a ſtrong 
healchful Conſtitution, was taken one Night with a 
Pain behind her right Ear; it encreaſed, and became 


very troubleſome. After three or four Days ſhe ſent 


for me. The Pain affected the Temporal Muſcle with 
Heat and Tumour, and her Head with Twitchings, 
and frequent Startings. She kept her Bed, and was 
faint and weak: ſhe had neither purged nor bled. I felt 
her Pulſe ſmall, which I judged to be rather from oppreſ- 
fion than weakneſs, there being no conliderable cauſe 
for the latter. I perſuaded her to be let Blood, which 
with ſome unwillingneſs ſhe yielded to. I opened a 
Vein in her right Arm: the Blood flowing out in a full 
ſtream, and being ſerous, I rook away ten Ounces; 


then embrocated the Tumour with ol. cham. warm, and 


dipt Wool in it, and applied it upon the Part. affected. 
A Clyſter was given ber ſome Hours after; and an E- 
mulſion preſcribed her, of which ſhe drank a hood 
Draught that Night, and repeated it at pleaſure. The 
Pain continuing, a Cataplaſm was applied ex rad. lilior. 
fol. malve, violar. flor. cham. ſem. fœrgg. made up with 


a few crumbs of white Bread, Saffron, Yolk of an Egg, 


and ol. ſembaci;, the Parts being firſt fomented with 


ſome of the Decoction, and part of the Liquor caſt —

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with a Springs: Wooll alſo was dipt in the ſame, and 
put into the Ear. By theſe Applications an Apoſtema- 
tion diſcharged it ſelf thereout; yet the Tumour did 
nor much {lacken. Therefore I purged her with an In- 
fuſion of ſena, rhabarb. &c. in which was diſſolved 
Manna, and Hr. roſ. pallid. whereby ſhe was ſome- 
what relieved. A Day or two after I purged her with 
Whey, Manna, and Crem. tartar. ad afrerwards re- 
peated it: the Tumour diſcuſſed, her Menſes came 
down, and ſhe recovered. |

diſeaſed with a large Tumour of an oval Figure, hard 
and inflamed, under the right Ear, I embrocated the 
Tumour with of. lilior. & cham. and directed a Cata- 
plaſm to be applied of a few malve & wie. with the 
crumbs of a white Loaf boil'd in Milk, and made up 
with axung. porcin.

whereupon I applied a Cataplaſm, one of the Suppura- 
tives above-mentioned, and concocted it; then opened 
it by Cauſtick, and diſcharged a mix'd crude Matter. 


The Ulcer being ſordid, I laid it more open, and dreſs'd 


it with mundif. Paracelſi, with alum: uſt. and Merc. præ- 
cipitat. and dreſs'd the Eſcar and inciſed Lips with Di- 
geſtives. After the ſeparation of the Eſcar, I deterg'd 
the Abſceſs more powerfully by the uſe of the Vitriol- 
ſtone and Precipitate, and afterwards incarned by the 
common Ticarnative uſed in ſuch caſes, and cicatrized 
it ſmooth without any remaining hardneſs: and the 
Youth enjoys his health well ſince. 

A Perſon of about fifty Years of age, having long la- 
boured under Scorbutical Affections, was ſeized with a 
flow Fever; his Head was affected with Vapours, and 
his Spirits oppreſſed: during which, a Tumour aroſe 
behind his left Ear, and reach'd down under that Jaw, 
growing big and hard, of a dark red colour. We en- 

voured by diſcutient and emollient Cataplaſms and

to any of them. We repeated Venz-ſection, and made 


him Fontanels inter ſcapulas; Purgations were alſo re- 


peared: but without ſucceſs.

Hence ir is, that they are divided into peſtilen- 
tial, and not peſtilential: which diſtinction hath refe- 
_ more to the antecedent Cauſe than to the Tumour 
it ſelf.

it will, the Symptoms attending it are much alike ; viz. |

In the Cure of a Carbuucle, two things offer themſelves 
to our conſideration: 1. the Antecedent Cauſe, the 
over- heated corrupt Blood abounding in the Body; 2. 
the Conjunct, or the Humour affecting the Part, and

In order to the firſt, 3 in Diet ought to be 
obſerved, and the hot Blood fermenting in the Body to 
be evacuated by Venæſection, eſpecially in thoſe that 
are not peſtilontial, and that too fainting: but in the 

ſtilential it is judged not ſo ſafe, leſt thereby the ma- 
ignity be drawn inward; but if you do let Blood, it 
muſt be in the beginning, whilſt the Body is ſtrong to 
bear it. And foraſmuch as Bleeding ſcarce evacuates 
all the depraved Humours, therefore Purging is preſcri- 
bed; leſt, by the abounding of corrupt Humours, the 
native Heat ſhould be extinguiſhed. But in peſtilennal 


Carbuncles there is alſo a Caution required upon the 


ſame conſideration as in Bleeding: therefore we content 
our ſelves with Clyſters and lenient Purgatives, as man- 
na, caſſia, electuar. lenitiv. diaprun. and the like; and

Or that Cataplaſm propoſed in the Diſcourſe of Bubo ex 
theriaca coct. in cepa excavata. And, if there be occa- 
ton, Cupping-Glaſſes may be applied to help it for- 
ward. Bur it the Body be ſtrong and plethorick, and 
the Carbuncle thruſt forth with raging eat and Pain, 
then that Cataplaſm preſcrib'd by Galer, 2 plan- 
rag. pan. tritic. decocted in Wine, may be of good ule, 
it being by him commended to have the virtue mode- 
rately to repreſs the heat, and to digeſt.

nour, about fixty Years of age, of a groſs Body, 
and highly ſcorbutical, was after Dinner ſerzed with a 
Rigour and Vomiting. His Phyſician, Sir Francis Pru- 
jean, being out of Town, he ſent for me. I ſuſpecting 


it to be the beginning of * Fever, deſired to 
4 be 
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be excuſed, his Condition requiring rather a knowing 
Phyfician than a Chirurgeon : but I was afterwards 
ferch'd by a more powerful Meſſenger, and found the 
Patient in his Bed, vomiting, and in a burning Fever. 
I adviſed the giving him Carduus Poſſet, to further his 
Vomiting; during which, I ſent for a mixture of the- 
riaca Veneta & conf. lujulæ, and a Cordial Julep of ag. 
dracont. &c. as is above ſet down in the method of Cure; 
of the former 1 gave him a Morſel, and ſome of the 
Julep after it, and adviſed his Servants to repeat the 
uſe of them once in four Hours. He reſted very diſ- 
quietly that Night, but in the Morning I found him 
more calm. I let him Blood, and directed a Clyſter 
to be given him that Afternoon. As I was taking my 
leave of him, he deſired me to look upon his Back, it 
ing very fore. I ſuppoicd his Fontanels (which he 
had long continued inter ſcapu/as) were uncaſy; and, 
making way to look- upon them, I found his Malad 
four Fingers breadth beneath the right Fontanel. It 
was a dark red Swelling, about the bigneſs of a {wall 
Cheſnut, lying very hard between the muſculous Fleſh 
and Skin, with many ſmall white Wheals about it of 
the fimple Herpes. I was ſomewhat ſurprized at the 
ſight, and dreſs d it haſtily up with «»gzezz. bafilic. and 
retired to my Houle to make ready that Cataplaſtn of 
Galen's, which I ſoon after applied, and continued the 
uſe of it ſome Days : during which the Carbuncle en- 
creaſed in breadth and hardneſs, the Ulcuſcula alſo 
2 round it. Upon which conſideration I applied the 
uppurative Cataplaſm above mentioned, to endeavour 
Maturation ; and on the Ulcuſcz/2 and Parts about, 
wnguert. nutritum, to Calm the Burning Hear. The 
Patient's Body was kept ſoluble by Clyiters and lenient 
Purgatives ; the Cordial Electuary and Julep were alſo 
frequently repeated; and his Diet was Broths, with 
\Wood-Sorrel and ſuch like Contemperatives boil'd in 
them. Nevertheleſs the Fever continued, and the Pa- 
tient lay dozed and ſomewhat delirious, as alſo troubled 
with a Sirgu/rvs and Aphibe. Obſerving him daily more 
inqiſpoſed, and the Carbuncle encreaſing in Bulk, and 
not likely to fuppurate, I ſcarifed deep into it, waſh'd 
it with a Solution of rheriaca Venera & mel Zeypriec. 
u aceto dini, then fuld the Inciſions with pai. froch. 
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polyide, and applied a Cataplaſm over all ex farina orobi 
decocted in 9 950 By the uſe of theſe Applications 
the Ulcaſcala dried, and the Carbuncle gleeted; but, 
by the uſe of Lenients, ir digeſted after a few Days; 
and as the Eſcar ſeparated, a well-concoted Matter 
diſcharged in great quantity daily more and more: yet 
the ſeparation of the mortified Carbuncle had left a 
very large Opening, and there appeared no conſiderable 
Swelling whereby one might judge the Cavity large. 
But feeling the Parts about, and preſſing my Hand up- 
on the right Clayicle and under that Axilla, the Matter 
poured out abundantly; yet theſe Parts were not in- 
flamed during the growth of the Carbuncle. This put 
me upon a neceſſity of making an Inciſion proportiona- 
bly ; and cutting off the flapping Lips to prevent the 
retention of Matter, I then dre{s'{ the Abiceſs with 
 mundificat. ex apio, and the tender Lips with the corm- 
mon Digeſtive ex terebinth. cum witello ovi ; and a 
plied a Cataplaſm ex farina hordei, fabar. flor. roſ. rub. 
&c. decocted in Oxymel, with Compreſs and Bandage. 
We had often propoſed the conſulting a Phyfician, bat 
thoſe of his Acquaintance were out of Town, Acci- 
dentally I met with Doctor Tho. Cox, about the twen- 
tieth Day, near the Patient's Houſe, and prevailed with 
him to viſit this Perſon. He faw rhe Abſceſs dreſſed, 
and the Patient labouring under the Singultus and Aph- 
the, alſo ſo dozed as he ſcarce ſpake to the Phyſician. 
He preſcribed the Patient Cordials, and what elfe he 
thought neceſſary, and left ſeveral Preſcriptions for the 
Family. Until then they ſuſpected not the Diſeaſe ; 
though the Servants that waſh'd his Linnen brake out 
in Blanes on their Hands and Arms as far as they were 
in the Soap-ſuds. From the time I made thar large 
Opening, the Matter leflened, and the Cavities healed 
up by agglutination, the Ulcer incarned, and was cicatrized 
by the common Epuloticks. 
The ſame Year I was ferch'd to 2 Child at Nurſe in 
Weſtminſter, that had been ſome Days ſick of a Peſti- 
lential Fever, during which, a Carbuncle thruſt forth 
in the right Breaſt, a little below the Clavicle, of the 
compaſs of a broad Shilling; but it was then ſunk, and 
of a black colour. I divided it, and gave vent to a 
bloody Seram, and ſaw the Fleſh underneath it ſound :

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it was without Inflammation. I dreſſed it up with 
warm Digeſtives, and applied an Emplaſter of Mithri- 
date on it; then gave it ſome Elect. de ovo diſſolved in 
a ſpoonful of aq. zheriacalis, I came too late, for the 
Child died a few Hours after.

I opened it with a 
Lancet, and after the diſcharge of the Matter, pared 
away that ſide of the Nail, and dreſſed. the Bliſter with 
a Pledgit of unguent. tutiæ. Himſelf cured it with ſome 
of the fame in two or three Days.

a Puncture deep in the moſt pained part to the Bone, 
and ſuffered it ro bleed while F. made a Dreſſing of un- 
guent. bafilicon to apply upon it, with an Emplaſt. & bolo; 
which being applied, the complained of the ſmarting of 
the Wound, bur ſaid it was nothing to the pain the felt 
before. The next Day I waited upon her at her Lodg- 
ing: ſhe had ſlept well that Night, and in perfect eaſe. 
I took off the Dreſſing, and ſaw the Wound agglutina- 
ted, then dreſſed it as the Night before, and from that time 
dreſſed it no more. After the ſame manner I have freed 
many in the beginning of the Diſeaſe. 
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A young Fellow attending in a Nobleman's Houſe, 2. Ohe. 


was ſeized with a grievous Pain m the pulp of one of 
his Fore-tingers, and came to me bemoaning his Condi- 
tion. The Part affected felt hot, but ſeemed neither 
inflamed nor much ſwelld. I preſsd the point of 
my Inciſion-Knife into the place where he was moſt 
8 and in the drawing out the Knife enlarged the 

ound a little. There ſeemed to iſſue out only a little 
Blood, which I permitted a while to flow, then dreſſed 
it up with a Pledgit of anguent. baſilicon and an Emplaſt. 
e bolo. The ſecond Day after, I met him, took off the 
Dreſſings, and ſaw the Wound cured: and he ſaid the 
Pain ceaſed that Night he went ſrom me. 


Another young Man ſerving in a Noble Family, was 3- O6ſerv. 


afflicted with a Pain in the Pulp of one of his Thumbs, 
and after three or four Days tryal of ſeveral Applicati- 
ons he was commended ro me. His Thumb being in- 
flamed and fwelled, I made Inciſion into it to the Bone: 
this not only bled, but gleeted a few drops. I dreſſed 
it with Lenients, and rowled it moderately, hoping 
thereby to agglutinate it. The ſecond Day after I 
off the Dreſſings, and, finding the Wound open and un- 
digeſted, dreſſed it up with a Doſſil dipt in Aierc. præ- 
cipitat. with Emplaſter and Bandage. The third Day 
after I dreſs d it again. The Dolhl came of with 2 
Slough, and left the Ulcer diſpoſed to Dizeſtion. I 
dreſſed it with a leſs Doſſil fpread with Baſlicon and 
Præcipitate, with a Pledgit of anguent. diapompio!. and 
an 
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an Emplaſter over it. From that Day it digeſted, and 
cured in fix or ſeven. The occaſion of its not healing 
by Agglutination, as the others did, was from the alte- 
ration (I ſuppoſe) the Ichor had began to make in the 
bottom of the Wound : which may, I think, enough 
ſhew the neceſſity of laying theſe Tumours open more 
timely, unleſs they have diſcovered ſome other way of 
diſcuſſing the Humour; which, I confeſs, I have not 


been able to make out, though I have tried many Me- 


dicaments commended in ſuch caſes. Foreſtus, in his 
5th Book, and 16th Obſervation, ſets down ſome ar- 
cana in the Cure of it: but after the trial of them, we 
find him foil'd in the Cure of his Patient, and the ſame 
Patient cured by another Chirurgeon, by the laying it 
open, and taking the rotten Bone out. 

I ſhall now ſhew you what they are when they have been 
—_ treated by 52 and the like. 

Servant to an Officer of the Court was brought to 
me ſorely afflicted with one of theſe Paronychiæ in his 
Fore-finger, by the fide of the Nail. He had been un- 
der Hands that had treated it with Medicaments till the 
Putrefaction within had rotted the Ligaments and Peri- 
2 and bared the Bone of the firſt Joint, and apo- 

ated it to the third Joint. I laid it open by Inciſi- 
on from the very end of the Finger downwards the 
length of the Abſceſs, and dreſſed it with Merc. præci- 
pitat. applying Doſſils over it ſpread with a Digeſtive 
to keep the lips of the Wound diſtended, and with long 
ſnips of Empl. diachalcit. rowled it up, leaving way be- 
tween for the Matter to diſc „ over which I repeat- 
ed a moderate Bandage to preſs out the Matter in the 
Part, and reſtrain the Influx, and reduce the Finger to 
its former ſhape. The third Day I dreſſed it again, and, 
finding the Ulcer ſordid and over-grown with looſe 
Fleſh, rubb'd it with the Vitriol-ſtone, filling the Ulcer 
again with Merc. — — and dreſſed it up as before. 
By this Method I deterged the Ulcer, and with Sarco- 
ticks incarned it, and by the application of Epuloticks 
with Bandage cicatrized it, and reduced the Finger to its 
natural ſhape, ſo that he recovered the uſe of it. 

A Lady commended a Woman to me, who 
brought her Child, a little Boy, of about five Years of 
age, gri-voully diſeaſed of a Pærenychia on the m

end of the Fore-finger, and under the Nail. The end 
of the Finger was rotted away, and the Bone ſticking 
out bare : the Nail was alſo rotten, and heaved up by 
the Putrefaction underneath it. I took hold of the Nat | 
with my Forceps, deſigning to cut it off, (it lying in my 
way;) but it ſeparated off from the root more eaſily. 
I alſo pinched off as much of the end of the Bone as 
was naked, rubb'd the looſe Fleſh and the remaining 
Bone with my Vitriol-ſtone, and applied a Pledgit of 
Lint dipt in a Solution of tinctur. vitrioli next the Bone, 
then fill d the Ulcer with Præcipitate, laying over it an 
Emplaſt. unguent. 6 lithargyro with a moderate Ban- 
dage. The third Day I dreſsd it again, and found a 
ſeparation of the corrupt Fleth : But the Matter was 
more than I could reaſonably expect from ſuch an Ul- 
cer. Whereupon I made a farther ſearch, and found a 
Sinus running the length of the ſecond Joint. I preſent- | 
ly made an Inciſion that length, and fill'd up the Open- 
ing with Doſſils dipt in Lenients, then dreſſed the more 
corrupt Parts with the ſame Medicaments as before, 
and rowled it up. The third Day after I took off the 
Dreſſings, and found the Bone covered with its Peri- 
ofteum in the Sinus | had laſt opened: but it was full of 
a looſe Fleſh the whole length. I dreſſed it as I had done 
the former ; the Vitriol-ſtone being of great uſe in theſe 
Ulcers which ſo abound with luxurious Fleſh amongſt the * 
Tendons: for by it the corrupt Fleſh is dried up with- 
out offending the Nerves, Tendons, or other ſound 
Parts; and the Ulcer may be deterged, according as it 4 
is touched, more or leſs; and the Bone it ſelf, where 1 
it is bare or carious, may be dried by it, and diſpoſed | 
to moulder of. Where the Hyperſarcoſis was great, 4 
there I alſo ſprinkled it with Præcipitate, whereby I | 
more ſpeedily freed the Ulcer of its Putrefaction; 
and by the application of long ſnips of Emplafter rowl- 
ed abour the Finger, refrained rhe influx of Humour. 
By moderate Compreſhon I reſtored the Finger to its 
true ſhape, and by the common Epuloticks cicatrized 
it, without more loſs of the Bone, than what I cut off 
at the firſt Dreſting, the Stump exfoliating inſenſibly. 
Whilſt I had the Honour to attend the King zt the 6. or. 

Hagre, a Woman related to one of the Princeſs RoyaP's 
Servants, had been lamentably afflicted with 8 
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theſe malign Ulcers in the Fore-finger of her right Hand: 
by reaſon of the long application of Suppuratives, the 
Bones of the firſt and ſecond Joint were rotted, and the 

Putrefaction had ſpread round, and corrupted their Li- 
gaments. I made Inciſion the length of the Abſceſs, 
and upon further ſearch feeling the Bones nor only rot- 
ten, but looſe, I took them both cut, and ſeparated the 
Nail from ſome part of the Ligament to which it adhe- 
red; then deterg'd the Ulcer by filling it with Præcipi- 


tate, dreſſed the Lips with digeſtives, and rowled it up. 


After I had thus dete it, and by Compreſſes and 
reduced the Finger to a better figure, I left 
off the uſe of Doſſils, and by long pieces of Emplaſter 
brought the lips together, and left the Finger well ſha- 
pets and a Nail thruſt out again; but it having loſt its 
upporters, was of little uſe. Whether afterwards any 
Callus thruſt out to ſupply the place of the Bones, 1 
doubr : but in ſtrumous and ſome other Ulcers you may 
ſee how ſuchdefect hath been recompenſed. 
Some Years fince I was fetch'd into the City to a 


* Gentlewoman who was much afflicted with one of theſe 


malign Ulcers in the Ny firſt Joint of one of her Fin- 
at attended ir had been ſup- 


purating it, but the while the Bone corrupted. I pro- 
poſed laying it open by Incifion, and to have pro- 
ceeded by Deterſion. She aſſented to it, and accord- 
ingly it was laid open. After a Dreſſing or two ] left 
it to the Chirurgeon. But about ten Days after ſhe 
ſent for me again, and was mich unſatisfied in the 
roceedings. I looked upon it, and, ſeeing it was like- 
y to be a tedious and unſucceſsful work, adviſed the 
cutting · off of her Finger, which after ſome deliberation ſhe 
ſubmitted unto. 85 
The Wife of a Bit- maker attending the Court, whilſt 
was ſeized with a 
Pain in the end of her Fore-finger, and delired my Ad- 
vice. I told her the nature of the Diſeaſe, and ſhewed 
her the neceſſity of making a Puncture with an Inciſion- 


| Knife into the pained Part: but ſhe went murmuring 
away from me, and made uſe cf fome other, who en- 


deavoured to ſuppurate it. In the while I made her a 
Viſit or two, to perſuade her from that Method; bur 
ſhe would not permit me to open it. Some while after, 
the Putrefaction being encreaſed, it made irs way — 
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and diſcharged ſome of its Sordes. This they called 
Suppuration, and promiſed themſelves a ſpeedy Cure, 


cenſuring me for adviſing her to open it before Matura- 


tion. But in theſe Abſceſſes the Suppuration is falſe, and 
rarely happens till the Bone and Ligaments are corrupt- 
ed: which after a while ſhe finding too true, made 
Friends to me; at whoſe deſire I viſited her, and found 
the Finger miſerably ſwelPd, and the Ulcer ſordid, the 
Bone lying rotten in it. I dreſſed it with Deteraves, 
and offered to her conſideration, whether ſhe would 
permit the Ulcer to be cut open, (for Cauſticks are of 
ill uſe in Ulcers with Caries in theſe Parts,) and dreſſed 
with ſuch Medicaments as might cleanſe it, and diſ- 
poſe the Bone to exfoliate, which would be a long 
work, and uncertain; or that ſhe ſhould without more 
delay permit it to be cut off, and thereby have it 
2 cured. After ſome demurr, ſhe ſubmitted to 
e latter; and I cut it off with a Chiſel, dreſſed u 
the Stump with pulv. Galeni, cum albumine 0, and rol- 
led it on. The ſecond Day after I dreſſed it cum 
terebinth. & vitell. ovi, &c. and digeſted it; and after- 
wards I incarned it with the common Sarcoticks, and 
Cicatrized it in few Days with anguent. aeſiccat. rubr. 
and Pledgits dipt in aqua calcis. She gave me a great 
many good Words for the ridding her of ſuch a painful 
Finger, but never forgave me the neglect (as the called 
it) of dreſſing it with Suppuratives; ſhe ſuppoſing that 
I could ſo have cured it, but would not. It was a 
Crime which might be the eaſilier forgiven her, ſince 
we meet with it ſo often in ſome of our own Pro-

and hard, as ſome overgrown Nails are, whence Pain 


and Inflammation are ſtirred up, and an Eruption of 
Matter followeth, which being exaſſ by a conti- 
nual 1 or preſſure of the Nail, the {ori — 
fpreads and corrupts it, and thruſts out Excreſcences 


and looſe Fleſh round about. When this ha in 
poor People, who travel much in the wet and dirt, and 
want that accommodation which is neceſſary to keep 
their Feet dry and clean, the Matter corrupts the Ten- 
dons and Bones; as I have frequently ſeen amongſt our 
common Soldiers in the time of the Civil Wars, and 


amongſt ſome of the poor OD that come our of the 


ealing, to be Touched 


They take their Difference from the Cauſe, and Part 
which they affect: ſome riſing ſuperficially in the ſides 
of the Nail with eroſion ; whereas others, ariſing from 
the Tendons, corrupt the Bones. 

The Signs are evident, viz. the Ulceration and Ex- 
creſcences appearing about the root or ſides of, or under 
the Nails with pain. If it affect the Tendons or Mem- 
brane under the Nail, the pain is more vehement: if 
the Bone be corrupted, the putrefactive Smell will diſ- 


cover it. |

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In the Pterygion affecting the Skin there is no great Progneſtick. = 


difficulty of Cure: if the Nail be pared away, the Ul- 
ceration will ſoon heal. But if it ariſe from the Ten- 
dons or Membrane at the root of the Nail, the work is 
more hard; and in old People, or Bodies ill-habited, it 
is apt to gangrene. "> 

In the Cure of the ſuperficial Ulcerations with looſe 
Fleſh ariſing about the Nail, you are in the firſt place 
to cut away the Nail, that you may apply your Medi- 
caments to the Ulceration, which may conſume or dry 
the looſe Fleſh and cicatrize it: in which caſe you ma 
uſe a little dry Lint, or Lint dipt in 44. calcis and dried, 
or pulv. cort. granat. balauſt. terr. ſigillat. lap. tutiæ; in

ſtronger habits, Merc. precipitat. You are to avoid the 


application of moiſt or greaſy Medicaments, for they 
rot the Nails, and increaſe the Ulceration. The Ex- 
creſcences ariſing from the Tendons or Membrane at 
the roots of the Nails, require Medicaments more pow- 


erfully drying; ſuch as are t #/tum, ſquame eris, calx 


viva, troch. polyide, Andronit, Muſe, yea, the Cauſtick- 
ſtone warily uſed, Merc. præcipitat and the Vitriol or 


Alum-ſtone may ſerve to cicatrize the Ulcer. 
A os Lady having bruiſed her Fore-finger acci- 
dentally, and neglected the Cure, it corrupted un- 
der the Nail, and became very ſoce. I was ſent for, 
and found the inſide of the Nail looſe, the Skin at the 
root of the Nail raiſed up, and full of ſpongy Fleſh. 
1 preſently cut away the tide of the Nail to give diſ- 
charge of the Matter, then dreſſed it with dry Lint, 
and applied a Pledgit of ungvent. tutiæ over it. The 
Excreſcence riſing from the root of the Nail I dreſſed 
with Merc. præcipitat. and laid a Pledgit of wnguent. tu- 
tie over that Swelling, with a ſnip of Emplaſtr. diachal- 
cit. as an Intercipient, and rolled it up. The Ulcera- 
tion on the ſide where I cut the Nail away, cicatrized 
by the aforeſaid Dreſſings; but that at the root of the 
Nail I found ſwelled; the Præcipitate had cruſted the

and cicatrized the lax edges with the Alume ſtone and 
dry Lint. This Nail being caſt off, a new one thruſt- 
ing forth reſtored the Parr to its natural figure. From 
ſuch Ulcerations at the roots of the Nails, there often 
ariſe great Excreſcences, eſpecially from the Thumbs, 
and are extreamly painful, and difficult to cure. 

I was ſent for to one who was grievouſly afflicted with 


ſuch an Excreſcence: it was as big as a Cherry-ſtone; 


it was hard and gleeted, and the Parts about it much 
inflamed. I ap fied a ſnip of Emplaſter between the 
Excreſcence — the Nail: then I rubbed the Excreſ- 
cence with a Cauſtick-ſtone, and with an armed Probe 
dried up the Salt as it diſſolved in the working. After 


I had conſumed the Excreſcence, I waſhed out the Salts 


in the Eſcar with a little Wine warm, pulled away the

covering it with Præcipitate again; and afterwards, by

A Ge 


ntleman, having lain ſome while under Phylick 


and Chirurgery for an Ulceration about the Nail of bis 


Great Toe, conſulted me. I faw the Matter flow round 
the Nail, yet the Nail was not looſe, nor did it ſeem 


to preſs into the Fleſh; for there had been a Corn-cut- 


ter who had cleared it: and in truth I ſuppoſed the 
Matter to ariſe from behind the root of the Nail, it 
being there hollow and inflamed. To make a farther diſ- 
covery, I filled all the chinks with Merc. precipitar. and 
with a dry Pledgit of Lint and Emp/aſtr. de minio dreſ- 
ſed it up. A Day or two after, when we dreſſed it, 
we found the Nail overflowed with Matter, and 
could make no certain judgment of its Original: where- 


with 
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wich dry Lint, and that behind the Nail with unguent. 
diapompholyg. and thereby it appeared that the Matter 
aroſe from behind the Nail. For by this way of dreſ- 
ſing, the ſides dried; but after we filled that Cavit 
over and behind the root of the Nail, the Matter bur 
out under the Nail, and was ſcen to lie in the ſides. 
Upon which Phyſick was again propoſed, to purge off 
the naughty Humours: bur indeed the Cure conſiſted 
in the cutting of that callous Skin behind the root of 
the Nail. But my Brother Chirurgeon diſſenting, the 
Patient complied with him, to avoid the Pain. Yet 
after a farther experiment by dreſſing two or three 
Days, I prevailed, and with an Incition-Knite cut off 
that callous Skin, then digeſted it with «nguent. baſilicon, 
and in a few Days cicatrized ir: and from that time 
there appeared no more Matter or Sore. 

A Gentleman of about ſeventy Years of age, havin 
Nails on his Great Toes very big, bard and — 
the one of them pretled ſo ſtreight upon the Membrane 
underneath it; as to make an Ulceration; which en- 
creaſing with Putrefaction, he came to Town. It 
ſeemed to me to be gangrened underneath the Nail; 
wherefore ,I | mages paſled my Knife under the 
Nail, and made a ſeparation of ir. The fides of the 
Nail lay very deep, and in ſome parts ried very faſt by its 
Ligament. It being removed, I wathed rhe Ulcer with 
Wine; but it bleeding too faſt ro make any farther 
judgment of it at that time, I covered it with Præcipi- 
tate, and retained it on by Pledgits of Lint and Em- 
plaſter. The ſecond Day after I found it cruſted with 
the Præcipitate; bur a corrupt Marter buriting : hrough 
it in ſeveral parts, and the Ulcer appearing deep, I 
took off that ruſt, and drefs'd it With urgent. baſlt- 
con mixt with Præcipitate and lum. uſt. and by Deter- 
gents and Epuloticks, as hath been ſhewed in the pre- 
ceding Obſervations, I deterged, and cicatrized it: then 
cauling the Nail of the other Great Toe to be raſped 
and cut round, to prevent che like accident, I diſmiſd

A Gentleman of about ſeventy Years of age, com- 
plaining of a Sore at the root of the Nail of one of his 
Great-Toes, was commended to my care.

I dreſſed it up with Merc. precipitat. with 
2 Pledgir of dry Lint upon the Nail; and over the Part 
affected <p wnguent. baſilic. with Emplaſt. diac halcit.

Winter-ſeaſon, which pierceth the Skin, maketh pain- 
ful Swellings, and at the ſame time ſhutteth up the Pores 
fo as the Humour cannot tranſpire, whereupon it cor- 
rupts, and raiſes little Wheals or Bliſters, which ulce- 

rate the Cuticula, and corrode into the Skin, and fome- 
times deeper, as in Kibes is frequently ſeen. | 

The internal Cauſe may be taken from ſome Indiſpoſi- 
tion of the Blood. 


The Signs are manifeſt in the back of the Hands and Signs. 


Fingers, they appearing, as we generally expreſs them, 
ſwell'd with 8 are of - thick red colour, and 
thruſt out many ſmall Wheals which itch very much, 
and being rubb'd do ulcerate and chop the Skin, and diſ- 
charge a thin Humour. Ribes appear after the ſame manner

Chilblanes are exempt from danger, but are vexatious, Progneftick; 


and not eaſy to cure whilſt the cold Weather laſts ; 
and being cured, are apt to return Yearly. . The Res 
may prove dangerous, and difficult to cure, if they be 
any whit neglected, the Matter being apt to ulcerate 

the Fleſh to the Bone, and ſometimes gangrene 


In the Cwre, the manner of living is to be conſidered, Cure. 


eſpecially that they defend themſelves from cold, and 
keep their Feet dry and warm. Of the Medicaments 
proper in this Diſeaſe ſome arepreſervative, while rhe 

H 4 Skin 
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Skin is whole; and others are curative, and neceſſary when 
they are whealed and ulcerated. 

e Preſervatives are, as I have ſaid, to cloath the Parts 
warm, that che Pores may be open to give a breath- 
ing to the Humour: to which purpoſe, Furred Gloves 
and Woollen Mittens and Socks are to be commended, 
alſo Dogs-skin Gloves for the Poorer fort ; the Richer 
may have Oiled Gloves. Socks dipt in Brandy-wine, 
and worn, are preventive. The Mariners, to prevent 
this Diſeaſe in their Hands, dip their Mittens in Sea- 
water, and having wrung out the Water, draw them 
on. All Fomentations, whether it be freſh Water, or 
Beef, or Fiſh-broth, are proper to further Tranſpiration. 
In the Cure, we commend the Decoction of warm 
Plants, as Wormwood, Southernwood, Mugwort, Mar- 
joram, Thyme, Hyſſop, Rue, Roſemary, Bays, and 
Juniper, with their Berries. Turnips are the Specifick, 
and it they be frozen, they are more efficacious. Un- 
guent. roſat. cum oleo tereinth. in a roaſted Turnip, is 
an approved Remedy in the Cure of them: Alfa this, 

manne, thuris, az. xj. cort. pini zij. axung. porcine 
& anſerin. an. iij. cere q. ſ. fiat Ceratum. If the Ulce- 
ration be large, it requires to be cured as in an Ulcer 
with Fluxion. | | 

In the Cure of Chilblanes we are never conſulted, 
unleſs they be complicated with ſome other Diſeaſe, or 
are paſt the Cure of common Applications. |

Varix is the dilatation of a Vein: it happeneth in di- 
vers Parts of the ; but for the moſt part the hs 
and Legs, the Teſticles and hæmorrhoidal Veins; and in 
Women the Belly is frequently affected. 

It proceedeth from the reſtagnation of groſs Blood, 
which deing tranſmitted into the Veins, either by reaſon 
of the depending of the Part, or from ſome other preſ- 
ſure upon the Veſſel, or elſe by its own groſſneſs, proves 

unapt ſor Circulation. Then, inſtead of continuing its 
eurrent proportionably to the other Parts, it ſtops in 
the and coagulates, and by degrees encreaſeth it 
ſelf by the acceſſion of the like les out of the ſuc- 
ceeding Blood ; and, enlarging its bulk, dilateth irs 
Veſlels into a ca city big enough to receive it This

In ſome places it oweth its original to Natural Cau- 
ſes; as to the generation of Milk in the Breaſts, and of 
the Fetus in the Womb: in both which caſes, Nature 
being obliged to ſpend the nutritious Serum upon the 
uſes there intended, the Blood returns thick, and is apt 
to reſtagnate, and uſually encreaſeth the Veins at thoſe 
times to {x or ſeven (it may be ten) times their natural 
bigne6 : which very accident is by Doctor Walter 
Needham (in his Book de Formatu Fetus) made uſe of as 
an Argument to prove, that the nutritious Juices are 
carried to thoſe places by the Arteries, and not by any 

uliar Veſſels. But it alſo preternaturally falleth out 
* Tumours of the Breaſts and other Parts: in all 
which (but moſt viſibly in Cancers) the Veſſels enlarge, 
and the Veins become varicoſe. The Cauſe of which 
may be referred either to the coagulation of the Serum, 


or grumouſneſs of the Blood, or to the obſtruction of 


the Vein ſomewhere in its paſſage by ſome anguſtation 


upon it by part of the Tumour ; from whence it will 


often happen, that the Vein a hone" ir hath its current 
ſtopped, and is forced to ſwell. * Nay, not only the 
contraction of the Veſlels by preternatural Tumours 
doth this, bur alſo any other Preſſure.

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They are caſily known, in what external Parts ſoever

The Sigz of a Hernia Varicoſa, is the unequal knot- 


ted Tumour in the Vein leading to the Teſticle, with a 


relaxation of the ſame Teſticle: and when the Teſti- 
cles are inflated with Wind, the Vein is alſo diſtended 
and painful. What the Signs are of the Hæmorrhoidal 


 Varices, and how they are to be treated, you may ſee in 


their peculiar Treatiſe. 


Proguoflich. Varices are not dangerous in themſelves, they rather 


free the Patient from imminent Diſeaſes, eſpecially thote 
of Melancholy: according to that Aphoriſm of Hippo- 
crates ; Infanis fi varices vel hemorrhoides ſuperweniunt, 

t inſauie ſolutio. Which words are to be underſtood 
of Veins it they grow very large, or if they break and 
run: but if chey flow intemperately, Cachexia, Dropſy, 
Conſumption, and ſuch like Diſeaſes follow. So, on 
the contrary, if they be unſeaſonably ſuppreſs'd, Mad- 


neſs, Pleuriſy, Coughing of Blood, Pain in the Kid- 


neys, Apoplexies, &c. do follow, The Hernia Varicoſa 
or Circocele is difficult to cure, as che reſt are. 

The Varices ought not to be cured, unleſs they be 
painful, or that they be extended into a large Tumour, 
or ulcerate and bleed much: for, as I have ſaid, they 
preſerve Health. But it there be a neceſſity of curing 
them, it ought to begin with Purging and Bleeding, not 
once or twice, but often repeated ; and if the Vſcera 
be in fault, they ought to be ſtrengthened and amended ; 
afrer which the Cure raay be endeavoured by aſtringent 
and exſiccant Medicaments, and thoſe to be applied 
with convenient Bandage, to prefs back the Blood coa- 
ulating in the Veſlel, and modcrarely reſiſt the Current.

Marius his Argument thereof, in his Life ſet down by 


Plutarch. In my Practice I have met many diſeaſed 
with varicoſe Swellings in the Thighs, Legs, Belly, &c. 
ſome of them very large, and as unſightly as trouble- 
ſome : but I never met with one Patient that cared to 
hear of the Cure by Ligature, nor indeed have I ſeen 
any great reaſon for ir. For if the Unſightlineſs and 
Pain be in rhe Legs, it may be helped by the wearing 
a laced Stocking, plaCing a Card, piece of Vellum or 
beaten Lead berween them. A laced Trowze will do 
as much for the Thigh. When they affect the Belly, 
they may be reſtrained by a Bracer, withour much 


trouble to the Patient, or inconvenience to his Health. 
But if you ſuſpect it, you may in great Varices both purge, 


and bleed them. The Medicaments externally applied, 
are balauſt. cortices granat. roſ. rubr. nuc. cupreſ.

Theſe external Effuſions are the Subject of this Chap- 


Io the better underſtanding of the nature of theſe, 


it will be neceſſary to divide the Blood into two parts, 
Serum and Grumus. | . | 
The Serum is that fluid Subſtance which floweth about 
the Coagulum or Grumus in the Chirurgeon's Porringer. 
t is not only the nutritious Juice that nouriſheth all che 


Parts of the Body, but alfo the Balſam that heals it; 
and is that thing that is capable of digeſtion, diſcuſſion, 


and many other alterations. This is the Vehiculum of 
the Gramus, and whilſt it circulates, doth keep it fluid, 
and cauſeth its perpetual motion through all the Veſſels 
and Pores, as long as they continue incorporate toge- 
ther. And in extravaſation, if the effuſion be not great, 
it will by degrees ſwallow UP the Gremus, diſſolving it, 
and returning it into the Veins again: but if the effu- 
fion be great, ſo that the Grumus ſeparates from the 
Serum in the Contuſion, there it difficultly reuniteth 
with the Serum again, much leſs digeſts, but either pu- 
trifieth in the Part, making Inflammation, and ſome- 


times Gangrenes; or elſe, which is more ſeldom, har- 


dens there and dries, making only a morbus in numerit 
partium. Such a one Doctor Walter Needham and my 
ſelf ſaw in the Foot of a young Gentlewoman, who was 
our Patient upon another account. 
Signs of a Conrulion, are the black-and-blue colour 
with or without Turnour. The Cauſes, as Blow, Fall, 
&c. are learned from the By-ſtanders. 
The is ſmall, if the Contuſion be ſuch : alſo 
whilſt the Humours are thin and fluid, there are hes

But when t Contuſion happens, there the 
caſe alters, n great: of which, to 
omit many others, that of Ixgraſſius is a remarkable In- 
ſtance ; where a Nobleman's Leg being bruiſed by the 
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armed Knee of one that encountred him oa Horſeback, it 
killed him in three Days. 
When the Part, inſtead of being black, blue or green, 
groweth red, hard and painful, the Danger is imminenr. 
Such was the caſe of a fat Gentleman, who, by a Fall 
upon his Buttocks going down Stairs, bruiſed thoſe Parts, 
and neglecting the Cure, it tended toward a Gangrene, but 
was got off by Scarification and Diſcutients. 
Since the Diſcovery of the Circulation of the Blood, Care. 
ſome People have propoſed to themſelves the Cure of 
this Diſeate, by returning the Blood back into its Veſſels 
by warm Applications, as ſpir. vini, &c. Which poſ- 
ſibly may have ſeemed to effect it where the Ecchymoſis 
hath been ſmall : but in great effuſions of od 
companied with much Pain, it is not reaſonable to hope 
a return of the Blood, by ſuch Applications ; for there- 
by the Tumour would be made bigger, and the leaſt 
that can be expected therefrom is a Suppuration : 
whereas thoſe which ſhall be treated according to the 
Method of the Ancients, by Repellents, and afterwards 
by Diſcutients, ſhall be ſecured from Apoſtemations, and

1. Obferv.” Perſon of about thirty Years old, of a full Body, 

: - ſtepping into his Coach, his Foot ſlipp d, and he 
brutied hrs Shin upon the Foot-board. He returned to 
his Lodging, and purpoſed ro ſend for a Chirurgeon : 
bur in the while looking upon it, and ſeeing no Skin 
broken, he was adviſed to bathe it with /pir. vini, to ra- 


rity 
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rify the Blood and keep it circulating. (A new way to 
make work for a Chirurgeon.) He did ſo, and lapp'd 
it about with a Cloth dipt in the ſame, continuing this 
way of Drelling ſome Days. Ir growing daily leſs pain- 
ful, but the Swelling not going away, I was ſent for, 
and percciving indeed the black-and-blue colours to be in 
a great meaſure gone, but by their relation the Tumour 


was bigger: by which it was eaſy to judge of the great 


virtue of ſpir. vini ſo uſed. Whereas by Repellents at 
firſt with the expuliive Bandage, the Blood might have 


been reſtrained, and afterwards what was extravaſated 


might have been ealily diſcuſſed. We ſee it daily in our 
Practice, and cenſure thoſe of our Profeſſion who ſuffer 
ſuch Extravaſation in every little Tumour to corrupt. 

In this Patient there was a Tumour of about a Week's 
continuance: the Queſtion was, Whether what was 
contained in the Tumour was Blood or Matter? It 
Matter, then a painful Fluxion ſhould have preceded, 
with Inflammation and Hardneſs, and have terminated 
by Diſcuſhon or by Suppuration : whereas this ſwelled 
and was painful upon the blow, but was never hard 
nor inflamed, or much painful, after the ſenſe of the 
ſtroke was over, but ſoft from the firſt Night; and 
mult conſequently be Blood. But whether it was Blood 
putrified, or concocted Matter, there remained no hopes 
of diſcuſſing it; nor was it ſafe permitting it to lodge 
ſo near the Bone in err thereof. Therefore, 
without further Diſpute, I laid it open by Inciſion, and 
diſcharged about two = of a corrupt black Blood 
and Serum; then dreſſed it up with a igeſtive ex le- 
rebinth. and embrocated the Tumour with ol. chamem.

A decayed old Gentleman walking in the Streets one 
Evening, was cruſh'd up to a Wall by a Cart: the 
Wheel paſſing too near him, bruiſed the out- ſide of his 
left Leg, but did not break the Skin: it was ſudden!

ed of extremity of Pain, and ſuſpected his Hip luxated. 
I rook off the Dreſlings, and felt the Joint well, bur all 
that ſide of the Thigh over-ſpread with an Ecchymoſs. 
I embrocated with ol. chamem. & lumbricor. with an ad- 
dition of ol. terebinth. and applied Empl. ſtict. Paracelſ. 
with a third part of Empl. diachalciteos; and the next

&c. in vino & aqua, to which was added ſpir. vini. 
Thus the extravaſated Serum was reſolved : but the 
Emplaſter was continued by reaſon of his Pain, which 
remained notwithſtanding.

which account Embrocations were repeated, alſo Purg- 
ing and decoct. ſar ſæ, &c. with Antiſcorbuticks: but he 
took little of them.

Some Days after, being informed that the 
Elcar did not ſeparate, but grew painful, I viſited him, 
and ſaw it dry, not likely to ſeparate: the Leg was al- 
ſo ſwelld with pituitous Humours. Since his Fall he 
had been below Stairs walking with Crutches, but of 
late did fit moſt Part of the Night, by reaſon of his 
Pain. This, and the weakneſs of the Member had oc- 
caſion'd the Swelling, and enfeebled the native Heat in

A Ciyſter was alſo preſcribed, 
and Iriſb Slate, ec. was given him, whereby he was diſ- 
poſed to a breathing Sweat: and at the Hour of Sleep an 
Anodyne Draught was preſcribed, to incline him to reſt, 
By this method the Fluxion was checked. during which 
the Parts diſeaſed were fomented with a decoct. ſummitat.

CHAP. XVI. 
Of an Aneuriſma. 


N Ameuriſma, according to my Deſcription, is 
A an Ecchymoſis, and indeed the higheſt Species of 
it. But ſince Authors have given another ac- 
count of that Tumour, and have allowed ir a peculiar 
Chapter, I have done fo too; the rather, becauſe the 


nature of the Veſſel through which the Effuſion is made, 
doth require a different merhod of Cure. 


Deſcription, It is a Tumour ſoft, white, and yielding to the touch, 
bur riſeth again upon the removal of your Finger; and 


is for the molt part accompanied with pulſation of the 
Artery. | 


Opinion of It is raiſed, according to the opinion of Authors, 

che 4. dilatation or relaxaticn of the Artery ; they ſuppoſing 

tien the Blood to have burit its paſſage through the firſt Coat, 
and dilated the ſecona, thereby railing the Tumour. 
And this ſome of them have delivered to us ſo poſitive- 


ly, 
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ly, as if they had in Opening found the exteriour Coat 

10 dilated. This I my ſelf was taught, and ſome while 
believed: but not having been able by my Practice to 
_ diſcover one Aneuriſina made by dilatation or relaxation 
of the outward Coat, 1 am apt to believe there is no 
ſuch thing, but that it takes its riſe from Blood burſting 
quite through the Artery into the interſtices of the 
Muſcles, where it raiſeth a "Tumour ſuitable ro the Ca- 
vity ic findeth, growing bigger or leſs, of this or that 
ſhape, as the Muſcles give way. But this Tumour con- 
ſiſts of Blood extravaſated, the Artery lying undilated 
the while. I do therefore ſuſpect the poſſibility of an 
Aneuriſma by the dilatation of the. outward or ſofter 
Coat of the Artery ; becauſe it ſeems improbable that 
a force big enough to burſt the inward Coat, which is 
ſo tough and firm, ſhould leave the exteriour, being 
| ſofter and weaker, whole, and go our ſo leiſurely into 
it, as to give it time for dilatation. Thoſe which I have 
met with did all come from downright eruption thro? 
both the Coats: and thoſe that come from external 
Punctures mult of neceſſity begin with a breach of the 
external Coat firſt, it being next the Lancer or other 
Weapon that made the diviſion. Sennertus would have 
it to heal again, though contrary to my Experience, 
who have always found it open as well as the internal: 
and indeed Reaſon mult tell us, that the conſtant erup- 
tions of Blood out of the Artery in every Pulſe, muſt 
needs keep it open; nay, the Biood _ not within 
the bounds of any one Membrane, bur I have ſeen it 
extravaſated through all the interſtices of the Muſcle 
of the whole Arm. | 

The Casſes of Arxeuriſma's are divers, Internal, or C4ujer. 
External. 1. The Internal Cauſe is, the impetuoſity 
of the Blood, which moving with greater violence in 
its Channels than the Artery can ſuſtain, doth force its 
way through the fide of the Veſſel, and, burſting a hole 
in it, doth iſſue into the ſpace that lieth between it and 
the neighbouring Muſcles, there incraſſiting the Mem- 
branes of the Muſcles, and framing it ſelf a Neſt. 

This Impetus may riſe firſt from the quamity of the 
Blood: Either when it is more than the Velle! can con- 
tain, a caſe that ſeldom happens to produce an Aner-

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be, it opens at the Noſe, or Lungs, or in the Brain, 
(there cauſing an Apoplexy : or in the Stomach, Guts, 
Aus, &c. Or elſe when his Blood is not really more 
than the whole Body naturally ſhould contain, but by 
violent Paſſion or Motion in ſtirring, is too forcibly 
driven forwards from the Heart towards ſome peculiar 
Artery; when the farther progreſs being (it may be) in-

either ir keeps the Shape of the Part; which uſually hap- 

when the Orifice in the Artery is ſmall, ſo that the 

lood comes out leiſurely, and finds the neighbouring 
Membranes fo well united, as to keep it within a certain 
Channel, which Membranes are alfo fortified by an ad- 
dition of a Serin coagulated from the extravaſated 
Blood: or elſe ir alters its form, when it groweth ſud- 
denly and irregularly, the Eruption being fo great that 
ir cannot be kept within bounds; or when it is by an 
ignorant Chirurgeon treated with Lenients and Diſcuti- 
eats, being miitaken for {ome other Diſcaſe; for in 
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this caſe the Membranes are relaxed, and give way to the 
Tumour. 


From theſe Differences the Signs of an Aneuriſma Siges. 


may be taken. If the Tumour be ſmall and ſuperficial, 
a Pulfſation may eaſily be felt in every part of it. If it 
be great and riſe ſuddenly, and was white and ſoft from 
its firſt appearance, though there be no Pulſation to be 
felt, yet you may conclude it an Aneuriſina, there be- 
ing not any Humour fave that of Blood which can fo 
ſuddenly raiſe ſuch a Tumour. The often encreaſe and 
diminution of the Tumour, is alſo a Sign of an Aneu- 
riſma; the diminution of it being the return of the 
Blood into the Artery, whence it as often cometh out 
ain. 
"If it happened from a Puncture of a Lancet, the man- 
ner of the ſpurting out of the Blood, will thew it: and 
if it do not bleed, yet a ſudden Tumour thruſts up un- 
der your Finger, with Pulfation, the Blood breaking 
out into the interſtices of the Muſcles, though not quire 
into the Skin. 

The Tumour is more compact or ſcatrer'd according 
as there was care taken at firſt to reſtrain it within com- 
paſs. In ſome of theſe there is Redneſs and Inflamma- 
tion, by reaſon of the expanſion of the Parts beyond 
their capacity, or from the Putrefaction of the Blood: 
in which latter Caſe Fever and Fainting for the moſt 


part accompany it. 


All Aneuriſma's are difficult to cure. Tho!e which p,,,,,. 
are large, and ariſe from Arteries deep in the Muſcles, flick. 


to which you cannot make your Applications, are in- 
curable : and if they be unidvyiſedly opened, the Pati- 
ent is in great danger of his Life. Bur if the Areuriſma 
be in ſach a Part as is capable of Bandage, and applica- 
tion of Medicamenes, the Cure is fealible ; or the Diſ- 
eaſe may be palliated to the eaſe of the Patient 


The Cure of an Aneuriſma conſiſts in the timely ap- Cure. 


3 of proper Medicaments, and Bandage to re- 
rain the Blood and keep it within its channel: or by 
Eſcaroticks or the actual Cautery you may deſtroy it. 
But if it lie where you may take it up, the Cure is then 
beſt performed by dividing it. The Medicaments pro- 
to reſtrain it in its motion, and agglutinate the Veſ-

Compounds may be made of ſome of the foregoing 
Powders with ſome of the aforeſaid Juices, or mix'd cum 
aceto & albumin. ovorum. 8 

In the firſt appearance of the Tumour, if it aroſe from 
an internal Cauſe, you ſhall endea vou, by the applicati- 
on of ſome of the aforeſaid Aſtringents and Bandage, 
to reſtrain the growth of it: but if it be in a place in- 
capable of Ban 22 you muſt content your ſelf with 
the application of Empl. N or ſuch like. If it be 
near the Trachea Arteria, the Patient may wear beaten 
Lead or Gold upon it covered with Sarſenet, or the 
like. You are to be well adviſed, before you attempt 
the Cure by Opening ic. If by Putrefaction the Blood 
burſt forth ſuddenly upon you, the life of your Patient 
is then in danger, and it will become you to be quick 
in the application of good Reſtrictives and Bandage, till 
you have time to conſider what to do: and be ſure to 
provide againſt the next Eruption; for till it break of it 
ſelf you are not to open it; and then you may attempt 
the ſtopping of the Flux by ſuch means as have been, or 
hereafter ſhall be propoſe. 

If the Aneuriſina happen by Puncture in letting Blood, 


the Chirurgeon ought to permit the Veſſel opened to 
1 


bleed _ but if it doth not bleed well, let him im- 
mediately looſen the Bandage, and apply a Compreſs 
dipt in His MAJESTY's Stiptick, or, for want of it, 
in Oxycrate. Let it be held firmly upon the Apertion by 
a Servant, whilſt the Chirurgeon opencth a Vein in the 
other Arm, and maketh Revulſion by a large evacuati- 
on to fainting, if it may be permitted. The while let 
your aſtringent Powders be applied ro the Wound, with 
reſtrictive Emplaſters over them. The upper part 
of the Arm to the Axilla is to be defended by Cloths 
wrung out of Oxycrate. Then with a Rowler with two 
heads, rake two or three turns upon the diſeaſed Part, 


and rowl upward, (his Arm being bowed the while) 


and for more ſecurity, take a turn about the Neck, and 


return back with your Bandage 22 to the Part 
affected, faſtening it on the outſide; then make the 


expullive Ban from the Hand upward. Theſe 


ought to be made to the caſe of the Patient, who being 
5 thus 
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thus dreſo d, muſt be put into his Bed, and his Hand 
placed upon his Breaſt. Contemperating Juleps, Emul- 
ſions, Opiats, & c. ought to be preſcribed him, and his 
Diet, Cc. to be regulated, as is propoſed in the Chap- 
ter of the Wounds of the Veins and Arteries. Having 
made this Bandage well, you are not to be over-haity 
in opening it again; for this firſt Dreſſing happily ſe- 
cures your Patient. For the great miſchief happening 
in theſe Aneuriſia's proceedeth from the ignorance of 
the Blood-letter, who, not conſidering the error by him 
committed in letting Blood, binds up the Arm careleſs- 
ly, and the next day, upon the Patient's Complaint, 
not diſcovering the cauſe of the Tumour, foments and 
embrocates it, thereby making way for the Blood to 
empty it ſelf into the interſtices of the Muſcles ; where- 
upon the whole Arm ſwelleth. In which caſe a laced 
Sleeve and Glove may be of great uſe. When this 
method fails, it may be neceſlary that you prepare for 
Deligation of the Artery. The manner of doing it you 
may ſee in the Chapter of the Wounds of the Veins and 
Arteries, I ſhall alſo ſhew it in one of the following 
Obſervations. |

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Advice. It was without Pain, Inflammation or Pulſa- 
tion, but ſoft from its firſt appearance, and was bigger 
or leſſer according as he walked much or little; which 
gave me ſuſpicion it might be an Aneuriſma. I applied 

mpl. Cæſarit over it, cauſed a laced-Stocking to be put 
on, let him Blood, and adviſed to Purging, Regulation 
of Diet, and Exerciſe, ec. by which it was kept quiet 
ſome time. But he, growing more ſecure, neglected the 


rf they him ; whereupon the Tumour encrea(- 
ed, burſt forth one Night in a flux of Blood. I 


was ſent for, and found it much extravaſated ; byr the 
Opening it ſelf vras ſtopt with a clot of grumous Blood. 


I drefled it up with Reſtrictives and Compreſs wrung 


out of Oxycrate. Then I made Revulſion by Venz- 
ſection and Deligation of other Parts. I alſo preſcribed 
Opiats, ec. to calm the ferment in the Blood. By this 
and my way of Dreſſing, the Blocd was for ſome Days 
tolerably reſtrain d: but as the Opening grew bigger, 
the Effuſion was greater. Upon which conſideration, 
I had provided ſome trochiſci de minio of ſeveral ſizes, 
alfo ſome pub. ſine pari Fo. Arden. I put in ſome of the 
former, and applied my Reſtrictives and Bandage over 
the Tumour; and as often as the Blood burſt forth, I 


continued that way of Dreſſing, hoping by thoſe Eſca- 


roticks to deſtroy the Artery. Afterwards the Orifiee 

owing larger, I filled the Abſceſs with the pulv. 
* pari upon Doſſils, and applied Reſtrictives and Ban- 
dage as before. The Patient grew daily weaker ; but 
from this latter 8 the Bleeding was reſtrained 
till the fifth Day, when I was neceſſitated to open it, 
by reaſon of the Excoriations made in many places 
about it by the Eſcaroticks: nor was it then much. 
The Opening being large, I applied the Eſcaroticks to 
more advantage, and dreſſed the Excoriations with 
wnzuent. album campborat. c— my Empl. e bolo 
and Bandage. From that time the Bleeding waseftop- 
ped, I ſuppoſe by conſuming the Artery ; yet for ſome 
while there came away much ftinking clotted Blood. 
While I endeavoured to the Blood within the Ab- 
ſceſs, it infinuated between the Muſcles, making the Calf 


of the Leg hollow to the very Tendon : re, after 
1 was fecured of the Bleeding, I made way for the ea; 


diſchargz of Matter, and xd the Abſceſs wir 
” | mundif. 
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mundif. Paracelſi. To the Excoriations I continued the 
uſe of Epuloricks, and nouriſhed my Patient with good 
Broths, Caudles, &c. by which he recovered ftrength 
apace. The ſharp Humours being evacuated with hi 
Blood, the Abſceſs incarned by the application of rhe 
common Sarcoticks, and he was a in leſs than 2 
Month, recovering alſo the perfect uſe of his Leg. 
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Some Years ſince, | was deſired to give a Viſit to a 3. Obſerv. 


Man lying in my way to Whitehall. He had a large 
white Tumour poſſeſſing the fore part of his right 
Thigh, of a few Months growth : it was ſoft from the 
firſt appearance, and obſerved by the Patient to be 


bigger and leſſer one time than another. I conſidered 


the Swelling, and concluded it an Aneuriſma, That 
there was no Pulſation to be felt in it, was becauſe ir 
lay deep among the Muſcles, in which caſe the Pulſe is 
frequently intercepted. There lay a gummy Emplaſter 
upon it, and an attempt had been made to open it by 
uſtick ; bur ir not 2 deep enough, the Eſcar 
ſeparated without reaching near the Cavity. I declared 
to the Patient my Thoughts, viz. That the Swelling 
roceeded from Blood poured forth of its Veſſels, cither 
Eroſion from within, or by ſome outward Cauſe, as 

by Riding, c. and adviſed him not to permit the Tu- 
mour to be opened, deſiring that, if his Chirurgeon 
ſhould perfiſt in the ſuppurating or opening of it, he 
would ſend to me to meet him. Some few Days after, 
the Parient ſent me notice that his Chirurgeon had been 
with him, and reſolved to open it : whereupon I took 
the next opportunity to ſpeak with the Chirurgeon, and 
went along with him to his Patient; where I endea- 
voured to perſuade him that the Swelling aroſe from 
Blood, and withal propoſed / a palliative Cure a 
| laced Trowze and ſome good Reſtrictive Bur the Chi- 


rurgeon declared himſelf poſitively for the opening of it. 


I ſeeing his Reſolution, replied, Since you are fo opini- 
onated, you may (if you think ) make a Tryal of 
the Tumour, by thruſting a ſmall Lancer directly into 
the middle of it ; and if, upon pulling out of the Lan- 
cer, it appear Matrery, you may lay it more open, if 


it appear Bloody, you may more eaſily cure it than one 


made by a Caultick. He readily aſſented to the Tryal, 
and the Patient rejoicing in the Propoſal, he attempted 
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it with a Lancet: but not truſting it deep enough to 
reach the Cavity, I took the Lancet, and, paſſing it 
into the ſame Opening he had made, thruſt it directly 
down into the g and pull'd it out bloody ; but 
not one drop follow'd it The Chirurgeon not being 
therewith ſatisfied, I wiſh'd him to paſs a ſmall Probe 
down into the Opening. He did fo : and I alſo made 
a ſearch with the ſame Probe, and felt the Cavity large 
and full of Liquids, which was certainly Blood, the 
Probe coming out bloody. I perſuaded the Patient to 
keep his Bed ill that Puncture ſhould be agglutinated, 
and adviſed the Chirurgeon to be careful in the Cure of 
it. We dreſſed it with a Pledgit of leniment. Arcai, 
with Emplaſter and Bandage : to the uſe of which Me- 
dicine I left them, not doubting of their care in healing 
up ſo ſmall a Puncture. About ten Days after, walk- 
ing near the Door in a dark Evening, weary, and deſi- 
rous to reſt my ſelf, the * of this poor Man in- 
clined me to go into the Houſe. I enquired of the 
Landlady if he was within. She replyed, He is dying: 
That upon his riſing out of his Bed, the B had 
burſt forth exceſſively : That the Chirurgeon had for 
ſome Days endeavoured to ſtop it, but had fince left 
the Patient, and a neighbouring Woman had applied a 
Pultice to it; and that the Chamber ſtunk fo extreamly 
as it would poiſon me to go into it. I went up, and 
found the Room ſcatter'd with ſtinking bloody Cloths, 
and the poor Man languiſhing in his Bed, which was 
not cleanlier. I ſent preſently away for the Chirurgeon, 
and in the mean while made Rowlers and Compreſſes, 
and ſent for ſome Yeaſt and Wheat-Flower. The Chi- 
rurgeon being come, we ſpread a mixture of them upon 

Cloths, and armed ſeveral Tents with the fame. a= 
ving thus prepared our Dreſſings as the time would per- 
mit, we took off the bloody ones, and held the Orifice 
cloſe while we cleanſed the Thigh from the Pultice and 
Blood, then ſtopped the Orifice with a Tent proporti- 
onably, and applied our Agglutinatives over, wich Com- 
preſs and Bandage wrung out of Oxycrate. We rolled 
the Member moderately ſtraight, then laid him clean, 
and cauſed a meſs of Caudle to be given him, and en- 
couraged him with hopes of Recovery. The Chirur-

geon pleaded for himſelf, that he thought the Patient had 
been dead. 

Three or four Days after we dreſſed him again, and 
found him much recruited in his Spirits, he not havi 
bled one drop: and indeed the Emplaſters adhered as 
cloſe to the Skin as we could deſire. After we had 


taken out the Tent, abundance of grumous Blood iſſued 


forth: we cleanſed it away, and ſhaked into the Abſceſs 
about a drachm of Merc. præcipitat. and though we had 
then choice of Medicaments, yet we applied the ſame 
as before, and continued that method of Dreſſings, till 
the Blood was converted to Matter. Then we ſlit open 
the Orifice, and dreſſed it as a ſinuous Ulcer. After 
ſome Days, obſerving that the Matter could not diſ- 
charge while he kept his Bed, till the Abſceſs was full 
to run over, we cauſed him to riſe out of it: but that 
little while he was up he ſwooned; wherefore we put 
him to Bed again, and allowed him ſtronger Nou- 
riſhment, and by a Seton-Needle made way for the 
diſcharge of Matter ro more advantage. The Abſceſs 
being well diſpoſed to Cure, I lefr him again to his Chi- 

rurgeon, who cured him. 
=] his Experiment of opening Aneuriſina's by Puncture 
is not to be imitated, unleſs it be in ſuch Caſes as this, 
where both Patient and Chirurgeon are fo incredulous. 
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Some Years ſince, while I dwelt in the 0% Bailey, 4. Obſerv. 


was conſulted in the caſe of a Man, who, in his let- 
ting Blood, was prick'd in the Artery. The Artery did 
not bleed outwardly, but diſcharged it ſelf between the 
Muſcles. The Tumour, being miſtaken for a Puncture 
of a Nerve or Tendon, was fomented with Diſcutients, 


whereby I found it much enlarged, and not only the 


inſide, but the outſide of the Arm ſwelled above and 
beneath the Elbow, with a Pulſation in thoſe remote 
Parts. I cauſed an Emplaſter to be made of ſome of 
the Reſtrictives ſer down in the method of Cure cam 
ol. roſ. myrtill. & aceto, and applied it over the Arm to 
the Axil/a with Compreſs and Bandage. I then let him 
Blood, and diſpoſed him to reſt with an Anodyne- 
Draught, and preicribed him Emulſions and cooli 
Juleps, with ſuch a Diet as might incraſſate his 
Blood. A Day or two after I ſtrenzthened the former 
Bandage by a laced Sleeve and Glove, by which for 
| | | tome 
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ſome time much of the Blood was returned back into 
the Artery, and the Arm ſeemed in a hopeful way of 
recovery: but through irregularity the Arm ſwelled a- 
gain, and the Patient grew weary of us, and gave ear 
to every prattle ; and fo it happened that an Empirick 
was commended to them, as having an excellent Me- 
dicament to (top Bleeding. He was fetch'd, and un- 
dertook the Cure, and removed the Patient nearer his 
Lodging, where ho treated him: but he being ignorant 
in making the Bandage, or poſlibly not thinking ir ſo 
neceſſary, the Arm ſwell d; and the Tumour on the 
 infide of the Arm being ſoft and prominent, he conclu- 
ded it a bag of Matter (as he call'd it,) and applied a 
few bruiſed Herbs to it, which eat into the Skin, and 
made way for the Blood to burit forth abundantly ; 
inſomuch as a neighbouring Chirurgeon was ſent for, 
and he called others, who together made a ſhift ro ſtop 
it at that time. But his Arm ened, ſo that within 
few Days after they prepared for the cutting it off. The 
Patient's Relations, being acquainted with the Acci- 
dent, ſent me to them. I ſaw it amputated, and the 
Patient put into his Bed. We lit up the Arm, and laid 
the Artery bare. Ir retained its natural ſhape and ſmall- 
neſs, not one jot dilated; nor was the Apertion conſi- 
derable which had been made by that Accident, but 
by reaſon of its conſtitution continued open, as I have 
ſeen a hole punched in Leather, where it was capable 
of receiving the Blood, if it had been timely returned: 
but that being omitted, the extravaſated Blood forced 
amongſt the interſtices of the Muſcles up to the Axilla, 
and on the outſide of the Arm, down beneath the Elbow, 
in which places we found a quantity of ſtink ing grumous

1 Blood, having tried eavours of ſeve- 
ral of our Profeſſion unſucceisfully, ſome whereof 
had purpoſed the taking off his Arm, at the laſt I was 
ſent for, and met Mr. Arris and Mr. Hollier there. 
Mr. Gardner was his Chirurgeon. The Tumour was 
, much inflamed; and painful, with little or no 
ſation : but the Accident which gave riſe to the Lu- 
mour enough confirmed it an AAnexriſma. My Opinion 


Was. 
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was, that a Tumour ſo inflamed was not capable of 
ſuch Bandage whereby they might hope to return the 
Blood back into the Artery. Nor indeed was it reaſo- 
nable to ſuppoſe that ſuch a putrefactive Heat as ſeem- 
ed to be encloſed in that Swelling was capable of being 
thruſt back or retained long there, without — 


its own way by a Gangrene : and of what danger ſuch 


an Eruption might be to the Patient, if a Chiru | 
were not at hand, I left to their conſideration. 5 
in order to the removal of the Tumour, there were bur 
two ways, viz. Amputation of the Arm, or cutting in- 
to the Tumour, and making Deligation of the Artery ; 
which latter I commended to them. They aſſented to 
the Deligation : only the Patient deſired a Day or two 
to prepare himſelf. We applied Empl. s bols, with a 
moderate Bandage to reſtrain the encreaſe of the Tu- 
mour the while. The fourth Day after we met again, 
and, having all things ready, the Patient was placed in 
a Chair towards the light. I took off the Dreſſings, and 
made a Ligature four Fingers breadth above the Tu- 
mour, on which Mr. Hollier made a gripe. Some other 
held the Hand and lower part of the Arm, whilſt I 
made Inciſion down the length of the Tumour. That 
done, I threw out the grumous Blood with my Fingers, 
and cleanſed the Wound with a Sponge. Then deſiring 
Mr. Hollier to ſlacken his Hand, upon which the Artery 
diſcover'd it ſelf by the Blood ſpurting out, I paſſed my 
Needle under the upper part of the Artery, and tied 
that, and cut off the end of the Ligature. Near the 
Wound made in the Artery by letting Blood, there was 
a cartilaginous Body formed, which hindered my com- 
ing ro the Artery ; I cut it away, then paſſed m 
cedle, and made a ſecond Ligature. We dreſſed it 
up with Pledgits ſpread with the common Digeſtive ex 


rerebinth. dipt in pulv. Galeni, and applied Empl. dia- 


chalcit. malaxed with ol. roſ and rolled it up to the eaſe 
of the Patient; then put him into his Bed, and preſcri- 
bed him an Anodyne-Draught to take that Night. The 
next Day I viſited him, and found him in much eaſe: 
he had ſlept well with half the Draught was defign'd 
him, and was not troubled with thoſe fainting Fits 
which he had been ſubject to before the Operation. 
| The third Day we took 6

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his Arm. In taking off the Dreſſing we found all ſafe, 
and the lips of the Wound tending to Digeſtion. Mr. 
Hollier, who held the Arm above, ſeeing no Blood flow 
from the Wound, for experience- ſake griped it harder: 
_ which the Blood of a ſudden dropp'd from the 
y Parts and Capillaries in great drops, as if it had 
been preſſed our of a Sponge. I wondred at the manner of 
its Bleeding, not minding what he had done : but he 
flackening his Hand, ir ceaſed as ſoon. Which may 
ſhew the ill coaſequence of over-hard binding in the 
dreſſing of Wounds, Ulcers, exc. We dreſſed the 
Wound with the Digeſtive as before, and ſo continued 
it till the Wound was well digeſted. From that time 
we dreſſed it with Sarcoticks, rubb'd the looſe Fleth 
with the Vitriol-ſtone, and haſtened the cicatrizing of 
it with - medicamentoſ. &c. I faw the Ligatures fall 
off, and the Wound cicatrizing, then left it to his Chi- 
rurgeon, it being at that time indeed almoſt cicatrized. 
The Patient made me a Viſit a while after, and ſhewed 
me that he could uſe that Arm as well as the other. |

ceedeth from pure Choler (as it is yet thought) ſeparaced 
from the other Humours, and caſt out into the ſuperficies 
of the Skin. | 
There are three Species of them, differing from each 
other according to the Humour of which they are ge- 
nerated. The firſt is the Simple Herpes, proceeding 
from pure Choler. The ſecond is the Herpes Milliaris, 
wherein there is an admixcure of a ſalt wateriſh Humour.

C HA P. XVIII. 


Of an Ocdema. 


Aving ſhewed you how Blood and Choler become 
H offenſive when difturbed and thrown out of 
their proper Sphere, I ſhall now proceed to 
ſpeak of that Tumour which hath its rife from the Pi- 
tuita or Phlegm, and is known by the Name of Oedema. 


It is a ſoft cold Tumour without change of colour, Definition. 


pulſation, heat or pain, unleſs it be from the diſtention 
of the Part it 's. 


The Cauſe of Oedems is, as in other preternatural Cauſe. 


Tumours, Antecedent and Conjun&. | 

The Antecedent Cauſes are either remote, as default 
in Diet, Air, Exerciſe, &c. alſo old Contuſions, Lux- 
ations, Fractures, &*c. or more immediate, as the pi- 
tuitous Humour abounding in the Body. 

The Conjun& Cauſe is the ſame Humour collected 
into a Tumour, which is done, for the moſt part, by 
Conjeſtion, theſe cold Tumours being rarely. made by 


Fluxion. 


Oedema in it ſelf is not dangerous 
Bodies and Good-Fellows are — ſu to 
them, yet live to old age.

is effected by external Remedies. 

The firſt of theſe is performed by regulating the Pa- 


tlent in his manner of living; as in Diet, Air, Exercife, 


Sleeping, Watching, Paſſions of the Mind, Cc. as 
that his Bread be of pure Wheat, well baked with Cor- 
rectives, as Carraway, Fennil, or Aniſe-ſeeds ; that his 
Meat be Fleſh of good nouriſhment and eaſy digeſtion, 


| Mutton, Veal, P ullet, Rabbit, Chicken, c. that his 


Drink be Ale well boiled and medicated. Wine is alſo 
commended; but moderation in drinking is deſired. 
The Air ought to be dry and heating, the very remo- 
val into hotter Countries being often the Cure of this 


Diſeaſe. Exerciſe is required, to ftir up the native 


Heat and to waſte the Crudities. Sleep in the Day- 
time is forbidden, and ought to be moderated in the 
Night. Melancholy is to be avoided, and Venery if 
the Body be weak. | | |

pair of laced Stockings to be put on, and laced them 


daily ſtreighter. Bur from that time I dreſſed her 

bur once in three or four Days, unleſs it were 
that the Skin were fretted by the Salts, or her ſcratch- 
ing them: in which caſe I rook them off, and bathed 
her Legs with warm Water, and applied cerat.

A Perſon of Honour of about * Years of age, of a 3 


corpulent full 2 whom I had ſeen many Years be- 
fore in France 
Legs and Feet, came over into England, and put him- 
ſelf into the Hands of Sir Fr. Prujean; he then labour- 
ing under a complication of Diſeaſes, of which thoſe 
Swellings in his Legs and Feet were only a Symptom. 
By Chalybeates and Antiſcorbuticks he was relieved, 
and reſtored to a tolerable good Health: but thoſe 
Swellings in his Legs did not leſſen. Upon which con- 
ſideration I was ſent for, and propoſed the laced Stock- 
ings as the only Remedy. It being allowed of by the 
Phyſician, I fomented his Legs with the milder Fomen- 
tation above preſcribed, embrocated them as aboveſaid 
in the preceding Obſervation, and rowled them up 
from the Feet above the Knees. After three or four

In the time of the laſt great Plague, while I was in 
Of a ſwel- the Country, I was fetch'd ro a Perſon of Worth, of 
ted Thigh. about ſeventy Years of age, lying in Bed diſeaſed with 
a cold phlegmatick Tumour in his right Thigh, ſoft, 

and yielding to the impreſſion of my Fingers. Doctor 

Bowles had been with him, and preſcribed a Fomenta- 

tion with Embrocations to be daily applied. I appro- 

ved of what had been done: but the Weather be- 

then extreamly cold, the Ground covered with Froſt 

and Snow, I thought he might get cold in the time of 
Dreſſing; and beſides, without a ſtrict Bandage it was 

not likely to remove that Tumour. Therefore I offer- 

ed to their conſideration, whether a Flannel Trowze 

might not be made to lace ſtreight upon the Thigh, to 

cheriſh the native Heat of the Part, and defer the Cure 

of the Tumour till the Spring. The Patient approv'd 

of it, and declared that he would return to Lendon a- 

bout that time, and conſult us there, in order to his 

Cure. This being his Reſolution, I directed his Ser- 

vants to make a Trowze of a fine Ditnity, lined with a 

ſoft Flannel, with Eye-let holes, to lace on the outſide, 

with a Waiſt-band fitted to 1 45 part of it.

He re- 
lated to us how he had been over-perſuaded to have 
the Calf of that Leg bliſtered, and of the pain it gave 
him, and that a Fontanel had been made in the ſame 
Leg; which he was alſo forced to heal up, by reaſon of 
the Pain. (Theſe were made after I been with 
him.) He farther declared the Objections had been 
made againſt the Bandage, and ſaid, he had therefore 
ſent for us together, to have our Opinions how to regu- 
late himſelf for the fyture. The Phyſicians did all ap- 

rove of the Bandage, and allowed his wearing laced 
Stockings on his Legs in caſe they ſhould ſwell, and 
preſcribed him a ſtomachical Pill, and ſome pectoral 
yrups, to take for a Cough he was ſubje& to.

At the fight of which I ſcarified it with 
a Lancet, gave vent to that ſerous Humour, applied a 
warm Stupe on it, wrung out of the forementioned De- 
coction, and thereby freed the Scrotum ſo perfectly well, 
as it became no more diſeaſed The Abſceſs in Scapulis 
continued to matter much, and the Bones were felt bare 
in both of them: but by making new Apertions in the 
Parts more declining, the Matter diſcharged eaſily, and 
they cured within three Weeks after. But in the mean 
time the Tumour in the 7 part of the Thigh be- 
came painful daily more and more. Feeling Matter flu- 
ctuate in it, we opened it by Inciſion, and diſcharged

A Gentleman of about thirty Years of age, having 9 ot. 
from his Youth been vexed with a fiſtulous Ulcer in hisofan Oe- 
right Teſticle, in progreis of time a Tumour aroſe indema in 

the lower Belly over the Pubes, ſtretching to the right che Belly. 


Groin. He conſulted Mr. Ferman and my ſelf. The 
Swelling was hard and painful, but without Inflamma- 


tion. We ſuppoſed it to ariſe from an effulion of Serum 


through all the hypogaſtrick Arteries. That of the 
Teſticle we believed to come from Juices caſt in by the 
ſpermatick Veſſels, which, meeting with a check in 
their Progreſs, made the whole Teſticle ſcirrhous, and 
the Ulcer, as I ſaid, fiſtulous. We begun our Applica- 
tions to the Tumour with a diſcutient Cataplaſm ex far. 
fatar. hordei, ſem. lini, fenugreci, flor. ſambuci, cham. 
pulver. in oxymel. hoping to ſcatter the Humour: we 
alſo endeavoured Revulſion by Venzſeion, Clyſters, 
and lenient Purgatives. Doctor Short was conlulted, 


and alliſted all along in the Cure. While we were en- 


deavouring to- diſcuſs the Tumour, it began to inflame, 


and tend to Suppuration. Upon fight whereof we ſup- 


rages it, and opened it by Cauſtick about two Inches 
ong, near the Os Iliox, and diſcharged a large quantity 
of Matter. As the Eſcar ſeparated, we endeavoured di- 
geſtion, and cheriſhed the Parts by good Fomentations, 
adding Compreis and Bandage to preſs out the Matter; 
the Phyſician having the while preſcribed a decoct. ſarſz, 
chinæ, &c. with roper vulnerary Plants and Balſamicks, 
purging by intervals. Yet . notwithſtanding theſe En- 
deavours, the Abſceſs became more ſinuous, and put us 
upon a neceſſity of laying it open the whole length as it 
lay tranſverſe the Belly. The Matter was thereby more 
_ ealily diſcharged ; but, by reaſon of its virulency, it 
corroded under the Lips of the Ulcer, rendering them 
{inuous and jagged, and the Peritonerm bare in ſome 
Places. The leaſt application of a Catheretick exaſpe- 


rated it, c. The rubbing of a callous Lip with the 


Cauſtick-ſtone gave him a fir of the Cholick. Upon 
which conliderations we exhibited a few grains of Tur- 
bith mineral, which gave him three or four Vomits. By 


the repeating of that ſometimes he falivated, and the - 
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Ulcer afterwards became well diſpoſed and cured. The 
Telticle was grown to the Scrotum, and paſſed its Mat- 
ter through ir in two ſeveral places: there was alſo an- 
other Sinus which paſſed through the Body of the Teſ- 
ticle downwards. We had been ſome while endea- 
vouring to conſume the Calloſities of theſe by Emollieats 
outwardly applied, as alſo by Cathereticks inwardly 
upon Tents into the Ulcer: bur failing in the latter, 
we laid open the Sinus on the fide of the Teſticle from 
one Orifice to the other, and digeſted and healed it; 
then paſſed a Seton-Needle through the other Sinns, 
and made way beneath for diſcharge of the Matter. 
When that lower Orifice was digeſted, we pulled out 
the Ligature, and kept ir open with a Tent, and there- 
by drained the Matter from the uppermoſt Parts, and 
cured the Teſticle. | FER | 
A Man came out of Ireland diſeaſed with a large Tu- 
mour in the lower Belly deep under the Muſcles, with- 
out Inflammatign, Hardneſs or Pulſation : it was moſt 
prominent towards the left Inguen, and ſomewhat heat- 
ed. The Tumour had bcen long growing, and of late 
very painful. ILapplied an Empl. Ce/aris over the whole 
Tumour, and fitted him with a Bracer to bear a part of 
the weight of it, deſigning that way to palliate it. By 
theſe he was ſomewhat relieved, and made a Journey 


with ſome of his Friends into the North, purpoſing to 


drink the Waters at Knaresbrook: but by reaſon of his 
Pain, he ſtopped at York; and, mecting with no hopes 
of Cure there, he returned hither, and ſent for me. I 
went, and found him in his Bed full of Pain, and thar 


part of the Tumour in the Groin ſwelled and inflaned, 


and full of Matter, as I thought: but, doubting the 
ſucceſs, I defired he would conſult fome eminent Men 
of my Profeſſion. He made choice of Mr. Tho. Hollier. 


We conſidered the ſituation of the Tumour, the time 


and manner of its growth, with the Symproms all a- 
long attending it, and concluded it originally a Tumour 
by Congeſtion; ſuppoſing the Pain to proceed from 
ſome acrimony in the Serum, which failing into this de- 
clining Part, putrifed. Upon this Suppotition we com- 
plied with the Patient and his Friends deſires, opened 
the Tumour in that Groin by Incision, and diſcharged 
about half a large Porringer of a blwody Serem. We 


then laid it more open, and, obſerving nothing more to 


come 
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come forth, made a ſearch with our Fingers, and feel- 
ing nothing but Fat, dreſſed it up with Digeſtives ex 
terebinth. &c. with Emplaſter and Bandage. The Pati- 
ent was eaſed of his Pain, and reſted well that Night. The 
third Day we met again, and found him as well as might 
reaſonably be expected: but from the time we opened 
the Tumour he had not been out of his Bed. Taking 
off the Dreſſings, we found the Tumour tunk, and a 
little Matter from the lips of the Wound; but from 
the Abſceſs there was only a Gleet diſcharged. We fo- 
mented the whole Belly with deco@. abſinth. flor. cham. 
ſambuci, &c. made in Wine, and drefled up the Abſceſs 
with Digeſtives, as before. We were not ſatisfied with 
our Work, yet had no Symptoms of its pene ration: he 
breathed well, and his Urine and Stools were gooz. 
Ar our next Dreſſing we ſaw the Ulcer had ro 
much, and the Opening appeared full of a greatly Fat, 
ſoiled, as the Omentum will be after it hath been ſome 
time corrupted by the Air. We pulled ſome of it out; 
and, having made a Ligature under it, cut it off, and 
dreſſed up the Patient as before. We were inclinable to 
think that what we had cut off was part of the Omea- 
tum but then why ſhould not the Inteſtines thruſt our ? 
To clear this Doubt, I brought the next Day an Injecti- 
on made of a Decoction of ſome Vulneraries, ex rad. 
rreos, ariſtoloch. rot. myrrh. aloe, ſarcocoll. me!l. roſ and a 
little ſpr. vini, and caſt ſome of it up with a Syringe. 
It came out again. We repeated the Experiment, till 
we had well ſatisfied our ſelves that it came all out again: 
which confirmed to us that the Abſceſs was not within 
the cavity of the Belly amongſt the Bowels. But the caſt- 
ing up of this Injection gave the Patient a Cholick, up- 
on which we uſed ir no more. The lips of the Abſceſs 
digeſted well, but from within it only gleeted, and 
thruſt out Fat, which we daily cut off without the loſs 
of a drop of Blood, and dreſſed up the Abſceſ with mux- 
dif. ex apio, continuing the uſe of diſcutient Fomenta- 
tions and Caraplaſms. We very much deſired to ſee our 
Patient out of his Bed: but he apprehended tha: his Guts 
would tumble out; and the more Fat we pulled away, 
the more he deſponded, and in the ſpace of rwo Months 
languiſhed and died. I refolved to open his Body, and 
to that purpoſe made my Inciſion cown from the Carti- 
las. Enſiformis to the Pubes, and from the Navel croſs o- 
ver. Then it appeared plainly that the Tumour was

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made by abundance of a ſoft white greaſy Fat lying be- 


tween the Peritonæum and Muſcles ot the lower Belly. 


The Periteneum was ſound, not the leaſt tainted, yet 
lay ſo bare, that the moſt curious Anatomiit could not 
by Diſſection more expoſe it. 

If this Perſon had but roſe out of his Bed to the 
Cloſe-ſtool, nay, if he had but roſe upon his Knees to

CHAP, XX. 
¶ a Scirrhus. 


to have its original from Melancholy and tough 
| Phlegm : the truth of which I dare not deny, be- 
fore I know what is meant by thoſe words. For in 
progreſs of Diſcourſe the Writers upon this Subject do 
divide Melancholy into natural and preternatural: a Di- 
ſtinction by whom begun I do not at preſent remember, 
but continued and uſed by all Writers of the latter Ages. 
Men that make this Diſtinction do ſuppoſe the natural 
Melancholy to be the terreſtrious part I he Blood, bur 
not yet to have exceeded the bounds of a ſanguineous 
Element: preternatural, to be ſuch as hath contracted a 
more than ordinarily fixed or terreſtrious quality by a fault 
in concoction : which if ir be only a Humour ſo fixed, 
may be called preternatural Melancholy. If the Blood was 
very hot and acrimonious, it hath been preſumed to be 
burnt, and hath gone by the name of Choler aduſt : but 
then it is not of the ſame kind or family. Of theſe more 
in the Treatiſe of Cancers. 

I defire not to wade into Controverſies of this nature, 
fitter for the Schools than a practical Diſcourſe : ir may 
ſuffice to give ſuch a Notion of Melancholy, as may be 
agreeable to the common Conceptions of Men verſed 
in the Faculty. . 

It we fo derive our Notion, we may conſider the 
Blood to be bred out of Chile, which in the Ew 
; %%ͤͤ;́;⁵— Eg | Vellels 
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Veſſels is white; but when it enters the Veins, it by 

degrees groweth to be pellucid, and then is cail'd Serum, 

and in ſome caſes Pituita; and at laſt, when it is red, 

we call it Blood. Which Blood conſiſts of much Salt and 

Sulphur, wichout which neither the animal Spirits nor 

the ſolid Parts themſelves could be made. According to 

the degrees of fixedneſs and volatility that theſęe Salts 

and Sulphurs do acquire, the Blood is more or leſs flo- 

rid, and the whole Habit of Body of a better or worſe 

Conſtitution. If theſe Parts arrive to their due volatility, 

the whole Habit is Sanguine: if they be too fixed, it is 
Melancholick, according to the old Phraſe; which is 

indeed ſo far from being Aduſtion, that it is rather a 

Crudity, and the Body in this caſe differs from a San- 

guine condition, as a green Apple doth from a ripe one. 

It being the fault of the Blood that the Che having met 
with too great acidity in the firſt concoction, doch not ever 
acquire a genuine ripeneſs, but is apt upon occaſion to 
concrete it {elf upon the Fibres of tie Tendons or Mut- 

cles outwardly, and upon the Fiſcera inwardly : Which 
Concretion, where it happens, is that Tumour which 

we call Scirrhus. 

The Diſſerentes of Scirrhus muſt be taken from the pirences. 
various mixture that happens in the Juices of the Blood. | 
For Blood, being made at ſeveral times, may partake 
of many ſeveral qualities; ſome of which may be pro- 
duced in the maſs of Blood, and ſome in the part it felt, 
either by the peculiar Ferment thereof, or elſe by the 
alteration it may receive from applications of Medica- 
ments. If a falſe Ferment in the Ventricie vitiate the 
Digeſtion, inſtead of good and laudable Chy/e, we often 
find the product to be peccant, eicher in acidity, or aCrt- 
mony, or ſome other quality. If it be Acrimony, wire! 
it comes into the Blood it produceth many hot Ditzates, 
and often Cancers; of which more hereatter. If a meer 
crude Acidiry, then the Body is liable to a Scirrbas - 
but that Scirrbus, according to the various mixtures it 
may meet with of Blood that went before, may be 10 
compounded as to make thoſe ſeveral Species which we 
call Scirrhus, Phiegmouoidet, Eryſſeelatodet, Ordema todes, 
&c. Nav, though the whole Blood may be trouble! 
with One uniform Diitemyer, which may diipoſe it 12 
the raiſing of a Phlermbn, Eryſipelas, Ordema, &. VE 
the applications of Medicines to a Part ſo aftected my 
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be ſuch, as exhaling roo ſuddenly the thinner Juices, 
may make the cruder portion that remains, inſtead of 
ripening into a due Digeſtion, harden into a Scirrhus : 
or elſe, by Medicines that cool too much, the whole 
Maſs may be kept in its crudity, and fo fixed in the Part 
as to become hard. . 
Signs. The exquiſite or true Scirrhus bath no ſenſe; the im- 
c Scirrhus hath ſome ſenſe, if it be preſſed upon. 
e Tumour is hard, immoveable, and of à dark red 
colour; if Pituita be mixed with it, then it is of a livid 
colour. If a Scirrhus be the original Diſeaſe of the Part, 
and not the effect of ſome other that hath been ill hand- 
led, ir begins uſually ſmall like a Vetch or Pea, and by 
degrees encreaſeth, without ſhifting or changing of place. 
If it be the effect of ſome other Tumour that terminated 
in it, as a Phlegmon, &c. then the Accidents proper to 
that Tumour did ſuddenly change into thoſe of a Scir- 
rhus : of which you may ſee more in their proper place. 
Prognoſlick. The true or exquiſite Scirrhus, being altogether with- 
| out ſenſe, admits of no Cure. . The reaſon is, becauſe 
the induration of the Part is fo great, that it will not o- 
pen to receive the free afflux ot Blood into it, but keeps 
its own hardneſs in deſpight of all Applications, and 
thereby the uſe of Medicaments is rendered ineffectual. 
The imperfect Scirrbus, which hath ſome ſenſe, is not 
incurable, but yields by Reſolution ; though very otten 
it terminates in a Cancer. | ; 
The Scirrbus which ariſeth from Pitzita, without 
cn of colour in the Skin, if it be very big and hard, 
and have Hair grown upon it, is neither curable, nor 
yet doth terminate in a Cancer. 
In the Crre of the Scirrhus three Intentions are requi- 
CFE. red: the firſt is, in the regulation of Diet and Manner 
of living: The ſecond is, in the preparing and evacua- 
ting of the antecedent or pgecant Humour: And the 
third is, the application of external Medicaments. 
In order to the firſt, the Air ought to be clear, and 
temperately hot and moiſt. Their Aliment ſuch as may 
breed good Blood; as new-laid Eggs, Chickens, Pullets, 
Mautron, Veal, Lamb, Kid: and theſe boiled with 
Spinage, Borrage, Endive, Succory, Lettice, Sorrel, &c. 
are better than roaſted. .. Their Bread ought to be of 
good Wheat, and well baked; their Drink a well-boil'd 
mall Als, or ſmall White-wine, Rheniſh, &c. Their 
Gs, Exerciſe 
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Exerciſe moderate, and alſo their Sleep: their Mind 
chear ful, free from care: and the Body ſoluble, by Clyſters 
or other wiſe. | 

The ſecond Intention is, the evacuation of the Hu- 
mour which aboundeth in the Body: whether, to uſe che 
vulgar Phraſe, it be Pituita or Melancholy that cauſed 
the Scirrbus; or that it proceeded from Obſtructions of 
the Menſtrua, or Suppreſſion of the Hæmorrhoids. It 
from any of theſe Cauſes Blood abounds and be fecu- 
lent, Phlebotomy is allowed, a Clyſter preceding: but 
if Blood do not abound, forbear Bleeding, and proceed 
in preparing and evacuating the Humofirs. 


he Preparatives thereto, according to the Ancients, 


were with ſyr. 2 borrag. brzlnſ fumariz. lupul. de 
duabus radicibus, de pomis Byzantinis, &c. in he diftil- 
led Water of the ſame Plants, or in Whey. But our Pa- 
tients would think that time loſt : therefore, inſtead of 
thoſe Digeſtives, we purge with Minoratives ; viz. de- 
coct. ſeng Gereonis, decoct. epithymi; allo Decoctions of 
caſſia, tamarind. &c. cum ſyrapis de pomis purg. &c. ett. 
diacathol. diaprun. ſolut. Lace ; and alſo rl. de lapide 
lazuli, de agarico, aggregativ. &c. Theſe tough Humours re- 
quire frequent Purging, but not by ſtrong Catharticks: 
confect. hamech. and elect. diapbænic. are of the ſtrongeſt 
ſort. If Phlegm abound, proceed as hath been propoſed 
in Oedema, and forbear Bleeding. 
The Piet hora evacuated, you may endeavour Revulſion 
to the contrary Parts by Friction, Cupping, Fonranels, &. 
In Obſtructions of the Hæmorrboids, Leeches may be 
applied; and in ſuppreſſion of the Mer aa, a Vein may be 
opened in the Arm ot Leg 
The third Intention is performed in treating the Tu- 
mor it ſelf: in which theſe Directions are to be follow- 
ed. Friſt, that you do not uſe Repellents; for cold and 
tough Humours, of which theſe Swellings are created, 
are not capable of returning back as hot Tumours, but 
do encreaſe the more thereby. In the next place, you 
ought to be cautious in the uſe of Emol'ients alone; for 
thereby they are frequently exaſgerated, and terminate 
in Cancers. You ought alſo to avoid the uſe of the 
ſtronger Diſcutients, leſt thereby you reſolve the ſerous 
thin Humours, and convert the groſſer part into a more 
ſolid Subſtance. Therefore you are to conlider well the | 
Habit of the Body, and whether the Scirrbus be recent | 
| | or | 
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or old, and what the Parts are that be affected, and pro- 
portion your Medicaments accordingly. 

As to the Habit of the Body: young People, and ſuch 
as live effeminately, require to be treated with milder 
Reſolvents than thoſe who live a labouring life. So al- 
o a Scirrbus in its recency, whilſt it is in its augment, 
requireth milder Applications than the confirmed or 
inveterate one. And thoſe Scirrhi ariling in the Fleſhy 
Parts will more eaſily reſolve than thoſe on the Liga- 
ments and Tendons. lt ach 

The milder Reſolvents, are, butyrum rec. adeps gallinac. 
ol. amygdal. dulc. lilior. adeps anſer. anat. ſevum vitulin. 
hircinum, vaccinum, axung. porcin. vet. rad. althææ, lilior. 
&c. The ſtronger, are, radices cucumeris agreſt. bryovie, ſi- 
gil. Solomonis, ireos, pix na valit liquida, terebinth. gum. gal- 
ban. ammoniac. bdellium, opopanax, &c. Acetum, by virtue 
of its penetrative quality, is properly mixed with other 
Medicaments in the reſolving groſs Humours. 

Some Writers do not approve of Fomentations : but I 
have always found them neceſſary to diſpoſe the Tu- 
mour to Reſolution, and have ever begun my Applica- 
tions wich them, and do propoſe them to you. R rad.

n dry Bodies, where the Scirrbus is more confirmed 
and fixed amongſt the Ligaments and Tendons, the 
Fume of acetum, yea, /þ. vini ſprinkled upon a hot Stone, 
are of a ſpecial virtue in reſolving thoſe Tumours: after- 
wards vou muſt chate the Part, and apply this or ſuch- 
like : R: gum. galban. ammoniac. baellii in aceto d'{/olur.

: Perſon of Honour near forty Years of age, ofa full i. Ohe. 
41 Body, had been long ſubject to Oedematous Swel- 
lings in both her Legs from the Knees downwards: for 
the remedying of which, _ Applications had bcen 
made abroad during the time ſhe was in France; but, by 
reaſon of her conitant attendance there, they continued 
ſwelling, and in progreſs of time the Matter indurated 
and became ſcirrhous, not only along her Shins, bur the 
muſculous Fleſh on the Calves of her Legs and Ancles. 
The Cure was difficult; but ſhe promiſing to keep her 
Chamber, I undertook it. She conſulted Sir Alex Fraſ. 
who prepared her Body by Purging, &c. After which, 
I began my work with the Fomentation ſet down in the 
Method of Cure, her Servants bathing her Legs with a 
Sponge Morning and Evening; after which, they were 
embrocated cum oleo ex ped. bovinis & ol. lumbric. Then 
] applied a Cerote on them of ungnent. dialtbææ and 
War, and rowled them moderately on, to retain the 
Dreliings : after which ſhe reſted her ſelf upon a Bed or 
Pallet daily. Whilſt this Perſon was under Cure, there 
8 a private Diſſection of a ſound Body at our 
Hall, whence J collected a good quantity of Fat, which 
1 clarified, and, after the fomenting of her Legs, I em- 
brocated them with it twice a Day : to which I imputed 
very much the Recovery ; for from that time the Hard- 
neſs viſibly reſolved, and in a Month's {pace they were 
reſtored. During this method of Dreſſing the was fre- 
quently purged, and a FSatanel made in each Leg. Sut- 
R her Legs might (well upon her firit going abroad, 
cauſed a pair of laced Stockings to be put on, which 
ſhe did wear ſome few Days: but obſerving they did 
not ſwell, ſhe not only left them off, but healed up the 
Fontanels. 
A Gentleman of about fiſty Yezrs of age, by a Fe, 5 
brake his lower Jaw, the Cure whereof you may ſee in 
the Treatiſe of Frafures. About half a Year after the 
lame Patient complained of a hard Tumour fixed under 
that Ear and Maxi, of a dark red colour, not fo much 
painful, as uneaſy from the hard binding of the Parts 
together. It was an imperfect Scirrbus, and not unlike 
to end in a Cancer. Sir Carles Scarburgl, Phyſician to 
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his Royal 1 the Duke of York, and one of his 
Majeity's Phyticians, was conſulted ; and by his Pre- 
ſcription the Patient was let blood, and ſeveral times 
purged. I fomented the Tumour with the Fotus above- 
mentioned. and embrocated it with ol. lilior. ſambuci, 
and ungvent. dialtbææ, applying Empl. diachyl. cum gum- 
mi, and afterwards a * ex fol. cicutæ, rad. lilior. 
Jem: lini, fenugreci, &c. During theſe Applications; little 
rd Tubercles aroſe in the Body of the Fumour, (as I 
have ſometimes ſeen rife about the lips of inveterate can- 
cerated Ulcers) and after ſome Days brake and gleeted, 
but would not digeſt. In the preſence of the Phyſician 
I cut into them, filled them with Precipitate, applied 
wnguentum bhaſilicon on them, and continued the ute of 
Fomentations, &. The Precipitate not digeſting them, 
T rubbed into them with a Cauftick-ſtone, divided the 
Eſcars, and filled them with Precipitate, from that time 
haſtening ſeparation of the Sloughs. Then by the Vitriol- 
ſtone and PrecipicateI deterged them. As thele digeſted, 
the Hardneſs reſolved, and 1 cured them with nguent. 
tutiæ. The Patient being cured, we ſent for Mr. Goſling, 
to inform himſelf whether any carious Tooth or Stump 
affected that Jaw. He pra out one; but whether that was 
the cauſe, I much doubt. 
One of about fifty Years of age, of a full Body, came 
"to me with a hard Tumour of 'about four Inches in 
length, ng on the outſide of his right Thigh, cloſe to 
the Muſculus vaſius externus, of a hivid Colour mix'd 
with a dark red. It was occaſion'd by a Fall upon a 
Threſhold of a Door, which bruiſed the Part, and, I 
7 4 made a large extravaſation; which, for want 
of rimely diſcuſſing, dried and hardened. The Tumour 
was ſenlible, but not otherwiſe painful than as it numb'd 
that fide of the Leg, and fo cauſed a Lameneſs. I began 
with Venr-ſection, and purged him frequently with 
deco. epirhymi, &c. during which I fornented the Tu- 
mour with the Fotus propoſed in the Method of Cure, 
and beat and pulped the feces of it, and with farin. len- 
tium && hordei cum axung. anſeris & ol. lilior. made up a 
Cataplaſm and applied ir. I embrocated the benumbd 
Parts with of. Ianbic. and made him a Fontanel on that 
ſide of the Leg. After I had continued theſe Applicati- 
ons ſome Days, I added more Cicatra to the Caraplaſm, 
and boiled it in Wine and Water. By the frequent ap- 
plication 
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plication of the Cicuta the Skin was fretted ; in which 


caſe I omitted the uſe of it, and applied the milder re- 
ſolvent Emplaſter ſer down in the Method of Cure, and 
embrocated the Tumour with axung. humana. By 
this - ins I reſolved the Tumour, and diſmiſſed him 
cured. 

I could give you ſome other Inſtances of theſe imper- 
fect Scirrhi ; but they not differing in their Cure, I thall 
forbear, and conclude this Chapter with one Inſtance of a 
Scirrhus, which may ſerve to ſhew what the Diſeaſe is when 
heightned by acrimony or evil quality. | 

Fi Gentlewoman aged forty eight Years, of a 
full Body, having been long . diſeaſed by immoderate 
fluxes of the An and ſubject to Cough, with ſhort- 
neſs of Breath, &c. at length recover'd her health by the 

Preſcriptions of Doctor Denton, and enjoyed it the ſpace 
of a Year ; but was then ſeized with a ſtreightneſs and 

ain in her right Breaſt ; which encreaſing much wich 
fat td ſhe came again to her Phyſician, who ſent 
for me. At the firſt ſight it ſeemed to me a confirm'd Cancer 
fix d to the Ribs: but upon more mature deliberation 
and handling of it, I found the Diſeaſe was in the Sh in, and 
that the Glands and muſculous Fleſh underneath it were 
not hard or otherwiſe affected, than as they were bound 
in by the intenſe hardneſs of the Skin, which kept them 
immoveable. From that unealineſs an Eryfpelas was 
raiſed, which overſpread the Skin of the Breait and Parts 
about with great Hear. We ſuppoſed the hardneſs pro- 
ceeded from a concre:ion of the nutritious Juices : bur 
| how to relieve her, was the difficulty. We applied over 
the Parts affected cerat. Galen, to repreſs the Heat, and 
ſupplied her with Medicaments to dreſs her ſelf, that ſhe 


might, according to her deſire, retire to her Houſe in the 


Country, where ſhe was let Blood, and purged with 
manna and cremor. tartar. diſſolved in Whey; and her 
Houſe being near Epſom, ſhe was afterwards purged 
with thoſe Waters. But, after all, growing more indiſ- 
ſed, ſhe returned to Londen : at which time I faw her 
reaſt inflamed and excoriated, alſo ſeveral hard Tuber- 
cles riſen in the Skin which gleeted much. The Scirrhes 
was alſo ſpread up that fide of the Neck by the Muſ⸗ 
cul. maſtoides to the Os humeri and Scapula, and fo un- 
der that Axilla, and down that fide. We erefled ſome 
ef che Excoriations with anguent. zutie Noni, and o-

Thus 
the Inflammation was remitted, and the Excoriations 
| healed in ſome places, and checked in others. Many 
internal Remedies were alſo preſcribed, Emulſions, Cor- 

Accitems which happened. 
During the while I was in the Country, other Chirur- 
geons were conſulted, but without ſuccets ; the Scirrhus 
ttill ſpreading, over-ran the other Breaſt and tide of the 
Neck, and in few Weeks rendered her Neck ſtiffand im- 
moveable : and, by reaſon of the Compreſſion which 
was made in the Axilla and about the Shoulder, there, 
was a reſtagnation of the Humours, and the Arm ſwel- 
led to the Fingers ends. We fomented the Arm with a 
Aecoct᷑. fol. & rad. althee, fol. violar. plantag. ſolani, ſali- 
cis, lenticule paluſtris, flor. cham. meliloti, ſem. lini, fæ- 
#ugr. and endeavoured by Embrocations and Cerotes, 
Emollients and Reſolvents, to ſuccour theſe Parts: but 
all this while ſhe was either afflicted with Cholicks, or 
Diarrhea, or Vomiting. We endeavoured to carry off 
the Matter by Calomel inwardly, and by Mercurial Un- 
guents outwardly ; and would have falivated her, if ſhe 
would have permitted. The Weather growing hot, and 
her Lodgings being too ſtreight, ſhe removed again to 
her Houle in the Country, where ſhe was viſited by us; 
I faw the Scirrhus affecting both fides of her Neck, her 
Shoulders, Arms, Breaſts and Sides, and beginning to 
invade the Skin of her Loins and Hips; yet ſhe was not 
at that time ſick or pained, but eat her Dinner well. She 
at length grew weary of Medicine, and with patience en- 
dured the remaining Accidents of her Diſeaſe till it kill d 
her. She was ſeized with this Scirrbus in May, and dicd in

to be either an eMoreſcence of the Serum of the Blood, 
which hardening in the ſurface of the Skin, maketh a 
dry Tumour ; or elſe ſome ſmall luxuriancy of the little 
Arteries of the Cutis, which do thruſt out themſclves, 
making a pretty Sarcoma which we call a foft Wart. Ac- 
cording to the variety of the Tumour, it is ſometimes 
whole with a ſmooth ſurface, ſometimes chapp'd and 


uneven. According to the mannner of their production, Di 


ſomerimes they ariſe by a general exudation out of the 
Cutis, with a broad baſs. and are call'd Verruce ſeſſiles ; 
ſometimes a few Capillaries putting out together, do, at- 
ter they have grown to a ſmall length, enlarge them- 
ſelves into a greater compals, and make the penſile Tumour 
we call Acrocordon. 


The Corn, on the other ſide, beginneth in the Cuticu- Cas of 
la with its baſs outwerd, owing its Origin to an out- Corzs. 


ward Compreſſion, and thence derives it ſelf inward 
into the Skin, nay, often through it to the Mem- 
branes, Tendons and Cartilages, to which it frequently 
unites it felt, to the no ſmall diſturbance of the Patios 
It groweth in any Part that is liable to great Preſſure; 
the Toes and Feet, the Lips of Trumperers, the Ears of 
Ladies, &c. The hardeſt part of the Corn is uſually in 
the middle, thruſting ir ſelf in like a Nail; whence it 
hath irs Latin appellation of Clawrs. That hard part 
doth often turn blacks making a ſpeck in the middle, 
which in ſome Countries gives it the name of Bird's- 
Eye. The outitdes are ſofter, not ſo horny as the for- 
mer, but ſtill, ſcirrhous,and do either prohibit acceſs in- 
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Differer.ces. But it is not always that Corns are hard; they often are 
ſoft between the Toes, where the Compreſſion is not great,

There need no Signs to be given of Warts, the being 
ſo apparent. And for Corus, whether they be Hard or 
Soft, the Pain will difcover them: yet in the Soft Corns 
the Skin is for the molt part whiter than the reſt.

Country, are, the green Rinds of Willows beaten, the 
Juice of Marigolds, Celandine, all the Spurges, a Gar- 
den- Snail ſprinkled with Salt. If you rub them with 
any of thele, they will fall off. Ol. vitrioli or ol. ſulphu-

A Young Lady having been long vexed with an un- 
ſeemly over- grown Wart upon one of her Fore fingers, 
deſired my help. I rubb'd the chapp'd head of it vith 
a Cauſtick-ſtone till it was ſoft and black; then ſcrap'd 
it off, and rubb d the remaining Root with ſome of the 
ſame, till I judged it was cradicated; then waſhed out 
the Salts, and dreſs d it com anguert. baſilic. with a few 
drops of of. tereliutb. which made ſepatation of the E- 
car, and cured it. Is 
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In another young Perſon, where 22 were ſmall in 2. Obher· 
the baſis, I tied ſome of them cloſe by the Roots with a 
Silk, others I ſnipt off with a pair of Sciſſors, not regard- 
ing the dropping of the Blood upon the neighbouring 
Parts, which is thought to infect them, and beget others. 
Then I rubb'd the roots of them all with a Cauſtick-' 
ſtone, and digeſted the Sloughs out as aboveſaid, and 
they cicatrized of themſelves the while. 
et you ought to be cautious how = meddle with Caution, 
_ thoſe growing upon the Knuckles; for Warts there, be- 
ing for the moſt part near the Tendons, cannor well be 
extirpated without offending them, and are ſo conſequent- 
ly ſubject to Fluxion, and corrupt the Cartilages or Bone. "Sh 
This was the caſe of a Perſon of Quality aged about 3. Ober; 
fifty Vears, of a Plethorick Body, who had a Wart upon 
the firſt Joint of one of her Fore- fingers. It was impru- 
dently undertaken by ſome Pretender to Chirurgery, and 
treated as ill; ſo that after many Months Endeavours he 
was diſmiſs'd, and a more knowing Chirurgeon enter- 
tained, who found much difficulty in the Cure, yet made 
a ſhift to cicatrize it: but it ſwell'd again, and diſcharged 
part of its Matter by the fide of that Nail. Upon fight 
whereof I was conſulted, and ſaw a thin Ichor weeping 
through the old Cicatrix at an Opening not bigger than 
: mal Pin-hole. The Lady im . me to under- 
take the Cure, I ſprinkled the Orifice with Præcipitate, 
whereby I cruſted in the Matter to thin the Skin, which 
the next Day I opened, and by ſearch of a Probe felt 
the Cartilages rotted. I informed the Patient of the ne- 
ceſſity of making an Inciſion proportionably large, in or- 
der to the Exfoliation, and withal repreſented the diffi- 
culty; and offered to her conſideration the more cer- 
tain and ſpeedy way, by cutting off that Joint. She wich 
little demur conſented to ir. All things being immedi- 
ately prepared, I c off that Joint, ed it up with 
pulver. Galexi, and afterwards digeſted it, and cured it, 
as hath been ſhewed in ſuch- like Extirpations. 

A Citizen came to me wry ay ot a pain between . ohr. 
the two little Toes of one of his Feet, which he had of of « Corn; 
a long time ſuppoſed to ariſe from a Corn on the out- 
fide of his little Toe, and pared that often, cauſing his 
Shoes to be made wider, yet without any manner of 
eaſe; but of late Sor. cnlider the Pain to be on 
the inſide of the little Toe. I looked on it, and, ſeei 
the Skin whiter chere than on the other Parts, conclud

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it a ſoft Corn, and ſent for one cut it out. He pared 


out that white Skin, and filled up the Fovea with ſoft 


red Wax. From that inſtant he wore the ſtreighteſt 
Shoes with much eaſe. .

the Diſcovery, and by my Advice they have after 
the aforeſaid Manner relieved themſelves. 

A Perſon of Quality complained to me of a Pain in 
the Joint of her great Toe, and Sole of that Foot: Un- 
derneath the Toes ſhe faid her Pain was ſo much, that 
ſhe could neither go in the Day upon it, nor ſleep in 
the Night. 1 looked upon them, and, ſuppoſing they 
might be ſoft Corns, tent for a Corn-cutter. He cut 


away the thick Skin to the quick, as we thought; but 


ſhe continued in much Pain, and ſending for me the 
next Morning, told me ſhe had not been in Bed that 
Night, by reaſon of her exceeding Pain. I ſuſpected 


they had been cut too cloſe, and were feſtering; but in 
looking upon them I ſaw no heat or diſturbance; yet 
upon preſſing my Fingers on them ſhe complained much. 


I, concluding there was ſome fault under the Skin, re- 
folved to find it out: to which purpoſe f rubbed one of 
theſe Places with a Cauſtick-ſtone, and ſcraped away 
the Skin as it ſofrened, _ more deep, gave 
vent to an extravaſated Blood. I ſerved the reſt ſo, and 
found the like Blood in every one them: the quan- 
tity did not exceed the kernel of a Cherry-ſtone. I 


dreſſed them all with wnguers. baſilicon and an Empl. dia-

palm. over them, and thereby . cicatrized in twice 

or thrice dreſfing: but from the firſt dreſſing her Pain 

ceaſed, and the continueth ſince without complaint.

A young Lady of about fifteen Years of age had an A- 2. Ohe, 

poſtemation on the outſide of one of her Toes. It was 
_ occalioned by the hard preſſure of a Corn upon the ſoirmr 
of it, and had continued ſome Months en its 
Matter thro' the middle of the Corn, in ſpite of the en- 
deavours that had been tried by Corn- cutters and others. 
Upon ſight of it, the Skin which covered the Ulcer ap- 
owns (ro my Judgment) callous within, and not capa- 
ble of uniting with the parts underneath. Upon which 
conſideration I liebt the Orifice with Lint, and rubbing 
the Skin with a Cauſtick-ſtone, removed that falſe co- 
ver; then dreſſed it with ungnent. baſilicon warm; by 
which it was digeſted, and afterwards cicatrized.

little Toe, by reaſon of its hard Preſſure, I opened it b = 
Inciſion, and diſcharged the Matter; and afterwards 

perceiving the Matter retained under the callous looſe 
Skin, I ſnipt it off with my Sciſſors, whereby the was 
freed of her Corn, and the Ulcer was ſoon cured by the 
aboveſaid Unguent. 

A young Gentlewoman came to London with an Ul- 4. 05/4, 

cer in one of her Toes, that next to the little one. It 
was on the middle Joint, occaſioned by the preſſure of a 
Corn. Doctor Walter Needbam commended her to my 
hands. We dilated the Ulcer, and diſcovered the Bone 
cariouss We adviſed her to keep her Chamber in order 
to the Exfoliation of ir, and withall put her in mind that 
it was the work of Nature, and required time for the 
ing of it. Upon which ſhe — bow long 
the Wound might be curing if the Toe were cut off! 
and 7 told fourteen Days; ſhe replied, cut it off. 
We did fo, and cured it accordingly by the method u- 
ſual in ſuch Extirpations.

Of a Cancer. Book 1. 
C HAP. XXI. 


Of @ Cancer. 
„- Arcer is the name of a Tumour ariſing (as its 
— K A thought) from an aduſt or atrabilious Humour. 


— It is round, unequally bard, and (if not inflamed) 
of a livid or brown colour, with exquiſite pricking pain : 
the Veins appear turgid in the Skin upon the ſurface of 
the Tumour. | 
Cauſe. The Cauſe of a Cancer is uſually faid to be aduſtion 
of Humours, which upon an over-concoction, or rather 
broiling, grow retorrid and ſharp. 
cannot imagine what heat theſe Authors ſuppoſe to 
be in the Body, which is capable of making ſuch an A- 
duſtion as is here ſpoken of. I rather impute the corro- 
five Venom that atrends this Tumour to the Materials of 
which it is made, than to any extraordinary Heat; and 
that becauſe we ſee the higheſt Fever not attended with 
a Cancer, and on the contrary a Cancer not often attend- 
ed with any extremity of Heat: ſo that it cannot be A- 
duſtion that is the Cauſe of the Malady. But I rather 
think the Matter of the Humour to be in fault, which 
by ſome error in concoction became ſharp and corroſive, 
(ir may be arſenical, as appears by the Sloughs we ſome- 
times find made in a Night.) This Humour, being of 
it ſelf ſharp and corroſive, is apt to convert whatever 
comes to 1t of Blood, into the ſame acrimony with 
it ſelf: which is eaſy to be done by mixing ſuch an 
acrimonious Ferment with a Liquor that abounds with 
acid Salrs, as the Blood of ſuch Men uſually doth. Being 
ſuch, ir doth increaſe apace while the Skin is yet 
whole ; but much more when, upon breach of Skin, the 
acceſſion of Air adds to the vigour of the ferment, upon 
which it grows fierce, and thruſts it ſelf out into Fungus 
and Tubercles, &c. 
Ihe remote Cauſe of this Tumour is, either a Fault 
in the original Conſtitution of the Body, or an acquired 
one, as by Bruiſe, Tumours, Ill-handling, Cc. Or it 
may be an error in Diet, viz. a great Acrimony in the 
Meats and Drinks meeting with a fault in the firſt Concoc- 
tion, Which, not being afterwards corrected in the Guts, 
ſuffers this acrimonious Matter to aſcend into the Blood; 
where if it find vent in the Menſtrua in Women, or by 
| f the 
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the Hzmorrhoids, or by H.emorrhagia, or Urine, or the 
like, the miſchief may be prevented: but if upon any 
defect in thoſe rhe Humours divert to ſome other pecu- 
liar Part, then the Foundation of this Diſeaſe is laid, 
whether it be in the Breaſt, or other glandulous and 
ſpongy Parts, or indeed any other Part of the Body. 


The Differences of Cancers are many; ſome whereof Difference. 


are with Ulceration, others not. The Cancer nor ulce- 
rated is of two forts. The one is viſible and evident to 
the ſight in the exteriour Parts of the Body, and beareth 
the name of a Cancerous Tumour ; The other is within 
the Body, and is called a Latent or Occult Cancer, and 
poſſeſſes the Urerus, Anus, Palate, &c. Others call all 
thoſe Cancers Occult which are not ulcerated, amongſt 
which may be reckoned thoſe which are felt in the 
Glands of the Breaſts, ec. Of theſe ſome are looſe and 
moveable, and ſometimes ſo hard that they. have knock- 
ed againſt one another like Pebbles; if it be not more 
fit to call them Scirrhi: Others again are hard and fixed 
to the Bones. Some lie ſuperficially under the Skin; 
| Whereas others are deeper in the Fleſh. Other Differen- 
ces may be taken from the Humour to which they owe 
their Original. If the Matter be not very corroſive, their 
growth is ſlow, and they are not very painful. Theſe 
are called the milder ſort, of which I have had many 
under my care; and ſome of thoſe affecting the Breaſt 
have palliated a long time with eaſy Remedies. If any 
Man will, inſtead of mild or occult Cancers, call them 
ſcirr hous Cancers, I ſhall not gainſay him. 
Such was the caſe of a Lady that laboured many

Years of an ulcerated Cancer. It had eat deep into her 8 
left Breaſt, and was fixed to the Ribs, but not with much , of 


pain. In progreſs of time the Lips inverted, and united as it 
were, and lay covered with a cruſty Scab: the Humour 
in the mean while ſpent it ſelf upon the Nerves, and 
cauſed a Species of a Paralyſis in ſome parts of her Body, 
and the Gout in others. lived long, and in her lat- 
ter age tolerably healthful.

It is not long fince that Doctor Walter Needham and 
my ſelf were defired to look upon a Gentlewoman's 
Breaſt in the Ciry. We found a Tumour hard and fix- 
ed, which had been ſome Years ulcerated, and was 
judged a Cancer by thoſe who had before ſeen it; bur, 
it was not painful. We judged it a ſcirrhous Cancer, as 
indeed all the forementioned are, or at leaſt ſeem to par- 
take much of a Scirrbus; yet by ill handling, or increaſe 
of Acrimony, they frequently rerminate in raging Cancers, 
and rorment the Patient with exquiſite darting Pains. 
Some Inſtances whereof I ſhall ſet down, to make the 
young Chirurgeon more cautious in undertaking the 
Cure of them. | 
An old Gentlewoman came to me with a Swelling 


| behind the right Ear, ſuppoſing it the King's-Evi/. The 


Tumour was of the bigneſs of a Pidgeon's Egg, but lay 
more flat: it was hard and fixed, of a dark red colour, 
with a pricking pain. I aſſured her Friends that the 
Swelling was cancerous, and gave them caution in 2 
plying Suppuratives. But there wanted not one who 
undertook the Cure by breaking of it; upon which it 
became more painful. I was ſent for, and ſaw it ulce- 
rated deep, with ſtinking Sloughs, and thick Lips ſtand- 
ing — It was ſpread under her Ear, and ſo horribly 
painful, that ſhe ſeemed diſtracted therewith. | 

So a Girl of ten Years old had a hard round Tumour 
in her left Cheek; by the uſe of Diſcutients it heated 
and became painful, that Eye inflamed, and the Tem- 
poral Muſcle ſwelled: it reached downward, and af- 
fifted that Jaw and Tonſil, rotting the Bones under- 


neath, without breaking the Skin. She loſt her Eye, 


and died ſoon after Lethergick. 
A Lady coming to Town with a Swelling in her left 


Breaſt, conſulted ſome of our Profeſſion, and at laſt me. 


She ſaid ſhe had fome Years ſince Kernels in her Breaſt, 
which were judged the King's-Evi/; upon confidera- 
tion of which, ſhe was preſented to His MAJESTY, 


and touched. In progrefs of time they ſwelled, and her 


Breaſt being extremely painful, the defired my Judgment 
of it. The Swelling was large and round, At greatly 
inflamed, under which ir was ſoft, and ſeemed to 
have Matter in it. The Parts more diſtant were hard, 
and ſeveral Tubercles lying under the Skin, made it 
anequa) :* yet the Breatt was not fixed. She urged 


me :witantly to deliver my Thoughts of it: which to 
decline, 
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decline, I turned from her, and told her Friend it was 
a Cancer, and that I ſaw no hopes to ſave her life but 
by cutting it off. He wiſhed me to conſider how I de- 
livered ſuch Judgment of it, two Chirurgeons having 
lately aſſured her the contrary, they taking it for a Phleg- 
mon. Bur I, not being uſed to 27. my Judgment by 
what others delivered, confirmed to him what I had be- 
fore ſaid by a ſad Prediction, which befel her within few 
Weeks after. And indeed there was no way then to deal 
with it but by cutting off her Breaſt. | 
In another who conſulted me about a Pain in her 7- 0#/er- 
Breaſt, [ felt one of the Glands ſwelled. I adviſed her 
do refrain the handling it, and to avoid the lacing her 
} {elf too ſtreight. Ir lay ſome Years quiet; but then the 
| death of her Husband happening, and one affliction fol- 
lowing another, and the Menſtrua ſtopping, the Humours 
fermented in this Gland, and afterwards the Breaſt 
{welled, and ſeemed to apoſtemate. Some were ſo wiſe 
as to aſſure her it was a {imple Apoſtemation, and re- 
2 Digeſtives: whoſe advice ſhe was perſuaded to 
low, till ſhe became extreamly pained, and then the 
ſent for me. It was without Inflammation, but ſwelled 
here fre. and ſeemed to be full of Matter; yet was not 
without hard Tubercles and other Symptoms to ſhew it 
would terminate in a Cancer whenſoever it ſhould break. 
Therefore I refuſed to open it, but adviſed the belt I 
could to give her caſe, and promiſed to come to her, if 
after it brake ſhe would ſend to me. Some Months after 
ſhe ſent for me, and ſnewed me a great quantity of curdled 
Matter newly burſt forth. The Breaſt was lank, but 
very hard Glands lay within, and in the Circumference 
of the Tumour, there were ſome Tubercles that required 
to be eradicated. To which purpoſe I deſigned to have 
lit open the Abſceſs, and to have pulled away the can- 
cerated Glands: but ſhe would not permit me ſo much 
as to enlarge the Orifice: upon which conlideration I 
left her. She ſent for another, who choſe rather to treat 
her the way the defired, than to leave her to other hands. 
| She died within half 2 Year after. 
Some Years fince a Clergyman dwelling in the City g * 
brought his Wife to me with a painful hard Swelling in 
one of the Glands of her left Breaſt. I adviſed them to 
forbear the uſe of all Cataplaſms or Emplaſters that 
might heat her Breaſt, and to dreſs it with valentia ſtra- 
moni: but the was otherwiſe perſuaded, and thereby 
| M 4 increated 
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increaſed her miſery. About half a Year after ſhe came 
ro me again with a ſtinking ſordid Ulcer, with Lips 
turned out, and the Breaſt fixed to the Ribs, with a hard 


unequal Swelling reaching to that Clavicle and ſide of 


the Neck, apoſtemated in ſome parts, and ulcerated in 
others. From the Pectoral Muſcle it crept up to the 


Shoulder, and affected the Axilla underneath ; and by 
the Compreſſion of the Veſſels the ypper part of the 


Arm ſwelld, and became ſcirrhous. From the Elbow 
downwards it was c:dematous to the Fingers ends. She 
paſſed under the endeavours of many eminent Phyſicians 
and Chirurgeons of the City, but died miſerably. 

There is alſo a ſort of bleeding Cancers, which become 
ſuch either from an eruption of ſome Veſſel, which 
makes a vent often at the Nipple, or ſome other Pin- 
hole, the Breaſt remaining whole; or elſe from the 
ſpreading of infinite capillary Veſſels in a Fungus, which 
in ulcerated Cancers is not unfrequent. Theſe do very 
much ſpend the ſtrength of the Patient, ſo that they ſoon 
die exhauſted and tabid. 

Cancers may alſo be ſaid to differ, as they affect ſeve- 
ral Parts of Body, as the Head, Face, Eyes, Noſe, 
the Palate, Tonſils, Throat, Tongue, Jaws, or Lips: in 
ſome of which they take their Original from ſmall hard 
Tubercles, or little Excreſcences, and in progreſs of time 
penetrate deep into them, or ſpread and invade the 
neighbouring Parts with a Fungus or looſe Fleſh, rotting 
the Bones under them. 

Cancers affecting the Urerus and Podex may alſo be 
diſtinguiſhed as they are in the interiour or exteriour 
Parts; or as they take their beginning from a Swelling, 


or Excreſcence: in both which caſes and places they are 


extreamly painful, and communicate their malignity 
both from within, outward, and alſo from the external 
to the internal Parts. Thoſe that poſſeſs the Body of the 
Uterus, or the upper part of the Rectum inteſtinum, are not 


diſcovered till they have made fome Progreſs; in which 


caſes there is a bearing down, with ſuppreſſion of Urine. 

And this was the caſe of a Country-Gentlewoman, 
who came to London laſt Summer with great ſuppreſſion 
and difficulty of Urine, (ſhe ſuppoſed from the Stone.) 
Upon {earch I felt two hard Glands in vagina zteri : 
theſe preſſed upon the neck of the Bladder, and ſuppreſ- 
ted the Unne; the pains from hence were ſo like thoſe of 
the Stone in the Bladder, that Mr. Hollier at firſt would 
not be diſſuaded from that opinion; but upon * 


he found it cancerous. She, poor Woman, rejoiced that it 
was not the Stone, and ſoon after returned homewards, but 
died by the way. 

If they be ulcerated, a filthy Sanies will diſcover it. If 
it be in the Inteſtinum rectum, the difficulty and pai 
in going to Stool will be exceeding great. It the Uterus 
be cancerated, there will be Fever, Nauſeouſneſs, Anxi- 
ety of Mind. In ſome of thoſe who have died fo diſea- 
ſed I have opened the Body, and found the Uterus pre- 
ternaturally big and hard: in cutting into it, I have ſeen 
it all rotten. Thoſe in the more exteriour Parts, whether 
it be of the Womb or Podex, are ſooner diſcovered, and 
the Patients are in a greater poſſibility of being eaſed of 
their pains. | 
The Signs of a Cancer may be taken from what ISigns. 
have already delivered of them. Whether they begin in 
a Tumour or Excreſcence, their firſt appearance is very 
ſmall : and — as the Humour 1s, of which they 
are generated, ſo is their increaſe quick or flow, from 
the ſmallneſs of a Vetch, to the _— of a Pompion. 
If the Matter be very corroſive, the Pain is ſharp, (to uſe 
their own Expreſſions) as if they were ſtruck with a Dart. 

And theſe painful Tumours have frequently a Phlegmon 
joined whith them, or are overſpread with an Eryſipelas. - 
And while they are thus inflamed, they will be ſoft un- 
derneath the Inflammation, ſo may be thought full of 
Matter ; but if you then open them, they will only 
gleet. If you e that heat, the ſame place indu- 
rates again. Yet I have frequently ſeen a Phlegmon ſup- 
purate in ſome part of the Cancer : and after the cutting 
off a Cancer, I have found an apoſtemation of well con- 
cocted Matter in the body of it. And fo it was in that 
Cancer — Friend Mr. Nurſe cut off in the ogra oa 
Doctor Walter Needham and ſeveral of us. It pituitous 
Humours abound in the Body, an œdematous Tumour 
may be found affecting ſome exteriour Part of the can- 
cerous Tumour : in which caſe the Swelling ſomewhat 
reſembles a Tumour made by Congeſtion. Theſe are 
thoſe that grow to ſuch a great bulk, and are pale or li- 
vid, with a mixture of a brown colour, and have thoſe 
turgid Veins ſtretching over the Skin : Whence Authors 
have likened them to Crabs, and theſe Veins to their 
Claws, and from thence impoſed upon them the name 
of Cancer. The many Tubercles lying under the Skin 
make the Tumour round and unequal : at laſt they 
break; and from that time, be the Matetr much or lit-

tle, they ulcerate, thruſt out hard painful Lips, diſcharge a 
ſtinking Gleet, and fix to the Ribs, as if they were nailed to

Frognoſtick. Of all the Diſeaſes which aMi& Mankind the Cancer 


is the moſt grievous and rebellious, and is generally in- 
curable, by reaſon of its corroſive and malign venom fer- 
menting in the Humours ; which, ſo far as we can yet 
find, yields neicher to Purging, Bleeding, Repellents, Diſ- 
cutients, Suppuratives, nor any other Medicine inward or 


Thoſe which lie ſuperficially under the Skin may be 
attempted by the Chirurgeon's Hand: or if they riſe 
from an external Cauſe, as Bruiſe, & c. though they lie 
deeper, they may be cut off, or otherwiſe extirpated. But 
thoſe that arife _ a , 2 hen — ns 
though cut off or otherwiſe extirpated, yet 
rhe BEE — doubtful. Nor do — in the 
Mouth, or other external Parts cicatrize well, though 

be extirpated by Knife or Fire. 

Cure of a Cancer in general confiſteth in theſe 
three Intentions : firſt, in the generation of good Blood; 
ſecondly, in correcting and evacuating of the atrabili- 
ous Humours in the Body; thirdly, in enting the - 
growth of the Tumour, and diſpoling it to Diſcuſſion. | 

We endeavour to perform the firſt Intention by an ex- 
act tion in Diet and way of living, adviling to ab- 
ſtain from ſuch ſalt, ſharp and groſs Meats as may diſ- 
poſe the Blood to acrimony, and make choice of the 
contrary, ſuch as are cooling and moiſtning, of eaſy di- 
geſtion and good nouriſhment, as hath been propoſed in 
the Chapter of a Scirrhes. 

The ſecond Intention is, in aring and purging off 
the acrimonious Humours. If there be Piet bora, or a 


ippreſſion of the Hemorrhoids or Mexſes, a Vein may 


be opencd, and a Clyſter given. The Humours may 
alſo be evacuated by lenient Purgatives, as decoct. epizhy-

If notwithſtanding all your endeavours the Tumour 
increaſe, and be like to ulcerate, you may do well to 
forewarn the Patient of the danger: and if it be looſe, 
and in a place where it may be ſafely extirpated, propoſe 
it to them, leſt afterwards they deſire it when it is too 4 
That you may be the more ſucceſsful in the Opera- 
tion, I ſhall ofter to your conſideration theſe few Qualifi- 
cations. Firſt, that the Patient be ofa ſtrong Conſtitu- 
tion, and of a tolerable good Habit of Body, and not in 
2 declining Agg, when the Menſtrua are ceaſed. Second- 
ly, that hs cer be looſe, and the Axilla free from 
painful Glands. It were alſo to be wiſhed, that the Can- 
cer took its Original from ſome Accident, as a Bruiſe, 
ec. Thirdly, that the Operation be performed in the 
Spring or Autumn of the Year: leſt through the great 
heat of the Summer the Spirits be reſolved; or by rea- 
on of the extream cold in the Winter the native Heat

In order to the Operation you ought to have good 
Rowlers, Compreſſes, reſtrictive Powders and Defenſa- 
tives, as in other Amputations. The uſe of Chalcantum 
or other Eſcaroticks I do not approve: for you cannot 
2pply them ſo to the Mouths of the Arteries, but they 
will corrode the adjacent Parts, and cauſe pain, whict

All things being 
ready, the Patient muſt be placed in a Chair to the light, 
and held ſteady. It is then at the Operator's choice, 
whether he will make a Ligature about the baſis of the 
cancerous Tumour, or pull it to him with one Hand 
while he cuts it off with the other. For the cutting in- 
to the Breaſt, and pulling out the cancerated Knot, rare- 
ly ſucceeds well: nor indeed is every Breaſt ſo capable 
of being freed of the Cancer, when it is cut off, by ma- 
king a Ligature.

was omitted. And ſo was the Purging; I ſuppoſing it 
might put the Humours rather upon a Ferment. She was 
cCured in leſs than three Weeks, and continueth well. | 
A Perſon of about ny Years of age, of a ſtrong Con · 6. Ohr. 
ſtitution, by cracking of an Apricot-ſtone cauſed a pain 
amongſt the great Teeth of his upper Jaw on the left 
ſide. From that time that part of the Gum ſwelled, and 
one Tooth grew looſe, and after forme time a Furgus 
thruſt the Tooth out. A Frenchman, Chirurgeon to his 
Regiment, endeavoured to conſume the Fungus with ole- 
wn vitrioli and ſuch like: but it increaſing, ſpread far- 
ther, and affected the whole Jaw, infomuch that all his 
Teeth dropt out to the Septum. The Fungus greatly in- 
crealing, thruſt out two diſtinct Lips, the one whereof 
ſtretched out the Cheek, and the other overſpread that 
{ide of the Roof of his Mouth. The Patient being in thts 
condition, came up to London, and called to a conſulta- 
tion Sir Fr. Pr. ard Dr. Bate, Phyſicians : of Chirurge- 
ons there were Mr. Arris, Mr. Edvard Molin . 
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Mr. Shunbub, a German, Chirurgeon to his Grace the 
Duke of Albemarle, Mr. Troutbeck, and my ſelf. We, 
being met, ſaw the Patient dreſſed : his Chirurgeon pul- 
ling out a Tent very big and long from between the two 
Fungi in that place where the Diſeaſe began. After 
we had ſeverally conſidered the Malady, we withdrew 
to conſult, and unanimouſly concluded it an ulcerated 
Cancer, propoſed various Remedies in order to Pallia- 
tion; as ſhaving the Hair off his Head, applying Cepha- 
licks, a Seton in the Neck, Fontanels, Bliſtering, Bleed- 


ing, Purging, c. Coming to the Patient with the Pre- 


ſcriptions, he asked what way we had deſigned to cure 
him ? After ſome Pauſe (for we having no hopes of cu- 


ring him, had not diſcourſed of that,) Sir Fra. Pr. an- 


{wered, the Attempt of Cure in ſuch Ulcers had been 
always unſucceſsful and extreme painful, viz. by Burn- 
ing, and thereby the Diſeaſe hath been for the moſt 
rt exaſperated, and the Life of the Patient ſhortened. 
he ſame was affirmed by us all. The Patient replied, 


God's Will be done: l pray go and conſider of the way; 
ive thus. We withdrew, and re- 


folved ro comply with his deſire, returning ſuddenly 
to him with ar Anſwer, and commended to him Mr. 
Edward Molin, that excellent Operator. But he refuſed 
it, as being preingaged to go out of Town. It was then 
put upon me: and at their deſire I undertook it, and 
gave Directions for the making actual Cauteries of va- 
rious forts, ſome Bolt-like, others like Chiſels, others of 
other Faſhions. There were Inſtruments alſo made to 


defend his Tongue and Lips. While theſe were making, 


the Patient was let Blood, purged, and prepared for the 
Work. Thar done, we met again, and had the Inſtru- 
ment-maker attending to heat the Cauteries, and mend, 
or alter them as occation ſhould offer. One of the Aſ- 
ſiſtants held his Head and upper Lip, whilſt I with a 
Speculim oris held down the Tongue with the one Hand, 
and with the other paſſed a plain Chiſel Cautery juſt 
under the upper Lip into the body of that part of the 
Cancer which ſtretched it ſelf along the Roof of the 
Mouth to the Palate, and ted the uſe of that faſhi- 
oned Cautery till I had made a ſeparation of ſo much. 
The carrying the Cautery thus in the middle of that 


cancerous Lip, was the way to preſerve the ſound Parts 


from being ſcorched with the reflection of the glowing 


Iron. It was alfo a great encouragement to the Patient 
i; ” W 
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to ſee ſuch gohbets burnt off with ſo little pain. Aſter 
I had ſcooped off what I could of that Lip, then with 
Olive and Bolt-like Cauteries by burning I dried up the 
remainder to a cruſt. That done, I went to work with 
the other Cancerous 1 lay ſtretched along that 
part of the Jaw to the Cheek, and raiſed it up as a Trum- 
peter's in the time of Sounding. I paſſed a Chiſel-Cau- 
tery into the Body of that, and made a riddance of a 
great part of it, cutting and burning through the Alveol;,

line. We then gave him of this Lotion to hold in his 
Mouth to cool it: Rz ſem. cydonior. xj. ſem. pſjllii & pa- 
paver. albi an. ʒij. extrahantur mucores in aq. plantag. ſo- 
lan. & ranar. an. part. £q.

The next Day in the Afternoon the two Phyſicians and 
ſome of the Chirurgeons met me at the Patient's Cham- 
ber. He had ſlept well, and was for the work, he ſaid, 
Placing himſelf very cheerfully in the Light. Renewing my 
work, and feeling with my Fi the length of that Lip 
ſtretching by the Roof of the Mouth, I felt a moiſture in 
a chink, which I ſearched with a Probe, and found a 
hollowneſs over the Roof, from whence there iſſued 
Matter. On the other fide, which I burnt laſt, the Fleſh 


was high. I began with that over the Roof, and burnt 


all that part dry, and left it lying hollow like an Arch: 
then burnt the other ſide with Olive and Bolr-Cauteries 
down towards the baſis of the Alveoli, and found the re- 
maining Sockets full of the ſame looſe Fleſh. I burnt 
into each of them, and at the fame time dried them what 
I could ; and wherever I faw any Excreſcence, I con- 
ſumed it, and thereby ſmoorhed my work. It was not 
eaſy to diſtinguiſh the found from the unſound, ” rea- 
ſon of the ſwelling in the neighbouring Parts. It was 
alſo much more painful to the Patient, as the ſenſe of the 
Nerves and Membranes were more exquiſue than that 
of the hard Lips which I conſumed the Day before. Yer 
he fat cheerfully, till I declared that I had not left a 
cranny uncauterized : then he roſe, and waſhed his Mouth 
with ſome of the forementioned Mucilage, to which 
there were ſome beaten Whites of new-laid Eggs added.

In the Year Sixty Eight, the ſame Perſon being at his 
Houſe in the Country, was taken with a Fever, which 
after ſome Days terminated by a Criſs in the outſide of 
the fame Check, from which the cancerated Jaw had 
been extirpated. "They dreſſed it wich Pultices of Chick- 
weed, and the like, by which it ſuppurated, and dif- 
charged its thin Matter by ſmall Eruptions : the grofder 
remaining, rendred the Ulcer ſordid and callous. 
which they ſent for a Chirurgeon, and afterwards for a 
Phyſician of that Country. he dreſſed it about half 
a Year. It not yielding to their jm they con- 
ſulted me by a Letter, to which returned anſwer, that 
I ſuſpected it cancerous. Upon the receipt of it, he came 
to London, believing at the worſt I could burn it out 
He here conſulted divers eminent Phyſicians and Chi- 
rurgeons. It was now a Cancer, and indeed not capa- 
ble of extirpation, having ſeized that fide of his Throat. 
J atzempred fame part of it within by the actual Caute- 
ry: but ir not ſucceeding, and I being ſoon after ferch'd 
into the Country, others were employed: but after all he 
languiſhed and died.

If he would have it at- 
tempted, it ſhould be at his deſire, and not upon any 
Aſſurance from us to cure him thereby: for indeed it 
was doubtful. The next Day he ſent for us to meet at 
his Chamber in order to the extirpation. Accordingly 
we met, and having Mr. Goſling with us, and our actual 
Cauteries and all things y, we placed the Patient in 
a clear Light, then pulled out the Teeth that lay looſe, 
and as it were buried in the Fungus. Then having his 
Head held firm, and his lower Lip defended, I paſſed

I began 
with Bolt and Olive-Cauteries to make an end CI 
that Fungus on the left Jaw ; which having done, 
burnt the falivary Glands on both fides of the Tongue: 
then | placed a Tin Inſtrument between the Tongue and 
the Excreſcence which was rooted on the Rana, of the 
ſhape of a Criſta, thick and hard, bearing the tip of the 
Tongue backward. The Tongue thus defended, I thruſt 
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at the root of it with a Bolt-Cautery, by which I eradi- 
cared and burnt it off. Having thus cleared the Mouth 
of the Fungi, I deſired the Phyſicians Judgment of it: 
they looked, and liked what was done: the Patient waſh- 
ed and cooled his Mouth with the ſame Lotion as before, 
and had liberty to repeat the uſe of the Opiate and Cor- 
dial. 

The next Day we met again, and found our Patient 
well ſatisfied with what had been done, it being only 
ſtiff and hot, otherwiſe nor painful, and he could take 
his Suſtenance with more Eaſe and Guſto. The Phylici- 
ans preſcribed him this Clyſter to make his Body ſoluble :

Let long before that he 
admitted me to uſe the actual Cautery. but ſo ſparingly 
as it ſignified nothing Indeed ſome Empiricks promiſed 
him great hopes of Cure by their Specificks: but he lan- 
guiſhed and died, notwithſtanding all our endeavours.

To which purpoſe we preſently ſent for ſome actual 
Cautery, and in the preſence of that Company I put 
into his Mouth a Rafpatory, and, fixing it between the 
root of his Tongue, and edge of that Tonſil, pulled a- 
way the corrupt Fleſh ; and then with Olive-Cauteries 
burnt that to a Cruſt. Having, as we ſuppoſed, con- 
ſumed the Cancer there, I paſſed a Probe with a Liga- 
ture into the Ulcer under the Tongue, and brought it 
out above thro a Tubercle; then pulling his Tongue for- 
ward, I cut off the cancerated part as it lay, accordi 
to its length, from the tip to the root of the Tongue — 
after I had permitted it a while to bleed, I cauterized it. 
We then gave him of a decoct. hordei, cydon. &c. to cool 
his Mouth, and treated him as hath been ſaid in the pre- 
ceding Obſervation. In this Patient the Eſcars ſepara- 
ted, and the Ulcers digeſted, and that part of the Tongue 
near the Tonſil cicatrized ; but the while a hard Swel- 
ling aroſe in his right Thigh, and became fo painful, 
that he was forced to keep his Bed: the Matter fer- 
mented alſo in the ſalival Glands, and made Apoſtema- 
tions on the outſide under the Jaws: of which together he

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Broth, Caudle or Drink, yet it is with an unſavoury 
taſte, by reaſon of its paſſing thro' ſuch ſore corrupt Parts; 
from which Putrefaction their S:omach nauſeates its 
Suftenance, and their Spirits are infected with the ſtink, 
whence Fainting frequently happens; Sleep is a ſtranger 
to their Eyes, their Slumber very troubleſome, and death 
is only their deſire. Ar ſuch a time as this it is not to be 
wondred if they try a doubtful Remedy, tho' painful. 
What I have attempted of this kind hath been at the 
earneſt requeſt of the Patients and their Friends, and by 
the authority of a Conſulration of eminent Phyſicians and 
Chirurgeons. Thar the Cure ſucceeded not, muſt be 
imputed to the greatneſs of the Diſeaſe, and may teach 
others how dangerous it is to neglect the conſulting the 


experienced Chirurgeon while the Diſeaſe is recent, and 


eaſy to be eradicated.

I then took it off, 
and anointed the inflamed Parts ahout the Tubercle: 
but it did not agree with it. We wiped it off again, and 
by expoling it to the Air it cooled, and returned in a Day 


or two to its former temper. After I had tried ſeveral 


Medicaments unſucceſsfully, a Friend gave me a black 
cConcreted Juice to work into a Paſte to cover the Diſeaſe, 
it being then all the Mother deſired from me: and this 
bei id upon it, adhered to it as if it had been Pitch, 
and ſeemed to agree well with it. But after four or five 
Days it heated her Cheek, and was taken off Upon 
which the Mother grew impatient, and had ſome 
thoughts of going wita her daughter into G/ouceſter/bire, 
to a Man there who pretends to the Cure of Cancers. 
Which coming to my knowledge, I made an offer to 
Dr. Stanly to undertake the Cure by extirpating that Tu- 
bercle by the actual Cautery. Bur he replying, that the 
very mention of it would fright them out of Town; I 
then propoſed it by Cauſtick to the Lady-mother ; which 
ſhe accepted upon a promiſe not to do it while ſhe was 
in Town, nor then till I heard from her in the Country. 
Some while after ſhe went into the Country, and wrote 
to ſome of her Friends to ſee the Work done. Upon the 
receipt of which I met Dr. Stanly and them; and, havi 
laced the Patient in a clear light, I drew a Line with 
ak how far I intended to burn, and they took the com- 
exactly in a piece of Paper, which they kept. I 
n- with a Cauſtick-ſtone pointed, and preſſed upon 
the middle of the Tubercle, burning deep into it; and 
to quicken the work, I touched it with of. vitrioi upon 
a Stick, and then with the Cauſtick-ſtone interchange- 
ably, till I had conſumed the Tubercle and the parts 
within the marked Line. The while I was thus work- 
ing, I dried up the Salts which mixed with the Ichor 
with armed Probes. Having thus finiſhed the work as I 
deſigned, to the ſatisfaction of the Phyſician and Relati- 
ons, I waſhed out the Salrs of the Cauſtick with Wine 
warmed, then divided the Eſcar, and waſhed it again with 
Milk, till I had freed the Eſcar and the Part from pain : 
then I dreſſed it with amgwerr. baſfilic. cum ole ro/. on 2 
Pledgit, and applied an Empl. & bo/o over all. By theſe 


| Lenients the Eſcar ſeparated, and left a deep round Ul- 


cer: which in few Days I digeſted with en. baſfiiic. 
mag. & Merc. precip. and incarned and cicatrized with

Wen or Hydropical- Tumours are the effects 


of an extravaſated Serum, which, according to 
the place on which it lights, doth denominate the 
Diſeaſe. | 
It it fall inwardly into the Cavities of the Belly, it is 
Hydrops aſcites; of the Thorax, Hydrops pectoris; of the 
Skull, Hydrocephalus: which name it alſo retains, if it 
affect the outward parts of the Head. When it is lodged 
between the Skin and the Fleſh, or in the Interſtices of 
the Muſcles, it is Azaſarca : in the Scrotum, Hydrocele, or 
Hernia aquoſa, &c. |

Canſes of Wateriſh Tumours are. whatever may either 
iacreaſe the Ser of the Blood beyond its proportion, or 
reſtrain it in any part of the Body preternatutally; ſo chat, 
wanting its natural courſe, it ſtagnates in ſome one or 
more places. Of the former fort are ill Digeſtion in the

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Stomach ; Defect of Sanguification, Which is frequent 
in intemperate Perſons ; aD pac Hæmorrhagies, where 
the Blood, being weakened by much diminution of its 
quantity, is not able to digeſt the Aliments aſſumed, 
but lets them run into Serum, from which cauſe alone 
ſeveral wareriſh Tumours ariſe; ſo alſo any defect in 
the Ferments of the Vſcera, as when the Kidneys do not 
ſeparate the Serum from the Blood, or the Conglobate 
Glands do not their office ; likewiſe too great acrimony 
in the Blood, which, though hot in it ſelf, yet melts 
down the Bod into a thin Serum, as in hot Catarrhs. 
Of the latter ſort are, 1. a check of tranſpiration thro* 
the Pores of the Skin, which keeps in a greater part of 
the thinner Serum, and forceth it to ſtop in the Bod ; 
2. recention of Urine : 3. the forming of ſome Cyſtic in 
- which it is contained: 4. its extravaſation in any part of the

The external, if they be pure indeed and very much gige. 
external, do by a viſible reſplendency betray themſelves 
to the Eye; thoſe eſpecially that lie near the Cuticu/a 
and Cutis, making a very thin pellucid Tutnour. Thoſe 
that lie deeper under the Skin do ſhine leſs: yet in ſome 
of them, if ina dark Room you ſhade them, as Women 
do an Egg with their Hands, and hold a Candle to the 
other fide, you will find at leaſt a faint tranſpa . 
Thoſe that he yet deeper, or are contained in a Cyſtis, 
not diſcolour the Skin at all, nor cauſe any conſiderable 
pain: bur if che Swelling be large, you may by ſhaking it ; 
perceive an Undularian. 

Watery Tumouts as ſuch portend no danger to the Progueftick. 
Life of the Patient unleſs the Yiſcera be obſtructed or 
otherwiſe tainted.

umour it ſelf, is performed by Diſcutients and Exſic- 
cants, or by Apertion. 

I. The Diet ought to be with great moderation, ex- 
ceſs in eating or drinking being prejudicial to their Cure. 
As to the quality of it, Phyſicians generally preſcribe it 
drying and attenuating, ſuch as hath been propoſed in 
the Chapter of Oedema ; and after that manner they 
ought to regulate their way of living : yet it is not un- 
frequent to {ce theſe Tumours ariſe from a hot Cauſe, in 
which caſe cooling Diets are m_— 
2. Theſecond Intention is u ually performed by Purging 
with ſuch things as are preſcribed in Oedematous Caſes. 
Only here there ought to be a more particular regard 
had to the Hydragoga, as elaterium, camboya, ſambucus, 
ebalus, rad. bryonie, ſyr. de ſpina cervina, &c. If the 
Cauſe be hot, Bleeding and Barnet Waters may be ne- 
ceſſary, of which you may find ſome Inſtances. | 
3. The third Intention, of reſtoring or rectifying the 
Viſtera, ought tobe the work of the Phyſician. 

4- The fourth Intention is, of removing the conjunct

If by application of 
theſe or the like icaments the Cure ſucceed not, it 
may be reaſonable to make Apertion, and give vent to 
the Water, and proceed in the Cure as ſhall be ſhewed 
in the following Obſervations. Where the Hyarops hath 
affected the Breaſt, I have nat ſeen any Operation at- 
rempred by letting out the Water, the Diſeaſe it ſelf be- 
ing rarely diſcovered till after the death of the Patient.

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the Belly, as in the Aſcites: it being for the moſt part 
the Product of long chronical Diſeaſes, which either took 
their Original from, or ended in Obſtructions of the V 
cera: in which caſes the Cure uſually depends upon the 
Phyſician; the beſt Aſſiſtance of the Chirurgeon being 
that of Bandage; which, if applied even to the whole 
Belly by a ſtrong Dimitee or Holland Bracer made to en- 
compaſs the Abdomen, and tied or laced behind, may 
conduce much to the Prevention of a ſudden Encreaſe 
of the Swelling. . 

The like or greater Succeſs we may hope for in Ana- 
farcous Swellings, where the Legs, Arms, Hands, &c. 
are affected, to which a ſtreight Stocking, Sleeve, &c. 
being accommodated, doth uſually repreſs the Humour, 
and diſpoſe it to be carried off another way by Medicine. 

Where the Aſcites follows Hemorrbagie, Fever, or 
acute Diſeaſe, it admits more often of Cure: but thoſe of 
our Profeſſion are rarely conſulted while there is hopes 
thereof by internal Remedies, which is ſo long as the 
Patient hath Strength to bear them. At laſt, when the 
Viſcera are tainted, the Evacuation of the Water haſtens 
their Deaths, and the Operation is ſcandalized : whereas 
if the Paracenteſis were made in time, better Succeſs 


might be expected.

of making a Paracenteſis or Tapping, hath 


been variouſly ſet down, according to the ſeveral Fancies 
of Chirurgeons, Some have the Apertion in the 
Navel by Bodkin, Needle, ec. others three Fingers be- 
low it on either Side, chuſing that on which the Patient 
did leaſt lie; for the Orifice ought to lie uppermoſt, to 
prevent too great an Effuſion. Thoſe that open below 
the Navel, have likewiſe deviſed ſeveral Ways. Some 
take up the Skin, and perforate that firſt ; then make a 
Perforation in the Peritonæum. A Method not practica- 
ble where the Belly is very hard and tiff, with much 
Fat between the Skin and Muſcles. Therefore it is that 
we generally ſtrike through all at once. The worſt Way 
is by Cauſtick, and Inciſion after that. 

But the down right Puncture, being the beſt of Cures, 
is to be ſo managed, as that the Seram n out 
all at once, but be retained according to the Deſire of the 
Chirurgeon; nothing being ſo pernicious to the Patient 
as great Evacuations, though of an excrementitious Hu- 
mour. Hence it is that much Art hath been uſed in this 
Affair, as to Deſignation of Quantity, and Contrivance of 


Inſtrument. 
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Inſtrument. Barber? hath lately publiſhed the Uſe of an 
Hollow Needle, which being thruſt in, will let out what 
Quantity you pleaſe ; but being pulled out, Jeaves little 
or no Paſſage in the Skin. The repeated Intruſion of this 
into the ſame or into freſh Holes (fays he and Silvius) 
will evacuate Water at your pleaſure. Truly, the whilſt 
the Belly is diſtended with abundance of Water, it may 
ſucceed well: but they theraſetves dare not pretend far- 
ther than the Evacuation of half the Liquor, for by that 
time you will be in danger of wounding the Inteſtines. 
Several Experiments F have made of that Inſtrument, 
and one lately, rather to fatisfy the Patient and his Rela- 
tions that the Swelling was an Aſcites, than that we could 
2 Cure by it. I made the Apertion in the Pre- 
ence of Mr. Holter; We diſcharged about a Pint of 
Water, and part of that by a Catheter; for feeling ſome 
Oppoſition in the Cavity within the Abdomen which ob- 
ſtructed the flowing of the Water, I pulled the pointed 
Cannula out: and it was well I did, for afterwards, in 
opening the dead Body, I found the Inteſtines floating 
above the Water, though there were above two Gallons, 
in the Belly.

it is part of another Tumour, the Body is Hydropical, 
vx. either Anaſarcous or Aſcitical: in both which Caſes 
it is frequent to ſee the Cod ſwelled up after the manner 
of an Azaſarca.

1. The Anaſarcous Hydrocele may be known by the 
Splendor, Softneſs and Thickneſs of the Scrotum. It taketh 
Impreſſion from the Fingers eaſily, and may be wrought 
like ſoft Wax. The Prepuce is uſually ſwelled, if it at- 
tend the Dropſy of that Name. 

2. The {imple Hernia aquoſa, as it affects the whole 
Scrorum, fills it like a Bladder, and diſcovers ir ſelf by its 
ſhining.

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_ When the Hyarocele lieth within the Tunica vagi- 
1 between it and the Teſticles, or in a peculiar 
Cyſtis, the Scrotum is proportionably ſtretched, and ſome- 
what wrinkled ; and indeed, at firſt ſight, it is not un- 
like an Hernia inteſtinalis or zirbalis : but you may di- 
ſtinguiſh them by preſſing with your Fingers upon the 
Production; which when you do, bid the Patient cough : 
if nothing preſs 2 your Hand like Wind, it is an Hy- 
drocele. If the Water be lodged in the TVica wa- 
ginalis of both Teſticles, the Swelling appears double. 
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This Diſeaſe is more or leſs dangerous according as it Prognoſticl. 


is complicated. Thar which is joined with a Dropfy 
cannot be cured, unleſs that be firſt cured : yet it ſome- 
times ſerves to diſcharge anaſarcous Swellings in the 
Parts lying above it. Thoſe which ariſe from an exter- 
nal Cauſe are more eaſily cured. If the Habit of 
be tolerably good, the Hyaroce/e may be cured ; and if 
it be bad, the Water may be let out as often as it fills, 
without danger. 


In the Cure of theſe Tumours there is required a re- Cure. 


lation in Diet and Manner of living, as hath been ſer 

wn in the preceding Diſcourſe of 1/2zeriſh Twmours 
in general : only here they are to be proportion'd ac- 
cording to the greatneſs of the Malady, and the Acci- 
dents that attend them. They alſo require to be treated 
with ſuch Diſcutients and Exticcants as have been there 
propoſed, and you muſt retain your Applications cloſe 
to the Part to which they are applied. A Bag-Trufs is 
neceſſary, it ſerving alſo to ſuſtain the Part, leſt by the 
weight of the Humour the Tumour be encreaſed: alſo 
after the diſcharge of the Water it furthers the corruga- 
tion of the Scrorwum. . 
While the Swellings are ſmall, they may happily yi 
to Diſcutients. An accidental Bruiſe, b Ning Rage 
Inflammation, hath ſometimes difpoſed them to dif- 
cuſſion. If they tend to Suppuration, further it by Sup- 
puratives, as in a Phlezmon hath been ſhewed, and treat 
them as ſuch. - But if the Tumour have any quantity of 
Water in it, your ſpecdieſt way of Cure is by giving 
vent.

Scarification is proper when only the Scrotum is Ana- 
i cous. If it be made by Puncture with à Lancet, the

The Water diſcharged you are to proceed in the 
Cure as abaveſatd. What hath been hitherto delivered 
of theſe Hydrocele's doth only concern the palliative Cure. 
If you purpoſe rhe perfect Cure, you ought then to 
make the Apertion latge on one fide of the Scrotum 
reaching towards the Production, in ſuch manner as it 
may lie according to the length of the Teſticle, that you 
may open it after the Water is diſcharged, and thereby 
the better apply your Medicaments to it in caſe it be af- 
fected.

Body, came with his Chirurgeon to conſult me concer- A 
ning ſome kind of Herzie which of late began in Scroto, red. 

At 
ſight of the Tumour it appeared to be overſpread with 
an Ecchymoſis, and I ſuppoſed the Humour within it to 
be an extravaſated Serum.

the ſaid Fomentation : Whilſt I was healing the Ulcer 
within, a hard Swelling aroſe near the Production, and 
a Fungus thruſt out from that Part of the Teſticle. Upon 
ſearch I found that occaſioned the hard Swelling ; where- 
upon I laid that part open by a Snip with a pair of 
Sciſſors, and covered the Fungus, with Præcipitate and 
Doſſils of Lint; and by the uſe of that and the Vitriol-ſtone 
I conſumed ir, and cured rhe Ulcer. | 
After the Patient had a little recovered his ſtrength, I 
began with the other by Inciſion, making it about an 
Inch in length, ſuppoſing it would ſooner digeſt, and there - 
by eſcape thoſe accidents. Ir diſcharged the like Mat- 
ter as the other did. He ſuffered alſo Cholick and Fever, 
till the corrupt Eyſtis digeſted out, which was the ſpace 
of ten or twelve om, Afrer which the Ulcer digeſted, 
and by the ſame method it healed, and the Scrotum con- 
rracted, ſo as it was not eaſy to judge that it had ever 
been diſeaſed.

Thoſe that happen on the Outlide, are too often the 
Effect of ill-bandling by Midwives and Nutſes, whereby 
the Capillary Veſſels are bruiſed, and the ſerous part of 
the Blood extravaſated. From this Bruiling it is that Cor- 
ruption often followeth, and the Humour is apt to ſtink. 
_ The other more internal Hydrocephalus, affecting the 


Parts within, is an Effuſion of Serum within the Skull, ei- 


ther between it and the Dara mater, or between that and 
the Pia mater. It is not leſs frequent to find this Serum 
ſo extravaſated to coagulate into a ſtiff gelatinous Subſtance 
about the Veſſels under the Baſis of the Brain, and 
hence to involve all the Roots and the Caudex of the Spi- 
nal Marrow, quite over the Nazes and Teſtes and Glandu- 
la fire alis, reaching into the Ventricles of the Brain.

The Signs are ſuitable to the Part affected, and the 
aliry of the Humour. If it lie immediately under the 
ha! rug? and poſleis it, all the whole Head mult be 
ſwelled. If the Matter within be œdematous, it will pit 
under b da Finger: if it be a pure Serum, it will return 
to its ſeat when your Finger is taken off. The Face is 
e and ſwelled, ſo alſo are the Eye- lids, ſometimes 
loody and ſhining. In the Increaſe of it, it ſometimes 
thruſts out a Tumour like a Wen, but the Fluctuation of 
it ſheweth it ro be Water.

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was opened by order of Dr. Thomas Allen, Phyſician of 
the Place. An cedematous Humour was found to occupy 
all the upper part of the Cerebrum, between it and the 
Pia mater, which deſcending by the poſterior parts of it, 
did poſſeſs the Entrance into the two Ventricles, the Glan- 
duls pinealis itſelf being turned into a Bladder of Water. 
But the Story cited out of Veſalius by Sennertus is yet 
more wonderful, of Ve Girl, that kept her Senſes well 
enough, yet her Head ſwelled ſo great as to hold nine 
Pints of Water.

\ Frer Wateriſh Tumours I find Authors frequently 


treating of the Scab or Itch; a Diſeaſe which ſeems 

| to have its Original either from abundance of vici- 
ous Salt in the Blood, or poſlibly from a local Ferment 
in the Skin. N TRL 
A Scab catched by Infection ſeems pretty manifeſtly 
to owe its Origin to a local Ferment, there being no 
other fault in the Body than what lieth in the Skin it 
ſelf, and converteth the nutritious Juices thither convey- 
ed into the Diſeaſe here mentioned. And it's probable 
that moſt other Itches do begin in the ſame place, there 
being in the Skin a vicious Ferment which makes a 
Concoction accordingly, and conſequently cauſeth all 
the other Degenerations that happen. Theſe Degenera- 
tions do increaſe to a farther Infection, if the Blood 
abound with a falt Serum; in which caſe the Fermen- 


tation becometh exorbitant, the Diſeaſe groweth more 
1 ſpreads farther inward, and infects the whole 


This way, I ſay, the Itch is very often generated, preſ- 
ſing from without inward : nay, I believe that moſt com- 
monly ic ſo happens. But I do not deny that ir ma 
likewiſe riſe from within, as ſome of the greater ſort of Scabs 
certainly do. 


Differences. The Differences may be raken from the Cauſe, and ac- 


cordingly as it affects the whole Body, or ſome particular

The Diſeaſe needs not much Deſcription ; it's 
known by it's naſtineſs and trouble, and 42 t account 
is more important than it would otherwiſe be thought. 


Prognoftick, The Scab or Itch is not eſteemed dangerous to life 


when it proceedeth from an outward Infection. But if 
it owe its Original to an inward indiſpoſition of the 
Blood, it may prove dangerous; either when it is acci- 
dentally ſtopped by external Applications and Cauſes, upon 
which occaſion Fevers, Epilepſies, Conſumptions, and 
many other like Accidents, have ariſen : nay, when the 
Scab hath not been hindred in its outward progreſs, the 
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Blood hath notwithſtanding been wholly corrupted, and 
the Patient brought ro the Grave. Another miſchief it 
hath, viz. Infection, eſpecially if the Scab be moiſt and 
full of ſubtil Humours. Upon all theſe accounts, both 
of the Turpitude, Danger, and Infection, it is conveni- 
ent to propound a Cure. | 8 

Whether this Diſeaſe ariſe from an outward Infection, Cure. 
or inward Indiſpoſition of the Blood, the Cure is much 
one: only this latter requireth more your conſideration, 
to rake the indication from the Cauſe, and to make Ex 
vacuation accordingly before you apply your external Re- 
medies. | | | 

In the firſt place, a good Diet ought to be preſcribed, 
of Mutton, Veal, Pullet, Chicken, &c. and thoſe rather 
boiled than roaſted. All ſharp, falt and ſpiced Meats 
are forbidden; ſo are all Fith, Milk, and Herbage, as 
being corrupters of the Blood. Their Drink may be 
a ſmall Wine dilated with Water, or a well-boiled (mall 
Ale, which may alſo be medicated with Dock-roots, 
Succory, and Grafſs-roots, the tops of Agrimony, Pim- 
pernel, Harts-tongue, Fumitory, Hop-buds, ec.

Cauſe of the Itch. So a Youth of about ſeventeen vat. 


Years of age, newly entertained in a Gentleman's Ser- 
vice, raiſed from a ſlender mean Diet, to a more plenti- 
ful Fare, brake out with Itch and Scabs all over his Bo- 
dy. Several Ointments were applied, and after all a 
Quick-filver-Girdle was put on him; but the Diſeaſe 
enraged, and under the Girdle the Skin was heated and 
excoriated much. I cauſed the Girdle to be thrown off, 
and adviſed the raw Parts to be dreſſed with a mixture 
of unguent. nutrit. and populeon; then cauſed him to be 


jet blood, and purged with a Decoction of radic. lapath. 
a 


ſena, ſem. carthami, &c. and ditected him to bath in 
warm Water for ſome few Days: by which he was 
cured. Such like Youths ſo diſeaſed in the hotter ſea- 

ſons, after Purging and Bleeding, I have commended'to 
bathing in the River of Thames, and thereby cured them. 

A Girl of about twelve Years of age was infected by 
her Play-fellows at School in the Country, and brake 
out in martefy Scabs and Itch all over her Body; inſo- 
much as her Shift was frequently bloody with ſcratching 
her ſelf. I let her blood, alſo purged her often with In- 
fuſions of Sena, Rhubarb, &c. I endeavoured to con- 
remperare the Humours by calomel. and #thiops minera-

lis, but without ſucceſs, it itching ſo intolerably, that, do 


what we could, ſhe would rub and fcratch, ſo as it no 
ſooner healed in one place, but it brake out in the ſame 
or in another.

The Weather growing wartner, ſhe bathed in warm Wa- 
ter, rubbed her Body with ſome of the above-mentian'd 
Bags the firſt three or four Bathings, and in about three

HE Face is alſo ſubject to theſe irkſom Diſeaſes, 
which have been anciently diſtinguiſhed by the 
names of Impetigo or Lichen, Mentagra, and Gut-

ta Roſacea. The former of which raged in Italy, and 


was taken notice of by Pliny in his days as a malign Diſ- 
eaſe; but it is not known in our times, unleſs it be in the 


Lues Venerea, where are ſometimes found all the Species 
of Impetigo and Puſtulæ that ever were mentioned dy any 


of the Ancients. But in this place [I ſhall only take no- 


tice of the Gutta Roſacea, a Diſeaſe which when height- 
ned by acrimony, is not inferiour to the moſt malicious 
of other Diſeaſes, and as difficult of Cure. 

Gutta Roſacea ariſeth in little hard Tubercles like ſo 
many Hordeola, affecting the Brows and Face all over 
with great itching; which being ſcratch'd, look red, and 
riſe in great Welks, rendring the Viſage fiery, and in pro- 


greſs of time make thoſe toting Copper-noſes, as we ge- 
_ nerally expreſs them. b 


Cauſe. 


The immediate Cauſe is a groſs hot Blood affecting the 
Face with ſuch a fluſhing heat as is commonly ſeen in 


Bluſhing, and by reaſon of its groſs conſiſtence can nei- 


ther return back, nor ſuddenly diſcuſs, but remaineth in 
the Part, and after ſometime riſeth in red Pimples, which 


ſo vitiate the tone of the Fibres, that though the Patient

do get afterwards a better Habit of Body, yet doth he 
for the moſt part ſuffer under the Diſeaſe. Ill Diet is a 
Cauſe, hot Spices, Onions, Garlick, and the like; ſo are 
ſtrong Wines: yet it's thought more commonly to befall 
thoſe that drink ſtrong Beer. A ſuppreſſion of the Men- 
fes or Hxmorrhoids is often a Cauſe of this Diſeaſe. 

The Sigus of the Diſeaſe are, a fluſhing heat, with red 
Pimples and Tubercles, which in progreſs of time be- 
come bluiſh, and of a more dark red colour. 

The Gutta E is difficult of Cure in its recency: 
and if it be of continuance, the Tubercles grow 


big, and Excreſcences ariſe out of thern, and they ac- 


company the Patients to their graves.

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The Cure is begun with regulation of Diet, removing 
of the Obſtructions in the Viſcera, and contemperating 
of the evil quality of the Blood.

A pure Emphyſema is found rarely, unleſs it be in caſes 
of Wounds in the Breaſt, where the air getting in between 
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the Muſcles and Membranes, doth puff chem up like to 


the inſide of a Shoulder of Veal. Moſt uſually they are 
mixed with Humour, which is always Phlegmatick. 
They differ alſo as to their place, ſome being inward, 
others outward. The inward belong to the Phyſicians. 
Ourwardly we find them upon the Eye-lids, on the great 
Joints, and in other membranaceous Parts. The Belly is 
very ſubject to them, both in the Scrotum and Navel, 
which are the uſual ſeats of the Hernil ventoſa; and in- 
deed in other parts of it whereſoever of the Guts. &c.

tion of the Blood. Phlebotomy may be admitted, if Blood; 
but generally the Pituitous Humours are here in fault, and 
n to be prepared and purged as aforeſaid.

Of the many that have come to me ſuppoſed to have 


the King's Evil, there were not a few diſeaſed with 


crude Tumours of other kinds. Some of thoſe which 


ſeemed moſt like Flatulent Tumours I opened, but they 
proved all to be phlegmatick and wateriſh Tumours. 
Thoſe in the very Knees, which are ſo generally eſteem- 
ed flatulent, I opened by puncture with a Lancer, ſome 
to the very Bone: in the moſt prominent parts there 
iſſued forth only a few drops of ferous Blood, and that 
without any diminurion of the Swelling. In ſome of 
thoſe in which I made the Puncture leſs deep, I paſſed in 
a Probe, where feeling a Tumour under the Perioffeum, 
I penetrated it with my Lancet, and diſcharged an Ichor 
in ſmall quantity: the Bone was there carious. Upon 
which conſideration I am apt to think that all theſe pain- 
ful Swellings in the Knees (which are not ſtrumous) do 
ariſe from an over-moiſture of the Membranes and Li- 
aments, which in progreſs of time doth corrupt the 
ne underneath, ſo that they apoſtemate and terminate 
in carious Ulcers. Thoſe which are leſs painful are ge- 
nerally ſuperficial, proceeding, as I ſuppoſe, from an 
over-moiſture of the Membrana carnoſa and Parts above 
it. It being fo, our beſt endeavours ought to be in the 
applying moderate attenuating and exſiccant Remedies 
with good Bandage. 


A Young Gentleman of about eighteen years of age 1. o06{er. 


was commended to my care by or Denton. 
He had a round {oft Tumour upon the fore-part of his 
right Thigh, without Inflammation or Pulſation. I ap- 
lied a Cauſtick upon it, and the next day divided the 
ſcar: there came nothing of Matter forth. I thruſt 
my Knife deeper into it: there followed only a few 
drops of Blood, but the Tumour ſunk. I dreſſed up 
the Eſcar with wngxent. baſclicon, to digeſt off the Slough. 
During the ſeparation of it there appeared no more Matter 
than might reaſonably be e ed from ſuch an Eſcar. 
After ſeparation thereof the Ulcer incarned and cicatriz7ed 
in few days. This we judged a flatulent Tumour, yet it 
was not diſcovered by its noiſe or Sound. 


A Citizens Wife aged about thirty fix Years, of zu il, og. 
Habit of Body, had, amongſt other Diſeaſes, a ſoft white at of « 
Swelling a little above her Knee, on the outſide of her faruten:

Many Applications having been ineffectual- 
the outſide |y appli „ Doctor Walter Needham and my {elf were 
of the conſulted. We concluded it a Flatulent Tumour, and 
Thigh near propoſed the opening of it: to which purpoſe ſhe was 
the Knee. purged. Her Body being ſo prepared, I applied a Cauſtick 
on the moſt eee and the next day divided the 
Eſcar, and paſſed my Knife deep into it: there came out 
nothing of Matter or Blood. I made a ſearch with a 
Probe, and paſſed it almoſt to the Bone, meeting no 
other oppoſition by the way than a ſoft puffy membra- 
nous Fleſh, ſuch as is N ſeen in a Shoulder of Veal. 

I dreſſed it with Lenients, Emplaſters and Bandage. 
The fourth day, the Phyſician being preſent, 1 took 

off the Dreſſings; on which there appeared little more 

Matter than what is uſual from ſuch Eſcars.

Tp which purpoſe I {prinkled in about 
Dj. of Merc. precipitat. and dreſſed it up with Lenients. 

as before. The third day after I dreſſed ir again, and faw 

the Eſcar ſeparating, and the Abſceſs digeſted. I dreſſed 

the Abſceſs again with Præcipitate, and the external 

rts with vngvent. tutiæ. By this method the Abſceſs 
igeſted; and the Tumour ſunk, and was cured as hath 

been above ſhewed. Many of theſe Tumours we meet 

with, which are certainly raiſed by a Flatus, yet give no 

Sound, nor yer doth there appear any Wind to puff out 

upon opening. 


3. Ober- In the time of the Wars a Soldier was brought to me 
vat. much wounded. owing his Cure we took notice of a

I ſuppoſed it 
farulent, and treated it as hath been ſet down in the me- 
thod of Cure, by Fomentations, Embrocations, and Em- 


plaſters; bur it heating thereby, and encreaſing, I applied

on: by the continuing. uſe of which, the Swelling was 
reſtrained, and the Knee recovered its former ſtrength. 


Another about Forty Years of Age, of a full Body, f. Osfer- 
had a round ſoft Swelling, lying on each fide of the Ro- Var. 


tula without alterarion of Colour in the Skin; it had 
ſome time diſabled her from going up or down a pair 
of Stairs, and often hazarded her falling in other mo- 


tions. In this caſe I applied an Emplaſtcr ad herniam, 


with an addition of cerat. hy/ſopi over each Tumour, and 
a Compreſs of brown Paper ſoaked in aqua fabrorum, 
over which a laced Knee-piece was put on, and ſtreight- 
ned proportionably. By the renewing theſe Dates 
once in a week or ten days the Swelling diſcuſſed, and 
her Knee recovered its former ſtrength: yet ſhe conti- 
nued the wearing of the Bandage ſome years. 


A young Perſon having been ſome years afflicted with 6. Osferv. 


a Swelling in one of her Knees, after. various Applica- 
tions it encreaſing, I was ſent for, and ſaw it overipread- 
ing the Joint and parts about, retaining the natural co- 
lour of the Skin. It yielded to the impreſſion of my 
Fingers, as a Bladder half blown up; by which I judged 
it flatulent. The Bone on the intide of the Knee was 
alio protuberant, which at their firſt diſcovery of the 
Tumour gave the Parents a ſuſpicion it was luxated. I 
began with a Fomentation made of a Decoction of ſome 
of thoſe Plants propoſed in the method of Cure, and 
embrocated it with unrgrent. nervinum, and with Wax 
made up a Cerote of the ſame, which I applied with 
good Bandage till I got a Nnee- piece made. Being 
made, I laced it on, and from that time repeated the 
Dreſſings once in a week or ten days. By this method 
the Pain and Swelling diminiſhed, and ſhe walked on it 
with more ſtrength. Indeed the Cure of thele chiefly 
depends on the wcll-lacing of them; for accordingly as 

it was ſtreightned, fo the Swelling leſſened. The wea- 
ther growing ſeaſonable, ſhe went to the Spa, and after- 
wards to the Bath: from whence returning no better, 
me was again recommended ro my care. I then at- 
tempted the diſcuſſing it by Medicaments more power- 
ful: they heated the Tumour, and bliſtred it here and 
there, but did not leſſen it. After I had aſſuaged the 
heat by Lenients, and healed the Excoriations, I applied

over the Tumour Empl. diaſulphuris Ruland, laced on 
the Knee-picce again, and renewed the Application once 
im 
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in ten days. In their over-hard lacing of this Bandage 
the Leg ſwelled: To prevent which, I cauſed a laced 
Stocking to be put on it. By the wearing thereof the 
Knee-piece was laced with more advantage, and ſhe re- 
covered ſtrength of ir daily, to walk, dance, and viſit 
her Friends abroad. During this, Doctor Micklethwait- 
being in the Houſe, viſited my Patient, preſcribed ſuch 
Internals as were > age for her, and propoſed the em- 
brocating of the Tumour cum oleo ſulph. terebinth. which 
was uſed daily for ſome time. Afterwards a Pultice 
was adviſed of the tops of green Wormwood, Rue, 
Sage and Feverfew, with Hogs-greaſe: this was applied 
till ir became offenſive to her. After theſe ſeveral Ap- 
plications, it appearing ro them more vilibly that her 
Cure conſiſted in the well-lacing of her * 
there was taken more care therein by her Servants, and 
a warm Cerote applied under it. The Tumour leſſened, 
and is ſince very much diminiſhed. I have lately taken 
off the Plaiſter and Laced- ſtocking, and hope in few 
weeks ſhe may leave off the Knee: piece, the Swelling 
being now / iuconſiderable. 

A young Gentlewoman came to London with a puffy 
Swelling on her left Foot near her Toes; part of the 
Swelling ſtretched over the Toe next the Little one, on 
which the Tumour was near two fingers breadth. It 
was without Inflammation or conſiderable Pain. I ſup- 

ſed it to be Wind, and would have given vent to it; 
E not being permitted, I endeavoured then by Diſ- 
cutients to ſcatter it: it inflamed, and would not yield 
thereto. I then applied Emplaſtr. e bolo, and put on 2 
Laced-Sock, with a Bracer racked to it for that Toe; 
and by Compreſs and careful Lacing ſuppreſſed the 
Swelling, and gave her fo much eaſe, that after ſome 
rime it kindred her not from taking thoſe Divertiſe- 
ments others her School-fellows did. After ſhe had 
worn this Sock ſome months, ſhe left off the uſe of 
Emplaiſters, but continued the Bandage ſome years. 
The Swelling on her Foot is ſince diſcuſſed; but the

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CHAP, TSERX 
Of Hernia. 


AVING thus far treated of Tumours by Hu- 
mour and Wind, it remaineth now that I fay 
ſomewhat of a Tumour made by the mrerpoſition 
of a ſolid Body. Examples of this nature are frequently 
to be found in ſotne ſorts of Hernia, viz. the Zirbalis 
and TInteſtinalis, the falling out of the Kell or Guts: 
which, being both of them ſolid Bodies, ate often in- 
terpoſed preternaturally between ſeveral Coats of the 
Peritonæum, Scrotum, or other adjacent JED and do 
denominate the Tumour an HERNIA of that Patt 
where it is raiſed. | | 
If it burft our at or near the Navel, extending there The Kinde. 
the Peritonæum, together with the ſeveral Tendons of 
the oblique and tranſverſe Muſcles of the Abdomen, it 
is called Exomphalos. If either of theſe break down g | 
into the Cod, that Tumour is moſt ſtrictly cal'd a Her-, _ | 
zia. And though only theſe which I have here men- | 
tion'd be ſtrictly that Diſeaſe, yet other Tumours of | 
thoſe Parts, for their likeneſs to theſe, obtain the ſame 
name: viz. the Hernia aquoſa, which is an Hydropi- 
cal Tumour; the Hernia carnoſa, which is a Sarcoma, 
or ſometimes Scirrhus, of that Part; the Hernia ven- 
roſa, which alſo belongs to another Head, as alſo doth 
varicoſa: of the former, notwithſtanding, of theſe two, I 
do add ſomething in this place, by reaſon of the affinity 
of the Cure. | 4, 
I ſhall firſt begin with the Hernia Scroti, inteſtinalit Hernia 
and zirbalis: both which are manifeſtly the falling Scrori, 
down of the Gut or Kell, either 1 into the Scrotum, 
which is a perfect Rupture; or elſe part of the way on- 
ly, which is uſually termed a Relaxation. 
That this Diſeaſe may be — underſtood, it 
will be neceſſary to oo you an exact Account of the 
Parts concerned. e principal is the Peritonæum, or 
ſtrong Membrane that lines all the inſide of the Abdo- 
minal Muſcles, and then paſſing to the Back, doth there 
ſome-way or other involve and give Coats to all the 
Viſcera. It is a ſtrong Membrane, every-where double; 
in the duplications of which all the Viſcera of the Abdo- 
men are hid, and through which all the Yellels do pals. q 
Vo.

Its thickneſs and thinneſs is very different in ſeveral 
Parts, according to the ſeveral neceſſities of Nature. 
The lower part of it is ſtrongeſt, to enable the Belly the 
better to bear the weight of the Inteſtines; and is uſu- 
ally preſumed, by inadvertent Men, to be perforated in. - | 
the Navel, for paſſing of the Umbilical Veſſels; and in | 
the Groin, for the tranſmifion of the Seminals. Butt 
he that will conſider the caſe, will find it otherwiſe. For 5 
the Membrane, being every-where double, doth ſo re- X 
ceive theſe Veſſels between its Coats, as that they paſ- 
i behind the firſt Coat leave it every-where entire, 
both at the Navel and Inguen. But in the latter place, 
the Seminals do take the outward Lamina of the Perito- 
24um along with them, which, containing them in it 
felf, doth at length make that Tunicle which involveth 
| 8 by the name of Tunica vaginalis or Eh- 
#raiaes. | | 
This, I fay, is the moſt natural ſtructure of the Perito- 
num, in which if the inward Lamina be ſtrong, it 
1778 within the hollow of the Belly the Guts and Humours, 
if there; fo that tho' the Cavity be full of Water, yet ir 
tranſmits nothing into the Scrotum; and the Tumours that 
ha to the Scrotum of Hydrodical Perſons are uſually 
—— coming outwardly into the Membranes of the 
Scrotum, not paſling from one Cavity to the other. 
But if this inward Lamina, either through its own 
weakneſs, or the force put upon it in ſtraining, &c. do 
relax, the Entrails, thruſt forward to the Scrotum, and in 
the top of the Proceſs (uſually fo called) ſuffer an Angle 
to be excavated, wherein part of the Guts is contained, 
and the Membrane extended, and not broken. In which 
caſe, the membranous partition that intercedes between 
the Guts and the Scrotum is viſible. But if che Membrane 
break, then the Entrails ruſh down without controul into 
the Scrotum. 8 
In Women alſo Ruptures are apt to happen in the 
Groin in the fame place, by reaſon of the tranſition of 
the Ligamenta uteri teretia, which paſs between the La- 
mine of the Peritoncum after the ſame manner as the Se- 
minal Veſſels do in Men. Theſe Tumours uſually end 
in the Groin, and are known by the name of Babano- 
cele, which is a common name to all the Herniz in chat 
place, whether they be in Men or Women. 
Cauſes, - The Cauſes of Hernia inteſtinalis and zirbalis are di- 
vers. In Children it from abundanecof Crudiry 
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or Moiſture, vehement Crying, and holding their Breath 
roo forcibly. In thoſe of more Age, from violent Exer- 


ciſe, hard Riding, Jumping, Vaulting, carrying great Bur- 


thens, a Blow or Fall, or any thing that may over - ſtretch 


the Peritonenm. The very weight of the Bowels and 
Kell in Fat People is often the occaſion of a Ruprure. 


In ſuch Bodies Vomiting may be a Cauſe; yea, the very 


ſtraining upon the Cloſe-ſtool (if they be coſtive) is 


enough to make a Relaxation in ſome part, and a Rupture 


in ſome part, frequently followeth. 


In Women, Hard-labour in Child-bed hath often been 
the Cauſe of a Rupture in the Groin, as alſo inthe Navel. 


The Siu of a Hernia by Relaxation, is a certain Emi- Signs, 


hence or ſoft Tumour appearing under the Skin in ei- 
'ther of the Groins, or other part of the Belly, withour In- 


Aammation or Pain, which diſapppeareth after the Patient 
hath lain ſome time on his back in Bed, and appearerh 
again when he is up: and by laying your hand then upon 
it, if he cough or ſneeze, you will feel the impulſe of the 
Bowels, which is not felt on the ſound Part. According 
as this Swelling is greater or leſs, ſo it is more or leſs ac- 
companied with an Uneaſine or Cholick. In Infants this 
Diſeaſe is ſcarce taken notice of by their Nurſes, till it 
hath made its way into or near the Scrotum, to which 
place theſe through neglect do fall. >." 

The Sign of a Hernia inteſtinalis madeby Eruprion, is, 
the ſuddden riſe of the Tumour, whether it be made by 
Blow, Fall, or the like; in which caſe the Inteſtines or 
Omentum, or both, ſlide down into the Scrotum, or lie in 
a great Tumour in Inguine. It it were cauſed by a Blow 


or Fall, there is ſometimes Blood extravaſated, and the 


Swelling is painful, whether it be in Ixguine or Scroto; and 
it ſoon deſcendeth from the Ixguen to the Scrotum, where 
you may diſtinguiſh it from a Sarcoma by laying your 
hand upon the Production of the Peritonaum jutt at its 
exit from the Abdomen, then putting the Patient upon 
coughing or ſneezing : upon either of theſe you will per- 
ceive the motion ofthe Gur, if it bethere. If this Her- 
nia be neglected in the Female Sex; it will make a round

The Hernia omentalis is an unequal ſoft flippery Tumour

The Pneumatocele or Hernia ventoſa, affecting the Belly 
in divers parts, is diſtinguiſh'd by its quick growth and 
roundneſs. Infants are frequently ſubject to it. ſometimes 
in one Groin and Feſticle, and other times in both. It lodg- 
eth between the Teſticle and Junica vaginalis, making, a 
Tumour like the Bladders which are found in ſome Fiſh; 
it is long or round, according as it poſſeſſeth only the 
cavity of the Teſticle, or that and the whole Production. 
No Hernia inteſtinalis is without danger; thoſe made 


by Relaxation are leaſt dangerous. Thoſe by Ruption 


in Children and Youth under twenty years of age, or 


while they are growing, are curable, if they be timely re- 


duced, though the Inteſtine be fallen down into the Scro- 
tum: But in people of full growth they are for the moſt 
part capable only of being kept up by good Bandage. It 


the Inteſtine be not ſpeedily. reduced, there followeth 


grievous Pain, with Cholick and Fever, becauſe the excre- 
tion of Excrements is prohibited : trom whence Inflam- 
mation, vomiting of Excrements, yea, ſometimes Gan- 
grene and Death, enſue. But it the Rupture in the Pe- 
ritonenm be very large, the Inteſtines frequently perform 
their office as ſafely in the Scrotum, as if they were in their 
natural place within the Abdomen. | 

The Hernia umbilicalis is ſubject to the like Accidents 
as that of the Scrot un, if not timely reduced. | 

In other caſes the Skin is ſometimes worn ſo thin that 
it breaks, and the Cure is moſt difficult, by reaſon of con- 
tinual preſſure of the Bowels. | 

The Hernia omentalis is not dangerous, yet by reaſon 
of its ſoftneis and ſlipperineſs it is dithcultly reduced and 
retained within after: ãt is reduced; but in Children it is 
of eaſy Cure: and; thaſe People who are of a ſanguine and 
humid Temper are of more hopes of Cure than thoſe of 
a dry Habit. Yet if the Tumour be ſmall and recent, 
end only iz Ingaive, the Cure is fealible, be the Habit 
of Body what it will. : 
Hernia ariſing from Wind is of more eaſy Cure, eſpe- 
cially in Children, whom it generally atilicts. 


In J 
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In order to the Cure, you are to conſider the Hernia Cure 


whether it be inteſtinalis or omentalis, recent or of long 
continuance, made by Relaxation or Ruption. You are, 
in the firſt place, ro endeavour the reduction of it; to 
which purpoſe, you ought to adviſe the Patient to lie upon 
his Back, with his Head declining, and his Hips raiſed 
high, with his Heels retracted towards his Hips. Then with 
warm Cloths you are to try how you can reduce it, preſ- 
fing moderately and gradually, taking care that you do not 
bruiſe it or the Teſticle. If ir yields not to ſuch Endea- 
vours, you are then to corſider whether the repletion of 
Excrements or Grudity were the Cauſe ; in which caſes 
you may preſcribe a Clyſter : E rad. & fol. altbææ, fol. 
malwvæ, viol. betæ, parietariæ, an. M. j. flor. chamem. meli- 
lot. ſambuci, an. M. fs. ſem. lini, fenugrec. an. vj ſom. 
aniſi, fænicul. an. 3j coq. ad tertias ; colat. ſume 3viij. in 
quibus diſſolv. eee rubr. ij. mellis roſat. colati, diaca- 
hol. an. 3j. hiere picræ 5v). ol. cham. lilior. an. zij. ſalis 
rom. ij. at Enema. Or elſe Clviters of far Broth with a 
little Salt. Theſe may be repcared till you have emptied 
the Bowels, and the while the remaining Decoction may 
de applied hot with Stupes: and if the Excrements be 
hardned in the prolapſed Inteſtines, you may make a Ca- 
taplaſm of the Fæces, by beating them up with axung. 
porcin. unguent. dialthææ. ol. lilior. &c. and apply it hot to 
the Scrotum. Thus the Excrements may be ſoftned and 
evacuated. If Flatulency be the Cauſe of its not reducing, 
foment and embrocate with ſuch Diſcutients as have been 
propoſed in Flatulent Tumours, (if what is preſcribed be 
not ſufficient) then reduce the Hernia : which being done, 
your next work will be ro fiutup the Foramen by which the 
Omentam and Inteſtines paſſed forth; and that we thall 
propoſe with Medicaments that have a binding and agglu- 
tinative quality: ſuch are Emplaſt. contra rupturam in the 
London Pharmacopœia, and Emplaſtr. de pelle arietin. Or, 
He maſtich. thuris, aloes. ſang. dracon ſarcocollz, bol, Ar- 
men. gypſi, gallar. an Sij. ichthyocollæ & tanrocolle in 
aceto diſſolut. an. rij. malaxentur, c fiat Emplaſtr. 
Spread ſome one of theſe upon Leather, and apply it 
with ſome convenient Truſs, of which ſome are made of 
Dimitv or coarſe Holland, others of Whule- bone, S:e-l, 
Cc. Thoſe made of Dimity have Boulſters ftuF: with 
Corton for one or both Groins, with rwo Straps ro come 
d-rwix: the Legs, and — or to the Bouliters 
Yb: | | 2 55 
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by Claſps or Points. Thoſe that are deſigned for the Bu 


| bonocele have a couple of Straps tacked to the end of the 


Bolſter, and, paſſing betwixt, are faſtned with Points be- 
hind. Theſe Truſſes are proper for Infants and tender 
Bodies, where the Rupture is recent, and for the moſt 

art made by Relaxation. They are neceſlary in the Cure of 

uptures in people of years, and have always ſerved my pur- 
poſe inthe cure of Children. There is great care required in 
putting them on and wearing them. In Children it is the 
work of Nurſes or Maid-ſervants, who frequently tie them 
too ſlack about the Loins, and too ſtreight between the Legs; 
by which negligence they bring the Truſs over the But- 
tock, or elſe permit the Rupture to ſlide down under the 
Boulſter into the Scrotum: all which Errors, though they 
be fore warned, yet they do often commit, and thereby the 
Cure is delayed, and imputed to the Ignorance or Neglect 
of the Chirurgeon. To avoid which, we are ſometimes 
neceſſitated to put them on Straps over the Shoulders, 
ſuch as Labourers commonly wear, to keep up their Breech- 
es. Nor indeed are Children only Sufferers in this caſe, 
for People of full age, by reaſon of careleſſneſs in putting 
on and wearing their Truſſes, permit ſmall Herniæ by 
Relaxation in Bubonocele to encreaſe and flide down in 
Scrotum. Io prevent which in Men, I commonly order 
2 Bag-truſs to be faſtned near the Boulſter, by which the 
Scratum is tucked up, and rendred the leſs capable of re- 


ceiving the prolapſed Omentum or Inteſtine. In Women, 
through ignorance and ſhyneſs in conſulting, ſmall Hernia 


in Inguine do allo encreate toa great bulk: in which caſe 
2 hollow Boulſter- truſs may be fitted proportionably to 
the Rupture; or a Bag: truſs, to retain it up. In Men, 
through the often deſcent of the Bowels, the Eruption is 
made ſometimes ſo large, that the Inteſtines do their 


office in the Scrotam with as little diſturbance as if they 


were in the Belly: in which caſe a Bag- truſs is to be pro- 
portion d, with a hole for the Penis to paſs through; 


which being = on whilſt the Patient is in bed, and in a 
ure, 


declining po will much hinder the prolapſe of the 
Bowels, and eaſe the Patient much in his going abroad a- 
bout his Affairs; and by the continuance of the Chirurgeon, 
and his endexvours, the Rupture may be reſtored to a good 
condition. Theſe forts of Truſſes are well made by Mr. 
Sus in Bell- Alley near Templie-Bar. | | 

There are other ſorts of Truſſes made of Whale · bone; 
the ſtuffing of the Boulſter is placed upon Cork, _ 
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will fit firm upon Children and Youth. There are other 


made of thin Lamine of Tin and Stecl, with and withour 
Joints, which do ſit eaſily about the Loins: they have 


alſo Boulſters, that, by virtue of Worms and Screws fixed 
in them, do {it cloſer or more diſtant, and retain the Rup- 


ture up without preſſing upon the Spermatick Veſſels or 
Os pubis. They are uſeful in old Herniæ. Theſe are made 
by Mr. Smith, a Scotchman, who lives near Fleet- Bridge. 
He is the moſt ingenious Man in that work, and maketh 
the beſt Truſſes for retaining the Hernia umbilicalis within 
its bounds. Bur in great fat Bellies we find it often neceſ- 
fary to put them on a Bracer to encom the Belly, 
which may be laced behind or on one fide, to bear part 
of its weight. | | 

Having thus far provided for the retaining the Hernia 
within irs bounds, you ought to have the Hair ſhaved, 
if there be any, and apply Agglutinatives with good Ban- 
dage. If the Boulſter ſit uneaſy, a Quilt may be made to 
lie under it, or a Compreſs of Brown-paper ſoak'd in 292 
fabrorum wherein ſome Aſtringents have been boiled; 
by which your Truſs will fit the eaſier, and retain the 
relaxed or torn Parts, and thereby they may be the ſooner 


— 
ur next Conſideration will be matter of Diet, and 
manner of Living. Their Diet ought to be ſparing, but 


of good nouriſhment, as Mutton, Veal, Lamb, Puller, 


Chicken, and the like; avoiding all Herbage, Fruit, 


Fiſh, and White-meats, ſuch as may ingender Crudiries. 


Their Bread ought to be of Wheat, with carminative 
Seeds init. The contected ſemina carui, coriandri, feni- 


culi, and the like, are commended after Dinner, and at 
other times, to further Digeſtion. Their Drink a red 
Wine with a little Water wherein gads of Steel have been 
quenched ; or Ale wherein ſome of the ſpecihck Plants 
have been infuſed. 

Reſt is of great Advantage in the Cure of theſe Herni g. 
Fabricius Hildanus, and others who have writ of this Diſeaſe, 
will tell you that ſome have been cured of great Ruptures 
by keeping their Bed upon ſome accident of a Fracture, 
or fit of the Gout, when before their beſt endeavours in 
the cure ſignified nothing. In conſideration of which, they 
forbid all manner of Exerciſe, and adviſe them, that 


whilit they keep in their Beds, they ſhould often feel 


with their Hands abour the part affected, principally in 
calc of any ſudden Sneezing, or violent Coughing, and 
R 
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»ſpecially in eaſing Nature by Stool; that if any Relapſe 
— it may be helped. But that you may the better 
avoid ſuch Accidents, you ought to keep their Bodies ſo- 
luble by Clyſters, —ů or lenient Electuaries. 
Where the pitutitous Humours abound, they require 
ſometimes alſo to be purged ; for which I refer you to the 
Chapterof Oedema. Afterwards it may be proper to pre- 
ſcribe ſome Agglutinatives; and they are either Simple or 
Compound. _. | 
The Simple are reckon'd among the Vulnerary Plants; 
not all of them, bur ſuch as have a moderate Aſtringency, 
and are without remarkable Heat or Acrimony, and have 
ſpecifical virtue: ſuch are conſolid. maj. & minor, quin- 
quefolium, equiſetum, ſanicula, auricula urſi, piloſella, ja- 
gil. Solomonis, tormentilla, oſmunda regalis, 
hippogloſſum, lunaria min. perfoliata, herniaria, herba 
trinitatis, cort. cypreſ. grangt. &c. The diſtilled Water 
of oſmunda regalis is Commended in the Cure, ſo are alſo 
iloſella, bippogloſſum, lunaria, and ſeverally given in a 
Fader in a Decoction of Comfrey-roots. Perfoliara 
and herniaria are delivered to us to be of ſo great virtue 
as to cure this Diſeaſe in a few days, conditionally the 
Rupture be kept in by a good Bandage. They may be 
given as Tea; or they may be juiced or powdred, and 
mixed with red Wine, 2 
The more compounded are theſe: & conſ. rof. rub. 
wer. ſymphyti, an. 3/. florum ſalviæ, acori, an. 36.

cotoneorum, fiat Eleftuarium : of which the Patient may 


| take twice or thrice a-day, drinking thereupon tix ounces 


of this medicated Wine; by herbe alchimillæ, opbiogloſſi, 
mummular, fragar. auricul. muris, veronic. artemifie, ſco- 
dopendr. 1 an. M. j. virgæ aur. M. ij. rad. cichor. 
tormentil. biſtort. vincetoxici, id eſt, hirundinarie, an. 

3iij, 
corianari, preparat. cinamom. an. Si. flor. boraginis, b«- 
gloſſs, an. vij. prunel. l veſtr.

If after the atfore-mention'd Endeavours to reduce the 
Hernia, (whether it were by reaſon it had been too long 
relapſed, and the Excrements grown hard and dricd in the 
Inteitine, or that they were ſtuffed with Crudities, or in- 
flamed by the conſtriction in the Production, & e.) you do 
dot ſucceed, you ought io conlider what the impediment 
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is, and proceed accordingly to let blood, purge or vomit, 


or put him into a Semicupium, keeping on his Bag-truſs 
the while: after which, he may, it occaſion require, be 
carried to and fro upon the back of a ſtrong Man with 
his Head downward, by which the prolapled Bowels are 
often reduced. Mr. Smith the Truſs-maker told me, he 
had made ſuch an Engine by which he ſer them on their 
Heads, and thereby had reduced many, which could not 
otherwiſe be relieved. . e 

But the afore- ſaid ways, I bleſs God, have ſerved the 
molt deplorable Patient labouring of theſe Diſeaſes un- 
der my hands. Let if it ſhould ſo happen that all Endea- 
vours of this kind prove ineffectual, and the Patient's Life 
be threatened by frequent Vomiting and Inflation of the 
Abdomen, and nothing paſs through him by Stool, I would 
25k whether in ſuch a cafe it be not more reaſonable 10 
offer in Conſultation the laying open the Production while 
there is ſtrength, than to ſuffer the Patient miſerably to 
periſh under the Diſeaſe? I refer it to the judicious Ar- 
t1tt, there ſeeming nothing of dithculty or danger in the 
work; yet would not have it attempted whillt there is 
hope of otherwiſe reducing it. 

To perform this Operation, the Patient ought to be 
Jaid Har on his Back upon a Table or Form, and bound 
thereon ; then an Inciſion mult be made upon the upper- 
part of the Scrotum to the Production, which reqiirerh 
alſo to be divided, without touching the Inteſtines or O- 
mentum: then you are to pals in a Cannela (like our com- 
mon Director, but as big as a large Gooſe-quill) into the 
Cavity, under the Proceſs of the Peritonæum upwards, a- 
voiding the Inteſtines: then make your Inciſion of ſuch 
4 length as may ſerve to put your fingers into the Scrotum, 
and raiſe the Inteſtines and Omen, which you are to 
reduce into their natural place within the Belly. They 
being thus reduced, you mult fiitch up the Wound, as 
is ſaid in the Wounds of the Abdomen, taking up with 
your Needle ſo much of the Production as may ſhut up 
the Cavity, and prohibit the relapſe of the Inteltines. 
That done, cure the Wound, as is ſhewed in the Trea- 
tile of thoſe Wounds; it not being ſo large or dangerous 
as many of thoſe we have cured in the Wars. 

In the farther Cure of theſe, various Ways have been 
propoſed by Chirurgeons, viz. the Actual and Potential 
Cautery, alio Puncture and Delig nion of the Proceſs of 
the Peritonæum, alſo Incitzon, wich or without extrac- 
| don 
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tion of the Tefticle. Theſe Ways are not practiſed a- 
mongſt our People, they eſteeming ſuch Operations full 
of hazard and cruelty : yet they having been delivered 
to us by good Authority, I ſhall ſhew you how they are 
erformed, and begin with that of the Actual Cautery. 
K the effecting of which work, there are required various 
ſorts of Buttons, ſome bigger and leis than other. Whilſt 
theſe are in the fire, the Patient muſt ſtand, and hold in 
his breath; by which doing, the Tumour in Inguine will 
be more apparent. Then it isto be circumſcribed with- 
in a triangular figure: after which, the Patient being pla- 
ced on his Back, preſs with your hot Cautery on the mid- 
dle of that Triangle, and repeat it often, making the form 
of the Greek Letter T ſo deep till you reach to the Mem- 
brana adipoſa, taking care you do not ſcorch the Perito- 
num: then dreſs the burnt Parts with a little Salt and an 
Onion beat together, and afterwards digeſt and heal the 
Ulcer, as you find propoſed in the Chapter of Burns, he 
keeping his bed till he be cured. By this method the 
Author propoſeth a contraction of the Skin by reaſon of 
the Cicatrix. How this will do without the wearing of a 
Truſs, I much ſuſpect. 
Another propoſeth the reducing of the Hernia, and the 
thruſting up of the Teſticle to the Os pubis; then marketh 
the Compreſs of the Prominence made by the Teſticle, 
and, ſhoving it and irs Veſſels out of the Scrotum, he bur- 


neth in the middle of that Mark (with a pointed Cautery 
a little curved) to the very Bone; then dreſſeth it cum t. 


bumine ovor. and cureth it as a Burn: by which it he 
burneth the Bone, it muſt neceſſarily exfoliate, and unite 
with the Skin and fleſhy Parts over it, and hinder the pro- 
lapſe in Scrotum. But yet there mult remain a Baborocele, 
which will require a Boulſter Truſs, to prevent its ſwag- 
ging down, as is frequently incident to Women. 

The way by Cauſtick is propounded by others as more 
eaſy. The mildeſt of them is Soap-lees boiled to a ſtone, 
with the addition of ſevam vitulin. and a fourth part of 
opium added to it at the laſt. The other are as follow:

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ſe nici "albi 3 ij. tartari albi uſti, merc. ſublimati, an. x j. 
then pur it into a Copper Vellel, and by a moderate heat 
conſume the humidity; the Deng feces is the Cauſtick. 

ln order to the applying of any of theſe Cauſticks, the 
Part muſt be marked, and Patient afterwards laid upon 
a Table, as hath been ſaid in the preceding Operations; 
then the Cauſtick is to be applied croſs iſe, an inch long 
and as much tranſverſe, near the Os pubis; which having 
operated to the Bone, it's ſuppoſed that Bone ſhall exfoli- 


ate, and the Callus ariſing from it will unite with the Ulcer 


in the fleſhy Pannicles and Skin, and ſtop the deſcent of 
the Viſcera: which notwithſtanding cannot prevent a 
 Bubonocele. Another way is by the application of a Cau- 
ſtick in Ingaine, then to raiſe off the Eſcar, and taking up 
the Membrana adipoſa with a Hook, to divide it, and 
free the Seminal Veſſels from the Proceſs of the Perito- 
num. Then paſsa Needle with crude Silk under it, tie 
it cloſe, and leaving it hanging out, digeſt the Ulcer, in- 
carn and cicatrize it: during which, the Silk will have cut 
through, and fall off; and the Production uniting with 
the Wound, abſolutely confirms the Cure The Cure by 
Puncture, is the Invention of ſome of the Modern, and 15 
| fer down by Ambroſe Pareus. | | 
There yet remain two ways of Cure by Incihon: in 
order ro which, the Patient muſt ſtand upright, (as hath 
already been ſaid) that the Rupuure, by falling down, may 
plainly diſcover its Þigneſs, and that the Part fo fwell'd 
may be encompaſſed with a Circle: aſter which, the 
Patient muſt be laid flat on a Tabie with his Heels rai- 
ſed up, as in the fore-mention'd caſes: then one of the 
Aſſiſtants ſhall preſs with his hand upon the bottom of 
his Belly, whilſt the Chirurgeon with his left-hand raiſeth 
up the marked Skin as much as he. can, then divideth 
it with his Knife long-wiſe down the length of the Pro- 
ceſs or Tunica vaginalis, ſo as to open that Coat, and 
lay the Seminal Veſſels bare; which he is to avoid the 
hurting, whilſt he takes up the divided Tunicle, and 
ſtitcheth it with the Skin ſo cloſe, that the Hernia may be 
retained within the Belly from ſtarting out. Then by 
Agglutinatives, as bol. Armen. ſang. dracon. thut, aloe, 
cum albumine ovi, dreſs it up, and place him in his bed. 
[t afterwards there be occaſion to apply Digeſtives, he 
vitel. ovor. num. ij. far. tritic. thuris pulv. . . Ancr which, 
you may deterge with murd if. apii, and incarn with ſome 
luch-like Sarcotick : Rt terebinth. ſiccat. x ij. thuris, maſ< 
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Then cicatrize it, as in other like Wounds. | 


The Empirical way is by Extraction of the Teſticle: 
in the doing of which, the Patient muſt be laid on his 
Back, as aforemention'd, and bound faſt upon the place: 
then the Inteſtines being reduced, the Aſſiſtant ſhall re- 
tain them up with his hands, whilſt the Operator maketh 
an oblique Mark in the Groin, to whith place he thruſt- 
eth up the Teſticle; then makes an Inciſion fo deep and 
large upon it, as to take it out with the Spermatick Vei- 
fels, which he holdeth with the one hand, while with the 
other he ſeparates it from the Membranes. (In all which 
Caſes he mult be careful not to lacerate them, for there- 
by he ſhall cauſe Convulſions, and haſten the Death of 
the Patient.) That done, he maketh a Ligature above the 
Teſticle upon the Veſſels, and cuts it off. Tf there be 
fear of a flux of Blood, he cauterizeth the ends ſo tied: 
then, replacing them within the Belly, leaving the ends 
of the-Ligature hanging out, he ſtitcheth up the Wound, 
dreſſing as above - ſaid: and during the time of Cicatrizing 
the Ligature falls off. | 

in order to theſe Operations, the Patient ought to be 
of a ſtrong Conſtitution and well-habited, his Bowels 
emptied by Purging and Clyiters, and to be very ſparing 
in his Diet, at leaſt three or four days preceding the 
Work. But I never yet met one that would ſubmit to 
any of theſe ways. 

e Cure of the Bubonocele in Women requireth its 
being reduced and cured as thoſe in Men, by Emplailters 
and good Bandage, &c. as hath been already ſhewed in thoſe. 

in the Hernia wmbilicalis the Cure allo conſiſts in the 
well reducing of it, and in the retaining of it ſo by Ag- 
glutinatives and good Bandage. If through neglect ot 
treating it timely, as afore-ſaid, the Skin do wear thin 
and mortify, you muſt dreſs it as ſuch: and after the ſe- 
paration of the Eſcars, you muſt then endeavour to take 
up the Peritonæum, ſtitch it cloſe together, and incarn it 
with the reſt of the Ulcer, as hath been ſhewed : and at- 
ter it is Cicatrized, endeavour by good Bandage to retain 
it more eahily within its bounds. 

There is ſcarce any Diſeaſe little Infants are more ſub- 
ject unto than Ruptures. They are not difficult of Cure, 
af their Nurſes would be careful to keep their Truſſes well 
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on: but, through their negligence therein, the Cure is fre- 
ently rendered vexatious. Therefore I ſhall begin my 
bſervations with them. 


N Infant of about four Months old was diſcovered 1. Ohr. 


to have a Swelling in the left Iugven, another in 
the Navel, and another three fingers breadth higher. 
That in the Groin, which we generally call Bubonocele, 
was made by Relaxation of the Inteſtine, as appeared: 
by the Noiſe it made in the time of Reduction, The 
other two proceeded from Wind. I took the compaſs 
of his Hips with a Ribbon, and the next day brought a 
ſoft Boulſter-Truſs of Holland Linnen, with two Straps 
faſtned ro the Boulſter: and, hiving applied an Empl. 


ad herniam ſpread upon Eamb-skin on the Tumour in 


the Groin, fitted the Boulſter to it, and reduced ir, 


then tied it on; then paſſing the Straps between his 
Legs, I faſtned them with Points on each fide behind ; 
by which the Ruprure was retained within the Boulſter, 
not preſſing upon the Thigh or Cod. On the Rupture 
of the Navel, or Hernia wmbilicalis, | applied a Mix- 
ture pulver. thurit, maſtich. aloes, &c. ſang. draconis, 
cum albamine ovi, and made a Compreſſion with an 
Emplaſtr. e bolo by a ſmall Button ſticking in the mid- 
dle thereof, made of ſome Snips of the ſame Emplaiſter, 
by which the Emplaiſter under it was retained the cloſer. 
On the other above the Navel I applied a Compreſs 
made by fome pieces of Emplaſtr. ad herniam, and re- 


rained them cloſe by applying over them Emplaſtr. e bolo. 


By this Method theſe Hernie were cured in few Weeks. 
For that in the Groin they had half a dozen Truſſes 
ſent them, for ſhift as occaſion offered; and it was cured 
thereby in few Months. 


A Child about two Months old laboured of ſome Indiſ- 2. 0%. 
poſition of Body, and was obſerved to have a Swelling in var. of 
the right Cod. In preſſing upon it with my Fingers, it Herma in- 
ſeemed to me not to lie looſe in the Scrotum: it yielded teſtinalis. 


to a moderate Preſſure, and being ſomewhat reduced, 
the reſidue of it jerked ſuddenly up with a Noiſe, which 
confirmed it an Hernia inteſtina';s by Relaxation. I took 
the compaſs of his Loins to the Groin, and the next day 
brought him an Emploftr. ad herniam, with ſome Boulſter- 
Truſſes. I reduced the Rupture as eaſily as I had done 
the day before, then applied the Emplaiſter, fitted the 
Boulſter over it, and tied it moderately ſtreight. Theſe 
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Truſſes had the Straps ſtitched on behind, they were 


brought between his Thighs, and faſtened to the upper 
part of the Boulſter croſs each other by Points. I ſhewed 
the Nurſe how they were to be put, and gave her cau- 


tion leſt the Boulſter ſhould at any time gall the Thigh 


or Scrotum, or that by too ſtrict a Bandage the Hip ſhould 
be hurt, or by too ſlack a Bandage the Hernia ſhould 
flide .down under the Boulſter, or whilſt it was looſe tied, 
thoſe Straps between the Legs ſhould be tied fo ſtreight, 
a5 to bring the Bandage over his Haunches and ſlip down. 
Having thus forewarned her, I made my Viſits the ſel- 
domer, as not defiring to appear too officious; and in- 
deed was fetched the next day to a Patient ſome Miles oft, 
where 1 ſtaid three Weeks. At my return I made a Vi- 
ſit to this little one, and felt the Rupture ſlipt down into 
the Scrotum, by reaſem of the ſlackneſs of the Bracer; and 
the Nurſe had pulled the Straps between the Thighs fo 
over-ſtreighr, as to bring the Bracer down, and would not 
believe it could be kept up without a Bandage from the 
Shoulders. But I reduced the Rupture, tied it ſtreighter, 
{lackened the Straps between the Thighs, and ſhewed her 
it could not fall over the Puttocks whilſt it was fo tied. 
The next Error ſhe committed was in bracing it too 
ſtreight about the Hips, whereby ſhe had galled it on the 
right Hip; and then ſhe complained to her Lady that it 
was not poſſible to cure the Child, without giving it 
ſome healing Drinks; ſach and ſuch had been cured ſo 
in few Days. To this 1 — — that the Cure conſiſted 
in the keeping up of the Rupture; that done, it would 
cure without Drinks; that there was but little to be gi- 
ven to ſuch an Infant. Yer I wiſhed them to conlulr 
their Phyſician therein. I applied an Emplaſtr. diachal- 
citeos upon the Excoriation, with two or three Folds ot 


ſoſt Linnen over it, and braced the Bandage ilacker : by 
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which Dreſſings the Excoriation cured, the Nurſe be- 


came more experienced, and the Child was happily re- 
covered in few Weeks ; bur left not off the wearing the 
Truſs till the Summer following. | | | 
I was fetched to a Child half a year old, having a 
Swelling i» Screto on the left fide. It was a Hernia inte- 
finalis by Relaxation. I reduced it eaſily, and the next 
day fitted it with a ſoft Boulſter-Truſs: and having redu- 
ced it, applied Emplaſtr. ad hernviam, put on the Bandage, 
and apple them with more Truſſes tor change, they be- 
ing apt to be · piis them daily, fo chat it they be not carefully 
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attended, they are ſubject to Excoriation) Once in four 
or five days I called in, to ſee how the Nurſe ordered her 
affair: and by her diligence the Child was cured in few 
weeks, but continued the uſe of the Truls till it was 
grown ſtronger, and had bred irs Teeth. | 
A Youth aged eleven years, had been ſome Manths+; Obfert. 
diſeaſed with a Rupture before his Friends diſcovered it, yh 
through which neglect it fell into the Scrotum, and ind ru 
poſed him with Chalicks I was ſent for, and ſaw it an'** 
Hernia inteſtinalis on the left ſide. I endeavoured to re- 
duce it, bur could not; I then took meaſure of his Loins, 
and the next Morning found him in bed, and placed 
him on his Back, with his Hips high, Cc. and with warm 
Cloths reduced the Rupture: then put him on a Boulſter- 
Truſs made of ſtrong Holland, with a couple of Straps 
faſtened to the lower part of the Boulſter; and having 
faſtened the Truſs about his Loins with Points, I brought 
the Straps between his Legs, and tied them behind. Thus 
F retained the Rupture. The next day I made him a Vi- 
fir, and ſeeing the Rupture well retained, I looſened the 
Bandage, applied an Emplaſtr. ad herniam, and braced it 
on again, leaving directions with his Servant to take care 
in the bracing the Truſs cloſe every Morning. This Pa- 
tient was very active in running and playing daily, oy by 
the uſe of theſe Emplaiſters, and careful Bandage, he was 
5 55 in few Months, I ſcarce making him ſix Viſits the 
while. . 
A Child of about fix years of age was brought out of 5. Obſers. 
the Country, having ſome-while ſuffered under a Hernia of Hernia | 
in Scroto. He had a Truſs, but it was not well made. inrcftina- 
T laid him upon his Back, with his Heels retracted to his lis. 
Hips. It did not preſently yield to a Reduction, where- 
0 upon I cauſed ſome warm Cloths to be applied, and then 
preſſed it moderately upward ; it returned up with a 
murmuring Noiſe. I then applied my Emplaiſter and Ban- 
dage ; and having adviſed them concerning the uſe of the 
Trafs, I left them to proſecute the Cure, ſupplying them 
with Emplaiſters and Bandage. About half a year after I 
ſaw him cured. 
A Youth of about nine years of age was brought to 6. O6rv. 
me out of the Country with a Swelling in his right Groin, | 
it was ſuppoſed to be a Bubonocele, and to that purpoſe 
Emplaiſters and Truſſes had been put on, and the Part 
thereby inflamed. I felt the Swelling, and, as [ thought, 
the Telticle which was wanting in tbe Scrotum Upon 
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which conſideration, I forbad the uſe of the Truſs, and 
applied an Emplaſtr. oxelæi, by which the heat was re- 
moved, the Child freed of his Bandage, and the Teſticle 
left to fall down by degrees, which accordingly it did, 
and his Parents were well pleaſed. 

The Pneumatocele, or Hernia ventoſa, appeareth often 
in Inguine in the Tunica vaginalis, and maketh a Tumour 


not unlike that of the Teſticle. Such a one was brought 


to me in the Groin of a Child of about ſeven years of 


age. It was as big as a Pullet's Egg, ſoft, bur withall 6 
tenſe, that it yielded lirrle to preſſure. It had been treaterl 
by Bandage, but yielded not therero, but became more 
painful. I preſcribed a Fomentation and Emplaiſters, as 


hath been ſet down in Flatulent Tumours, and cauſed a 


ſoft Boulſter-Truſs to be pur on, rather to keep it warm 
and retain the Dreſſings on, than to make any ſtreight 


Compreſſion. I treated him by Internals proper in ſuch 
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Tumours, by which he was ſome time after cured. 


A Gentlewoman brought a Son to London with a Swel- 
ling in his left Teſticle. Several of our Profeſſion had 
ſeen it, but delivered no 1 2 of it, nor pre- 
icribed aught in order to the Cure. The Swelling was 
Wind gotten into the Tunica vaginalit, which encom- 


paſſed the Teſticle round, fo as I could not feel it.

The Rupture was ſo large, 
that the Inteſtines did their office in the Scrotum without 
Reduction. Bur rhe weight of them was uneaſy, and

an Apple. The Hernie in inguinibus were kept up by 
a Steel-Truſs with a double. Boulſter, to which a Baz 
was tuck'd to retain the Scrotum. To that on the fide of 
the Belly was applied an Emplaſtr. ad hernjam, with a 
Compreſs in the middle of it, made of ſome Folds of 
the ſame Emplaiſter, and a quilted Boulſter ever it.

/ Ulcers in general. 


N ULCER is a Solution of Continuity 
ina ſoft part, made by Eroſion with loſs of 
Subſtance, which loſs is in this Deſcription 

reſumed to be the effect of the Erolion : 

or if it be the effect of the Wound, as a 
piece of Fleſh being cut our, &c. it is not 
immediately an Ulcer; nor doth it deſerve that name 
properly, till by ill handling there do fall upon it cor- 
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roſive Humours, which cauſe a farther diminution ot the 


Subſtance: for till then the Digeſtion and Matter there 
produced do not alter the name, but continue the A 
pellation of a Wound; but having loſt once part of its 
Natural Ficſh by ſuch Eroſion, though preternatural do 
ariſe inthe room of it, much more in quantity than what 
was loſt, as Fungus, &C. _ the name of Ulcer a 
; 4 10 
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To this Ulcer may Accidents may happen, and eſpe- 
cially Tumours of all ſorts: but theſe are not parts of 
the Ulcer, being ſeparable from it; for they may be 
taken away, and the Ulcer remain. The ſubject of an 
Ulcer is chiefly Fleſh, eſpecially in the larger Senſe of 
the Word, as it ſignifies Membranes, Tendons, Guts, 
'Bladder, & When an Eroſion happens in a bone, it is 
commonly call'd Caries. 

For the Differences of Ulcers, ſome are more proper, 
5 ſome Writers called eſſential; others accidental. 

he more proper; or, as {ome call them, eſſential, are 
1 _ mg of 3 and efficient Cauſe: 
as from the figure, magnitude, equality, and inequality, 
and Part affected. From the Figure; they are eight, 
oblique, round, or crooked. From the Magnitude; ſome 
are great, others ſmall, ſuperficial, deep, long, ſhort, broad, 
and narrow. From the 1 and Inequality: thoſe 
are equal in which the fleth is alike plain; unequal, 
when it is corroded more in one place than — 2 
From the Part affected; ſome Ulcers are in the Fleſh, 
others in the Membranes; or in this or that part, in- 
ternal, or external. Differences from the Cauſes will 
be beſt underſtood by viewing the Cauſes themſelves. 

The accidental Differences are taken from thoſe 
Things which are not intrinſical to the nature or conſti- 


tution of an Ulcer; as to have Inflammation, Tumour, 


or Putrefaction joined with them, as Fhlegmon, Eryſipe- 
las, Cancer, Gangræ ua, Callus, Varix, or Caries: Alſo 
from the Symptoms; ſome Ulcers are painful, with 
Pulſation, and pricking burning Heat, others with 

Itching and Excoriation. From the Quality ; Ulcers are 
malign, benign, contagious, or not; rebellious, or eaſy 
of Cure. Alſo from the Age of the Ulcer; ſome are 
recent, others annual: Alſo ſome in their ſtate, others 
in their declination, only requiring Deliccation. 

From theſe Fountains the Differences and Diſtinctions 
of Ulcers do ariſe; the methodizing of which hath 
already poſed able Writers : we thall endeavour to put 
them into ſuch order as ſhall be moſt plain to the young 
Chirurgeon. 7 5

If this corroſive quality ariſe from Internal Cauſes, 
it oweth its original to the exceſs of an acid Serum : 
which Serum, it it mixeth with any other Humour, 
whether Choler, Phlegm, Blood, Melancholy, &c. gets a 
denomination from that. | 

Theſe Humours, when they abound fo far in the 

Body as to exceed that Temperament ad juſtitiam which 
is always neceſſary to health, (to which Temperament 
a latitude mult be allowed,) are apt to ſeparate from the 
whole Maſs, and flow either quite our of the body by 
natural Excretions, or elſe upon ſome Members of it; 
whether they be carried thither by their own Source, or 
- drawn by ſome attractive Caule. 

Being ſo caſt out from the Maſs of Blood, they are 
no longer ſubject to the Balſam of that, but become 
acrimonious and corroſive : and by how much the lon- 
ger the Humour hath been extravatated, by ſo much the 
more acrid it becomes, and is the more corroding ; ac- 
quiring in its degeneraticn a quality ſuitable to the Hu- 
mourout of which it is ingendred. 

The External Cauſes are Poiſons, corroſive and cauſti- 
cal Medicaments. Nor do we exclude actual Fire, hot 
Water, ſcalding Oil: to which may be referred the 
Contagions of Scabby, Leprous and Pocky Perions, 
which are communicated to the Skin, and exulccrate it, 
and beget the like Diſeaſc. 

From theſe diverſities of Cauſes, different ſorts of 
Excrements flow; three torts whereof give name to 
Ulcers. 


1. The 


# 
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1. The one is a thin ſerous Humour, called Sanies; by 
the Greeks, Ichor; by others, Virus, from whence they 
are called virulent. Celſus .reckoneth two ſorts of Sa- 
mes; the one he calleth Ichor, and the other Meliceria. 

ey are taken notice of by Fabricius Hildanus. The 
Tchor is a thin whitiſh Gleet incident to ill - diſpoſed 
Ulcers, eſpecially amongſt the Nerves and Tendons. 
The Meliceria is a thick glutinous Humour of a pale Co- 


lour, and it may be yellowiſh, not unlike Honey, from 
 Whence it taketh its name. This alſo affects Ulcers of 


ill condition, near and in the Joints, where the Mem- 
branes and Tendons are eroded. But that which we 
generally in our common Chirurgery call Sazies, is a 
thin excrementitious Humour begotten from abundance 
of Serocity in Ulcers, and rendring them humid. Of 
which Humours ſome are hot and reddiſh-coloured, 
= cold and pale-coloured. Theſe are called Saniows 
cers. 

2. There is a ſecond fort of Matter affecting Ulcers, 
that is thick, generated of abundance of groſs tough 
Humours, and rendering the Ulcer foul ; whence it is 
called a Sordid 5780 This kind of Sordes differeth as 
it is white or grayiſh, though unequally @oagulated, or 
elſe as it is blackiſh and foertd. Wr . 

3. The third ſort of Matter is of a middle conſiſtence 
between thick and thin; ſometimes of a greeniſh or yel- 
lowiſh colour, and then it hath a rank Smell; but for 
the moſt part it is of a white colour, and is called Pæs 
or Matter. And this is we. gy ro proceed from a be- 
nign Serum flowing to the Part affected, for its nutri- 


ment; which, by reaſon of the weakneſs of the Part, 
is not aſſimilated, but converted into a whitiſh ſubſtance, 


and giveth the name of a Purulent Ulcer. h 

Tbeſe Differences of Excrement in a Sore are beſt 
underitood by conſidering the cauſes of their generation. 
For if the nutritious Serum be well conditioned, and 
the part not affected with Wound, Tumour, or other 

reternatural weaknels, it is by Nature converted into 

ouriſhment; but if there be a Solution of continuity, 
then ſhe, failing of her firſt Intention, acteth according 
to her Ability, and according ro the quality of the 
Serum. If the Conſtitution be good, and the Serum 


well- conditioned, then we find a laudable Pas to ariſe, 


which 
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which is white, ſmooth, and ea y to the Part, and every 
day approacheth nearer and nearer to the true nutritious 
Juice, 'till by degrees the Ulcer fills ap with Fleth and 
heals. But if it degenerate towards a ſharp virulent 
Serum, then the Ulcer appeareth full of a thin Ichor or 
Sanies; Nature's Balſam being weak, and her Heat infuf- 
ficient for a due concoction of the Matter. If the 
Blood grow phlegmatick, its Seram is ſo too, and 
groweth groſs and ſlimy ; and wanting heat, doth cor- 
rupt into a thick glutinous Matter, which we call Sordes ; 
and ſometimes a ſtinking Matter, which makes a Pa- 
trid Ulcer. 
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An Ulcer, if it be in the outward Parts, is dif- Signs. 


cCoverable by the Sight. If it be inward, vz. in the 


Ventricle, Guts, Urerus, Kidneys, &c. it mutt be gueſ- 


ſed at by the Excretnents that come from it, and other 
Symptoms. The greatneſs and littleneſs is likewiſe 
diſtinguiſhable by the Eye, if it be in the Superficies. 
But Ulcers that are deep, require farther ſearch of Probes, 
&c. and, if inward, muſt be preſumed proportiona- 
ble to the quantity of the Matter that floweth from 
them. Equality and Incquality are alſo adjudged by the 
view ; ſo Sinuolity and Ceries by Probing. 


Sanious Ulcers are known by the undigeſted Serum 


that gleets from them: And if the Glegt be corrolive, 
we find the Fleſh waſte apace. If that Eroftion be with 
jagged and callous Lips, it is Phageazra, or at leaft 
virulent. If the Matter iſſuing out be {limy and groſs, 
it is a ſordid; if fœtid and corrupt, it is a putrid Ul- 
cer. If it be only ſuperficially cortouve and ſpreading, 

it is a Herpes exedens. I 

The nearne(s of a Nerve, Tendon or Ligament, is 
| beſt underſtood by the Pain, which is commonly acute. 
If a Nerve he near, and cauſe Pain, it is apt to con- 
tract the Limb, or cauſe Convulſion. An Artery if 
near, is diſcovered by Pulſation. 


To make a right Prognoſtic in the Cure of Ulcers, , ex 


we ouzht firſt to obſerve well rhe greatneſs of the u- * 


eaſe, and what Strength the Patient hath to overcome 
it: For if that be deficient, our Endeavours to cure 
them will prove vain. | 
The greatneſs of the Diſeaſe is known, either by the 
quality of the Part affected, cr by the depth or other 
conditions of Uicer. As 


x. 
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As to the Quality of the Part: Thoſe in the Skin are 
not dangerous, nor difficult of Cure, but as they are ac- 


companied with Intemperies. Ulcers in the Emuncto- 


Ties, by reaſon of the great Veſſels, may be dangerous, 
and through moiſture of the Place are difficult of Cure. 


. Thoſe near any principal Part are not without danger, 


for that by their penetration the neighbouring Viſcera 
may ſuffer. Ulcers in the Muſcles of the Spine of the 
Back, and in grear Joints, are of great danger and hard 
Cure: Amongit the Tendons and Bones of the Hands 
and Feet they are painful, by reaſon of their exquilite 
Senſe, and of difficult Cure. 

The depth and largeneſs of the Ulcer makes the Cure 
hazardous: For in great and wide Ulcers the native 


Heat is much weakned; and if they penetrate under 


any great Artery, Nerve or Tendon, that you cannor 
ſafely lay them open, the Cure muſt needs be flow, and 
the great diſcharge of Matter may exhauſt the Spirits 
of the Patient. . "0 
The Condition of the Ulcer is of great moment in 


Prognoſtick: Where we are to conlider both the quan- 


tity and the quality of the Humour flowing to it. If 
it be in a depen 2 and the Body Plethorick, 
the very multitude of Humours (tho otherwiſe not bad) 
is 2 ſufficient impediment of a Cure: So alſo if the 
quality be amiſs, tho' the quantity be not great. For 
when the Ulcer is accompanied with a dry Intemperies, 
it frequently eludes your Medicines. The caſe is as 
bad when Ulcers have continued ſo long as to bring an 
habitual Dyſcraſy upon the Part: As we ſec in the Nome 
and annual Ulcers, which are either not cured at all, or 
with danger to the Life of the Patient. A degree be- 
yond theſe are the Phagedznical Ulcers, and worſt of 
all the Cancerous and Sphacelous : Of all which in their 
due Places. 

In the Cure of Ulcers in general, we ſhall conſider 
the Ulcer firſt as it is ſimple, with Solution of Conti- 
nuity and Eroſion ; then as it is compounded, and hath 
other Symptoms or Indiſpoſition joined with it. 

The timple Ulcer, as it conbiteth in a Solution of 
Continuity requireth Union ; and as it hath loſt of Sub- 
ſtance, Reſtauration: And this is effected by Exſicca- 
tion; for ſo long as the Ulcer continueth * 1 

| f Ordid, 
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ſordid, it cannot heal: Therefore in ſuch caſes Digeſtion 
or Deterſion are required. 

The loſs of Subſtance is either of Skin or Fleſh. If 
only the Skin be wanting, the Fleth is fo to be dried 
with Medicaments, as the Juices coming thither may 
be hardned into a callous Subſtance reſembling Skim: 
for that it is a ſpermatick part, and cannot be regene- 
rated, If the Fleſh be wanting, it muſt be renewed : 
Which Work is performed by the Benefit of Nature, 
out of a part of that Blood which was deſigned for the 
Nouriſhment of that Member. But foraſmuch as in the 
Generation of Fleſh in an Ulcer there is a two-fold Ex- 
crement ſeparared, the one thin, the other thick; the 
thin, as I ſaid, requireth to be dried up, and the thick to 
be deterged. 

But in the Cure of compound Ulcers many Indica- 
tions are requiſite, according to the Variety of Cauſes 
and Symproms which attend them. In the application 
of Medicaments to thoſe Ulcers, you ought ro conſider 
their Beginning, Augment, State, and Declination. In the 
Beginning, the Sanies is crude and waterith, and requi- 
reth the benefit of Concoction, whereby it may be made 
thicker, and turned into Matter; in which cafe 
Suppuratives are of uſe : ich is not allowable in pu- 
trid Ulcers, for in that caſe they increaſe Putrefaction; 
and in purulent ones alſo they render the Ulcer more 
lax, and at length ſordid. If the Indiſpoſition of the 
Ulcer be cauſed merely bv the Pain, Suppuratives are 
convenient; for by their digeſtive and lenient Quality, 
they mitigare the Pain, and thereby remove the Caule : 
Which Suppuratives are to be continued till the Matter 
be well concocted. And for this reaſon it is we uſe 
them in the beginning, leſt the extravaſated Humours 
ſhould corrupt, and ſtir up Pain and Inflammation. In 


the Augment, when the Matter is leſs in quantity and 


thicker, we uſe Detergents to cleanſe it. In the State, 
when the Ulcer is well cleanſed, it may be reaſonable 
to uſe Sarcoticks: And in the Deciination, as the Ulcer 
fills with Fleſh, we do cur Endeavours by Epuloticks to 
cicatrixe it. 

But if the Ulcer labour under any Diſtemper or 
Symptom, whether it be internal or external, as influx 


of ſlrzrp corrolive Humours, whether they abound a 
the 
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the whole Habit of Body, or affect only the Part itſelf: 
they are all to be removed before you can hope for 
Cure. The conſideration of which indicateth many In- 
tentions: we ſhall reduce them to four Heads. The 
Arſt ſhall-be of a regulation in Diet, and the other Non- 
-naturals: The ſecond of Evacuation, Revulſion, and 
Derivation of the antecedent Matter: The third ſhall 
have a regard to the Part in which the Ulcer is ſeated, to 
Kreugthen it ”>_ the Influx: And the fourth and laſt 
— of a due application of Medicines to the Ulcer 

1. To ſatisfy the firſt Intention, their Diet ſhall be pro- 
portioned to the Strength of the Patient, according as 

e Humours are peccant in quantity or quality, and a- 
bound in the whole Body, or in ſome particular Part ; thar 
their Heat and Acrimony may be contemperated. To 
which purpoſe, there is r to be had that the Air be 
good, and their Exerciſe, Paſſions of the Mind, &c. be 
moderated, according as hath been faid in the former 
Treatiſe of Twmours ty general. | N | 

2. The ſecond Intention conſiſteth of Evacuation; 
Revulſion, and Derivation of the Humours. If they 
abound in quantity, or offend through their evil quality, 
it may be made either by bleeding, if their 2 per- 
mit, and other things be conſentaneous, which alſo makes 
Revulſion; or by Purging, or Vomiting. | 

Derivation is always made in the remote Parts, and 
according to the Rectitude of the Veſſels, either by 
opening a Vein by Lancer, or by the application of 

Leeches, Cupping-Glaſſes, Bliſtering-Plaiſters, Friction, 
Binding, c. for which I refer you to the Treatiſe of 
Trmenrs. | 5 | 
2 The third Intentiofi hath regard to the Weakneſs 
and Ivtemperies of the Part affected: to which purpoſc 
the Humours may be intercepted in their courſe by the 
_—— of aſtringent and repellant Medicaments on 

found Parts above the Ulcer, in the nature of De- 
fenſatives. If the Member be dependant, the railing 
of it up, ng placing it equal with or higher than the 
reſt of the Body, may be of great advantage: the In- 
flux may alſo be reſtrained, and the Part ſtrengthened 
expultive Bandage. We may allo by Alteratives correc 


their Acrimony; and, if the Humours be too ſerous, in- 
craſkre 
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eraſſate them, or, if otherwiſe they offend, rectiſy them 
by their contraries. How farther to reſiſt the various Symp- 
toms attending Ulcers, ſhall be fer down in the particu- 
lar Cure of each ſeveral Species. | 

4. The fourth ſatention is in curing the Ulcer itſelf; 
which is, as I have already ſaid, by drying up the excre- 
mentitious ſerous Humour, and deterging the more groſs. 
The Medicaments proper thereto, with the Method in 
applying them, ſhall be treated of in the particular Cure 
of each Ulcer; to which I haſten. |

Of a Simple Ulcer.

the loſs of Skin and ſome part of the Fleſh. As they call 
the firſt plazwm, or equal, fo they call this latter cavum. 
The former is inconſiderable: Cure of the latter I 
| ſhall here deliver. 


In the doing of which, two things offer themſelves : Cure. 


the one is the generation of Fleſh, to fill up that Cavity; 
and the other is the making a Cicatrix, to unite the ſe- 
parated Lips of the Ulcer. . 

To the proſecution of the firſt Intention, in reſtoring, 
the loſt Fleſh, it is neceſſary that the Part affected be free 
from diſtemper: for the generation of Fleſh is the work 
of Nature, and her Strength conſiſts in the juſt tetupera- 
ment of the Part; which being ſo, our endeavour 
ought to be, that the Sxccus nutritius, whereof the 
elb is generated, be good, and that it low moderately 
into the Part affected. To which purpoſe a good Diet 

muſt here alſo be obſerved, with a regulation of the 
Non-naturals; that the Air be temperate, Exerciſe mo- 
derate, and in ſome Caſes none at all. In Sleeping and 
Watching à mediocrity Caght to be obſcrved ; natural 
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Evacuations are to be continued, and the Quiet of the 
Mind to- be preſerved. If theſe Things be duly ob- 
ſerved, and the Tone of the ulcerated Part be preſerved 
by the moderate inflowing of good Juices, and the Mat- 
ter in the Ulcer well digeſted, it is then capable of be- 
ing healed : But if the Ulcer be too dry, moiſt, or 
crude and undigeſted, it cannot incarn. Therefore it 
behoves that we conſider the temper of the Part ulcera- 
red, and the Excrements flowing thereout, and thence 
take indication whether to uſe Suppuratives or Deter- 
gents, and when Sarcoticks are convenient, or one more 
than another. Suppuratives ought to be of a lenient 
om temperately hot and moiſt, proportioned to the 
abit of Body, as it is weak or ſtrong, and to the tem- 
per of the Part they are to be applied unto. The com- 
mon Digeſtive is ferebinthina in tender Bodies, with 
ar. tritici, a little crocus, pulv, cum witell. ovi. 
n drier Bodies we add far. hordei fabar. colophon. 
thus, pulv. ſem. fenugreci: to which we ſometimes add 
mel. __ & Hr. de voſ. ſicc. Unguent. baſilicon is 


not inferiour to any. Theſe Medicaments ought ro be 


of a moderate conſiſtence: not too liquid, leſt they 
make the Fleſh too lax, or run off the Pledgits, and 
leave them uneaſy to the Sore. For the ſame reaſon 
your Medicaments are not to be of too hard a conſiſ- 
rence: The deeper Ulcers may admit of the more liquid, 
that they may reach to bottom. They are to be 
uſed upon Lint in the' form of * Doſſils, or 
Tents; and over them may be applied Refrigerants, to 
contemperate the Heat of the Part, and reſiſt the 
r | 
Suppuratives are of no longer uſe than till the Mat- 
rer be well digeſted; for through the too long uſe of 


"them the Ulcer may be made fordid: Therefore when 


the Matter appears well digeſted, we mix Detergents 
with them, a the Uiider. Of the milder ſort 
is this: N terebirth. lor. im 49. acetof.

The Ulcer deterged, (which you 
may know by the good condition of the Matter, _ 
| ther 
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ther with the ruddy colour and firmneſs of Fleſh,) you 
may then proceed by Sarcoticks. In the uſe of which 


you are to remember, that in the generating of Fleſh 


two ſorts of Excrements ariſe, the one thin, called Sa- 
nies, the other thick, diſtinguiſhed by the name of 
Sordes. How they diſturb the Ulcer in its healing, I 
have elſewhere told you, and now adviſe you that you 
conſider the temper of the Part, and what Senſe it hath, 
and fit Sarcoticks accordingly, moderately to dry and 
cleanſe; leſt through Error therein by over- drying you 
conſume the Fleſ you deſigned to raiſe, or by too 
moiſt Applications render it corrupt. The Season of 
the Year is herein to be obſerved. For in the hotter 
Seaſon Medicaments more cooling are required, and in 
cold Weather more heating. Therefore at ſuch times 
we put thicker Compreſs, and take more turns with 
our Rowls, than in hot Weathet. The Habit of Body 
is alſo to be regarded. For in lax and tender Bodies 
Sarcoticks require to be moderately drying, ſuch as are 
olibanum, thus, aloe, cort. thuris, far. fenugreci, o- 
robi, &c. The Compounds are, «nguent. matriſylv. 
or baſilicon mazn. diapompholyg. unguent. tutiæ, calamina- 
ris : Or this, Bz myrrbæ, aloes, an. x(s. thuris 3j. maſtich. 
x(s. gum. elemi Siij. terebinth. Vener. iv. ol. hyperici . 
fiat Unguentum. The more drying are, rad. ireos, 
_ ariſtoloch. rot. far. lupinor. ſarcocoll. aſſa fatida made up 
with mel deſpumat. | 

If theſe Medicaments be well proportioned to the na- 
ture of the Ulcer, the Matter will appear of good colour 
and conſiſtence, and in leſs quantity, and the Fleſh of a 
natural colour, firm, and drawing into a healing Condi- 
rion. But if the Medicaments were too drying, the Fleſh 
in the Ulcer will be pale, the Matter thin, and the 
Parts about heated with the Diſturbance. | 

The Ulcer incarned, you are to endeavour to cica- 
trize it by drying the Fleth into Callus: And foraſmuch 
as Callus is drier and harder than Fleſh, therefore your 
Medicaments ought to' be more drying than thoſe you 
— with; and to be endued with an aſtringent 

ty. 
The making of this Callss is the Work of Nature, 


yet is furthered by the application of Medicaments, 


(as I have ſaid) If the temverament of the Part be

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well diſpoſed, you may obſerve the Ulcer to skin from 
the Edges while it is filling with Fleſh within, and with- 
out the help of Epuloticks: But where the Part hath 
been long affected with Ulceration, it is uſually weak 
and out of temper, and is very difficult to cicatrize ; 
therefore it requires Epuloticks accordingly more drying 
and aftringent. 120

I be time of applying Epuloticks is, when the Fleſh 
is riſing up near the Lips of the Ulcer, (before it grow 
too high) that ir may be dried to cicatrize even with it; 
for Nature is not wanting the while to incarn. There- 
fore if you defer the uſe of Epuloticks till the Fleſh be 
own equal with the Skin, you will be forced to uſe 
Eſcaroticks, or make an unſeemly Cicatrix : to avoid 
which, we generally apply Epuloticks to the edges while 
we are incarning the middle. For by the way you muſt 
take notice, that none but ill-conditioned Ulcers begin 
to Cicatrize from the middle. If the Lips of the Ulcer 
lie not level with the Ulcer, it will not eaſily cicatrize: 
therefore in ſuch caſe you muſt make amore ſtrict Com- 


preſhon by Bandage. 


. the various and ſundry ſorts of Ulcers 
that happen daily under my Cure, I find it difh- 
cult to make out one Simple Ulcer, as Authors have 
deſcribed it to us, without other Symptom or Aﬀects 
joined to it; every Ulcer having ſomewhat of diſtem- 
per till it be digeſted and brought into a healing condi- 
1 tion! 
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tion. In which regard we ſhall call that a Simple Ulcer 
which hath feweſt Accidents attending it, and ſhall give you 
an Inſtance of one in a Gentleman, who having a (mall in- 1. Oe. 
conſiderable Puſh riſen upon one of his Legs on e var 4 
outſide, he not taking notice of its mattering, it adhered S 
to his Stocking, and became ulcerated in the Skin, with Utcer 
a ſmall Inflammation and Swelling. I dreſſed the Ulcer 
with unguent. baſilicon upon a Pledgit of Lint, applying 
Emplaſtr. oxelæi with a ſoft Compreſs of linen over is 
and rowled it up from the Small of the Leg to t 
Gartering, adviſing him to favour his Leg whar he could, 
by laying it ſometimes upon a Stool. Thus in two. or 
three days it was digreſted, and treed of the Inflamma- 
tion and Swelling. From that time I drefied with uw2uent. 
tutiæ Vizon. by which I cicatrized the Ulcer to the 

compaſs of a ſilverHalf- penny. The Patient ſuppoting him- 
ſelf cured, left off the uſe of the Bandage, and gave him- 
ſelf the liberty to walk abroad: upon which the Lins of 
the Ulcer grew high, and became incapable of cicatriuing 
that way. I therefore made a Paſte of Ceruſe wich an- 
guent. roſat. which with Compreſs and Bandage preſſed 
the Lips even with the Ulcer, and cicatrized it in three 
or four Days, whilſt he was attending his Aflai at 
home. | 

Such another was commended to my hands by Door | 9 
Weatherly. The Ulcer was in the Leg, and had b-en , 
very vexarious to the Patient; it was accompanied wei imple , 
ſome little Fluxion, enough to relax the Parts, and con er 
the Ulcer from digeſting, and conſequen:ly trom en- | 
ling. I dreſſed. it as in the former Obſervation hath bon 
ſaid ; only inſtead of a Rowler I pur on a laced Sto 
ing: by the wearing of which, the Humours were re- 
trained, and the Patient cured himſelf in a few days by 
the Unguents fore-mentioned. 
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CHAP. II. 
Of Ulcers with Intemperics. 


T frequently 3 — that Ulcers are ſubject to various 
1 complicated Effects: Therefore the cure muſt ne- 
ceſſarily vary accordingly.

Hot In- A hot Intemperies may ariſe from a Fermentation of 
LeMPeries- he Seram in the Blood, and that from ill Habit of Body, 
ill Diet, or the like; alſo from heat of the Air, or 
keeping the Part affected too hot, by lapping too many 
Cloaths or Rowlers upon it, or by reaſon of too ſtrict 
Bandage, or by the application of too ſharp Medica- 
ments. ä 
Cold In. A cold Ixtemperies is cauſed by abundance of pitui- 
temperies. tous Humours, or by expoling the Ulcer too much tothe 
air in the time of dreſſing, or by the not enough defend- 
ing it in cold weather by good Compreſſes and Bandage, 
or h the Application of Medicaments too coo- 
| ling. 
Dry In- A dry Intemperics may be occaſioned by the exhauſting. 
temperies. of the natural heat, as in long Chronick Diſeaſes; Hecti- 
cal Indiſpoſitions, or by too {lender Diet, or the like: 
al o through defect of Aliment in che Part it ſelf for 
want of uſe, as it frequently happens where Ulcers have 
long affected the Member.

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A moiſt Intemperies may proceed from abundance of Moift In- 
| Humours in the Body, and Imbecility of the Part af- temperies. 

fected from hard Bandage or too ſlabby Applications, or 
_ poſſibly want of Bandage. Wet and foggy Weather is 
frequently a cauſe of it. 

If the Intemperies be hot, the Ulcer and Parts about sign, of 
it are red, and the Patient complains of heat in the or. 
Ulcer. Alſo the Matter is ſharp, whence a pricking 
and burning is frequently felt, and ſometimes an itch- 
ing in the Part | The cauſe preceding will ſhew the na- 
ture of the Intemperies. 

Theſe ſorts of Ulcers are relieved with cooling Me- 
dicaments, and exaſperated by thoſe that hear. 

The cold Intemperies may be diſtinguiſhed by the li- Sign, of 
vid or pale colour of the Ulcer and Parts about it: the cold, 
Fleſh in the Ulcer is whitiſh and looſe ; the Patient al- 


The great diſcharge of excrementitious Humours and the 

Habit of Body will evidently diſcover the Cauſe. 

A dry Intemperies is for the moſt part judged by the Signs of 

Habit ot the Body, it being lean and dry: the Member . 
or Part diſeaſed is alſo dry and ſqualid, the Lips thin 
and lank, and with little moiſture. 

By the Signs of theſe Simple Intemperies the Com- Progne, 
pound may be judged of. tick. 

As all Ulcers complicated with great Diſeaſes are of 
difficult Cure, and therefore called Cacoethe: ſo theſe 
Ulcers labouring under 1ntemperies, though they be 
well handled, are hard of Cure, and may be truly reckon- 
ed among the Cacoethe, malign and rebellious Ul- 
cers. But thoſe accompanied with Siccity are the worſt: 
for that we are neceſſitated to neglect the Cure of the 
Ulcer, to ſuccour the Part affected. The Cure is alſo 
long in effecting, by reaſon that the whole Habit of 
Body requires by Humectation to be altered, which is 2 
. of time; whereas the Ulcer diſtempered with heat, 
cold, or moiſture may be cured while you are removing 
the Intemperies. 
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HE Cure of theſe Ulcers conſiſts in the removing 

1 of the T»temperies. Theretore in the firſt place 
you are to conſider whether it be hot, cold, moitt, or 
dry, and endeavour to reſtore the Diſeaſed Part to its 
natural temper by its contraries; as if it be hot, treat 
it with Refrigerants, to the moiſt apply Deſiccants, and 


ſo the reſt: having care the while that you do not neg- 


lect the Cure of the Ulcer. But if it be ſo that both 
may not be relieved at one and the fame time, then you 
are to regard that which moſt requires your help. If the 
Ulcer be accompanied with a hot Inzemperies, that muſt 
be firſt removed by Refrigerants of an aſtringent and 
repellent quality, milder or ſtronger according to the 


. greatneſs or ſmallneſs of the Diſtemper. Allo a cooling 


and moiſtening Diet is to be obſerved, with regulation 
of the Non-naturals. If there be Plerhora, Purging and 
Bleeding are neceſſary, as well for Evacuation as Revul- 
ſon. The Ulcer it ſelf requires detergent and exſiccant 

Remedies: But in conſideration that the hot Inrem- 
peries conſumes the humidiry in the Ulcer, and renders 

it leſs moiit, therefore theſe Ulcers are to be treated 


With the milder Driers, yet with regard to the greatneſs 


of the Intemperies, and the quantity of Matter the

not uſing of the Limb. I cauſed his Leg to be bathed 
with warm Water, and dreſled rhe Ulcers with anzwent. 
baſilicon and Præcipitate, ipplving a Cerote over all, 
of a mixture of awnguent. d alter, ol. ex pedibus bows- 
uit, and Wax: then rowled a ſoft Comprets on it, to 
retain the Dreſſings on and keep it warm, and ordered 
bis Diet as above-taid. The leſſer Ulcers digeſted and 
cured by the ordinary Epuloticks; but the larger upon 
the Exoſtoſis would not digeſt for three Days together 

with 
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with any Medicaments: which gave me cauſe to ſuſpect 
the Bone under it to be carious, and that I ſhould be 
neceſſitated to lay it bare: But I could not by ſearch 
of my Probe feel it. I continued to nouriſh the Part, 
by bathing it with emollient Decoctions and Embro- 
cations, with ol. ex ped. bovinis, and gave the Patient 
liberty to uſe his Leg by ſetting his Foot on the ground; 
by which it ſwelled, and became more humid. After 
fome while, when I ſaw the temper of the Member al- 
ter, I ordered a laced Stocking to be put on, for that I 
could not with a Rowler make ſuch a Compreſſion ſo 
near the Ancle as I would, without cauſing a ſwelling in 
his Foot. I dreſled it with Pledgits of Lint dipt in a 
Solution of Tincture of Vitriol i ag. rubi, and made 
the Compreſſion over it; by which method the Ulcer 
Cured with a firm Cigatrix upon that Exoſtoſis. He went 
well cured out of my hands, and I ſuppoſe is well to 
this day. Theſe kind of Ulcers are frequently ſeen in 
Hectical and emaciated Bodies, and withered Limbs.

AIN is alſo one of the Symptoms which inter- 
P rupts the Cure of Ulcers, and affects the Part 
ſome time after the Ulcer is cured, whence various 
Accidents are ſtirred up, as Fever, Watching, and a 
| Profternation of Spirits. Therefore ic requireth our 

1 | utmoſt endeavour ſpeedily to remove or mitigate it. 
Cauſe; The Carſes of Pain are acrid ſharp Humours corro- 
ding the Ulcer and heating the Parts about; proceeding 
either from a repletion of evil Juices abounding in the 
Body, or through miſapplication of Medicaments in 
24 |  Chirurgery, as not timely digeſting the Ulcer, or from 

| too long uſe of Abſterſives. 

Sir,. The Complaint of the Patient will demonſtrate the 
Pain, and the Symptoms will ſhew the Caule ; 3 
. ariſe 


Chap. IV. Of Ulcers with Pain. 
ariſe from want of Digeſtion or Deterſion, the Matter 
will teſtify. 

The removing of the Pain requireth a right diſtin- 
guiſhing of its original Cauſe. The Habit of Body is al- 
ſo to be contidered, how it is in fault: and accordingly 
as there is Plethora or Cacochymia, you ought to make 
Evacuation by Purging, or Bleeding, or both, and uſe 
contemperating Juleps, Opiats, and the like. Alſo the 
Patient's eating and drinking ought to be regulated pro- 
portionately. WY 

Theſe things premiſed, you are to apply your ſpeed 
endeavours to remove the Pain by proper Anodynes. If 
the Ulcer be ſanious, it wants Digeſtion, and that is 
furthered by ſuch Medicaments as have a temperate 
heat, as we have already thewed. The hear in the 
Parts about may be mitigated by Lenients, as is before 
ſaid in Twmours, and after in Wounds, or by ſuch like; 
as the Mucilages of ſem. cydox. pſyllii, althea, extracted 
in decoct. malvar. and far. hordei, croc. & vitell. ovi, 
axung. gallin. porcin. made mito the form of a Cata- 
plaſm, or with Wax into a Cerote, or ceraturm Galen, 
or that with populeon; if more cooling be required, 
wnguent. nutritum, alb. camphorat. Emplaſtr. e bolo. 

If the Pain ariſe from hot acrid Humours fretting 
the Ulcer, it may be dreſſed with wnguent. diapompho- 
lyzos, or unguent. e plumbo, unguent. tutiæ ſimply, or 
mixed with baſilicon, with a little Præcipitate, with 
Compreſs wrung out of Oxycrate, or red Wine; where- 
by the heat may be contemperated, and the Part 
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Cure. 


ſtrengthned to reſiſt the Influx, by which the Cure of 


the Ulcer may happily be effected. | 

If the Pain be cauſed by a ſordid Matter ſticking to 
the bottom of the Ulcer, and — — 
you cannot remove the Pain without Deterſives; of 
which Merc. Præcipitat. is the beſt and mildeſt. 

Pain is ſo familiar an Attendant of Ulcers, as it is 
not eaſy to repreſent you any one without it: but in com- 
plicated Ulcers it may not poſlibly be fo eaſy to 
diſtinguiſh its cauſe, nor yet ſo directly ro demonſtrate 
the way or relieving it, as in a Simple Ulcer, where 
there is no other Symptom joined with ir. Amongſt 
which I ſuppoſe it may appear molt con{picuous in Fon-

ſoft Linen over it, and rowled ig up from the Foot to 


the Gartering lightly, a little to reſtrain the Influx. 

This method I continued three days, by which the Ulcer 

was pretty well digeſted, and leſs painful; but the Leg 

was ſubjeX to Fluxion: and I doubted how it would 

be cured ſo ſuddenly as was expected without the help 

of a more ſteady Bandage, meaning a laced Stocking. 

I then 

propoſed Purging. To which the objected the want of 

convenience. I continued thg dreſſing of the Ulcer as 

before, till it was digeſted well; then I dreſſed it with 

Pledgits dipt in aq. calcis overthwart the Ends of the 

Ulcer, with a Pledgit of unguent. tutiæ in the middle, 

ro cicatrize it from the end, and applied wnguert. 

de ſiccativ. rub. over them as an Emplaſter, then rowled 

it up; by which it cicatrized in a few days. After the 

Patient ſaw herſelf fo ſuddenly cured, ſhe became well 

inclined to have a laced Stocking put upon that Leg, 

and, finding no inconvenience by it, beſpake another for 

the other, and returned well ſatisfied to her Houle in the 
Country. 

Some Months after, this Perſon being again in the Town,

heal. I, being ſent for, oblerved the Ulcer to retain

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oipitate mixed as at firſt, with the other Applications, 
| and 
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the form the Peas had given it, by reaſon of a graviſh 
viſcid ſordid Matter that covered the bottom and ſides 
thereof. This hindred the Tranſpiration, and ſtirred 
up a great heat about and in the Ulcer: the Lips grew 
turgid with the anguiſh, and fo painful that ſhe could 
not endure the wiping the thin Ichor from it with a ſoft 
Rugin with her own hand. 

This. Ulcer required Deterſion, and the beſt Ano- 
dyne had been to have filled it with Præcipitate, and 
to have applied Lenients over it. But her Complaints 
put me upon the dreſſing it with ſuch Medicaments as 
ſhe had leaſt Apprehenlion of, which were wrzuert. 
baſilicon with Præcipitate upon a Doſſil, which I laid 


in the Ulcer lightly with Pledgirs of wnguent. diapom- 


phol. over the Lips, and wnzuent. album over all; ſhe 
faſtning a Cloth over it, according as it would bear. 
She then complained grievouſly of the Pain ſhe felt by 
the Doſſil in the Ulcer, and was, as ſhe told me next 
Morning, in a Fever all that Night. I continued the 
ſame Dreſſings, only applied Emplaſtr. e bolo over all 
that part near the Ulcer, which remitted the Hear and 
Pain thereabout; but the Ulcer was exceſſive painful 
for the ſpace of two Hours after drefling: Yet the Lips 


of the Ulcer had caſt off part of the Sordes, and the 


Ulcer itſelf looked better after three or four Days 
Dreſſings. The Parts without were fo well tempered, 
that the could bear a Compreſs, and Bandage: But the 
Pain in the Ulcer continued for ſome Hours after Dreſ- 
ſing, and returning again in the Evening, laſted a t 
part of the Night. Upon which Contideration I de- 
tired her to give me leave to dreſs it with Præcipitate, 
aſturing her Eaſe from it. She permitting me, I dip- 
ped my Doſſil in the Præcipitate, and ſprinkled ſomeof 


it where the Sordes was thickeſt. I then applied my 


Doſſil over it, and a Pledgit with ange nt. diam. 
over that, with Emplaſter and Bandage, as before, 
and reſolved not to open it again til the third day 
after; but was called the next Morning, and inform- 
ed by herſclf, that {he had been much cahier ſince 
the Dretling: And indeed, at the next Dreſſing T found 
2 Slough come away with the Dreſſings, which was th-

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and Bandage; and the ſecond Day aſter dreſſing it a- 


Fun, and finding it well digeſted, and free from Pain, 


put an Orange-Pea in the Ulcer, and continued it as 
2 Fontanel with much eaſe.

A Perſon of Honour of about thirty ſix Years of 

Age, labouring under ſharp Humours, was ordered a 


Fontanel in her Thigh, which a Chirurgeon made and 


fitted with an Orange-Pea. It grew very painful; but 


the Patient, ſuppoſing it ſhould be ſo, endured it ſo 


long till ſhe could not ſtand with it. I was ſent for, and 


ſaw the Thigh much ſwelled and heated with the ex- 


ceſſive Pain, and the Ulcer covered with a brown Sor- 
des, and a quantity of a thin Gleet iſſuing from it. I 
threw out the Pea, fomented the affected Part and Ul- 
cer with Wine, filled the Ulcer with Merc. præcipitat. 
and applied eanguent. trtiæ with Pledgits over it, with 


 Emplaſir. e bolo over all, rowling it up, and adviſing 


her to keep her Chamber and Pallet. Fhe third day 
arter I d her again: the Slough came in part away. 
I dreſſed it up again as before; and the third day after 
found the Ulcer digeſted. The Pain mitigated the firſt 


night, and the heat went off the next dreſſing. I hea- 


this Fonranel in few days, and made her one in her 
Arm. | 
But in ſuch indiſpoſed Bodies pain doth not affect the 
Ulcers only, but the parts alſo where they have been, 
after they are cured. | 
A Maid of about thirty five years of age of a ſcor- 
butick habit of Body had an Iſſue made in her left Arm, 
which was continued running many years; but at length, 
whether through negligence, or from ſome other reaſon, 
ſhe ſuffered it to dry up. The Winter following the 
grew much out of order by reaſon of a great com- 
plication of ill Symproms, of which the moſt impor- 
tant was an intolerable pain in that Arm and place 


where her Iſſue had formerly been. After various courſes 


of Phyſick and external Applications, ſhe was in ſome

eterſives and Lenients, do terminate 
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meaſure relieved, and was pretty free all the following 
Summer: but in the Winter, viz. 1672. her pain re- 
turned with ſuch violence, as to afflict nor only the 
place of the Iſſue with ſuch pains, that ſhe likened it tO 
the cutting off of the Arm, but it ſtretched it ſelf in a 


while after to the whole Arm, Shoulder, yea the very 


Side it ſelf; ſo that tnany Attempts being made, the 
Chirurgeons in the Country opened two Iſlues on each 
{ide of the ſeat of the old one. Many other things were 
done; till at laſt ſhe came into my hands. Doctor 
Malter Needham was her Phyſician, and upon examina- 
tion found her afflicted with a Rhewmatiſmus, for which 
he inſtiruted a convenient courſe, and judged withal 
that the Pain of the Part was from the uſual way Na- 
ture had taken to the old Iſſue, whither the ſharp Hu- 
mours making their patlage, and finding no vent, did 
diſperſe themſelves through all the branches of the Axil- 
lary Artery on that tide, viz. To rhe Scapulary and 
Thoracick Branches, ec. the Pain being every where 
found according to the places of their diſtribution. _ 
To the Cure of this, beſides what was inwardly ad- 
miniſtred, it was thought requiſite to eat down deep by 
4 Cauſtick into the place where the old Iſſue had been, 
and thereby ro divide the Fibres of the Membrane of 
the Biceps, which lay juſt under it, and ſeemed to be 
the place of rhe principal Pain. When this was done, 
we divided the Eſcar, and cut it out, then filled the Ope- 
2910 with Præcipitate, and applied a Pledgit of ungrent. 


baſilicou with ol. liliorum upon it, and dreſſed it up. We 


dreſſed it every other day, till the remaining Eſcar and 
Slough ſeparated; then we incarned and cicatrized the 


Ulcer even. From the time of the Opening this her 


Pain ccaſed, and ſhe was well of that, but laboured un- 
der a Rheumatiſmus in great meaſure, it ſwelling her 
Thighs, Legs, Hips, and lower Belly: but by frequent 


Phleboromy, Purging and other Preſcriptions, ſhe was 


by my faid Friend happily cured.

CHAP. V. 
Of Ulcers with Fluxion. 


UT it rarely happens that Pain afflicts an Ulcer 
without Afflux of Humours: we ſhall therefore 
fay ſomewhat of that, it being a great cauſe of 
the difficulty we meet with in the Cure of Ulcers. 

What the Cauſes of Fluxion are, hath been delivered 
when I treated of Timours in general, viz. The Part 
mittent, and Part recipient: That vicious Humours pec- 
cant in quantity or quality are either thruſt forth by 
the Part mittent, through the ſtrength of Nature; or at- 
tracted by the Part recipient, by reaſon of heat or pain; 
or are moved to it by reaſon of its weakneſs, or low 
ſituation, which rendreth the deſcent of the Humours 

An Ulcer with Afflux of Humours is diſcerned by 
the tumefaction of the Lips and Parts about it; and 
from the abundance of excrementitious Humours flow- 
ing from the Ulcer. It is alſo accompanied with In- 
flammation proportionably to the quality of the Hu- 
mours. | 

All Ulcers with Fluxion are of difficult Cure, the 
Ulcers being thereby rendred lax and indifpoſed with 
Pain, Tumour, &c. and by how much the greater the 
Influx of Humour is, ſo much the more difficult is the

In the Core of this Ulcer, the Cauſe of the Fluxion 
is to be enquired into ; whether it proceedeth from Hu- 
mours Peccant in tity or quality, thruſt forth by the 


uan 
part mittent upon — inferiour weak parts, or that it was 


attracted to it y reaſon of heat or pain. If Heat was the 

Cauſe, that muſt be removed, as hath been ſaid in the 

Chapter of a Hor Intemperies. If Pain was the Cauſe, 

muſt endeavour to mitigate that by Lenients, as hath 

ſhewed in the preceding Chapter. If Plenitude 

be the Cauſe, a ilender Diet ought to be preſcribed, and 
Veneſection if nothing hinders, and the Body kept _— 


by Clyſters and the like. 


Chap. V. Of Ulcers with Fluxion. 

If the Humours offend by reaſon of their equal qua- 
lity, Purgatives are proper, according to the quality of 
the Humour: And if they be too fluid, they muſt be in- 
craſſated and contemperared by Alteratives, as Endive, 
Succory, Sorrel, Purſlane, Lettice, in Broths ; alſo Barly- 
cream, Emulſions, Violets, Citron, Rasberries, and the 
like: And the Humour flowing to the weak Part may 
be averted by Revulſion, Interception, and Repulſion. 
What they are, and where they ought to be applied, you 
may ſee more particularly in the Treatiſe of Twmours 
in general. 

The Medicaments proper to ſtrengthen the weak Part, 
and reſiſt the Influx, ought to be of a cold and attrin- 
gent quality; as fol. plantag. polyzon. ſummit. rubi, 
equiſeti. cort. ulmi, flor. roſ. rub. bacc. myrtill. balauſt. 
nuc. gland. querc. cypreſſ. gallar. Some of theſe may be 
Juiced, others powdered and mixt with Unguents, or 
boiled in Oxycrate, or red Wine, and applied with Stupes 
to the Part. In great Fluxion and in ſtrong Bodies 
aq. aluminis and aq. calcis may be of uſe; to the latter 
of which may be added a few grains of Sublimate. 

The Unguents may be wnguert. nutritum, alb. cam- 
phorat. unguent. deſiccativ. rub. cerat. Galeni, Emplaſtr. 
de minio, & bolo, &c. But foraſmuch as theſe Ulcers 
are frequently diſturbed by tharp Humours impacted 
in the Pores, which cannot be repelled, and by their 
acrimony may ſtir up Pain and [nflammation ; you 
ſhall therefore have regard to the Ulcer, to digeſt and 
deterge it, while you outwardly reſiſt the Influx upon 
the Parts about it: and let your Detergents be ſuch as 
are more drying than in ſimple Ulcers, but with lit- 
tle acrimony : of which ſort you may find choice ſer 
down in the Chapter of the Moiſt Intemperies. to which 
I refer you. The Ulcer deterged, you may incarn with 
ſuch like: Re rerebinth. Vener. ʒij. ſevi vaccini xi. plumb. 
uſti Svj. tutiæ prepar. corn. cerv. wfti, an. 5 j. Miſe, To 
which may be added, thus, ſarcocolla, reſina pin. &c. 
For in the dreſſing of Ulcers the proportioning of Me- 
dicaments ought to be left to the Ciſcretion ot the Chi- 

rurgeon, avoiding greaſy Applications in theſe Ulcers as 
much as may be. The Ulcer incarned, you may 


procced by Epuloticks, as * all along ſhewed. 
* * 
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1. Obſer- Maid-ſervant living in a Noble Family had cut the 
vat. of an inſide of her right Leg by a Fall upon a hot Grate- 
Ulcer with iron; and, having ſutftered about eight Weeks under ill 
Fluxion. Chirurgery, was commended to my care. The Ulcer 
was with loſs of ſubſtance and ſanious, with ſome pi tui- 
tous Swelling in the Lips and Parts about. I drefled it 
with unguent. baſilicon mixed with Præcipitate, as it is 
uſually in my Salvatory, sj. of it to one ounce of the 
Unguent. I applied over it an Emplaſtr. diachalcit. 
ſprinkled with a little acetum, and a Compreſs wrung 
out of Oxycrate, then rowled it up with the expulſive 
Bandage; the Cure indeed conſiſting mainly in the well 
rowling, the want of thar cauſing — Crudity in 
the Ulcer. By the uſe of it both the Influx was re- 
ſtrained, and the Member ſtrengthned, and with the 
help of the Unguent aforeſaid it was digeſted: as the 
Lips flatted by virtue of Compreſſion, it incarned, 
and by wnguent. tutie and Pledgirs dipt in aq. calcis 
Cicatrized in few days without Purging or Bleeding. 
A Man about fitty years old, of a groſs Body, fre- 
uently afflicted with the Gout, and labouring then un- 
er it m his left Leg, (as I remember) was commended 
to an Empirick, who pretended extraordinary skill in the 
Cure of that Diſeaſe, but underſtood no more than 
what he had learned by Books. The Patient's Leg was 
much ſwelled with pituitous Humours, as moſt fat Bo- 
dics are that have long laboured' under the Gour, and 
no Medicaments or Bandage were uſed to fortify the 
weak Member. He began the Cure by Purging, and 
then proceeded by bathing his Leg in a Tub with ſome 
Decoction of Herbs, c The Bath might pollibly be 
; bur the putting his Leg into it, as it ſeemed, ferved 
t to lead rhe Humours more powerfully down to it 
and encreaſed the Swelling. Whereupon he was again 
purged by ſtrong Catharticks, it was ſuppoſed Lockyer's 
| Pills: he was allo frequently vomited as roughly; bur 
without ſucceſs, the Gour continuing, and the Leg grow- 
ing more we? and ſwelled. Endeavours were uſed b 
Emplaſters of various forts, and Purgatives repeated,

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till the Patient's ſpirits and ſtrength were near exhauſted, 


the Empirick confidently promiſing a Cure thereby. But 
the Patient not able longer to endure his applications, 
I was ſent for, and found him extreamly weak, and 
complaining much of Pain. I took an Emplaſter off 
his Leg, I ſuppoſe Emplaſtr. de ranis cum Mercurio, or 
ſome Solution of Mercury with Gums; it was ſpread 
thick upon Leather, and lay in great wrinkles about the 
whole Leg: under ir was great Excoriation, with Tu- 
mour and Inflammation. I cauſed ſome Water to be 
warmed, and while it was held over a Veſſel my Servant 
bathed it with a Sponge, to cleanſe it, and give a breath- 
ing to the Humour. I then dreſſed the Ulceration with 
unguent. tutiæ, and applied ceratum refrigerans Galeni, 
Cut into pieces, to give way tor the diſcharge of the 
Humour, and rowled che Leg from the Foot to the Knee. 
After J had continued this method of dreſſing a few 
days, mitigated rhe Pain, and digeſted the Ulceration ; 
1 jet off the uſe of che Cerote, dreſſed the Ulcer 
with unguent. deſiccativ. rub. applied unguent. nutritum 
over all, then rowled the Member more ſtrictly, and

upon a ſharp piece of Timber, bruiſed and cut his lett Leg vt. 


from the Shin-bone tranſverſe the outſide of the Calf of 
his Leg. Through neglect in the Country it inflamed 
and ſwelled very much, and the Ulcer became undigeſted. 
He was {ent up to Town, and lodged near me. I fo- 
mented the Part affected with Wine, drefled the Ulcer 
cum terebinth. vitell. ov & far. hordei, applied En- 
plaſtr. e bolo, with a Compreſs wrung out of the ſaid 
Fomentation, and rowled it up, then let him blood. 
The next day I fomented his Leg with a Decoction of 
ſome of the Simples above mentioned, dreſſed his 
Ulcer as before, and applied an Emplaſter of farina 
fabarum, puly. ro rubr. ba/auſt. bace. myrtill. ſa- 
mach. d=cocted in Wine, adding ſome mel commune 
to it. Thus in few days +3 Ulcer digeſted, and the

times createth a difficulty in their Cure. 

The Cauſe is either from abundance of ſe- 
rous Humours flowing into them ; or the ignorance of 
the Chirurgeon, in nat diſtinguiſhing the ſuperfluous 
Fleſh from the good, who thereupon continueth the uſe 
of mild Detergents or drying Medicaments. 

The Sizus are fo evident, that they need no Re- 


Ti ariſing of luxurious Fleſh in Ulcers, ſome- 


marks. 


The Indication of Cure is taken from the Cauſe. If 
Fluxion were the Cauſe, Purging and Bleeding may do 
good, and a regulation of Diet, with the uſe of ſuch Re- 
medies as may reſiſt the Fluxion; as — may ſee in the 
preceding Chapter. But if too mild Detergents or Sar- 
coticks cauſed the Fleſh to grow lax and fpongy, then 
more powerful Driers are required, yea, catheretick or 
cauſtick Medicaments, as you ſee cauſe. 

The milder are, ſporg. uſt. cort. granat. nuc. gallar. 
lapis tutie, alumen vſium; and amongſt them Merc. 
precipitat. may well be reckoned, if uſed alone. Com- 
pounds are theſe : R vnc. gallar. cort. granat. an. 5. 
balauſt. Si. aluminis uſt. zj. pulv. ſubtil. Miſe. 0 
may be ſprinkled on the Ulcer thick, and dry Pled- 


gits with Compreſs bound over it; or it may be boiled 


in red Wine, and Piedgits dipt in it and applied. Ag. 


calcrs 
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calcis is alſo moderately drying without Pain : If you 
add a few grains of Sublimate, it is more powerful. 
Ag. lapidis medicamentoſ. aq. viridis, & Fallopii, 
are more ſtrong ; but by the addition of aq. plantag. 
or the like, they may be made milder. The Vitriol 
and Alume-ſtone ſerve well to this purpoſe, to k 
down looſe Fleſh, and to cicatrize thoſe Ulcers which 
are moſt luxurious; and if they be diſcreetly uſed, will per- 
form the Work with lirtle Pain, and cicatrize theſe kind 
of Ulcers moſt firm d.

habit of Body, put himſelf into my Hands for the of an Ulcer

had been bigger. The cauſe why this remaining part 

of the Ulcer did not cicatrize was moſt evident, it be- 

ing over-grown with looſe Fleſh. I applied Pledgits 

of a mixture of unguent. baſilicon, with two parts of 

Agyptiac. upon it, with Bandage: But —_— it 

not to yield to that ſo ſoon as I deſigned, I levelF'd it 

with the Cauſtick-ſtone, and after ſeparation of the 

Eſcar, digeſted the Ulcer with «nguenr. baſilicon and 

Merc. precipitat. and afterwards cicatrized it with ſome 

of the Waters above-mention'd.

Of Ulcers with Caries in the Bones. 


CARIES, or Rottenneſs in the Bone, is fre- 

quently found in Ulcers, and ſometimes giveth 
"> riſe to them: but however it is, it always pro- 
longeth and rendreth the Cure of them difficult. 

The Cauſes of Caries in the Bones are cither inter- Cauſe, 
nal, through retention or acrimony of the Matter, 
or ſome occult quality, as in Lier Venerea, where the 
Bone is carious, and the Skin is whole ; or in ſtrumous 
Ulcers near the Bones, where the Eroſion begins in the

Care. 
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Bone it ſelf: or they are corrupted externally by the Air. 
Bruiſes, Wounds in the Head, through ill Chirurgery, 
may corrupt both Tables, &-c. But this I never met 
with in any Patient of my own, or where I had power 
to govern. The Bone may alſo be foul'd by over-ſharp 


Medicaments. 


If the Bone be bare, its Corruption is eaſily diſ- 
cerned, though ſometimes it be covered with a gru- 
mous or viſcous Matter; which rubb'd off, the Bone 
appeareth white, brown, or black, If the white be 
porey, the Caries may be deeper and more dangerous 
than if it were black and hard. If the Bone lie fo hid 
as that you cannot feel it wich your Probe, yer you may 
judge ir carious from the quantity or quality of the 
Matter. It the Bone lie near, and the Fleſh lax and 
white, it is ſhrewdly ſuſpicious that the Bone is carious : 
but if the Matter {tink or be oily, it is a more certain 
lign of a Rottenneſs. Ulcers of long continuance near 
a Bone do alſo foreſhew a Caries, according to Hippo- 
crates ; Si Ulcera annua aut etiam diuturniora fiaut, oſſu 
corrumpi neceſſe eſt. Alſo the difficulty in cicatrizing 
them, and the frequent and {ſudden Eruption of them 


after they are cured, gives a ſuſpicion of a foul Bone. 


But if the Bone be much corrupred, the matter is fuxtid, 
and the Probe will penetrate into it. ” 

Ulcers with Caries or Rottenneſs in the Pones are of 
difficult Cure, and reckoned amongſt the Cacoethe and 
malign Ulcers; but are more or leſs dangerous where 
the great Joints or Heads of the Bongs are affected, 
where the N cannot ſately apply fuch Remedies 
25 are proper for Exfoliation. 

In the Cure of Ulcers with Caries a good Diet is to 
be obſerved, and the peccant Humours to be evacuated 
and averted by Bleeding, Purging, ec. leſt they cauſe. 
Fluxion. n as in the Cure of theſe Ulcers 
the corrupt Bones mult be firſt removed, and a Callus 
generate i, before you can hope tor Sanation ; therefore 
you muſt in the firſt place make way to the Bone, that, 
it it be poſſible, you may have it in your fight. To 
which purpoſe, if the ourward Orifce be ſmall, you 
malt enlarge it proportionably according as the Caries 
i> greater or leſſer, and icrape the rotten Fleth away, or 


cunſume it by Ficzzoncks. But if by reaſon of the 
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nervous and great Veſſels, as in the Hands, Feet, and 
in the great Joints or Spine, you cannot ſafely do it, you 


ſhall then, by prepared Sponge, Gentian-roots, or the 
lixe, dilate the Ulcer till the Caries be bared. But if 
the Caries lie juſt under ſome conliderable Nerve, Ten- 
don or Artery, ſo that you cannot well come to apply 
your Medicaments to the Bone; you are then to conii- 
der whether the Caries can be removed without laying 
the Bone more bare: and if that be not feaſible, you 
are then to conſider the prejudice may happen to the 
Patient in the cutting off thoſe Veſſels; and, compa- 
ring the Worthineſs of them with the Inconveniences 
which may happen to the Patient trom the Caries, pro- 
ceed accordingly. | 

The Bone laid bare, you are then to conkder the Ca- 
ries, whether great or ſmall, deep or ſuperficial, hard 
or ſoft ; and proceed by Medicaments or Manual Ope- 
ration accordingly. The Bones of the Head do not ad- 
mir of the hot Iron, nor need ir. The Lertebræ of 
the Back will neither admit of Cauterics, Rugin, or 
ſharp Medicaments, the Spine of them excepted: nor 
will the Sternon or Rib admit of the Cauterv. The 
Heel-bone requires alſo great caution, for that it is foir, 
and rarely exfoliates by rough handling. In the relt 
you may procced by Cautery, Actual or Potential, Ru- 
gin, or otherwiſe. 

If the Caries be ſuperficial, and the Bone firm, you 
may bv Medicaments of a moderate drying quality con- 
ſume the moiſture in the Carzes, and thereby dry the 
Bone, and diſpoſe it by virtue of irs ock faculty to 
thruſt out a Callus, and make ſeparation of its Ca- 
ies. | =

The ſpongy Bones in the Hands or Feet are to be 
kept bare by Doſſils, according to the length of the 
Caries: and if the whole Bone be corrupt, it will dry 


and ſeparate from the Joints in time, and the Ulcer 


happily cure; yer, to haſten it, you may dry it with an 


actual Cautery. But if the Bone be only carious in one 


part, as in the middle or at the end, to haſten the Cure 
vou may nip it there in pieces with a pair of Pincers, 
pull away the broken bite, and drels ir lightly with ſome 
of the above milder Driers; whereby in few days the 
Caries will caſt forth, a Callus thruſt out, and unite the 
tvo ends, as in fractured Bones, if the Native Heat of 
the Part be preſerved the while. 
But if the Caries be in the great Bones, and lie deep, 
and be ſubject to the inflowing of Matter; your ſpeedieſt 
way will be by Manual Operation, wiz. Either by 
Rugins or actual Cautery. If you can come eaſily to 
hy Bone to ſcrape it, as in the Cranivm, that way will 
be molt proper. You are to ſcrape till you find it firm, 
or that you diſcern a ruddineſs in the Bone; and not 
only till it look white, for that is the natural colour of 
the outer Shell of the Bone: yet in ſome it is frequently 


Found porey and carious, while it retains that colour 


and if you do not rugine that away, the Callus will be 
Now in thruſting out; and if you do rugine it, the 
deeper you enter into it, the browner and ſofter the 
Bone will be. Therefore you mult be cautious in this 
Work, leſt you penetrate ro the Marrow of the Bone, 
when poſſibly you needed not have taken away more 


than the external Shell of it. 
| The 
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The Bone rugined, dreſs it up with the milder Sar- 
coticks: or, if you had rather uſe an Unguent, R. 
terebinth. claræ xiv. gum. elemi ʒij. reſin. pineæ, ma- 
ſtich. an. Zvi. thuris, ſarcocolle, an. slij. Miſc. ſuper 
ignem. Apply this warm upon Lint, and in a few days 
ou may ſee the Fleſh thruſt forth in ſmall Grains which 
is Callus, and ina few days more thruſt off ſmall Speels 
from the Bone you ſcraped. | 
But if the Caries be fo deep that you cannot rugine 
it, then with a Terebellum make penetration into it to 
the ſound part, or by an actual Cautery conſume the 
Rottenneſs. In order to this Work, if the Ulcer be 
narrow, you are to paſs it through a Canula fitted to 
go down. through the Ulcer to the Bone: which Can- 
zula or Pipe ought to be covered wich an Emplaſter, or 
Linen ſtarched on, and oiled, to paſs in more eaſily. 
Then having a Baſon of Water ready to cool the Pipe, 
you ſhall place the Cannula upon the carious Bone, ha- 
ving firſt cleanſed the Matter from ir with armed Probes: 
then paſs the actual Cautery down through the Cæaunula 
to the Bone ſo often, till you have dried it, pulling out 
the Cannula after each heat. So you may perform the 
Work without ſcorching the Lips of the Ulcer. 
According as the Bone is rotten, fo the Humour will 
ſpurt out from it upon the firſt application of the Cau- 
rery ; but upon repeating it, that Bone will be ſo dry, 
that you ſhall not hear it hiſs; beſides, you may feel the 
Bone firm. Then dreſs it with the White of Eggs 
beaten with the Mucilage of Quince-ſceds extracted in 
aq. germ. querc. or the like, and dreſs the ſcorched 
Ulcer and Lips with «anguent. refriger. Galeni, and a 
Cerote of the ſame over that and the neighbouring 
Parts. Continue this way of dreſſing till the heat of 
the Ulcer be mitigated : then, if the Lips be veſicated, 
dreſs them with «nguent. album, tutiz, or the like, and 
the Bone with the milder Exfoliatives, and keep the 
U'cer open till the burnt Bone caſt off; then throw 
our the Doſſils, and you ſhall ſee the Ulcer incarn and 
Cicatrize by the — familiar EpulotiCks. 


N the year 1652, paſſing from cbeſbire into the 1. 0fer- 
the County of Rutland, taking Norrhb-Luffenham in var.

His Body was kept 

ſoluble by Clyiters of Nlilk and Sugar, and his Spirits 

retieved by a moricl of theriac. Lond. with conf. lujnice. 

L alio ordered him a Julep made with a few Strawberry- 

leaves and roots, a little Ivory, and a cruſt of Bread, 

intuſed a {tick of Cinnamon in the ſtrained Decoction, 
put in a few drops of fpir. jalphur. and fwecined it 

with Sugar. Hi; Dier was Oatmceal-caudle, Broth, 

Grewels and Eggs; and as his Appetite encreafed, we 
allowed him a more liberal Diet. Although the Open- 

ing was large, and the Thigh very barc of Flcth ; 

vet, by reaſon of the diſtance the Bone lay from the 

Opening and the hollownets at the Ulcer, it was not potli- 

ble to make any Applications to the Bone by Nledica-

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required. Therefore I cauſed an actual Cautery to be 
made at the next Smith's, and dried the Bone that way, 
and the while continued the aboveſaid Method of drei- 
ing, keeping the Orifice moderately dilated wich 
Dotlils preſled out of the Injection; then by good Com- 

reſs and Bandage ſqueezed our the Marter, inſomuch 
as it leſſened daily, the more remote Cavities agaluti- 
nated, and the Ulcer was like to cure, it the Caries in the 


Bone did not obſtruct it. That it might not, I got the 


Cautery made in the form of a Wedge, but thicker, 
to retain heat; and having fitted it with a Canmmla, | 
placed it upon the Bone according to the length of the

ation was healed without: "Then I repested the ute of 
the former Injection, adding flor. rof. rubr. bal/auft. 
ſumach. with a little alumen, and by Compreſs and 


Bandage haſtned the unition of it within, leaving the 
Exfoliation of the Bone ro Nature. While { ſtaved in 
that Country, the Cavity filled up, and by the well-di- 
geſted and little Marter the Ulcer ſeemed near cured ; 
and | was afrerwards informed that the Patient followed 
his Husbandry ſome one or two months atter. The Ex- 


foliation was here inſenſible, as it molt frequery!ly hap- 


pens, the Scales mouldering away, and diſcharging with 
the latter. 


A Gentleman of about forty Years of Age, having , Bf 
been long afflicted in the Country with Ulcers on his z ax. 
night Leg and Foot, came to London, and put himſelf tee, with 
into my Hands. There was one large Uicer upon the Caries an 
Fit u/a near the Ancie, here ani there fiperkcialiy cica- the Tibia 
erized. Upon ſearch with a Probe, I found the Bone and Fibu 
carious in fevery Places, but covered with the Ten 9f ihr righe 
dons of the Perozeis. On the inſide of the Leg upon 1 


the Tibia near the Ancle there were allo Ulcer: with

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Caries: The Foot was alſo ulcerated, and the Leg and 
Foot ſwelled. I began with the laying open of that 
Ulcer on the outſide upon the Fibula, 2 the applica- 
tion of a Cauſtick, and dividing the Eſc 

ſome {mall pieces of Bones which lay looſe in the Ul- 
cer. The Fibula itſelf was covered with the Tendons 
of the Muſcle Peroneis, ſo as there was no poſſibility 
ot applying Medicaments to exfoliate the Bone, nor 
indeed of curing the Ulcer, whilft thoſe Tendons lay 
in the way. Wherefore I cut them tranſverſely ; upon 


which diviſion the upper part of them contracted, and 


then the Fibula appeared bare and black. I applied 
dry Lint upon the Bone, and dreſſed the Ulcer with 
wnguent. baſilicow hot, to haſten Digeſtion and Separa- 
tion of the Sloughs. The other Ulcers and Excoria- 
tions I dreſſed, fome with Deterſives, and others with 
Epuloticks, according as they required; and with Com- 
preſs and Bandage endeavoured to preſs out the pitui- 
tous Humours affecting thoſe Parts. As the Eſcars be- 
an to ſeparate, I deterged by the uſe of the Vitriol- 


tone and Præcipitate, and dreſſed the Bone with Doſ- 


ſils preſſed out of tinctura vitrioli dulc. of Felix 
Wurtz. The upper ends of the Tendons ſuffered Con- 
vulſion with great tremor upon the application or 
taking off Dreſſings; but it was without Pain: Yet, 
fuſpecting the worlt, I cut as much off of the Ten- 
dons (with a pair of Sciſlors) as lay bare, then dipr 
them cum oleo terebinth. hot, and dreſſed them with Præ- 
cipitate. By this way of Dreſſing, the remaining Ends 
of the Tendons digeſted and incarned with the fleſhy 
Parts, and by the application of Epuloticks cicatrized: 
So allo the main Ulcer cicatrized round from the Ed- 
ges to the carious Bone, thruſting off the rotten Edges 
of them before it. During this, I healed the Ulcers 
and Excoriations on his Foot; and by the help of a La- 
ced- ſtocking preſs'd back the pituitious Humours and re- 


duced the ber to its true ſhape. Having thus hap- 


ily ſucceeded, I began with the laying open the Ulcer 
— the Os bie by Cauſtick; = in dividing the 


Sloughs, took out ſeveral fragments of Bones which 
lay entangled in the Fleſh. Atter ſeparation of the Ei- 
car, I dererged that Ulcer after the ſame manner as the 
former; and indeed, by rubbing the carious Bones with 

the 
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the Vitriol- ſtone, I haſtened the Exfoliation of them. 
They came away in bits at ſeveral times, but that of 
the Fibula was thruſt off by the Callus underneath in 


one piece. After the Exfoliation of the Bones I purged 


the Patient with a cathartick Apozeme, and preſcribed 
him a Decoction of Sarſa, &c. and ſoon after cicatri- 
Zed the Ulcers ; but adviſed him to continue the wear- 
ing of the Laced-ſtocking. 


A young Man, by ſome accident, bruiſed the Back 3. Ohr- 
of his Hand: It inflamed and apoſtemated; and after vat. of 


fome while terminating in a ſinuous Ulcer, and under-

neath corrupting. the Bone, I was conſulted, and advi- , = 


ſed the way of dreſſing it: But that Method not be- 
ing obſerved, other Bones of the Hand became carious, 
and the Hand in great hazard of being loft. Upon 
which he was commended to my Care. Sir Alex. Fraſ. 
being prefent, I took off the Dreſſings, made a Search 
with a-Probe, and felt the Bones leading to the two 
Middle-fingers bare, rough, and, as I ſuſpected, rotten. 
The Orifice being ſmall, I applied a Cauſtics large e- 
nough to make way for the taking out thoſe Bones; 
then divided the Eſcar, and drelled up his Hand wich 


Digeſtives, Emplaſter and Bandage. Sir Alex. Fraf. 


preſcribed him a vulnerary Decoction, and left the pro- 
fecution of the Cure to me. As the Etcar ſeparated, I 
ſaw the Bones leading to the two Middle-hngers black, 
and ſoftned with Putrefaction. I laid hold on the one 
with my Forceps, and pinched it into pieces with much 
eaſe, bringing part of it away. I fomented the Hand 


with decoct. abſinth, &c. in Wine, diſſolved a lirtle 


Aeyptiac. in ſome of it, wathed the Ulcer, and ap- 


plied a Doſſil dipt hot in it upon the Bone, and 
rnguent. baſilicon over the Eſcar. I then pinched out 


what was moſt rotten, dreſſed the remaining ends of 


them with a mixture of unguent. /fgypriac. ſpirit. 


vini. and extract. ſcordii actually hot with an armed 


Probe, applied Pledgits of the ſame upon the Bones, 
rubb'd the looſe Fleſh in the Ulcer with a Vitriol-ſtone, 
and laid wnguent. diapomphol. upon Pledgits over the 
render Edges of the Ulcer. By this way of dreſſing I 
deterg d the Ulcer; and at ſeveral times pinching our 
thoſe rotten Bones that led to the two Middle-fngers, 
Hipoled the teſt ro cat off. During which, I laid the

Hand. 
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Ulcer higher open to the Joint of the Middle-finger : 
Which Knuckle I alſo found rotted to pieces, and took 
out what would come ealily away; then dreſſed the re- 
maining Caries as the other in the Hand, and after ſome 
time made a ſeparation of the Caries there. Having 
the while digeſted and healed the Ulcer I firſt laid 
open, I alſo cicatrized this Part, and diſmiſſed the Pa- 
tienr well cured, as thought. Bur ſome while after 
he came to me again with a Tumour upon that Knuckle 
of the Middle-finger, from ſome remaining Splinter of 
a Bone. I laid it open, and took that out. While I 
was Curing this, I obſerved a ſmall Opening, with 4 
Tumour near it as big as a {mall Hazel-nut, upon that 
part of the Bone which led to the Fore-finger. I opened 
this by Cauſtick, and, diſcovering part of the Bone black, 
pinched it off, and dreſſed the remaining end with 
Zzyptiac. ſcalding hot upon an armed Probe: I kept 
the Ulcer open with Doſſils preſs'd out with ſpir. vini 
till I made ſeparation of it, then cured this Ulcer alſo. 
And from that time, which is more than five Years, 
he hath continued well, and his Hand is firm and ſtrong ; 
Nature having ſupplied that loſs of Bones wich Callas. 
But he beareth the Marks of the Diſeaſe, which will 
aſlert the Truth of what is here delivered You may ſee 
more of this Work in the Treatiſe of Struma. 

An Officer of the KING's Regiment of Foot, of a 
ſanguine and healthful Conſtitution, marching at the 
head of his Company in a hot Summer's-day, heated 
his Blood, and was ſeized with a pain in one of his 
Teeth of the lower right Jaw. He ſent for a Tooth- 
drawer, who ing out the Tooth, brake the Alveoli 
off from the Jaw according to the length of ir. The 
Pain made great Fluxion, and required Evacuation and 
Revulſion by Bleeding, and the like. But this being 
omitted, and the Part affected not treated as it ought; 
the Pain encreaſed, the neighbouring Parts ſwelled and 
apoſtemated, and all his Teeth and part of the Alveoli 
calt off. After ſome Weeks continuance in the Country, 
finding his Diſeaſe encreaſe upon him, he came to 
Town, and ſent for me. That fide of his Head, Face 
and Neck were extremely ſwelled outwardly, fo was the

hidden within the Tumour. Upon a preſſure with my 
hand on the outſide of his Cheek, ſceing the Matter flow 
into his Mouth out of a (mall Opening near the farther 
part of that Jaw, I made a ſearch with a Probe and 
felt the Jaw bare. There was a neceſſity of laying that 
Orifice open, for the more caſy diſcharging of the Mat- 
ter: which being done, I employed my Endeavours to 
rake off the Fluxion and Fever he laboured under, ler 
him blood from that Arm ren qunces, preſcribed Fo- 
mentations and Cataplaſms ro be applied outwardly ro 
diſcuſs the Tumour, and inwardly an Injection to de- 
terge the Ulcer of rad. ireos, tormen till. biſtort. ariſtoloch. 
with Hr. e veſis ſiccis, and a little ſpir. vin; alſo a Gargle 
to. waſh his. Mouth of flor. roſ. rubr. plantag. ſummitar. 
rubi, &c. with diamoron and ſpirit. vitrioli dulcificat. 
Dr. Warner being conſulted, he directed Anodyne- 
Draughts, Cordial Juleps, Emulſions, and Purging Apo- 
zems. The Cacochymia thus evacuated, and the Hu- 
mours contemperated, we hoped the outward and 


inward Swellings and diſcharge of Matter would have 


leſſened: but they not yielding one jot to our endeavours, 
J laid open the Cheek from the Orifice I had enlarged 
forward along the Bone, with intention to take it out; 
bur it was ſo ſhut in, that I could by no means get it 


out, till with Watch- makers Files I cur through that 


Bone ; then the ends' thruſt out into his Mouth. Theſe 
F pulled out: they proved to be pieces of the Alve- 
oli. Then I felt rhe Jaw it ſelf ariſe: and, conſidering 
that if it was looſe, ir muſt our, 1 paſſed the end of 
my Probe under it; whereupon it roſe up, having been 
ſome while looſe, and was only held down by the 
aforeſaid Alveoli; which being removed, the Jaw came 
away without the leaſt pain, or one drop of blood, he 


only crying out of his Ear, as if it had made a hole through | 


there. 

- The Jaw being extracted, the fide was ready to fall in: 
to prevent which, I cauicd the Patient to hold it ſtretch'd 
cout with his fingers in his mouth, and a Looking-glaG 
held before him, that he might the better ſee to keep 
it more exactly even, whilſt I by agglutinative Powters 
cum albumine ovi made a Cruſt upon the outſide; which 
with Paſtboard wer in aceto applied over it ſate cloſe 
to it; and after it was dried, kept that tide of the Check 
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fir mz and by Band e it continued ſo, he helping it, as 
hath been above ſaid. It alſo was ſomewhat ſtifined by 
the hard Swelling which was in the Cheek. | 

To haſten the Callus, I gave him daily ofteocoll. as I 
had read in Fabr. Hildanus's Works. Whilſt his Chaps 
were thus bound up, I continued to waſh his Mouth 
with the Decoction above-ſaid injected often in a day 
with a Syringe; by which means the Ulcer was cleanſed 
and cured, and diſpoſed to a Callus, which grew and 


hardned in leſs than twenty days ſo equal with the o- 
ther, as without looking in his Mouth it could not be

diachyl. ireat. over all, with Compreſs and Bandage, 
deſigning to diſpoſe the Lips ro unite with the Ulcer. But 
9 ſeparating ſlowly, the Lips skinned underneath, 
and diſappointed me. Notwithſtanding the inverted Parts 
being removed with the Callus underneath, I made a Paſte 
with calx lota and axung. porcin and with good Compreſs 
forced the oF even with the Ulcer, then united it with 
a ſmooth and firm Cicarrix. |

Ulcer with livid callous Lips, but not inverted, I &i-,,; of 
geſted wich wnzuert. baſilicog and Precipratc, and fo- Callow;

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plied Emplaſtr. diachyl. ireat. over the Parts about, and 
put on a Laced- ſtocking. with a Compreſs under it, 
thereby digeſting the Ulcer, and flatting the Lips; in- 
carning and cicatrizing it with anguent. diapompholyg. in 
leſs than three Weeks, which had been more than three 
Years the Work of ſome Barber-chirurgeon. The ſpeedy 
Cure of this, I imputed to the Laced-ſtocking, it per- 
forming all the Incentions neceſſary to the curing of many 
fuch-like Ulcers.

Of Putrid Ulcers. 


LCERS labouring under Fluxion of ſharp acrid 

Humours, are (as 1 have elſewhere ſaid) for the 

molt part ſordid. The Sordes, as it encreaſeth in 
the Ulcer, rots the Fleſh, renders the Ulcer putrid, and 
the Matter foetid. 

The immediate Caſe of theſe Ulcers, are groſs viſcid 
Humours heated in them by the Intemperies of the Part, 
whence they contract a malign quality, and corrupt. 
They alſo happen through the unſeaſonable application 
of lenient or grealy Medicaments, or by too powerful 
Detergents, which reſolve the found Fleth, and ſtir up 
a putrefactive Heat in the Ulcer, whereby the Humours 
become ſo ſharp that they corrode the Parts about: 
whence * are ſometimes deſervedly call'd Ucera ſer- 
pentia & epaſcentia. | 

The preceding Cauſes are excrementitious grofs Juices 
abounding in the Body from ill Diet, Air, exc. Malign 
Fevers are alſo the Cauſe, by tranſmitting their malignity 
outward. 

The Sign of a fordid Ulcer, is a viſcous tough Ex- 
cremenr ſticking in it with great heat and pain. As the 


Fordert encreaſeth, it changeth its colour, by reaſon of the 


ſuffocation of the Natural Feat, and the Ulcer corrupts, 
and the Marter ſtinks.

The Topicks or ur icamenss 
are to be proportiond according to the quality of the 
Ulcers. In fordid Ulcers made by too firong Deter- 
vents, unguent. baſilicon cum Merc. precipitat. unguent. 
diapompholyg. mag. be proper to dreſs the Ulcer with; 
and ſome cooling Unguent or Cerote, as refrigerans 
Galeni, may be applied over it, with a Compreſs wrung 
out of Oxycrate. | | 

Tf the Ulcer became ſordid by the 1ſe of Lenients, 
and be lined thick with the Sordes, doubt nor t© fill 
the Ulcer with Præcipitate, and apply ſome mild Deter- 
gent on Pledgits of Lint over it, with a Compreſs 
wrung out, as 1s preſcribed in Humid Ulcers, and dreſs 
it not till the third day after: thereby the Pain will leſ- 


ſen, and the Sordes come away in a Slough. After 


which, digeſt the Ulcer till it look more fleſhy and na- 
tural; then proceed with milder Medicaments, and in- 
Carn. 

In the common ſordid Ulcers, wnguent. baſilicon and 
Præcipitate, Siij. to an Ounce mundiff.

Woman of about forty Years of Age, ſcorbutically 

and SIT affected, having long laboured 
under a ſordid Ulcer, in the Country, on the inſide of 
her Leg, with great Pain, came ar laſt ro Town, and 
put her ſelf into my Hands, The Ulcer was large and 
deep with great Putrefaction; the Leg was much ſwel- 
led, inflamed, and had been excoriated in the Parts a- 
bout by the acrimony of the Matter; and by the appli- 


cation of Nutritum, or ſuch-like, the Matter was 


cruſted in, and alſo an Hyperſarcofis was riſen under- 
neath very large. I fomented the Parts affected with 
Wine, and wathed the Ulcer with. ſpirit. vini and un- 
guent. /Eryptiac. then with a Spatula thruit out the 
putrid Fleſh, and ſtrewed the Ulcer with Præcipitate, 
dreſſing it with Pledgits preſs'd out of the ſame Solu- 
tion, and ap hing an Emplaſtr. diachalcit. over it, 
with Compreſs and Bandage. The next Morning I 


took off the Bandage and Emplaiſter, fomented the 


Ulcer with a Lixivmm as above mention'd, applicd 
mundiff. Paracelſ. cum oleo terebinth. on the Ulcer, 


and a Caraplaſtn ex far. fabar. with oxymel. and row- 


led it up as before, caufing her to keep her bed. The 
day after, I purged her with an Infuſion of Sena, &c. 
cum ſyr. de ſpina cervin. & de roſ. fol. and preſcribed 
her a Decott. ſarſ, lign. guaiaci, with Antiſcorbu- 


ticks. Having by the Dreſlings aboveſaid removed the 


Putrefaction, I endeavoured to incarn with the ſarco— 
tick Unguent, and applied cerar. oxel#i over it, with 
good Bandage: bur it would neither deterge, nor in- 
carn, nor yet digeſt, for two Days, till I put on a Laced- 
ſtocking; by the uſe whereof the Influx was reſtrained, 
and the Lips preſſed down. Having diſpoſed the Ulcęr 
to a healing condition, I incarned it with the aforeſaid 
Unguent of mel deſpumat. mixed with farcotick 
Powders. White I was doing that, I rubb'd part of 
the Lips which were callous with a Cauſtick- ſtone, and 
allo rubbd the Hyperſarcoſis off by ſome of the ſame 
Caulticx.

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the Ulcer and neighbouring Ulcerations with Epulo- 
ticks, then made her a Fontanel in the other Leg, and 
returned her into the Country cured. 


A Maid of a groſs full Body, aged about twenty- ,. Obfer- 
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three years, wanting her natural Evacuations, an Abſceſs vnt.

terminated in a callous ſordid Ulcer. After ſome en- 
deavours ineffectual in the Country, ſhe was ſent up to 
Lon dim, and commended into my Hands by Sir Fr. Pru- 
jean. The Ulcer was large and deep. I drefled it with 
unguent. Rgyptiacum, baſilicon, and Emplaſt. diachalcit. 
with a Compreſs dipt in red Wine, rowling it up from 
the Foot to the Knee, The Phylician began with the

ficat. Paracelſi, &c. and applied Defenfatives, with Com- 


preſs, and a Laced-ſtocking. By which method the 
Ulcer ſeemed à while well- diſpoſed to incarn: but the 
Menſtruz being ſtill obſtructed, the Ulcer became again 
diſtemper'd, and rendred all my Endeavours fruitlets. 
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I having ſpent ſome Months in this Work to little 
purpoic, they grew weary of me, and were deſirous to 
make uſe of an Empirick, who had ſeen it in my ab- 
ſence, and promiſed a ſpeedier Cure. I gave way to 
the entertaining him; he alſo dreſſed the Ulcer after his 
Way: But his Endeavours proving alſo unſucceſsful, 
they came to me again. I, finding the Leg much in- 
flamed and ſweil'd, and more ſordid, dreſſed the Ulcer 
with Detergents as above-ſaid, applying ceratum Galen; 


over the diſeaſed Parts, with Compreſs and Bandage as 
heretofore; and, by Sir Francis Prujear's leave, gave her 


a few grains of Turbith mineral. the next Day, and it 
gave her four or five Vomits, and a Stool or two. The 
next Day after, [ tomentcd the Ulcer as at firſt, conti- 
nued the uſe of the former Dreſſings, put her on a 
Laced- ſtocking, and repeated the uſe of the Tar6:th three 
or four times, avoiding Salivation. We alſo put her 
into a Decoct. ſarſæ, lign. guaiaci, &c. and by this method 
incarned the Ulcer; and by a malagma of calx lot. 
beaten up with axurzia, cicatrized it. By the continuing 
of the ced-ſtocking the remained well; and afrer 
ſome Months thoſe Evacuations came naturally down 
of themſelves, which by no Art would be perſuaded, 
and ſhe remained well.

Out of which Words that 
may pick ſome Senſe, I {hall refer them to two 
Heads. | 
One, 


| B ESIDES all the Diſſiculties we End in curing 
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One, of the Corroſive Ulcers, which from their cor- 
roding the neighbouring Parts, have obtained ſeveral 
Names in the Gree and Latin, as Phagedenica, Depaſ- 
centia, and Nome : All which depend upon an acrimony 

of the Humour. | 

The other are rather the effect of ſome continuance 

of an Ulcer, which after long Intemperies doth by de- 
grees ſo weaken the Tone of the Fibres, deſtroy the 
natural Balſam of the Part, and, by frequent Fluxion, 
induce Calloſity, that the Diſeaſe groweth very hard 
of Cure: and when cured, is apt to break out again. 
Theſe, from their continuance, are called Annua ; from 
the evil diſpoſition of the Part, Cacoethe; from the 
hardneſs ot cicatrizing, Dyſepulora ; trom the reputation 
Chiron the Centaur had in Chirurgery, Chiroxia ; and 
Telephia, from the hard fate of Telephus, whole Wound 
could not be cured bur by the Spear that wounded him. 
Theſe latter being inſignificant Names, not deſcribing 
the nature of any Ulcer, I thall content my ſelf only to 
have explained them in few Words: But the former, 
namely, Phagedæna, or Ulcus depaſcens, Nome and Dyſe- 

pulota, deſerve further Conlideration, and are our preſent 
Task. | 
 Phagedena ſtrictly fo called, is an Ulcer with ſwelled Deſcrip- 
Lips, that eats the Fleth and neighbouring Parts in the tion. 
bottom and edges of the Ulcer. It diſters from Herpes, 
becauſe that always begins in the Skin, wich little moi— 
ſture; this always affects the Fleſh, and abounds with 
Matter. | 

Noma is a deep Ulcer that eats and ſpreads wirhout 
Tumour, but hath a Rottenneſs and Putrefaction joined 
veith it. 

Both theſe are venomous malignant Ulcers, and both Diffe- 
ſpread : but they differ, in that one hath Tumour, and rences. 
no Putrefaction; and the other Putretaction, and no 
Tumour. 

Theſe Ulcers do all rake their original from vicious Cauſe 
Humours abounding in the Body. Whether they be | 
imple Choler, or a ſalt Phl-gm inix d with ir, or that 
the Humours are made tharp and corrolive from a hot 
and dry Intemperies of the Part affected, I leave others 
to judge: But in Bodies abounding with Carechyria it 
is tiequently ſeen, that an Herpes exedens ariſeth in the 

Note 
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Noſe and Face from a ſmall Wart or fiery Puſtule, which 
being heated by ſcratching or picking with their Nails, 
will terminate corroſive, and from an Herpes exedeus be- 
come Phagedænical; and by a farther exaſperating, can- 
cerate; they differing but as the Humour becomes more 

| or leſs fierce. 3 
Lig us. The Signs are evident from what hath been deliver'd 
of them. Some take their original from Abſceſſes deep 
in the Fleſh, others begin more ſhallow, and in time 
ſpread and eat, not only the Skin to the Fleſh, but the 
arts about, and diſſolve the Fleſh in the bottom of the 
Ulcer very ſenlibly. . 
A All theſe kinds of corroſive eating Ulcers are ac- 
Js. counted malign : But ſome are leſs malign than other. 
Thoſe which ariſe in Venereal Diſeaſes are in themſelves 
difficult of Cure; but by reaſon of the Specificks that 
Diſeaſe hath for its help, they become eaſy. The others 
are extreme difficult, and do frequen ly terminate can- 
cerous. 
Cure. In the Cure of theſe Ulcers a good Diet ought to be 
cribed, to prohibit the encreaſe of ſharp Humours. : 
The Body is alſo to be purged, the Humours contempe- l 
rated, and the Matter to be diverted by Revauiti , 
Derivation and Interception, if it be poſi. le. The vi- 
rulent Humour affecting the Ulcer requires to be dried : 
up, and the Intemperies to be corrected. But foraſmuch ; 
as theſe Ulcers difter one from another in their corroſive f 
quality, the Medicaments mutt accordingly vary. If ; 
the Intemperies be hot, and the Ulcer corroſive, your 1 
Applications are to be cold and dry, with ſome little f 
aſtringency; as gent. tutiæ, e plumbo, de calce, & de 
lirhargyro. If thele anſwer not Expectation, you muſt 
Yoceed with more ſtrong Medicaments. But by the 
Authority of the Ancients you muſt {carify theſe Ulcers, 
or ſome way provoke them to bleed, that the ſharp Hu- 
mours may thereby be diſcharged. Then wath them with 
ſome diying Medicaments, which may alſo reſtrain the 
Influx of the Humours; as ag. calcis, ærugixoſa or alu- 
mino/a, or a Deco. plautag. equiſeti, rubi, flor. roſ. rubr. 
balanſt. nut. cypreſ” gallar. in a Chalybeate-water. After 
which, the Ulcer may be ſprinkled with any of theſe; 


pale, tut provarate, corn. cervi t puly, oftreor.

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combuſt. cort. granat. Or they may be made into Un- 
guents, as thus; unguent. diapomphol. Ei). bol. Armen. 
ſang. dracon. balauft. an. xs. ol. roſ q. / Miſc. a Compreſs 
being applied wet over all, wrung out of ſome aſtringent 
Decoction. The Ulcer thus dreſſed, . is not to be opened 
again in three or four Days: For in theſe Ulcers the 
remperament of the Part is weak, and the frequent ex- 

oling it to the Air rendrech ir more weak, and the 
1 leſs effectual. 

But if this Ulcer be with Rottenneſs and Putrefaction, 
you are to proceed with Detergents, as «rgumnt. Agyp- 
tiac.

have been made; and, bur a little above, Medicaments 
are by my ſelf propoſed drying without Eroſion: but

2 Fomentation of Red-wine wich Stipticks, hoping that 
way to cicatrize the leſſer Ulcers at leaſt : But they 
would not cure ſo, for the indurated Parts required to 
be made ſoft, and the Rlatter to be diſcuſſed firſt; es 
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this was a hard Task, while the Patient laboured under 
the Gout, or Pain from the weakneſs and indiſpoſition 
of the Parts. Therefore, having deſigned a Fomenta- 
tion ex rad. & fol. alibæaæ, malve, parietarie, ſem. lin, 
&c. I bathed the Leg as it was held over the Liquor, 
continued my Applications to the Ulcers, and applied 
cerat. dialthææ over the ſcirrhous Parts; continuing this 
Method till I had relaxed the Hardneſs. Then I pur 
on a Laced-ftocking, by which I ſtrengthned the Part 
againſt the Influx; and uſed all my Endeavours to ci- 
catrize the Ulcers, by Pledgits preſs'd out of aſtringent 
Liquors applied upon Lawns, alſo by epulotick Unguents, 
Powders, and Malagma : But as faſt as I healed them in 
one place, they brake out in another; fo that with much 
Difficulty I cicatrized them ar laſt by the help of a

Galeni, with Compreſ and Ba 
to retain it. Thus in few Days the Pain cealed, and 
the Eſcar ſeparated, leaving the Fleſh of a colour as it 
were bruiſed. I dreſfled the Ulcer with 1 Digeſtive ex 
" gerebinth. far. bord, &c. and tomented the Tumour 
aad 
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and Ulcer with Deco#. abſinth. flor. roſ. rubr. balauſt. 
Sc. then applied unguent. tutiæ as an Emplaſter, with 
Bandage. After Digeſtion, I incarned with mei. deſpu- 
mat. &c. and continued the uſe of the Fomentation, 
hoping thereby to give a breathing, and dry up the bruiſed 
Parts which made that lividity about the Ulcer, and 


were the cauſe of its difficult curing. As the Ulcer in- 


carned, I endeavoured by Bandage to keep the Lips flat 
to cicatrize with the Ulcer, and to that purpoſe dreſſed 
them and the Ulcer with »7guex?. s calce, touching rhe 


lax Fleſh with the Virriol-ſtone, to, dry ir, and fit it to 


cicatrize, and with much Pleaſure cicatrized it to the 
co PH 4 Silver- ny, and thought the Work Very 
eaſy. Bur when I leaſt ſuſpected it, the Skin crack'd in 


the ſound Edges, and the Fleſh in the Ulcer look d of 
a dark-red Gee. dreſſed it with Epuloticks, bonn 
it yould yet cicatriʒe: Bur the Cuticula afterwards crack 
in three places more, and the Patient ſuſpected the cauſę 
to be from a fault in the Bone: as in truth I ſhould m 
ſelf have doubted. it, if I had not ſeen the ſeparation of 
that Eſcar; forthe Fleſh appeared rotten under the broken 
Cuticula, and as the Ulcer healed in one corner, it 
broke out again there, or in another place. But this 
was from the Inremperies of the Part, and required again 
to be digeſted before I could hope to cicatrize it. To 
which purpoſe I dreſſed with wnzuext. baſilicon and Præci- 
pitate, let her blood, purged and vomited her, pre- 
ſcribed her a decocf. farſe, put on a Laced- ſtocking, 
and uſed my urmoſt Endeavours to cicatrize it, as in 
ſuch Ulcers I have accuſtomed to do; bur all ro no pur- 
Pa, he Cicatrix would not hold two Days. I then 
eft off the uſe of the Laced-ſtocking, and deſited the 
Patient once more to give me leave to try whether it 
would cure without it; and to that purpoſe perſuaded 
her to keep her upon a Stool level with her Body 
a few Days, I hoping thereby to keep off Fluxion ; and 
ſuppoſing, if I could ance more breathe our that groſs 
Blood impacted in the Part, I ſhould be able to cica- 
trize the Ulcer; and if the Ulcer were cicatrized with- 
out Bandage, it would be the more laſting. I repeated 
the Fomenrtation, digeſted the Ulcer, and with a Solu- 
tion of the IJ incture of Vitriol in a Decocf. eguiſeti, &c. 
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applied Pledgits over bits of fine Lawn, and ſmeared the 
edges of the Ulcer with ungne nt. tutiz, that it might 
not adhere to them. With ſuch- like Endeavours I ci- 
Catrized it firm, then put on a Laced-ſtocking again, 
with a Compreſs under it ſpread with u7guent. tutiæ, mo- 
derately to dry the Cicatrix, and drefs'd it once in two 
or three Days, for fear of the worſt. A dry Scale aroſe 
upon it, do what I could. I anoin'ed it with Pomg- 
tum, to ſupple it; then raiſed it lightly up, and took it 

off: And 0 did two or three times, at laſt left it 
firm and natural as the reſt, and ſo it continueth to this

The Abſceſs poſſeſſed the outſide of bis Leg, from the nous cer- 
head of the Fibx/a to the Ancle, the Orifice * 


Fingers breadth below the ſaid Fibu/a. The 
could not diſcharge it ſelf. till it overflowed; therefore 
I applied a Cauſtick upon the lower part of the Tumour 
to giye vent to it, and left him Dreſſi till he ſhould 
be able to follow me. Some days after he came to 
Town: I vilited him, and found the lower Opening 
diſcharged the Matter well, as I had deligned ; but it 
was ſanious, and abounded in quantity more than was 
reaſonably ro be expected from the Abſceſs. I endea- 
vaured to deterge it with mundif. Paracelſi mix'd with 
Præcipitate, . fomented the Part affected with a

terge, I laid ir open the whole length; and ſecing i. 
ſordid, fil'd it with ry. Andranis, applying ihe 
Mundificative upon Doſſils between the Lips, with an

atter Licer. 
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Emplaſtr. e bolo over all, and rowled it up. The third 
day after, I dreſſed it again with the Mundificative 
as before, only adding ſome Merc. præcipitat. to it. 
This method I continued ſome days, rubbing the looſe 
Fleſh with a Vitriol-ſtone, dipping ſome of the Pledgits 
in Præcipitate, and applying it under ſome of the Lips 
of the Ulcer which was undigeſted; then cut off ſome 
part of the Lips where they were very hollow and 
troubleſome, and put on a Laced-ſtocking. Thus I de- 
„ and diſpoſed the Ulcer to incarn under the Lips 
and eſewhere; and that it might do fo, I put the Pa- 
tient into a Traumatick Decoction, and vomited and 
rged him as Ooccaſion offered. But after ſome days, 
obſerving the Lips of the Ulcer did not unite with the 
neighbouring Fleſh, nor the Ulcer contract as I expected, 
I made a ſearch with my Probe, and found the Fleſh, 
which was ſeemingly good, to be ſoft, and the Lips 
hollow and thin, and in ſome parts callous. I dre; d 
them with that wnguent. earuginis, Cadmie, &c. as it 
is ſer down in Ulcers with moiſt Ixtemperies, rubb'd 
the callous Lips with the Cauſtick-ſtone, and applied 
wizuent. Baſilicon to haſten the ſeparation of the Eſcar; 
ſuppoſing by theſe = Medicaments to diſpoſe the 
cer to Incarnation. But as they incarned and cica- 
trized in one end or part, the Fleſh became ſoft and 
rotten in another, and here and there the Lips were 
hollow, which I cur off, and thereby freed the Ulcer of 
them, and by the help of the former Sarcoticks J in- 
carned it again: bur frequently, in the cicatrizing, ſome 
part of the Ulcer would be corroded, from the acrimony 
of the Humour; inſomuch that I was neceſſitated to 
dreſs this Ulcer with various Medicaments. In fome 
parts of ir I applied Pledgits in drying Waters, as ag. 
calcis lapidis medicamentofi, and Epulotick Unguents, to 
Cicatrize it; while in ſome others I applied Detergents, 
yea, and Digeſtives in others; and was not wanting the 
while by Mercurial Remedies, and Diet, ro con- 
remperate the acrimony in the Blood: yet was it a molt 
hard and difficult work. My Kinſman Faques Wiſeman 
was my Aſſiſtant in the dreſſing of him, and faw this 
Ulcer with much ado cured : but he continued rhe uſe 
of a Laced-Stocking for ſome while after.

it was the Criſis of a Malign Fever. Doctor Wederbourn 
was the Phyſician. The Ulcer was of the compals of a 
Five-ſhilling-piece, but lay only in the Skin, extremely 
corrolive, with Lips ſtanding {tiff up round the Ulcer: 
and although I took them down with Cauſtick, yet they 
aroſe again in the ſame form; and being in a place diffi- 
culcly managed by Bandage, would not cicatrize, but 
thruſt out in the middle little hard Excrelcences of red 
Fleſh like Pins-heads ; which encreaſing, grew bigger, 
firſt one, then another. While I was endeavouring to 
dererge theſe Excreſcences, they became callous, united 
with one another, and made an unequal Cicatrix, not- 
withſtanding my endeavours by the Caultick-ſtone to rub 
down thoſe that roſe 3 than their fellows. At laſt 
it joined it ſelf to the Lips round, making a firm and 
hard Cicatrix, which after ſome while caſt off a dry 
Scurf, and became ſoft as the natural Skin.

and applied unguent. Comitiſſæ over all. By this me- 
* thod 1 dried up the upper Ulcer on the fide of the 
Noſe, but the Cicatrices were unſeemly, as in moſt ſuch 
rebellious Ulcers they arc, we being glad to dry them 
on any faſhion as we may. The other Ulcers alfo fill'd 
N Fleſh, and afterwards cicatrized in ſome parts. 
e deepeſt Ulcers were alſo well diſpoſed to it. The 
ſeaſon of the year being hot, the Patient retired into 
the Country, taking the aforeſaid Medicaments with 
him, they agreeing well with the Ulcer. His Wife, 
having often dreſſed him in Town, knew how-to apply 
them, and dreſſed him in the Country, where he con- 
tinued all the Summer.

edicaments m another Part, here they would nor: 
and poſſibly this was cxaſperated by ſuch in the Country 
amongſt thoſe Buſy-bodies. I endeavoured to recover 
it by Lenients powerfully drying without Acrimony, 
ſuch as I had formerly uſed in the like Caſe, and 
waſh'd the Ulcer with a Solution of a Salt drawn off 
from the Flowers of Antimony iz aq. veronice. Doc- 
tor Prujean was again conſulted, and Doctor Bate, 
alſo Mr. Hollier and other Chirurgeons. The Phy- 
ſicians repeated the former Courſe with ſome additions, 
and fwear him, and after that preſgrib'd him a Diet of 
Milk, which he lived ſtrictly upon a long time. Many

E have treated of Varix as it affect; 
the Thigh, Leg, Leg, ec. and have there ſhewed 
you that it is a Dilatation of the Veins with 
groſs Blood: we alfo have there delivered the Cauſe and 
Sins, and how it differs as dilating ſome one Vein, or 


all the Branches of that Vein to the very Capillaries : 


and ſo the Varix may lie deep between the Muſcles 
and Skin, or more ſuperficially. F have alſo there ſhew- 
ed the advantage and diſadvantage that may happen in 
repreſſing them. It remaineth now that I ſay ſome- 
what of them as they are ulcerated by the acrimony of 
the Humour, or by ſome accident of Bruiſe, Wound, 
Cc. whereby they become painful, inflame and ſwell 
the Member.

and taking up the Vein, and tying it, & c. But this way 
hath nor been admitted (to my knowledge) amongſt us; 
nor have I often ſeen that a Varicoſe Ulcer could be 
cured by cutting off the Branch leading ro the Ulcer, 
there being commonly more Veins concerned in it. 

The Palliative Cure conliſts in dreſſing the Ulcer 
with Digeſtives and Deterſives, according as the Ulcer 
is ſanious or ſordid, and the while by good Bandage or 
a laced Stocking to repreſs the Humours impacted in 
the part, by which Bandage the Lips of the Ulcer are 
2 to Cicatrize with the Ulcer. I call this method 
Palliative, for that it commonly laſts no longer than the 
laced Stocking is worn. In the Cure of theſe Ulcers, 
if there be Plethora, it may be neceſſary that the Body 
be purged, and a Vein opened. 
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A Woman of a full Body, aged fifry four Years, Was , ober- 


grievouſiy pained with an Ulceration on her right 27. 


Leg. Several Medicaments had been ineffectually ap- 
plied. I being conſulted, ſaw the Ulceration large, and 
the Capillary Veins lie dilated ſuperficially in the Skin; 
from whence I judged the Ulceration to ariſe. The 
Leg was much ſwelled, and ſomewhar inflamed. I dreſt 
the Ulceration with «nguent. tutiæ Vigon. applied over it 
a mixture of unguent. nutritum and populeon, rowled 
it up with a Compreſs and Bandage, and beſpake a 
laced Stocking againſt the next Day; which being then 
laced on, and the former method of dreſſing repeated, 
the pain ceaſed from that day, and, the Hymours being 
repreſſed by virtue of the Bandage, the Ulceration cica- 
trized in ten or twelve Days. — 


In the Year 1654, I was ſent for to an Inhabitant of 2. 06 er- 


this City, who complained of his fore Legs, and that var. 


his Chirurgeon who uſed daily to dreſs them was lately 
dead: He deſired me I would ſupply his Place, and ac- 
cordingly he would allow me the ſame Salary. I un- 
rowled his Legs, and ſaw the Ulcers, lying in the Skin 
an ſeveral places among the Varies without Inflamma- 
tion or Swelling; but towards Night they ſwelled, and 
were painful. bj acquainted him with the nature of his 
Diſeaſe, and propoſed the Cure by laced Stockings. I 
dreſſed the Ulcers with «ngucnt. dizpomphol. and row! - 
ed them up. Within a Day or two his Stockings were

The 
next Day I fomented it with a Decoction of flor, ro/. 
rabr, lacc. myriill. ba/auſt. nrg cupreſſ. in Wine and 
Water; then dipt the Pledgits ſpread with baſi/icon in 
Præcipitate, and applied angren?, tutiæ as before, with. 
Compreſs, and Bandage. The third Day. I opened it 
again, and dreſſed it as before. The fourth Day after, 
finding the Ulcer well —_—— dreſſed it with 
vugvent. bafilicon mixed with Præcipitate; and after I 
had digeited it, put on a laced Stocking; then incarned 
wich this, R 4% r & thuris as.

The Swelling was e with 
great, and the Ulcer large and ſordid. In handling of faction. 
it, I felt the Veins dilated under the Skin in the fleſhy . 
parts of the Leg from the Gartering to the Ancle, by 

which it was evident that the Ulcer was varicoſe; up- 

on which account I undertook it gratis, and com- 
mended her to one of my Servants to cure, with dire- 

ctions to keep her Chamber, and that he ſhould the 

while foment and dreſs her Leg after the ſame method 

ſet down in the former Obſervations, and by Bandage 

diſpoſe it for a laced Stocking. Accordingly he fomen- 

ted the Leg, dreſſed the Ulcers with Deterſives, and 

with Compreſs and Bandage rowled it moderately ſtreight 

from the Foot ro the Gartering. After he thus ra- 

refied the pituitous Humours which were impacted in . 

the Part, and deterg'd the Ulcer, he laced on a ſtreight 
Stocking with a Compreſs upon the Ulcer, by which 

the Blood was ſtreightned in its Paſſage, and the Hu- 

mours repreſt; alſo the Lips of the Ulcer were brought 

even, and cicatrized in few weeks, without Purging or 
Bleeding, and this prodigious ſwelled Leg was reduced 

to its natural ſtare. Thus may the greateſt Swelling ac- 
companying Varicoſe Ulcers be removed, and the Ulcers 
palliated, if not cured ; for it is confeſſed, that they return 

again for the moſt part upon the diſcontinuing the laced 
Stocking.

Itherto I have treated of Ulcers which take their 
Names from the Humours which affect them: I 
ſhall now diſcourſe of that Ulcer which derives 


its Name from its Hollowneſs, and is called a Sinuous

Sennertus places the Chapter of Sinus next to that 
of a Phlegmox; and indeed they frequently ariſe from 
ſuch, eſpecially where the Orifice hath not been ſut- 
ficiently large ro diſcharge the Matter: nay, in ſome 
great Abſceſſes, where the Cavity hath been very large, 
there, though the Aperture be great, yet for want of 
good Compreſſion, and Diſpoſition in the Humours, 
the Skin unites ſo unequally with the Fleſh underneath, 
that it maketh ſeveral Sinus, and does as it were cuni- 
culos agere, make Coney-burrows. Sometimes Ab- 
{ceſſes do ariſe from within, viz. from the Lungs, Cc. 
and paſs their Matter externally under the Arm-pits, or 
through the Back, Breaſt, or Sides; or from other 
Viſcera in the lower Venter, and raiſe Abſceſſes a- 
m the external Muſcles of the Abdomen, &c. Of 
which I ſhall give you ſome Inſtances, having already 
occaſionally treated of the other fort, in a Treatiſe of 
Gun</bot. | 
The Antecedent Cauſe may be ill Diet, &>c. where- 
by the Humours exceed in quantity, or evil quality, and 
being too long retained in the Abſceſs, get a corroſive 
diſpoſition, and render the Ulcer ſinuous. 
heſe Ulcers difter from one another, as they are 
either ſtraight, or crooked ; deep, or lying only under 
the Skin ; or have one or more Sinus's. ey may be 
diſtinguiſh'd from a Fiſtula, in that the latter is cal- 
1 which theſe are not, unleſs it be in the very Ori- 
CE. | 
The Sigrs of finuous Ulcers may be taken from the 
preceding Cauſes, whether it be a tranſlation of Mat- 
| ter 
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ter from within outward, or from Phlegmon, or other 
Abſceſs, Wound, c. The Sinus may allo be judged by 


the ſearch of a Probe or Wax-candle. The quantity 
of Matter will alſo ſhew the largeneſs of it. 


Sinuous Ulcers of long continuance are of difficult Progno- 
Cure, by reaſon of the weakneſs of the native heat in ſticł. 


the Part, which rendreth it incapable of aſſimilating its 

roper Aliment, and ſubject to the receiving ſuperfluous 
Humours. Alſo if the Sinus run under the Joint, Nerves 
or Tendons, where it may not be ſafely laid open, the 
Cure is more hard to obtain. 

If the Sinus proceed from a tranſlation of Matter 
from within the Body, you cannot hope to cure ir till 
the diſeaſed Viſcera be healed, during which the Patient 
is in great danger of a Maraſmus ; but if the ſinuous 
Ulcer diſcharge little Marter, and that well digeſted, and 
be in a place where it may ſafely be kept open, the Cure 
is hopeful. 88 


In the Cure of theſe Ulcers, Authors have propoſed Cure. 


four Intentions. The firſt conlilts in a regulation 
of Diet and the other Non-naturals, accordingly as it 
hath been ſer down in the general Diſcourſe in this 
Treatiſe. | 
Secondly, that the Humours be evacuated and con- 
temperated. If there be Plet hora, the Evacuation will 
be neceſſary by Purging and Venæ ſection. Ihe contem- 
perating of the Humours may be by Traumatick De- 
coctions and other Balſamicks, as all along hath been 
propo'ed. | 
Ihe third is effected in prohibiting the Humours to 
flow into the Ulcer, and that by Revulſion, Interception 
and Repulſion; which hath been ſufficiently ſpoken ot 
in the Diſcourſe of Tumours in general. | 
The fourth Inrention concerns more immediately the 
Cure of the Ulcers, viz. by the removing of thoſe 
accidents of Pain, Inflammation, Tumour, cc. with- 
out which there is no hope of Cure. In order to this 
work, you mult conſider the Srmwvs, how the Matter may 
be beſt diſcharged. If the Orifce be in the declining 
part, inlarge that: but if the Sinus run beneath down- 
ward, your beſt way will be to open that in the decli- 
ning and loweſt Part by Knife or Cauſtick: fo ſhall the 
Sinuous Ulcer above be diipoled to cure. But if the 
f | | Sinus 
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Sinus do run under conſiderable Veſſels, or be in ſuch a 
place where you cannot ſafely lay it _ you ought 
then to inlarge the Orifice, and put the Member in ſuch 
a poſition as may diſpoſe the Matter to flow forth, and 
by Compreſs: and Bandage contribute your Endeavours 
therezo. Having thus made way for the diſcharge of 
Matter, you are then to deterge the Ulcer with Medica- 
ments proportioned to the impurity of it. The moſt 
uſual are,  wnguent. Apoſtolor. mund. Parecelſ. & ex 
apio : to which may be added Merc. præcipitat. &c. If 
there be a neceſſity of Injections, you may with a 
— caſt in ſome of theſe following Liquors; but do 
not ſtop the Oriſice the while, for thereby you will 
dilate the Sinus. The milder may be, a decoct. hordei,

Gun-/hot Wounds. If the Ulcer ariſe from ſome Ab- 
ſceſs within the Body, it will not be fate to uſe In- 
jections, till you can ſatisfy your felt how they will 
come out again. Therefore in ſuch caſes you muſt con- 
ſider, as aboveſaid, how you may give a vent to the 
Matter; for while that is retained, there is no hope of 


deterſion. But that being conveniently made, you may 
keep it open by Carnula or with a Pea threaded, as a 


Fontanel, till Nature ſhall be diſpoſed by the Phy- 


fician's help ro heal the internal Y:ſcera, and then the 


external Ulcer will heal of itſelf under the Pea, if you 


leave it not timely out. 
During the Cure of all theſe Ulcers, you ought to uſe 


Fomentations diſcutient and drying proportionably as 


the caſe requireth: viz. of ſummitat. abſinth. majora- 


ue, byperici, betonicæ . tham. roſ. rubr. balauſt. bacc.

Married Woman, aged thirty four years, having 
while lame with a pain in her right 
Leg, fi a Rheamatiſmus, after frequent bleeding, 
purgiog, Cc. it ſwelled on the outſide from the Gar- 
| tering 
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tering to the Heel, and diſcharged its Matter near the 
Ancle. Some neighbouring Chirurgeon and Apot 
were imployed, who dreſſed ir and preſcribed her Phy- 
ſick accordingly, and after ſome time permitted the Ul- 
cer to cloſe, endeavouring to perſuade her ſhe was 
cured. But it ſwelling ſoon after with Inflammation, I 
was ſent for, and: ſaw the Ulcer near cloſed : But the 
Quantity and ill Quality of the Matter ſhewed it (nuousz 
and upon ſearch I diſcovered it fo to the very Gartering, 
alſo a Sinus running down towards the Heel. I dilated 
the Orifice with Gentian Roots, —— a Cauſtick a- 
bout an Inch and a half in length upon the Sinus a- 
bove, and gave vent to the Matter, dreſſing it up with 
Lenients, as unguent. haſilicon cum ol. roſ. and after the 
fomenting it, applied cerat. Galeni with Compreſs and 
Bandage, ſuppoting the Matter would be intercepted, 
and rhe Sinws's beneath thereby diſpoſe to cure. Bur 
after ſeparation of this Eſcar, the Ulcer appeared hol-

She was 
alſo purged once a Week with Calomel, and at other times 
took Antim. diaphoret. &c. Thus I reſolved the Tu- 
mour in her Wriſt, and the contraction of her Arm, 
and reſtored the uſe of her Hand: during which, the 
Ulcers in her Leg digeſted, incarned and cicatrized, 
according to the method preſcribed in the general Chapter 
of Ulcers.

I, 
being conſulted, obſerved · that the external Abſceſs took 
its original from the Ulcer within the Kidney, and re- 
uired other manner of dreſſing, its Cure being the 
ork of Time. I propoſed the laying it open to the 
very Part where the Matter paſſed forth from the Kid- 
ney. To which purpoſe I applied a Cauſtick upon the 
Sinus below, divided the Ef-ur, and dreſſed it up with 
Lenients. Then after ſeparation and digeſtion of the 
Ulcer, ſearching the ſame with my Probe, I found the 
Sinus run up above the Orifice; which being alſo laid 
open, I diſcovered the paſſage into the Kindney, and 
felt the fide of the laſt ſhort Rib bared by the Matter 
in its paſſing out.

While I was doing this 
Work, Dr. Barwick was conſulted to help us in the 
Cure by Internals, who preſcribed a Traumatick Deco- 
ction of Sarſa, &c. with the more temperate Plants, and 
balſamick Pills to contemperate the -Humours. During 
my diſpoſing of the Ulcer to retain a Cannula, the Mat- 
ter diſcharged by Urine in great quantity, and the Patienc 
was as ſorely afflicted, and had the ſame Symptom that 
others have, who are diſeaſed with Ulcers or Stones in 
the Kidney ; but after vent was given by a ſhort Can- 
nula of Lead, the recovered. Having continued the uſe 
of the Cannula ſome Months, I removed it, and kept a 
Pea, juſt in the Opening, and by red Sparadrope and 
Compreſs retained it on; then left her to her Mother to 
dreſs, and only called ſometimes when they gave me No- 
tice of their Wants. After a Year or thereabout that ſhe 
had kept this Fontanel open, the internal Pains and 
diſcharge of Impurities ceaſed, and ſhe grew more fleſhy 
and ſtrong. She went alſo daily to a neighbouring Sch 
where ſhe was exerciſed in Dancing, ec. After the ſpace 
of two Years or thereabour, the Ulcer ſeeming not to 
matter more than might be expected from a ſmall Fon- 
tanel, the Mother our the Pea, and permitted it to 
heal up. But being ſoon alarm'd by the old Accidents 
which returned upon the Child, ſhe ſent for me. I c- 
pened it again, and left them to keep it ſo.

| wick was allo again conſulted, who repeated the 8

He was Hectick, and diſeaſed with a Cough, 


and Shortneſs of Breath, the Abſceſs mattering much, 


bur eſpecially when he bowed his Body downward, or 


lay in his bed upon the contrary Side; alſo, in lying 


upon his Belly, the Matter ran forth ſome Spoonfuls ; 
and holding his breath, it blubber'd forth, which 
ſhew'd it came oP — Yer for =_ ſomerimes, 
upon preſſing with our hands upon the Muſcles of that 
file the Spine, there — Mater, we were apt to 
think it lay originally berween the Muſcles of that place. 
Dr. Micklethwait was conſulted, and entertain'd their 
Phyſician, and was often preſent at the dreffing the Pa- 
tent. The Apertion was ſmall, and obſtructed by a 
callous and luxurious Fleſh within the Ulcer, whereby 


neither the Probe nor Wax-candle could make any con- 


ſiderable way. We were ſatisfied that there were more 


Sinns than that tranſverſe the Back, yet by the ſearch 
of a Probe we could make no diſcovery : but about three 


days after a redneſs in the Skin ſhewed us a Sinus lying 
near the Os ilion of about two inches long, the Skin 
ſeeming thin. I opened it with a mild Cauſtick, and 
having divided the Eſcar, I paſſed in a Probe from 
thence towards the Spine: bur that not ſatisfying me, 
J applied a Cauſtick upon the old Orifice, and another 
tower, whence I had pre ſſed our Matter. Then dividing 
then, I fill d them with Præcipitate; and by rubbing into

I thall therefore take occaſion from that Chapter of 
Vzrix, to add in this place an entire Diſcourſe of the 
H XZ MOR RHOIDS, together with all the Diſeaſes 
that are of the ſame Kindred and family. with them;

The perſpicuity of this Diſcourſe will depend much 


upon a true Notion of the Conſtitution of the Anus 
ot uttermoſt Exit of the Inteſtinum rectum: In which 
place it is bound about with a Sphincter-Muſcle, the 
contraction of which ſhuts i? ſo, as to detain within 
the Guts whatever Excrements fall down thither, till 
fuch times as Nature, being, ſtimulated either by the 
fulneſs or provocation of Matter, doth voluntarily re- 
lax it, and by the help of ſeveral pairs of Muſcles di- 
late it, to make way tor the Diſcharge. All theſe 
Things put together, make up that organical Part which 
we call the Anus, in a compoutid Senſe; though in a 
rift Signification it denote only the Extremity of the 
Inteſtinum rectum, to which all theſe Things belong: 
and for the Motion of which they are all deſign 
Theſe Muſcles, and eſpecially the JInteſtinum reti um it 
felf, are fed by ſeveral Arteries: As, firſt, the Arteria 
meſenterica inferior, which being almoſt wholly de- 
ed for the — rectam, doth 1; — 
over it copioully, and very particularly to that end 
which we call the Anus: And, ſecondly, the Arteria 
ſtrica doth ſend Branches to the Aum, but chiet- 
ly ro the Muſcles belonging to it. Thete Arteries 
bringing Blood hither, have proportionable Veins de- 
ſtined tor its return; one of which is the Semorrhoi- 


walis externa, uſually fo called, which is a Branch of 


the Hypogaitrick Vein, Wer its 5 
1 
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minal Artery. The other indeed moſt important Veſ- 
ſel is the Hæmorrhoidalis interna, which receiving the 
Blood from all the Parts of the rectum, and eſpecial] 
about the Anus, unites into a ſlender Trunk, whic 
paſſing along the Gut, by degrees creeps into the Me- 
ſentery, and uſually inſerts it ſelf up between the Me- 
ſenterical Branches of the Porta, ſometimes into the 
right, ſometimes into the left, and ſometimes into the 
Trunk of the Porta. More rarely it forſakes this 
Courſe, and is inſerted into the Splenick Branch, fome- 
times without, and ſometimes within the Spleen. This 
laſt Caſe happens but ſeldom : Yer ſurely it happened 
to thoſe that firſt conjectured this Vein to be the Eva- 
cuator of the- melancholick Humours of the Spleen. 
How elſe ſhould they gueſs that a Veſſel fo viſibly in- 
ſerted either into the Trunk of the Porta, or at leaſt into 
the Meſenterick Branches, ſhould derive Humours rather 
from the Spleen than the Liver? : 

But fince the Doctrine of the Circulation hath quite 
taken away the Foundations of this 8 we are 
of late taught clear a new Leſſon, viz. That the Blood 
deſcends hither only by the Arteries, chiefly by the me- 
ſenterica inferior, by which being caſt into the middle 
and inward Coats of the Gut, it is carried back by the 
Vein aforeſaid. Now, if any Man ask me the Reaſon 
of the frequent Tumours and Apertions of this Vein, I 
ſhall give him this Account: Firſt, That it is ſer in a 
depending Part; which reaſon is common to it and the 

both of which are more ſubject to Varices than 
other Parts of the Body. Secondly, That the Legs and 
all muſculous Parts of the Body, when they receive 
I" _ — — — paw more — 
gorou expulſion thereof, omoting of its 
— the Gut, which is a ol lax — and 
contracts with leſs force at all times, ſave when Nature 
aims at an expulſion ; in which caſe, the —_— 
Nature is downwards, quite contrary to that of the 
motion of the Blood, and rather hinders the return 
than furthers it, binding up the Blood in its own Veſ- 
ſels. Thirdly, the Veins hereabout are in themſelves 
ſo very ſmall, that they have no Valves; ſo that Blco1 
being detained in them, is not ſo eaſily carried up or 
kindred from reſtagnation, as where Valves are fre- 
| + quent. 
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uent. Fourthly, The place is ſo often moiſtned by the 
frequent afflux of Humours, that it is very forward 
to encreaſe the natural Laxity of the Part, to dilate the 
Veſlels, and to provoke an afflux of Humours; by vir- 
tue of which, ſometimes ſpongy Fleſh is thruſt out, 
and ſometimes Tumours of other natures generated. 
Fifthly, That theſe Veſlels being here not only depend- 
ing, but alſo cutaneous, ſcattered in a very thin tender 
Skin, are apter, upon the impulſe of Blood, to fly open, 


than where they are bound in by a thick ſtrong cover: 


and for this reaſon the Noſe alſo (if it be ſeaſonable to 
gue of it in this place) is apter to bleed than other 
Parts. | | 

The natural conſtruction of the Anus being ſuch as I 
have deſcribed, the preter- natural may eaſily be enquired 
into. For if by any Fermentation or Ebullicion of the 
Blood, any ſharpneſs fo affect it, as to cauſe a ſtagnation 
in this place, preſently the Veins, being not ſufficient 
for the diſcharge, grow varicoſe: and it the Humour, 
by its ſharpneſs or thinneſs, or both, ſtimulates Nature, 
by this means the Rectum is always offering to ſqueeze 
and contract it ſelf, and binds up the Vein ſo that the 
Blood cannot aſcend, but is by the violence of the mo- 
tion thruſt back again, to the burſting open of the Mouths 
of the Veſſel. If the Coats be thick, or apt to ſpon- 
gineſs, then the Parts ſwell, and either the Veſſels them- 
ſelves appear blue, and in cluſters like Grapes, or elſe 
Fleth groweth about them, and makes Ficus, Condylo- 
mata, and Criſta's. If the Humour be of a ſaline nature, 
it dries and parches the Skin, and chaps it: from whence 
comes Rhagaaes and Fiſſuræ, things frequent in the Noſe 
and Lips as well as here. 

This Humour is moſt frequently lodged within the 
verge of the Anus, and ſo appears to the Eye: bur it 
likewiſe very often is lodged on the Muſcles near it, 
where the Varices are hidden, and ſeldom diſcover 
themſelves, but only an outward Tumour appears, which 
—- _— often-times apoſtemares, and at laſt ends in a

I. Eſſential, are thoſe that are taken from the Parts 
themſelves that are tumefied; v. either the Vein only 
ſwells, or ſome adjacent Bodics ſwell with it, or ſome 
new Body is generared that adheres to ir. | 
1. When the Vein only fwells, then either it ſwells 
without bleeding, which we call Hemorrhoides cæcas, or 
blind Hemorrhoids ; or, 2. upon ſwelling, it opens and 

which we call Hemorrhoides apertas, 

2. When other Parts ſwell with the Vein, other Tu- 
mours ariſe, as Phlegmons, Scirrhi, Cancers, &c. all 
which are ſeated in the Muſcles of the Anus, or of the 
adjacent Parts. | | | 

3- When new Bodies are generated, they, according 
to their figure and ſubſtance, are call'd by ſeveral names, 
as Ficus, Condylomata, Warts, &>c. which are all of them 
Excretions upon the Veins fo fwelled. 

II. Accidenral Differences are many: viz. 1. From 
the Place; ſo they are internal, or external 2. From 
the Bigneſs; great, or ſmall. 3. Number; one, or more. 
4. Figure; round, as the Hemorrboides cœcæ; or long, as 
the Ficus, and Warts; or triangular, as the Criſta. F. Su- 
perficies ; equal or unequal. 6. The af, broad, or 
parrow, &c. 7. The Times; periodical, or uncertain. 
Many other may be reckoned, as Mens Fancy leads 
them ; 3 


The Internal Caz/es of Hæmorrboidt muſt be either a 
meer Plethora or a Cacochymia. A meer Plotbora is a 
rare caſe; and if ever it happens, ſooner atte&s other 

Parts than this. But a Cacochymia doth produce them 
ſometimes when it is plethorick, and then is commonly 
periodical, and breaks: or elſe when tis without a Ple- 
thora, the ſharpneis of the Humour, or weakneſs of 
the Part, or both, do concur to the production. So, 
according to the variety of the degeneration of the Hu- 
mour, variety of Tumours do ariſe: concerning which, 
we have feverally treated already in their particular 

ur 
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But they are not Internal Cauſes only to which theſe 
Tumours owe their original, they have often External 
Cauſes; as biting of Leeches, pain any way cauſed by 
Blow, Bruiſe, Friction, or Puncture. So a Man living 
near Piccadilly, in eating of Plaice, ſwallow'd a Bone; 
which, in paling, ſtuck in the Iureſtinum rectum, and 
ſtirred up Paig. He adviſed with ſome, who applicd 
Leeches, whereby the Fluxion was encreaſed, and made 
an Abſceſs, which terminated in a ſinuous Ulcer. The 
Patient pulled out the Bone, and I was called in, to the 
_ of the Ulcer, by the Chirurgeon, who was of my 

ame and Relation. So likewiſe there are many In- 
ſtances that demonſtrate the Piles to ariſe from Chirurgi- 
cal Operations and Applications. Likewiſe ſharp Hu- 
mours paſſing near that place from the Guts, do, by 
their Acrimony, provoke the Piles. This Humour may 


be from internal Cauſes in the Blood, and yet zffects 


externally, viz. whilſt paſſing out at the Azvs, it makes 


the ſame Affections there, that a ſharp Clyſter would; 
or it may be excited by Algetical, Scammoniate, or other 
acrimonious Medicines. h 

After all rhis Diſcourſe, it will be needleſs to ſay much 9 
of the Signs. Your Eye will tell you whether it be a * 
Vein or ſome other Tumour that you ſee ; alſo whether 
the Part bleed or not. In other Fumours, the Figure 
will tell you which is the Ficis, Morus, Criſta, Cond;y- 
loma : the laſt of which is like a round pencil Wart with 
2 narrrow Neck: if it be flat, it is Fcus; if it have a broad 
baſis, it is Criſta; and ſo forward; their names being 
given from their reſemblances. Cancer, Phlegmon, Scar- 
rus, have their Signs taught in their proper Chap- 
rers. | 
If the Hemorrhoids flow ſeaſonably, and moderately, Pregus- 
they purge the Body of feculent groſs Blood, and there- fick. 
by free it of many dangerous Diſeaſes, as Pleuriſy, In- 
flammation of the Lungs and Kidneys, Quartane-Fevers, * 
Cc. and reſtore Health. 

Ir they low immoderately, the Patient groweth weak 
and faint, is ſubject to Cach-xia, Dropſies, &c. So alſo, 
by the inordinate ſuppreſſion of them, the Patient is 
re ndred ſubject to all the fore- mention d Ducaics. 
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From all which it may be concluded, that there is not 
leſs danger in unſeaſonable ſuppreſſion of the Hzmorrhoids, 


than there is from their too great evacuation; and that 


they are not unadviſedly to be provoked, nor yet too 
ſuddenly to be check'd. 2” 
If the Hemorrhoids call'd cæcæ, or blind Piles, be ex- 
treme painful, and not timely ſuccoured, there is danger, 
left, through the = concourſe of Humours, Inflam- 
mation, and Apoſtemation, &c. do follow. | 
Thoſe Hemorrhoids which affected that part next the 
Neck of the Bladder are more vexatious, by reaſon of 
the conſent they have with it; whence Inflammation 
and Strangury may happen. | 
' Thoſe Hemorrhoids called verrucales are the worſt fort ; 
the wales are the milder; and the morales have a Me- 


diocrity between both.

In the'Cureof the Hemorrhoids, we ſhall begin with the 
cæcæ, as well the external as internal; in both which the Pa- 
tient's Diet ought to be ſuch as bath virtue to keep the Body 
ſoluble; becauſe in theſe Diſeaſes they are generally co- 
ſtive; and by training to eaſe Nature, do only excrete 
a Mucus: and if by ſuch excretions they do void Excre- 
ments, it is with much pain. Therefore Pannado's, 
Barley-grewels, Oatmeal-caudles, and Broths of Veal, 
Chicken, & c. with Beets, Spinage, Borage, Bugloſs, En- 
dive, Succory, &c. are proper. Their Drink may be a 
{mall Ale, Beer, or Wine diluted with Water, or Ptiſans. 
Strong Drinks, and ſalt or ſharp Meats, are hurtful. The 
Body may alſo be kept ſoluble by Clyſters of fat Broths, 
emollienr Decoctions, or of new Milk; they may be 
caſt up with Syringes which have a ſhort thick Pipe 
2 Lenient Purgatives are alſo of uſe, viz. 
Ele. diacathol. lenitiv. diaprun. &c. | 
If there be Plethora, or the Hemorrhoids be infla- 
med, Bleeding in the Arm is neceſſary, and in the 
if you repeat it. If the Patient hath been accuſtomed 
to a Flux of the Hemorrhoids, and they are ſuppreſs'd ; 
then Lecches may be applied, that the Blood may have 
its diſcharge that way. Rut unleis in the Caſes afore- 
faid, Leeches ought not to be uſed, and then alſo

A Man of about forty-ſix years of age abounding 
with ſharp Humours, frequently diſeaſed with the Hæ- 
morrhoids, * one time ſorely afflicted with them, 
conſulted me. I ſaw them lying in a great cluſter round 


' the verge of the Anus, which was allo relaxed and 


turned out. The Yarices were of different ſizes and co- 
lours : ſome were inflamed red, others pale, others livid, 
and ſome black. Ar firit fight I ſuppoſed them gan- 
: but after a further ſearch, I obſerved the 

ifferent colour of them procceded from the great In- 
flux of Humours which dilated them, and cauſed the 
Compreſſion they made upon one another. We com- 
monly ſee the ſame in making a Ligature on any of the 
Varices ; in which cafe generally they inflame, or, if 
tiod very ſtreight, grow pale, and become livid ; then, 
as the heat extinguiſheth, they grow black: yet ſome- 
times, upon tying, the Blood burſts forth, and they re- 
cover their native Heat. Thus in our caſe, through want 
of rimely relief, they inflamed and ſwelled, and ſtreight- 
ned themſelves ; till, by corrupting, they wither'd, and 
made room for their Fellows. Whether theſe would 
have gangren'd, if not then ſuccour'd, I ſhall not con- 
clude ; 
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clude ; but in Bodies ill-habited they do ſo ſometimes. 
Theſe were exceeding painful, and, by reaſon of the 
relaxation of the Anus, cauſed a vexatious Texeſmas, 
and diſcharged much Gleer and Aucur. I fomented 
them at the inſtant with red Wine, and injected up a 
ſpoonful or more of ol. hyperici, to abate the acrimony 
cauſing the Teneſmus; then let the Patient blood. The 
next morning I fomented the diſeaſed Parts with the 
aforeſaid diſcurient and drying DecoCtion, and applied 
that old Remedy of fryed Leeks with Butter, beaten to 
a Cataplaſm : by which the Pain was mitigated, and 
the varicoſe Swellings relaxed. The Ulcerations were 
afterwards dried up by the ſprinkling them with p. 

nuc. cupreſ. G — and the continued uſe of rhe 
foreſaid diſcutient Fomentation : in which, towards 
the declination of the Diſeaſe, was diſſolved extract. 
ſumach. whereby the humidity was dried up, and the 
Anus reduced; during which, his Body was kept fo- 
luble by Clyſters, and lenient Bolus's of caſie Extrat.

A Woman of about forty years of age came to Los- . Odſer- 
don upon ſome Affairs, and, having been formerly ſub- ©** w_ 
je& to the Hemorrhoids, was here again afflicted with — 
them. She being a Stranger, and ſhy in diſcovering her- HD 
Malady, it encreaſed with much Pain, which after- 
wards put her upon a neceſſity of complaining. I was 
conſulted, and ſaw them thruſt out in a great cluſter 
with Inflammation to Putrefaction, the Anus turned 
out with great Tumour. She was alſo diſcaſed with a 
Teneſmus, which put her Bowels upon a continual ex- 
cretion of much Gleet and Mucus. I fomented them 
with Wine, cut off ſome of the warices, ſcarifed 
others, and permitted them to bleed; then waſhed 
them with a Solution of a7guert. Agypriac. in ſome 
of the Wine, and injected ſome of. lini.

Aving in the preceding Diſcourſe made often 
mention of a Relaxation of the Anus, we ſhall 
now treat more particularly of it. Ir is called by 


the Latins Procidentia Ani, allo Prolapſus and Exi- 


tus Ani. By thoſe names it is alſo known am us. 
It is a Relaxation of the Sphincter to ſuch a degree, 
that the internal rugous Coat of the Inteſtine turneth 


out, and beareth down, making a Swelling proportiona- 


bly.

I he 
Swelling being thereby ſomewhat relaxed, I endeavoured 
again Reduction; but it not yielding thereto, I fomen- 
ted it with Diſcutients with ſomewhat of Aſtringency, 
and. ſprinkled the inner Tunicle with pulv. nuc. cu- 
preſſ. corn. cer vi uſti, an. part. equal. then applied 
warm Stupes thereon. After J had thus dried up the 
ſuperfluous Humidity, I attempted it again; but as I 
preſſed _—_ it on one fide, it roſe on the other.

A Perſon aged about ſixty years, having laboured a 
ong time under various. Chronick Diſeaſes, and of late 
years a ſuppoſed Fiſtula in Ano, which grew daily 
more vexatious; I was conſulted. Upon view of the 
Part, I adjudged it a Procidentia Ani. It being que- 
ſtioned, I called for warm Napkins, and applying them 
hot one after another, I reduced it whilſt J preſſed one 
of the warm cloths cloſe to it, and thereby eaſed the 
Patient, and confirmed the Judgment I had delivered 
of it. This Procidentia Ani, by reaſon of its long 
continuance, and the continual diſcharge of ſerous 
Humours by it, rendred the Part ſo lax, that it relapſed 
upon the leaſt walking. Wherefore L provided according- 
ly a Compreſs dipt in aſtringent Liquors with Bandage to 
retain it cloſe, and ſome days atrended him in reducing 
it, and in 3 Servants how to reduce and dr 
eduction being grown more eaſy to 
his Servants, the Patient contented himſelf with having 
it reduced fo often as occaſion offered; and declined the 
trouble (as he called it) of Bandage. During the time 


of my attendance on this Parient, I obſerved the folded

his Bed, the Sheer under him was found wet as afore- 
ſaid. In order to the ermbaiming of him, I pierced his 
Belly, and diſcharged twenty two pints and a w f of

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Water. Towards the latter part of his life he was ſub- 
ject to vomiring, with dejection of Appetite: the Pro- 
cidentia Ani was allo continually attended with a Texeſ- 
mut, which was no ſmall diſturbance to his Bowels. 
In the opening the lower Venter, I found the Viſcera 
much obſtructed; and in the left Kidney there was one 
Stone filled up the ſame.

Of Condyloma, Ficus, Thymi, c. 


HE Aut is alſo ſubject to various ſorts of Ex- 
creſcences beſides thoſe ariſing from the Hæ- 
morrhoide, and have names from the things 

they moſt reſemble, being called Condylomata, Ficus, 
Cryſtæ, 1 &c. Authors do not agree about the 
Nome: the three former ; ſome making Criſte and 
Ficus all one, only differing as they are greater or leſ- 
ſer, and take no notice of Condyloma at all. Others 
alſo have given very different Deſcriptions of them, ſuch 
as ſeem to me inſufficient to diſtinguiſh them. I ſhall 
therefore take the liberty to repreſent them to you as 
I have ſeen them grow. 

The Conayloma and Ficus I ſuppoſe to be both one, 1

' The material Cauſe of all theſe ſorts of Excreſcences 
is pituitous or groſs viſcous Blood, thruſt forth by the 
ſtrength of the Expulſive Faculty out of the Pores of 
the Skin, and dried up into theſe forms in which we ſce 
them. The Condyloma and Ficus ariſe from a viicous 
Humour flowing preternaturally into ſome part of the 
rugous Coat of the Au, raiting it into a ſmall Tu- 
mour, as [I have already faid. The Criſtæ and other 
Species of Excreſcences are reputed to ariſe from the 
Lues Venerea, and from chat filthy fin of Sodomy, and 
have the Rhagades for their Companions : which I be- 
lieve is frequently ſo ſecn in the hot Countries; but 
amongſt us is a Sympcom of the Pox.

thoſe more remote. But ſuſpecting how his courage 
might hold out, I began with thoſe neareſt the verge 
of the Anus, clipping them off cloſe from their Roots 
one after another, as faſt as I could, not minding their 
bleeding, till I had freed my way to thoſe within the 
Anus.

Thoſe proceeding from the Internal Piles are 
made gradually, and paſs their Matter (which is gene- 
rally a thin Gleet) between the Tunicles of the Inteſti- 
num rectum, making their way out near the verge 
of the Anus through a ſmall Pin- hole. They are rather 
diſcovered by the diſcharge of a thin Humour ſtaining 
the Shirt, than by any Pain they have; which diſcharge 
is often thought to be rather a Sweating of the Part, 
than otherwiſe : but in it is accompanied with 
Itching, and is ſubject to Excoriation ; from whence it 
is that various forts of Papule, &c. do ariſe, and

This being reſolved upon, 
I adviſed the Patient to apply upon it a Pledgit of tine 
ſoft Tow, Morning and EYening, or ſo often as occaſion 
required ; it kept on without Bandage, and received 
the Matter which diſcharged, and ſerved as a Fontanel, 
without any diſturbance ro him in riding or ſitting. 
Thus it was continued ſome years with great eaſe an 
advantage to his health; but ſince that Phyſician's death, 
the Patient was perſuaded y others to have it cured. I 
was ſent for, and made a ſearch, and found it had per- 
forated the Anus about half an Inch within the Rectum. 
T paſſed a Ligature with a piece of Wax Searching- 
Candle, and tied the Ligature ſtreight upon a fold of 
Plaiſter, to prevent the cutting outwardly ; then cut off 
the overplus of the Ligature, applied a Pledgit ſpread 
with unguent. alb. camph. over all. The Servants re- 
newed the Dreſlings ſo often as he went to Stool, and 
the fourth day I looſened the Bow-knot; and finding the 
Ligature near paſſed through, divided it with a pair of 
probe · ſciſſors and dreſſed it up with the common Di- 

eſtive : after it was digeſted, I dreſſed it with wnguexr. 
diapomph. upon a Pledgit of Tow, and cleanſed the 
Ulcer daily with aq. lap. med. Crollii, and in a few 
days Cicatrized it: he returned to his Houſe ia the 
Country; but being a diſeaſed Perſon, he lived not a 
year after. 

A Perſon aged about thirty years, of a ſickly Con- 3. offe- 
ſtitution, ſubject to Cough and Rheums, being one day var. fe 
coſtive, and ſtraining to eaſe Nature, felt ſomewhat ſlip Sinuous 
down as it were between the Tunicles of the Inteftinum Ulcer. 
rectum to the verge of the Anus, which lay uncaſy ; 
he put up his Finger, and felt a ſmall Tubercle of the 
bigneſs of a large Pea : which encreaſing, ſettled ſome- 
what lower, and made a hard Swelling without the 
verge of the Avus on the right fide, and in few Days 
raiſed it ſelf into a Tumour as big as a Pidgeon's- 
and inflamed and ſuppurated. I was then conſulted, 
and opened it by Cauſtick, and diſcharged about two or 
three Spoonfuls of a digeſted white Matter: after ſe- 
paration of the Eſcar, I finding much Matter diſc 
out of it, I made a ſearch, and found it run up cloſe 
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along the Rectum: I laid it open to the Anus by a ſnip 
with a pair of Probe- ſciſſors, and dreſs'd it with a 
Doſſil ſpread with unguent. baſilicon, and a Pledgit of 
ſoft fine Tow ſpread with unguent. album over it, and 
in few days cured it to the verge of the Anus. Then, 
conſidering the Patient laboured under a Cough, with 
other Obſtructions, I propoſed to him the continuing 
this Ulcer open as a Fontanel, till he ſhould recover his 
health better ; and that if he found any inconvenienc 
by it, I would readily cure it. I adviſed only a Pled- 
git of Tow to be applied to it, with directions to re- 
new it as he ſhould ſee cauſe. I took leave of him; he 
followed my directions, and finding no inconveniency 
in riding, walking, or the like, continued it as a Fon- 
tanel, to his much advantage ; he recovering his health 
very well afterwards, and is yet alive. 

A Gentleman of about forty years old came out of 
the Country, labouring of a Fiſtula in Ano, breaking 
out on the left ſide: it aroſe from a Phyma, (I ſuppoſe; ) 
the Sizus was large and painful, the Matter having 
ſpread under it. If J had laid this o by Inciſion, 
the Lips would have lain hollow, and have rendred the 
Ulcer flow in curing ; therefore I removed them 
Cauſtick, laying the Ulcer open to the Anus; and after 
ſeparation of the Eſcar, digeſted, incarned and cica- 
trized it: then made a ſearch with a Probe, putting my 
Finger in Ano the while ; and feeling the Probe paſs 
into the Gut about an Inch high, I prepared a Liga- 
ture, and with a Probe-needle paſs'd it up into the Gut; 
then turned the end of the Needle downward under my 
Finger, and made a Deligation, as in the like caſe

day I ſtreightned the Ligature again, and drefs'd it up 
with a Stupe ſpread with awnguent. nutritum, as before; 
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and, as occaſion offer'd, I ſyringed the Part affected 
with a Deco. hordei, with a little Syrup de rof. ficcis. 
About the tenth day of the Ligature, I obſerved it cut 
ſo near through, as it was eaſy for me to divide the reſt 
by a ſnip of a pair of Sciſlors ; yet in conſideration that 
the Ulcer was deep, and conſequently the Lips ſo cut 
would lie high, and be apr to receive Excrements, which 
might make it painful and very troubleſome, I choſe 
rather to free my ſelf of them by ogg Evan. 
them with a ick-ſtone : which having » and 
flatted them as I deſigned, I pulled the Ligature to me, 
and the while paſſed my Probe- ſciſſors under, and di- 
vided the Sinus; and pulling away the Ligature uncut, 
dreſſed up the Ulcer with a Pledgir dipt in baſilicon 
warm, and applied a Stupe wrung out of red Wi 
over it.

ſceſs in his left Inguen, and another in Ano. This lar- 
ter diſcharged a great quantity of Matter daily, and was 
exaſperated by a Diarrbea. The former in Inguine, 
(he not permitring it to be opened by his Chirurgeon) 
had made its way through the skin in many little open- 
ings, and lay ulcerated under it about three Inches in 
length, and in no condition to cure. Dr. Tern was

Thus in two or 
three Dreffir 7 conſumed the ſordes, then dreſſed it 
with mu. wel and precipitate ; and applied Stupes 
of Tow over it preſt out of red Wine, wherein had been 
infuſed for. roſ rob. balauſt. &c. and afterwards preſcribed 
him the taking of calomel. gj. every other Night.

But then a ſmall Sinus 
diſcovered it ſelf on the other {ide of the Anus; upon 
ſight thereof, leſt more miſchief ſhould fall upon 
thoſe weak parts, (whilſt T atrended the cure of that Si- 
nuous Ulcer under the Aus) I dilated it, and ſnipt it

made a ſearch with a Probe, and the while paſſing my 
Finger in Ano, felt the Probe in the Inteſtinum rechum 
about an Inch deep; I pulled it out, and endeavoured by 
my Finger in Ano to find what Sinus or Cavities there 
were, and felt one above the Sphiucłer in that part of 
the Gur lying next the Bladder : I ſuppoſed the Abſceſs 

was there, and that the Matter from thence had inſi- 
nuated it ſelf amongſt the Muſcles, and made that Tu- 
mour outwardly, which we had opened by Cauſtick. 
What it was that gave Original to that Ulcer, was not eaſy 
for me to determine, whether it was a Phymea, or a tranſla- 
tion of Matter from ſome other part: — it was, 
the Cure was difficult, and depended upon a rectifyi 
the Habit of Body, it being by what I then felt out o& 
our reach to lay more open; nor did I think it ſafe to 
be overhaſty in injecting Liquors there, I always ſuſpect- 
ing the ſeminal Veſſels concerned in thoſe Abſceſſes, 
in which caſes Injections may dilate the Ulcer, and haſten 
its penetration into the Pelvis; therefore we dreſſed it 
up wich Lenients, to haſten ſeparation of the Eſcar. 
| After 
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After the Eſcar ſeparated, we made a ſearch with a ben- 
ded Probe, and turning it upward, found a Cavity a- 
mays the Muſcles on that fide; by which it ſeemed to 
us, the laying that Sinus open into the former would 
be of no great advantage, we thereby could only divide 
the upper part of the Abſceſs, and fo make the firſt 
Orifice wider : yet it ſeeming ſomewhat advantageous 
to the diſcharge of Matter, we paſſed a Ligature through, 
and in few days divided that Sizws, and ſoon after cured 
it again; for the diſcharge of Matter continued very 
great per Anwm. The Patient continuing weak and 
more indiſpoſed, Sir Alex. Frazer was conſulted, who 
ſeeing ſuch a diſcharge of Matter per Anum, concluded 
that an opening ought there to be made in ſome external 
part; we had ſeveral times endeavoured to find ſome 
place amongſt the external Muſcles of the Anus and 
Glutei : and now again we raiſed the Patient upon his 
Knees in Bed to ſearch, but we could not by Fluctua- 
tion or otherwiſe diſcover aught, whereby we might be 
encouraged to apply a Cauſtick. Whilſt he was 1n this 
e, the Matter poured forth, as alſo when he lay 
in his Bed it came involuntarily out. We having 
in a former ſearch, with a bended Probe, diſcovered a 
cavity amongſt theſe Muſcles beneath the former Abſceſs, 
It was reſolved that an opening ſhould be made there 
but that cavity lay at ſuch a diſtance within, that it was 
not eaſy to reach it by Cauſtick. Wherefore I having 
at my Houſe an Inſtrument proper to open Sinuous 
Ulcers ſo lodged, I ſent for an Inſtrument- maker, who 
upon ſight of that and the Cavity we deſigned to pierce, 
fitted us with one ſomewhat like a crooked Forceps ; one 
whereof we paſſed into the Anus, which being 
crooked, turned up into the Cavity, and being there, the 
other ſhaft having a ſharp blade in the form of a great 
Lancet fixed in it, would at our pleaſure cut in upon the 
other; which was the Director. Thus we cut into the 
Buttock from without inward, and that we might not 
loſe the _— we had made, we preſently paſled a 
Fiſt through it with a Ligature, which we brought 
out per A; and having tied the ends together, 
we Eine it on one {ide with a ſnip of Plaiſter, and 
dreſſed up the Wuund with a proportionable Tent 


armed 
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armed with a Digeſtive. From that time we dilated it 

daily towards the Buttock, to try whether the Matter 
would that way diſcharge. The Phyſicians preſcribed 
vulnerary Drinks, Balſamicks ; Cordial Bolus's and Juleps 
were alſo preſcribed, Lenients to . — the Teneſmus, 
and ſomewhat of Injections we conſidered of to caſt up 
in ſome little quantity to heal the Abſceſs which lay, 
above the Sphincter. After we had ſome while continued 
that opening laſt made, and obſerved it painful, and not 
to 5 Matter, nor divert it from flowing its 
wonted way, we cut it down to the Axus and cured it. 
From that time we applied our endeavours to cure the 
Ulcer within, whence (it was moſt certain) all the 
abundance of Matter iſſued. The method uſed was by 
detergent Injections, ſuch as have been propoſed in the 
Chapter of Sinuous Ulcers: but without acrimony, to 
avoid a Teneſinus, and in ſmall quantity at a time, leſt it 
ſhould be retained and render the Ulcer more Sinuous. 
After we had thus ſpent ſome time ſucceſsfully, and by 
the Phyſicians help removed the ſeverer accidents ; it 
was reſolved (the weather growing warmer) that the Pa- 
tient ſhould remove to Kenſington, and take the benefit 
of the freſh Air, and obſerve a Milk- Diet, and proſecute 
his Cure there. Whilſt the Patient was weak and kept 
his Bed, and was vexed with Diarrhegd's, &c. we could 
not obſerve any want he had of the retentive faculty ; 
bur being in the Country ſomewhat recovered, and 
walki aily abroad, he complained that he could not 
retain his Excrements, they preſſing almoſt continually 
forth. We went on with our method in curing the Ulcer, 
and accordingly it contracted daily narrower, and the 
diſcharge of aver grew leſs ; but as the Ulcer cicatrized, 
he found his Excrements did not come away, but with great 
ſtraining, and thoſe that came away, were ſmall like 
Earth- worms: he alſo complaining of frequent ou in his 
Hips and Os 22 ſent for his Chirurgeon and my ſelf; 
we went, and prevailed with him to let us put up our 
Fingers dipt in a little Oil: upon ſearch, we found a ſtop 
about an inch or more within the Retwm, the Gur 
purſed up fo cloſe, that I could not get in my Fore- 
finger to the firſt joint. This was by reaſon of the cica- 
trix; we cauſed preſently a Decoction to be made of

was added ſome ol. ex. ped. bovinis, and injected ſome 
of it: we directed the repeating of it often in a day, 
and to permit a Syringe full to be caſt in at hisgoing to 
ſleep at night; we afterwards dilated it with Tents of 
Gentian-roots, and between while others of Deer-ſuet, 
ſome whereof were fitred with ſtrings. A conſultation 
was alſo reſolved for the Phyſicians to meet us, at which 
time we came provided with a ſpec. Ani, &c. in order 
to the dilating of the ſtrifture : but the Patient would 
not admit it, he being caſed by the uſe of the Emolli- 
ent Decoction ; but replied, it it again contracted, he 
would come to Town and be governed by us. Some 

Months after, the Winter approaching, he returned to 
Town ; his Excrements were ſupp and his Belly 
ſwelling, his Urine alſo high-coloured and near ſuppreſled ; 
his Phyſicians preſcribed him a Clyſter that Evening, 
and a Purging-Draught of Decock. caſſie, tamarind. &c. 


he omitted the taking of the Clyſter, but took the Purge 


the next Morning, which bearing down the Excrements, 
fo qver-diſtended the Colon, that the way between that 
and the Strictura being choaked up by them, the Patient 
fell in a cold Sweat, and frequent fainting: but by laying 
him in his Bed, and Cordials, he was ſomewhat 5 Eo 


and at laſt the Phyſick worked through him, and he 


grew better; and from that time he was more gover- 
nable, and admitted of Clyſters before Purging, both 
which he often repeated. We together proſecuted the 
Cure by internal Medicaments, ſuch as by their vertue. 


_ reſtored the Patient to a better Habit of Body: our work 
was the dividing the contracted Callus, which made the 
Strictura, which we did by an Inſtrument made for that 


rpoſe, with which without hurting the Inteſtine "we 
= through in ſeveral places, making the opening fo 
large, that the Excrements came away bi; and by the 
injecting of ol. /ambricorum, cured the Wounds in few 
days after, and left him at liberty, he not only expelling 
them well, but alſo retaining them: Yer within this 


-rwelve-month twice we have enlarged it, and by the 


Inſtrument we deſigned, it may at any time be helped 
without hazard of wounding the ſound parts near it. 


But ſince the laſt Incibon of it, Februgry 1673. it 
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hath continued open, and upon a late ſearch with my Fin- 
ger, I could feel nothing of it.

I rubb'd the /ordes and putrid fleſh with the 
Vitriol-ſtone, and then filled it with Merc. præcipi- 
tat. with Pledgits of Lint cloſe over it. Then ap- 
plied ſome of my cauſtick Unguent upon a Pledgit 
round over the callous Lips, and with an 4.x os e 
bolo, and Bandage, bound it up. The next Day I took 
off the Cauſtick, and found it had worked as I . 
I dreſſed it with Lenients to haſten ſeparation of the 
Eſcar. This poor Man had heretofore been ſubje& to the 
Hemorrhoids; from which Diſeaſe ſome withered Piles 
remained, hanging upon the verge of the Anus, which 
upon rhe application of the fore-mentioned Eſcaroticks 
and Cauſticks, began to heat and ſwell: I preſently cut 
them off with a pair of Sciſſors, and after they had bled 
a While, dreſſed them with . Galeni, and afterwards ci- 
catrized them by the ule of the Vitriol-ſtone and common 
Epuloticks. During which I cleanſed the Ulcer of its ſerdes, 
and endeavoured to lay a baſis with mundif. Paracelſ. &c. 
for incarnating the Ulcer; but while I was fo doing, I 
obſerved a great quantity of corrupt Matter flowing again 
down upon the Ulcer : upon ſearch, I found a Sizws run 
towards the Os ſacrum a great length, and ſo Lag as gave 
me ſmall hopes of laying it open.

thick taper- Pipe; lenient Cerots were outwardly applied, 
made of ſome of thoſe aboveſaid Mucilages cum ſevo 
cervin. vitulin. vitell. ovor. croco & opio, cum ol. lumbric. 
& cera alb. By theſe Medicaments I ſomewhat relieved 
the Patient, and got ſo much credit with her, as I 
hoped to have liberty to take off this Tumour by one 
way or other. Some while after I did apply 2 Cauſtick, 
and removed the upper part of it, as I defigned; there

the Kings of it, at leaſt from Edward the Confeſſor 
downwards, (if not for a longer time) an extraordinary 
power in the miraculous Cure thereof. "This our Chro- 
nicles have all along teſtified, and the perſonal experi- 
ence of many tlouſands now living can witneſs for His 
Majeſty that now reigneth, and his Royal Father and 
Grandfather : His Majeſty that now is, having exerciſed 
that faculty with wonderful Succeſs, not only here, but 
beyond the Seas in Flanders, Holland and France it ſolt. 
The King of this laſt pretends to a Gift of the ſame 
kind, and hath often the good hap to be alone mentio- 
ned in eue Books, as the ſole poſſeſſor of it, 
when the French themſelves are the Authors; yet even 


they, when they are a little free, will not ſtick to own 


the Kings of England as partakers with him in that 


faculty; witneſs the Learned Tagaultius, who in his 


Inſtitutions takes notice of King Edward's faculty of 
doing the ſame Cure, and the continuance of it in his 
Succeſſors. Italy as well as France hath made the like 
acknowledgments in the Book of Polydore Virgil, who

& latter Kings; for the Kings of England even now 
cc alſo do cure the Struma by Touch, G o. 

Indeed, if Hiſtorians of our Nation be diligen 
compared with the French, we ſhall find that the Frexc 
Kings had this Gift later than ours. Dupleix a moſt 
diligent Writer of that Hiſtory, deriving it no further 


than Philip the firſt, and Lewis the grols ; ſaying, that 


before their times no Man had that power: whereas we 
on the contrary meet with the general acknowledgments 
of all our Writers of the ſame miraculous power in 
Saint Edward's time, which were enough for this Con- 
troverſy : and not only fo, but with ſtrong RT

that this Miracle was ancienter ; it being notorious in 
the days of Malmsbunenſir, who lived not long after 
his Reign, that it was then diſputed, whether the Cure 
of the Evil were a peculiar Reward of the King's Holi- 
neſs, or rather a Hereditary Faculty attending the 
Engliſh Crown. Which Gift, that it was not taken a- 
way upon our departure from the Church of Rome, we 
have nor only our daily experience to teſtify, but alſo 
the confeſſion of Doctor Harpsfield, a great Divine of 
the Romiſh 8 3 Who, after he hath, in the 
Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory of Eng/and, deſcribed at large the 
Miracle wrought by the Confeffor, doth add, Quam 
ftrumoſos ſanandi. admirabilem dotem in poſteros ſuos 
Anglorum.

& perpetuaſſe, werito creditur. * Which admirable 
c faculty o Cufing, the Struma, he is juſtly believed to

Tbaker would make uſe. of this Argument to prove the

and Cope acknowledge it) bur he rather chuſeth firſt to

by Infidels. But withal he himſelf, who is not willing

If his dead Blood were accompanied wi 
of Virtue; what ſhall we ſay of his living Image, t 
Inhertior of his Cauſe and Kingdom? Whom though it 
hath pleaſed; God to deliver out of thoſe dangers 
overwhelmed his Royal Father; yet it was with ſo 1 
an exerciſe of afflictions, that though (God be thanked 
he be not now like to encreaſe the Catalogue of Mar- 
2 may well be added to the number of Con- 
eſſors. This we are ſure, the Miracle is not ceaſed.

done before me, or than old Mr. Clows did in Queen

as our Art is, this Treatiſe will ſhew you that it is not 
altogether ineffectual; and though the difficulty of Cure 
will ſufficiently appear, yet the poſſibility will alſo be 
made out in many remarkable inſtances. 
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Of the Definition of the Diſeaſe, and its 
Cauſes. 


T HE Latins call this Diſeaſe Struma and 
 Scrophula, we the King's-Evil. Galen defines 
it thus, Struma caro eſt ſicca que egre ſolvi- 
tur : Paulus thus, Strumæ ſunt Glandulæ indurate : 
Etius, Strume ſunt carnes ſubcandide facile augeſcen- 
tes, in membrana contente, & in ſumma glandula in- 
durate, que in collo & ſub inguinibus oriuntur. 
Strume are a hard and glandulous fleſh, ſomewhar 
white, contained in a cyſtis, eh. But none of theſe 
Definitions do ſeem to me ſufficiently ro expreſs the 
Diſeaſe which we in England call the King's-Evil, For 
I appeal to the Practitioners of this Nation, Phyſicians 
and Chirurgeons, defiring them to ſay, whether there 
be not many Tumours and Ulcers commonly judged to 
be the Evil, which are contained in no 2 at all; 
neither do they concrete into a Glandule. I inſtance in 
the thick upper Lips chopt, divers Tumours by con- 
geſtion in the . 
the Bones, c. So that either we muſt exclude all 
theſe from the King's Touch, or alter our Definition: 
yet I do confeſs withal that the ſpecifick Difference, 
whereby this Tumour is diſtinguiſhed from divers o- 
thers, is ſo hard to find out, that it will be difficult to 
put a new Definition in the room of thoſe which I now 
reject. I ſhall endeavour to fix upon a peculiar Acidiry 
in the Serwm ſanguinir for my ſpeciick Difference; 
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ous parts of the Body, others in 
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Of the Definition Book IV. 


The Au- and ſhall deſcribe the King's-Evil to be, a Tumour 
chers De- ariſing from a peculiar Acidity the Serum of the 
ſcription. Blood, which whenſoever it lights upon Glandale, 


Muſcle or Membrane, it coagulates and hardens ; when 
it mixeth with Marrow, always diſſolves it, and rotteth 
If this acid Humour be ſimple, the Diſeaſe is a ſimple 
Struma; if joined with a malignity, or any other 
Humour, it makes a mixt Tumour, as Struma maligna, 
Phlegmonodes, Scirrhodes, Oedematodes, &>c. 

Now by a Coagulation I mean ſomething diſtin& from 
Concretion, with is incident to all other Humours 
and Tumours, and to the Serum it ſelf upon many o- 
ther cauſes. The whole Blood being fibrous; may admit 
of many concretions and thicknings ; but they differ 
from this Coagulation as much as the boiling of Milk 
up to a thickneſs ; or their thickning it with Flower, 

c. differs from making a Curd with Rennet. I ſhall' * 
the rather aſſume this inſtance of Milk, becauſe of rhe 
near kindred between it and Blood, and alſo for the 
near reſemblance that many Strumous Tumours have 
with the Curd of that. It is very common to ſee the 
leſſer Glandules of the Neck, which of late have ob- 
tained the name of Conglobare, to grow large, and fill 
with a white Curd fo exactly like that of Milk, that it is 
hard to diſtinguiſh them. When they differ from this, 
it is from ſome other mixture in the Blood, which makes 
ſome other alteration ; which may be very various, 
whether in the nature of the coagulating Ferment, or 
of the matter coagulatcd ; the former oy be an Act- 
dity of this or that ſort, and ſometimes ſo ſharp as to 


approach near to the acrimony of aqua fortis; in 


which caſes the Patient feels violent corroſions and hi- 
deous pains, the Tumour it ſelf being apt to degenerate 
into a Cancer, or may have other mixture with it to 
make it of a Vitriolique or Aluminous nature; all 
which Acidities, though they agree in the common no- 
tion of Coagulating, yet they make Coagulations very 
unlike each other. The difference alſo may be in the 
Matter coagulated, the varieties of which being infinite, 
are hard to be recited ; only I muſt take notice, that 
from this latter cauſe ir is that I was forced to put as 
well the property of Diſſolution as of Coagulation into

the deſcription of the Diſeaſe; for though the Acidity 
be the ſame which cometh into a Bone, with that which 
goeth into the Fleſh, Glandule, &c. yet the Matter it 
works upon being different, viz. Marrow, (whoſe pe- 
culiar narure we do not underſtand, only find it much 
different from other Juices of the Body) it doth there 
diſſolve and rot it, and with it the Fibres of the Bone 
it ſelf, Let no Man wonder at the contrary effects of 
the fame Cauſe, who obſerveth the different operations 
of Fire it ſelf upon Wax and Clay; where it is viſible 
that the contrariety of Accidents happens from the 
Matter, and not the Efficient. The like inſtance may be

c. it coagulates ir into a Curd; if put upon an Egg, 
it not only diſſolves the Shell, but alſo attenuates the 
White contained in it into a limpid Water ; which 


White we notwithſtanding obſerve to be a body much 


apter to concrete and grow thick than Milk it (elf. The 
ſimilitude will hold good of our Strumous Acidity, 
which when it lights upon the Serum of the Blood coa- 

gulates it, and when it enters into Matrow, though that 
be in a nearer diſpoſition to Hardneſs than the Serum, 
yet the mixture of this Acidity is fo far from promo- 
ting that Hardneſs, that it rather diſſolves the conſiſtency 
it already hath. 
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Te immediate Cauſe of the Kirg's-Ewvil is delivered Cauſes. 


already, viz. the Acidity of the Seram but the re- 
mote Cauſes, viz. the cauſes of this Acidity (to which 
the Strume owe their original) are ſomewhat hard to 
be enumerated. The Heads to which they be referred 
are theſe, Air, Diet, Exerciſe, natural Complexion, 
hereditary AﬀeCtions, &c. 

Thoſe who are born of Strumous Parents are uſually 
ſubject to theſe Diſeaſes, and derive it from them; ſo 
they will from a Nurſe fo diſeaſed whoſe Milk they 
ſuck'd. 

Thoſe whoſe Temper of Blood is acid, and the Serum 
apt to coagulate, are very obnoxious : ſo are Rickety 
Qildren, and indeed in all Children the heat being 
little for concoRion, the Serum is apt to coaꝑulate. 
Thoſe that live in an Air exceiſively thin and ſharp, 
or very thics and foggy, are both liable to _— ſame

of this Diſeaſe, of which more elſewhere. 

Want of Exerciſe is a great cauſe of the Blood's 
growing acid and ſlimy : external Accidents are often 
the occaſional cauſe of the King's-Evil, but they al- 
ways ſuppoſe a prediſpoſition of the Body to it; in 
which caſe we often ſee a blow, compreſſion, bruiſe, 
c. to produce it. So alſo by a wrench of the hip, 

| knee, ankie or other joint, we find crude Tumours to 

ariſe, which are ſoon followed by viſible Symptoms of 
| the King's-Evil, viz. either glandulous Tumours in the 
| Neck, ec. or Tumours of the Bones themſelves, which

So a young Lady having overgrown Tonſils, which 
were 2 Strumous, was cured by me by Extirpation, 
as you may ſee in the Chapter of Torxſils : but ſhe ſome 
Years after labouring under great pains of her Head, 
and being upon the way coming up to London for Cure, 
died ſuddenly; her Head being opened, her Brain was 
found corroded, and much waſted with great Putre- 
faction, the inner Table of the Skull carious.

Nor is the Meſentery alone, 
but all the conglobated Glandules partake with it, which 


word Sylvius hath appropriated to the reductive Glands 


that ſerve the Lymphæducts. Theſe are frequently liable 
to this Diſtemper, their Offices being a percolation of 
the Serum; therefore whenſoever that is amiſs, theſe 
muſt needs ſuffer. This is outwardly viſible in the Neck, 
on the ſides of the Muſculus maſtoideus quite down to the 
Clavicle, whence they paſs into the Thorax down alo 
the Spine, and about the Lungs ; which themſelves alſo 
do frequently abound with Strumous Coagulations. Lau- 
rentius adds the Bronchocele as a Species of this Diſ- 
caſe. 2 

It is as eaſy to be ſeen in the Groin, Axillæ, &c. in 
both which places they do often appear; but no where 
more commonly and frequently than in the Neck, of 
which every day ſheweth examples. Nor are the Con- 
glomerate Glandules free of the like malady, under 
which name Sylvius contains all the excretory ones, 
which I do reckon to be the Salivals bigger and leſs, 
the Tonſils, the Glandulæ Lachrymales, the Thymus,

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In a Child of fix Years of age I ſaw them ſcattering 
all over the Body, as in the Balls of the Checks, and 
upon that part of the Os zygoma neareſt the external 
canthus of the Eye, higher than the parozis reacheth: but 
whether that were part of the parozis or not, the others 
were certainly adventitious, which appeared upon the 
Sides, Back, Breaſt, Belly, Shoulders, Arms, and Thighs, 
ſcattering up and down, ſome ſuperficial in the Skin, 
others deep. | 

The Viſcera are often found with great Strume 
growing in them, or from them. Nor are we to wonder 
at it if Malpighiuss Doctrine be true, who ſuppoſeth 


moſt of the Viſcera to be made up of Glandules. In 


them we frequently find Strumous Swellings, as in the 
Liver, Lungs, Spleen, and ſometimes appendants to 


them. Dr. Walter Needham declared in one of his late 


Bones cari- 
ows from 
within. 


Lectures of Anatomy at our Hall, that he ſaw a Stru- 
mous Swelling hang at the Cone of the Heart that weighed 
two Ounces. | 

The Tendons are ſometimes involved with a great 
gummineſs and collection of Strumous Matter, eſpeciall 
the Fingers, Hands, Feet, and Toes; yea, upon the m. 
culus maſtoideus it ſelf we find them very diſtinguiſhable 
from glandulous Tumours, and hard to be managed. 
Elbows, Knees, . Ancles, are very remarkable Seats of 
this ſpecies of the Diſeaſe. 

Bones are as frequently affected as any part of the 
Body, Glandules only excepted ; but there the manner 
of the Tumour differs: for though the Bone ſwell, and 
the outward ſhell thereof appear hard, yet the inward 
Juices are all putrid and rotten. This fort of Tumour is 
ſometimes called Spina ventoſa, how properly let others 
judge; but it is certain that not only the Bones of the 
Fingers, carpss, metacarpws, tarſus, metatarſus, and Toes, 
are liable to this Evil, but alſo the Skull it ſelf and the 
Jaw-bones, and all the other Bones of the Body; the

upon opening ſome of theſe Tumours have found the 
Bone when laid bare at the firſt appearance ſound, but 

when pierced into, to be in the Heart wholly rorten. 
Bones are likewiſe affected on the ourhde by any 
Strumous Tumour that roucheth them, whether Mem- 
brane or Tendon, &c. which we often experience in 
. opening 
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opening of them when they lie near ſuch parts: for when 
we do, we moſt commonly find the Bone it ſelf bare, if 
not carious. There is a mixed caſe of Membranes and 
Bones which frequently is found Strumous, I mean the 
Ozæna, which requires your utmoſt Diligence; the Bones 
and Cartilages there ſoon rotting, leave a blemith, to the 
ſcandal of the Patient. 


As to the Differences of the Strumæ, they are ſome- Dife- 
times more mild without Inflammation or Pain, and mo-rences. 


derately hard, but by acceſs of heat inflame and ſup- 
purate; as well thoſe of a round Figure, which is eſteemed 
the beſt and mildeſt ſort, as thoſe of any other. Some 
of the mildeſt and biggeſt Strumæ I have ſeen perfectly 
ſuppurated without change of colour in the Skin, bur 
after ſome days they again became hard as before. 
When they ſuppurate with Inflammation, then there. is 
a mixture of [ood with them, and they are call'd 
Phlegmonoides ; others are indurated and after a while 
Schirrous, yet ſometimes by a putrid heat do ferment, 
and grow painful and ſoft in the upper part; which 
ſoftneſs hath by ſome been miſtaken for a "anchor" 
bur at their Opening they only gleet; and at length too 
T ſhew their malign quality, by terminating in 
one of the ſpecies of a Cancer, as I have ſhewed you in 
the Chapter of Cancers. 


Other Differences may be taken notice of, viz. that Other 
ſome are primigenial, as when the Diſeaſe is original, Differen- 


and ſecondary when they ſucceed ſome other Diſeaſe, as ces. 
particularly a Fever, which often terminates in a con- 

geſtion of matter. It alſo ſometimes happens after Ca- 

tarrhs and other Diſtempers. There are likewiſe ſome 

by ſudden Fluxion, others by long Congeſtion. From 

the place of their ſituation, Differences may be taken 
which every Man's Eye can ſhew him.

"When it affects a conglobate Glandule, the Tumour 
is uſually round, mgderately hard, and moveable with- 
out Pain. Thoſe of an oval Figure, which are hard, 
and accompanied with Pain without Inflammarion, are 
of an ill quality; and if * * grow unequal, they 
threaten a Cancer. When a Conglomerate is the Sear 
of it, it uſually obſerves the ſhape of that Glandule, 
eſpecially if the whole Gland be diſeaſed : Bur it is 
not unfrequent to ſee thoſe Glandules (which are in- 
deed but Compoſitions of leſſer Glandules cluſtered up 
together like a Bunch of Grapes) particularly affect- 
. ; fo that ſome of thoſe leſſer Glandulæ, or Kernels, 
hall ſwell into oval, round or flat, or other Figures, 


leaving the remainder ſound enough; as indeed having 


other Communication with them, but only by that 
final pedunculus which tieth them to, and diſchargeth 
them by, the common great duct of the Glandule. 
In a Muſcle the ſhape is uncertain, and alway diſtin&

Nerves, Tendons or Bones, and the Habit of the 
Body, is to be conſidered; alſo the Age of the Pa- 


rient. 
If the Habit of the Body be tolerable, the Patient young, 


the Strumæ recent and but moderately hard, the Reſo- 


lution or Suppuratien of them is feizable : But if they 
have been of long Continuance, are hard and lie deep 
amongſt the Veſſels, the Work is difficult; yet the 
Cure of both is very often furthered by accidental Fer- 
ments, which will reſolve them to a wonder, and as 


often ſuppurate them. In caſe of the King's Touch, the 


Reſolution doth ofthen happen where our Endeavours 


have ſignified nothing; yea, the very Gumata, inſo - 


much that I am cautious of predicting conceraing them 
(though they appear never fo bad) till fourteen Days 
be over. If the Struma be moveable, and free from 
remarkable Veſlels, the Extirpation is not difficult; but 
if the Habit of Body be bad, the Strume immoveable, 
they are not to be meddled with; if that they be move- 
able, yer lie deep amongſt the great Veſlels, the Extir- 
pation is dangerous: Beſides, in the beſt Habits of Body 
new Strumæ are apt to ariſe, while you are extirpating 
the old ones.

If the Strumæ have been long ulcerated, and are be- 


come finuous and virulent, and if they lie near one 


another, they do often find a Communication to one 
another, though to your Eye they wy ſeem diſtinct: 
In which caſe the Lips grow callous the Ulcers cor- 
rolive, yea frequently ſordid, and the Cure not to be 
hoped as long as any one Cyſtis remains, or indeed the 
Veſſels that feed them; and if they run under the great 
Veſſels, what will you do?

or moiſt, old or young, tough or tender and waſhy. i 
the Body be cold and moiſt, we generally ſuppoſe a 
Crapula preceded, and crudity to abound; in which 
Caſe the ready road is by faſting from Meat and Drink, 
which was the Method of the Ancients, or at leaſt great 
Moderation : Their Diet ought to be moderately heat- 
ing and drying, Mutton, Kid, Rabbet, Pullet, Chicken, 
Partridge, — Cock, &c. and theſe roalted; 
_ avoiding all Meats which yield a groſs Nouriſhment, 
as Water-fowl, Fiſh and Herbage; their Bread ought 
to be of Wheat and well baked, and their Drink me- 
dicated Ale or Beer; Wine is alſo allowed, and Water 
utterly forbidden. et | 

In hot and dry Badies which are tending to a Hec- 
tick, we allow a more humecting Diet, their Meat 

boiled with Lettuce, Spinage, Purſlain, Wood-ſorrel, 
Sc. To ſome of theſe we dare ſcarce permit the eat- 
ing of any Fleſh, but rather a Milk-diet or Aſſes Milk; 
but where Milk doth not agree, we preſcribe them me- 
dicated Broths. | 

Air is a great help in our Cure: In the cold ones it 
ought to be moderately heating and attenuating, in the 
hot ones cooling ; in neither over-much piercing, as 
that of Hampſted is, in which ſort of Air there is al- 
ways ſomething eſurine and acid: but rather mild and 
gentle, as that of Kenſington; upon which ſuppoſition 
of gentleneſs, the farther removed from the Smoke of 
the City, the better. I ſhall mention one Obſervation 
which I leave to your Judgment, whether it ought to 
be attributed to the Smoke or Northern Blaſts from 
High-gate. It was in a Patient of Dr. Tho. Cox and 
mine, diſeaſed and waſted even to Skin and Bone: We 
removed. him to Knights-bridge, where after in ſome 
Weeks he had a little recruited his Strength, and was 
caſed of his Cough, which had been very grievous to 
him; we removed him (for more Conveniency of 
curing an Ulcer with caries of the crauium, which he 
had ſome time laboured under) to a Lodging near 


Kings-gate in Holbowrn, which ſtood backwards, and

Upon lying there but two Nights, he relapſed to ſuch

Diarrhæa, and in other alone, or mixed with 
the milder Purgatives : for in truth whatſoever Diſ- 
eaſe it is complicated with, without ſome preparation 
of Mercury _—_— are vain : nay, in ſome of the 
moſt deplorable cafes, where the Patient hath been ex- 
tremely emaciared by reaſon of the Acidity in the Se- 
rum, | have proceeded higher to ſalivate them, and 
thereby recovered them, as you may ſee in ſome of the 
Obſeryations of Ulcers with caries in the Bones.

In 
Tumours we ſhall begin with Emollients and Diſcutients, 
tho I muſt confeſs it is no ealy Work to reſolve theſe 
Glands, if we conſider two Things: Firſt, the ſtubborn- 


neſs of the Matter ; ſecondly, its being contain'd with- 


in a cyſtis: yet in ſoft delicate Bodies the milder ſort 


of Glands, which are not too much indurated, do fre- 
quently reſolve. We ſhall therefore offer to you ſuch as I

them to ſuppurate. You muſt endeavour a perfect Con- 
coction; for if you open them while any part of the 
Gland is hard, it will increaſe and put you upon a ne- 
ceſſity of eradicating it, or of leaving your Cure im- 
perfect. I could give you many Inſtances of Patients 
that have come to me for Cure after ſuch Treatment. 
As to the way of opening them when ſuppurated, that 
by Inciſion makes the leaſt Scar; but if the Strumæ be 
large, the way by Cauſtick may give you more Opening, 
as with leſs Pain aſſure the Cure. The Matter being dif- 
charged, you may deterge with mundif. Paracelſ” præcipitat. 
and the Vitriol- ſtone, and afterwards incarn and cicatrize, 
as in crude Abſceſſes hath been ſhewed. | 
But in the old and hard Strumæ we do ſeldom obtain 
a compleat Suppuration ; ſometimes during the applica- 
tion of the jg. ſubtle Diſcutients we raiſe a heat in the 
skin, which affecting the Cyſtis and part of the Gland next 
under it, doth cauſe an imperfect Suppuration: by the 
continued uſe of the Diſcunents it at length frets its way 
through in ſmall Apertures, in which caſe if you continue 
the Applications, they grow bigger and become ſo many 
painful Ulcers ſpreading one into another, the Body of the 
Gland remaining hard, without hopes of Suppuration. 
But if you dreſs them a Day, two or three, with a Pledgit 
of Unguent. baſilic. you may qualify the Hear, and mode- 
rate the Ulceration; and fo by interchangeably applying 
the Diſcutient, or Lenient, you may happily e the 
whole Gland, if the Patient be treated the while by proper 
Internals. In ſome of theſe, who have come to me out 
of the Country with Strume ulcerated about the Chops, 
have ſeen the Strumæ thruſt forth in a Fungus; fo that 
with my Spatula paſſing under them, I have thruſt them 
quite out, and healed the Ulcer in few Days: in others, 
where they are incapable of being fo thrown out, I cur 
off the protuberant part, and conſumed the remaining 
Bafis with Eſcaroticks. | 
f the Strume be moVYeable, and free from remark- 
able Veſſels, the ſpeedieſt way of Cure is by cutting 
the Skin, 2nd taking them our whole with their Cyſtis : 
thoſe which have ſtalks and are pendent, or grow ſmall 
near the Baſis, may be tied and cut off: of this fort we

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ſee many. The laſt I was conſulted in, was as big as the 

eſt Catharine-Pear, and of that Shape, growing on the 
outſide of the Thigh of a Woman: I made a Ligature 
about the Baſis of it, and in compliance with the Patient 
left it on, and deferred the cutting of it off till the next 
Day; but when I came, I found it rotted off by force 
of the Ligature, and required no Dreſſing: I cut it in 
pieces, and found it a white glandulous Body. In an Infant 
newly born there proven one upon the outſide of her 
little Finger, of the perfect ſhape and colour of an unripe 
CERN partly red and partly pale, with a ſtalk propor- 
tionably long: I cut it off with a Knife, it bled with a 
full Stream, I ſtopp'd it by the application of Pulv. Galeni 
cum albumine ovi; the third Day after I took off the Dreſ- 
ſings, and ſaw it healed. About ten Days after coming 
thither to make a Fontanel, I faw that Cherry lying in a 
Box in the Window: I cut into the ſoft part, and diſ- 
charged a bloody Serum; the other fide, which gave the

called Vens, are ſometimes taken out by ma- 
ing a croſs Inciſion, other-while by an oval, one taking 
off ſo much of the Skin as may be judged ſuperfluous ; 
then ſeparate it, proceed calmly in-the Work, for in 
theſe the Skin commonly adheres ſo cloſe to the Cyſtis, 
that it will not part from it without the help of your 
Knife: having — it, turn it out, and make a Li- 
ture underneath upon the Veſlels, and cut it off; 
en bring — of the Wound together with two or 
three ſtitches, dreſs it up as you ſee cauſe.

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Empiricks cur them off without more ado, ſcarce 
making a. Ligature on them ; bur this way being always 
attended with a flux of Blood, others chuſe rather to paſs

Baſis, or as near it as may be, and that way make a 
Ligature ſtrictly about it. Sometimes we make the 
like Ligature without Inciſion, and are content to eat 
off the Tumour by ſtrei m_ ic. Thus it falls off 
without effuſion o Blood ; but hereby there is a hazard 
in mortifying the ſound parts underneath, or of cauſing 
ſuch Diſturbance as prolongeth the Cure: upon which 
conſideration, I do propoſe in great Sreatoma's and com- 
plicated Tumours, which are incloſed in Cyſtis's, rather 
to cut into the Cyſtis, and with your hands to pull our 
that preternatural Body, and leave the Cyſtix behind. So 
ſhall you be ſecured from a flux of Blood ; and for the 
Cyſtis, you need not doubt but by Digeſtion it will ſe- 

Parate and caſt off ; the Wound wi ao heal ſmooth by 
Agglutination afterward, if you cut off the ſuperfluous 
Skin, and bring the remaining Lips together, as in ſuch 
Operations is uſual. An Inſtance of this I ſhall give you, 

amongſt the following Obſervations.

—_ mention of a Knife frightning them from us. 

In preparation to this Work, the Body ought to be fre- 
quently purged, and if there be Plethora, Venæſection 
may be neceſlary : alſo during the Extirpation they ought 
ro be in an Antifrumarical Courſe of Phyſick with Al- 
teratives, &. as hath been already preſcribed: other 

wiſe new Glands will ariſe, whilſt you are eradicating the 
old ones. Upon which conſideration, you are to furniſh 
your felt with ſuch Eſcaroticks as may penetrate deep 
into the Gland, and do their Work with the leaſt Pain; 
for theſe Glands have ſmall ſprigs of a Nerve branching

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' through them, which maketh them ſenſible of Pain and 
fubjedl to Fluxion; therefore it is that we endeavour to 
eradicate them with Corrofives leaſt painful. But fuck 
is. our misfortune, that all Medicaments fit for this 
Work are extremely painful. The ſtronger Cauſticks are 
moſt proper to begin with, upon condition that they 
be kept within their bounds: of theſe ſome are made 
up of Soap-lees boiled to a Stone, but this Medicine will 
ſpread in ſpite of all our Defenſatives ; fo will all thoſe 
made with Arſenick, Sublimate, Vitriol, G c. that of 
Calx. viva boiled up with Lixivium ſaponis ſpreads the 
leaſt. The Medicaments proper afterward to eradicate 
them are either Eſcaroticks, as the Cauſtick-ſtone, Merc. 
ſublimare, Arſenick, OI. Vitrioli, Auripigment, unſlacked 
Lime, &-c. or. Catheretick, viz. all the forts of Vitriol, 
viridis æris, ſquame eris, chalcitis miſi ſoris, Cinnabar. 
Alumen, Merc. precipitat. and ſo forth. The Compoſitions 
of the Eſcaroticks are Pal. ſine pari ex equal. part. Merc. 
ſublimat. Auripigmenti, Calcis vive. A milder than this 
5 thar of Zo an. Arden, Trochiſ. de minio Vigon. is a 
powerful Eſcarotick; it is compounded of Merc. ſubli- 
mat. Minium, and Leven. In his Book you may find 
Preſcriptions more Eſcarotick, of which this is one. 
R Merc. ſublimat. xs: arſenici pulv. Ziſs. ceruſ. ſweri 
amyli an. Siij is. ſucci aſphodeli Sx. aceti opt. Sv. bulliant

In the ciadicating of Stramæ, we are ſometimes ne- 
ceſſitated upon an accidental Erolwn of an Artery to 
apply the ſtrongeſt Eicaroticks; but generally we qua- 
lify them according to the Habit of the Body, Age and 
| Strength of the Patient, and Condition of the Glands, 
2s 
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as they are hard or ſoft, have more or leſs Senſe, or are F 
ated in or near an Emunctory. In my long Practice 
in eradicating theſe Glands, I have experimented all the 
ſeveral Eſcaroticks and Cathereticks aforementioned ; 
and know that thoſe Compoſitions which have Subli- 
mate in them, are exceeding painful, ſcarce to be en- 
dured in the ſtrongeſt Bodies, althoꝰ you do take them 
off in five or fix Hours after: yet the Salts having once 
penetrated the Glands, the Pain will continue vehe- 
ment many Hours after, and affect the neighbouri 
Parts with great Inflammation and Tumour, and © 
frequently raiſet new Glands. But when you apply 
theſe to the ſofter Sex, or tender Bodies, it ae 
their Head with grievous Pain, benumbing that ſide 
and parts about, depriving their very Senſes.

All this while I have treated only of the King's-Ewvil,

cCular part there do viſibly appear Suppuration, and upon 


Aperture there do diſcharge an albugineous Matter, you 
may conclude the Bone under it is rotten, eſpecially if 
it be Hand or Foot: and the longer you delay the Opening, 
the more rotten the Bones will be. 

Therefore in ſuch caſes make your prediction of the 
danger, and give vent to the Matter proportionably large 
(according to the rectitude of the Veſſels) to the Bone, 
and proceed in the Cure as in Ulcers with caries, being 
careful to keep the Member in à right poſition, that the 
Joint above it do not contract, as it frequently happens 
in the Elbow, Knees, and Hip. It ſometimes happens 
chat thoſe diſeaſed Creatures fall into the hands of pre- 
tenders to Chirurgery, who by improper Applications 
raiſe great Tumours, and unadviſedly open them; and 
not knowing how to dreſs them, ſuffer the Aperture to be 
fil d up, and over-grown with luxurious Fleſh till the 
Bone rot underneath.

of our Profeſſion, when conſulted in ſuch caſes, (although

of by very few Authors, and I my ſelf ſucceeded hap- 
pily in the curing thoſe in the leſſer Bones, many years 
before I knew what to call the Diſeaſe. And in truth 
do not now greatly approve of the Name, but fhall 
acquieſce in it, and repreſent it to you as I have frequently 
ſeen it in my Practice in the King's-Exil, it being 2 
P Species of that Diſeaſe, and of no other that ever 

law. 

It taketh its beginning from a thin acid Seram in the lt Origi- 
medullary Juice, which corroding the Fibres, maketh à *“. 
ſolution. of „ and at length corrupteth the 
interior part of the Bone; and at laſt (if not prevented) 
corrodes the Shell, and paſſeth its ſubtil Humour through 
ſome Poroſity it had made. 

This Diſeaſe of the interior part by degrees uſually ſo 
afteteth the external Shell of the Bone, as to raiſe it to 
a preternatural Tumour, which at the ſame time pver- 
ſtretching the Perioſteum, cauſeth an uneaſineſs; and this 
Pain, if it grows ſo acute as to produce Inflammation, 
an Abſceſs conſequently followeth. 

If che Bone be ſpungy and ſoft, it is wonderful to ſee 
how quickly the Fibres of it wül be mollified by the in- 
fluence of the Serum of the Blood, and made apt for a 

ſudden Diſtenſion, as if the part were rather muſcular 
than Bone. So in Childrens Fingers I have ſeen a Bone 
ſwelled in a Night, and the like 'Tumour raiſed in the 
ſpongy Bones of elder Perſons in few Days, and 
3 much difficulty to yield again to exſiccant Re- 
medies. | 

Yet it ſometimes happeneth, that the interior part of 

the Bone is totally corrupted without any external Tu- 
metaction or Pains, till the acid Humour maketh its way 
through the Cortex, and eroding the Periaſteun, cauſeth 
a Solution of continuity there; which by acceſs 
of Pain fwelleth and inflameth the external Parts, 
and produceth Maturation 5 few Days. Thoſe in

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the protuberant Bones do alſo frequently raiſe Abſceſſes 
after the ſame manner, and ſometimes whilſt the exteriour 
Parts ſuffer under another Ulcer different from this. But 
of that hereafter. 
Somewhat of their Differences I have ſhewed you in 
the preceding Lines, others may be taken from the Qua- 
lity of the Serum. In ſome there is a ſudden Tumour 
raiſed in a Night, in others it ſwelleth gradually, and never 


. corrupteth externally. In others the Humour pierceth 


rough the cortex, and raiſeth ſuddenly an Abſceſs. And 
theſe Differences may be ſaid to ariſe ſomewhat from 


the Place or Bone they affect: For accordingly as the 
interiour Part of it is ſofter or harder, or the external 
cortex is ſolid or porous, ſo it ſuffers Solution ſooner 


or later. Thoſe of the cranium for the moſt part paſs 
their way through the interiour /amina, and affect the 
dura mater, &c. producing great Pains, Convulſions, 
Spaſms, Epilepſies, and 1 2 die before the Diſeaſe is 
diſcovered. In the great Bones of the Knees, Ancles, 
Elbows, G&c. they del their Matter ſlowly, and are more

rom the protuberance of them. In the Os tali, or 
Heel-bone, which is ſpungy within, and full of external 


Pores, they make their way through more ſuddenly, 


3 ſo accordingly they do in the Jaws, Fingers and 
oes. 

The cauſe of the Spina ventoſa I have already deli- 
vered you in ſhort to be the acid quality of the ſerum 
ſangvinis in the Bone. The moſt viſible Signs of it are 
a protuberance of the Bones without diſcolouring of 
the Skin, and often without Tumour or Pain. 

The Apoſtemations proceeding from the Spina ven- 
toſa do moſt certainly ſnew them, they riſing always 
between the Membranes and Tendons; and ſomewhat 
of Fluctuation may be felt there, before the external Skin 
be conſiderably inflamed: Alſo if upon Opening it you 
make ſearch with a Probe, you will find it penetrate 
deep into the Bone, yet is the cortex of it white; where 
51 other Abſceſſes do always begin externally, and if 
the Bone be bare, yet is it only ſuperficially carious, or 
ſtained by the Matter. a 

The Cure of the Spina ventoſa in the leſſer Bones, 
as the Cranizam, Jaws, Fingers and Toes, is fealible ; 
* but 
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but thoſe in the bigger Bones are for the moſt part de- 
plorable. Infants and Children are generally the ſub- , 
ject of this Diſeaſe. 1 
In the Cure of theſe, the ſame Method is required which Cure. 
hath been above propoſed in thoſe Abſceſſes and Ulcers 
with caries; as alſo the ſame regulation in Diet and other 
: Non-naturals. | 
The Topicks ought in the beginning to be ſuch as are 
; aſtringent and drying, as hath been ſer down in Abſceſ- 
ſes, viz. empl. e bolo Ceſaris, comitiſſe, de minio ſimp. 
Cc. cum ſapone, de ſandlicic, & de ranis duplicat. 
mercurio, with good Bandage. 
f If afterwards they paſs their Matter externally, they 
} muſt be laid open by Inciſion, according to the length of 
the protuberance. Thoſe of the Cranium are not much 
protuberant for the reaſons aforeſaid, yet you ought to 
make inſpection, and proceed accordingly by Rugine or 
Trepan, as the Symptoms indicate. Thoſe of the Jaws 
are viſible, and require vent by extraction of the Teeth, 
afrer which the caries muſt be conſumed by Medica- 
ments of a drying quality, of which the actual Cau- 
tery is the moſt ſpeedy and effectual. Thoſe of the 
Fingers and Toes are to be laid open by Inciſion in caſe 
of Apoſtemation the length of the protuberance, and the 
Bone cut into, and the caries dried up. The Ulcers in 
the greater Bones ought alſo to be opened, that the 
Matter may be diſcharged, and the Bone laid bare in 
order to Exfoliation, (if it be poſſible;) but if the 
interiour part be much corrupted, your beſt way will be 
to keep that part of the Ulcer dilated, which lieth over 
the Aperture in the Bone, by ſome Doſſil dipt in ſp. 
ini or the like, and heal the reſt of the Ulcer, and 
reſcribe ſuch Internals as may diſpoſe the Body ro a 
er Habit. For thefe only are the carious Bones which 
we may leave to time, it being in vain to attempt the 
Exfoliation of great Bones, where the rottenneſs, as in 
a Pear, beginning at the Core, hath conſumed the ſub- 
ſtance of them. How all theſe are particularly treated 
of me, you may ſee in the following Obſervations of 
lcers with caries. 
We ſhall begin our Obſervations with the reſolving 
of Strumæ, which generally is a work of Time, and in 
thoſe which ſuffer under internal Obſtructions of the

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Viſcera, it is not ſo advantageous to their Healths. Upon 
which Conſideration, I for the moſt part endeavour to waſte 
them by Maturation, and the while preſcribe Internals

diſcaled, it will be imputed to that; and if new Stramæ 
ariſe, the Patient will grow weary and be eaſily per- 
ſuaded to conſult others, who ſometimes get the credit 
of the Cure when the foundation was laid to their 
hands: wherefore I do nor readily ingage in this Work 
till they have tried others, and can willingly ſubmit to

During the application of Præci- 
pitate and the milder Eſcaroticks, I made but ſmall pro- 
greſs: wherefore to haſten the extirpation of it, I a 
plied a zroch. de minio the whole length, with Doſhls 
{pread with Lenients over it. At the next Day's dreſ- 
ing I found the roch. de minio had made a great pene- 
tration into the Gland, but with exceſſive Pain, Inflam- 
mation and Tumefaction of the Parts. I fomented it 
with Milk, dreſſed the Eſcar with Lenients, and applied 
an anodyne Cataplaſm ex fol. malve, biſmalve, panis 
triticei, &c. by which the Tumour relaxed, but thoſe 
Strumæ near the Ear appeared bigger; which foreſhewed 
the Danger of procceding farther with Eſcaroticks of 
Sublimate. I embrocated them with valentia ſchrophu- 
lariæ, and haſtened the diſcuſſing and drying up of the 
inflowed Humour by a Fomentation of ſummitat. ab- 
 fruth. majoran. flor. roſ. rub. balauſt. &c. During the 
ſeparation of the Eſcar there appeared daily an increaſe 
of a well-digeſted Matter, and after the Eſcar caſt off, 
the Matter iſſued out above and below under the Gland. 
The way to remove theſe Sinnss Was to extirpate the 
Struma; which I preſently did, by rubbing it with the 
Cauſtick-ſtone and Oil of Vitriol interchangeably. 
After I had removed it, and wiped off the looſe 
Sloughs, I dreſſed the Eſcar with a mixture of unguent. 
baſfilic. & ol. lilior. hot, and kept the Lips of the 
Ulcer dilated with Dofhils, then embrocated the Parts 
about, applying over all empl. & bolo. After the ſepa- 
ration of this laſt Eſcar, there appear'd part of the 
Struma lying on one fide, which I afterwards waſted 
by the application of Præcipitate and the Vitriol-ſtone, 

then leſſened the number of my Doſſils, and permitted 
the Ulcer to heal up; during which I repeated Purging, 
and adviſed Embrocation of the leſſer Glands. He was 
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haſtened into the Country: but of late Years I have ſeen 
him very well, and thoſe leſſer Strumæ waſted. 

A young Gentlewoman, ſcrophulous and full of fan- 
cy, came out of the Country with a large Struma on 
the right ſide of her Neck, lying under that Maxilla, 
not unlike that in the former Obſervation. It had been 
attempted in the Country ſuperficially, and healed up 
again, with the Skin adhering to it. She had conſulted 
ſeveral of my Profeſſion in the City, and was curious 
in the informing her ſelf how I would proceed in the 
taking it out.

this way of Dreſſing every third Day, and fomenting it 


with decoeF. abſinth. flar. roſ. rub. balauſt. bacchar. 


mayrtil. nuc. cupreſſ. After the Eſcar ſeparated in the 


middle, I thruit in a zroch. de minio, and dreſſed it 
up as aforeſaid. The next Day ſhe complained of her 
il Night's reit, and thewed me the Tumour and Parts 
about inflamed and ſwelled; I tomented them with Milk, 
dreſſed them up with Lenients, and let her Blood in her 
Arm. The next Day I purged her with an mfuf. ſenæ, 
bab. &c. and afterwards with a cathartick Apozeme ; 
which Method ought o have preceded, if ſhe would have 
admitted ir. As the Sloughs caſt off, I ſtrewed in Præci- 
pirate, and touched it ſometimes with a Vitriol-ſtone. 
Javing thus penetrated under part of the Struma, I 
raiſed that part up, and thruſt it out in pieces with a 
round-pointed Knife fitted to that purpoſe, then dreſſed 
up the remaining Stræma with the milder Eſcaroticks. 
From the time 4 applied that zroch. de minio, ſhe com- 
plained that her right Eye was leſs than the other, and 
was ſo poſleſſed with the thoughts of it, that I was glad 
ta 
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to refer it to the Judgment of what Phylicians ſhe 
pleaſed. Whereupon Dr. Gl;fon, Dr. Tho. Cox, Dr. 
Staynes, and Dr. Walter Needham were conſulted. B 
this her Surmiſe I had the Honour to have my Wor 
approved by ſo many knowing Perſons, and ſhe was 
the more encouraged to admit of my Proceeding. The 
Cure was effected afterwards in the ſpace of three Weeks 
to her Satisfaction: Yet ſhe would not be diſſuaded bur 
that Eye was leſs than the other. About a Year after 
I faw her again in the Town, and felt a ſmall Gland 
about the bigneſs of a Lupine, lying lower on that {ide 
of her Neck.

I fII'd the Ab- 
ſceſs with Præcipitate, and kept the Lips dilated with 
Doſſils, repeating this Method of dreſſing her every

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| ſulred, and preſcribed Internals accordingly as he ſaw 
her obſtructed. He met with many Difficulties in the 
removing thoſe various Diſtempers ariſing from the a- 
cid quality in her Blood, it diſſolving her Fleſh, and 
threatning a Maraſmus. By the continued ule of the 
Præcipitate, the ſtrumous Fleſh ſeemed to me conſumed, 
N and the Ulcer well diſpoſed for incarning: When one 
Day in dreſſing her I beheld a {mall white Bleb of Fleſh 
in the middle of the Ulcer, and preſſing upon it with 
my Probe, penetrated deep into it. I pull d out the 
Probe again, and bending it, paſſed it into the ſaid 
Sinus, and thereby diſcovered it hollow both above and 
below : By . appeared, I had incarned upon a 
falle Foundation. I paſſed a Director into the ſaid 
Sinus, and laid it large open the whole length. The 
Work was neither painful nor bloody. I filld up the 
Sinus with Doſſils, rubb'd the ſpongy Lips with the Vi- 
triol-ſtone, and covered the Ulcer with Præcipitate, 
keeping the external Lips dilated as at firſt I had done. 
By the repeating this Method, the ſtrumous Fleſh was 
conſumed, and the Ulcer ſmoothly cicatrized. But a- 
bout a Month after, there appeared a Swelling in the 
ſame Part, to the great diſturbance of my Patient : 
But it was only a Flatulency, which I ſoon diſcuſſed by 
the application of Diſcutients. From that time ſhe 
hath been free of that Malady. She continued longer 
under the Phyſician's Care, and at length by his Endea- 
vours and the freſh Air, the recovered her Health and 
Strength, and is ſince a happy Mother.

rdial Julep: After which, the Reſtrictives were applied 
one over another over her Throat, up both ſides of her 
Neck. I kept my Hands upon them till they were 


_ dried faſt on. Then we put her on a Crevat, and laid 


her again in Bed. It did not bleed; but ſhe complain- 
ing daily of Pain more and more, we agreed to dreſs 
her the fourth Day. I attended then with our Ser- 
vants, preparing our Dreſſings, to ſtop the Blood, and 
eal the Excoriations. My rtner not comming, I 
took off Dreſſings, with Deſign only to dreſs the Exco- 
riations: But they came all off her, bringing with 
them a very thick Eſcar. While I was looking upon 
the Fungus, I ſaw the Blood riſe out of it in many Places, 
as if it had been pricked with a Lancet. Thoſe Drops 
immediately is their way, and bled forcibly in ſo 
many Streams.

From this Dreſſing 
I grew confident of Succeſs, the former Eſcar appearing 


extraordinary thick and latge, as well it might, conſidering 


the Cauſtick, (which was ſuch as I would not adviſe to 
uſe, in any caſe where there may be the leaſt hopes ro fave 
their Lives without it.) Where the Opening is ſmall, 
a Finger may ſtop the Bleeding of an Artery : But in

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L dage, what could have reſiſted ſuch a guſhing forth of 
Blood but Merc. ſublimat. whoſe Force is far more 
penetrating in ſuch Fungi than a hot Iron? eſpecially 
conſidering how the Blood would have dulled it by 
the way. The Uſe of the Sublimate this ſecond time 
cauſed a Fainting and Palpitation of her Heart. In 
which caſe Sir Fra. Pruj. came again, and aſſiſted us 
by his Preſcriptions: yet it terminated in a Ptyalif- 
muc. The fourth Day after this we met all together, 
and took off her Dreſſings, whereupon was ſeparated 
a thick white Eſcar; the remaining Bod appearing 
like a glandulous Fleſh, ſomewhat hard, and of the big- 
neſs of a ſmall Cheſnut. It bleeding no more, we 
dreſſed it with ſome of the milder Eſcaroticks, and the 
Excoriations with refrigerant Epuloticks, with Emplaſters 
of diachalcit. &c. We waſted that Fungus, and alſo 
healed the Excoriations in the ſpace of three Weeks. 
There was a fair Opportunity of extirpating the remaining 
Glands: But the Relations 2 perhaps that new

Artery, we cured chi Ulcer, and left the Extirpation 
of the other to farther Conſideration.

Puncture into the Body of it, and diſcharged a ſtinking . 
Serum not unlike Horſe- piſs. That being let out, the 
Tumour ſunk, and felt Quay hard. I dreſſed it up | 
with a Pledgit of unguent. taſilicon and empl. diachalcit. 
The next Day taking off Dreſſings, and ſeeing the Swel- 
ling lank, I applied a Cauſtick the length of two Inches, 
about three Fingers breadth diſtant from the Ear; the 
Eſcar I divided, and diſcharged a foul Matter, and af- 
terwards dreſſed it up with Doſſils dipt in Merc. precip. 
with Lenients over the Eſcar ; and from that time haſtened 
the falling off of the Slough. After the ſeparation of it, 1 
thruſt our a different ſort of Matter, not unlike that of 
an Atberoma and Meliceris mixt together. I paſſed in my 
Probe · ſciſſors, and laid it open downward to the Aſpera ar- 
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teria, and pulled out with my Fingers ſeveral Veſicule, 
ſome containing a foul Serum, others a gritty Subſtance. 


There alſo came away gobbets of Fleſh, with which the 


baſis of the Abſceſs ſeemed ro be covered. Having thus 
cleanſed it, I flFd it up with Doſſils dipt in Præcipitate, 
and kept the Lips dilated : repeating this Method of 
dreſſing every other Day, and rubbing the Strumous Ex- 
creſcences with the Vitriol-ſtone. The Sinus contracted 
narrower within ; bur the original of this Tumour being 
Strumous, it would not heal whilſt there remained any 
hollowneſs, but fill'd with that fort of Fleſh, and raiſed 
a Tumour. Upon ſight whereof, I applied a Cauſtick 
upon the upper s towards the Ear, and divided it 
with a pair of Sciſſors, then fill'd the Sinus with Merc. præ- 
cipitat. dreſſing the Lips of the Ulcer with Digeſtives. 
After the Eſcar ſeparated, I applicd or Endeavours to 
eradicate the ſtrumous Fleſh with the Vitriol-ſtone and 
Præcipitate, and cicatrized it from the Ear downwards; 
yet not without ſome Difficulty, the baſis proving falſe 
more than once in one part or other. Some of this 
ſtrumous Fleſh riſing amongſt the Veſſels, and uniting 
over them, made Sinus ſo deep, that I much doubted 
how to divide thoſe without danger of theſe Veſſels: 
but there being no Cure to be expected whilſt this re- 
mained, I paſſed a 1 on with a ſmall Probe under 
the Fungus, and by Deligation of it, and Application 
of Præcipitate, I conſumed the Fungus, and laid the 
deepeſt of them open: And afterwards by the Applica- 
tion of Epuloticks brought a Cicatrix upon them. 
Having thus well near healed the Abſceſs to the Aſpera

long time before. The laſt Difficulty was in eradicating 
that 2 which lay in a manner round under the Root 
of the Ear, threatning the very Organ. We laid it 
open, and by the milder Eſcaroticks at length eradica- 


ted the Struma there without offence to the Organ, ci- 
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catriz ing it ſmooth the whole length of the Ulcer, by 


bringing the Lips together within a narrow Cicatrix, to 
the ſatisfaction of her Relations. During the Applica- 
tion of ſome of theſe Eſcaroticks, ſhe was ſubject to a 
Palpitatio cordis, and did ſomewhat falivate, but was 
therein relieved by Sir Alex.

None and Præcipitate together, which was feldom. He 
being well recovered, returned into the Country to- 
wards Autumn, and came up the Spring following in- 
diſpoſed with a Catarrh and other Diſeaſes in his 
Bowels; but ſoon recovered here, whereas the Northern 
Air was too ſharp for his tender Body.

The Lips of the Ulcer on 
his Head lay lank and dry, and the Bone as it were 
dead without Moiſture. He being thus weak, Dr. Bates 
was conſulted, and declining the attending it, as com- 
ing too late to him, Dr. Tho. Cox was perſuaded to 
take care of him, who preſcribed Pectorals of various 


ſorts, and adviſed the removal of him to Knight's- 


bridge, where he drank Aſſes-Milk. Having there ſome- 
what recovered, he was removed to a Houſe near 
King's-Gate, into back Lodgings looking into the Fields, 
for benefit of the Air, and more conveniency of dreſ- 
fing the Ulcer on his Head. But upon the change of 
the Air he fo relapſed in two Days, that it was believed, 
if he had lain one Night more there, he had died there. 
Upon which Conſideration he was again removed back 
to Knight's-briage, and there he daily recruited his Spirits.

If upon trial the Bone prove too hard, or dif- 
ficult to extirpate, the Wound will ſoon cure without 
Deformity. This was delivered by me with ſuch Heſi- 
tation as might have well ſhewed the little Inclination I 
had to operate in it.

In this condition I left the Patient (with their 


leaves) to make a Journey into the Country four or five 
Days ; during which, I grew more — 4 and retur- 


ned home grievouſly diſeaſed, yet made a ſhift to viſit 


the Patient, and urged the extraction of the Bone. 
Whether it was that he heard the Wound was to be in- 


larged, and that he fear'd a Flux of Blood, but he put 


them off from Day to Day, and during my confine- 


ment to my Chamber, I had news of an approach of 


Convulſions; upon which I was carried to him, where 
we all met at a Conſultation, and Dr. Lowre with us. 
Ir being ſuſpected that this Accident was occaſioned by 
ſome Shivers of the Bones pricking the Membranes, we 
| reſolved to haſten the Extraction of them: But his 
Teeth being ſet, there remained no poſſibility of doing 
it that way. Therefore we reſolved to apply a Cauſtic 
on the lower part of the Jaw _— and by cutting 
through it to draw out the Bone. y Hands bein 
weak, Dr. Lowre marked it, and together they appli 
the Cauſtick, reſolving to meet again that Afrernoon to 
divide the Eſcar and take out the Bone. But within 
few Hours after, the Patient ſent for us to take off the 
Cauſtick. I went, and found an Eſcar made as was de- 


ſigned, but I had not ſtrength enough in my Hands to 


make uſe of a Knife. Dr. Charleton and Mr. Holyer 
were at a publick Diſſection in our Theatre, where Dr. 
Valter Needbam was Reader: Only Dr. Lowre and Fa- 
ques Wiſeman were to be found. They being come, 
my Kinſman divided the Eſcar, made ſeparation of the 
Bone, and drew it out. I afterwards put in my finger, 
an feeling no Shiver, adviſed the Dreſſing it up with 
wnzuent. baſilic. hot. That Evening they all met, and 
approved of what had been done, and hoped the cauſe 
being taken away, the effects would have ceaſed. Dr. 

Goddard's Drops were preſcribed, and Venxſection had 
been propoſed; but being diſputable, ir was deferred. 
The next Morning Dr. Tho. Cox met us at à conſulta- 
rion, and adviſed the Patient to be let blood, the Hair 
of his Head to be ſhaved, bliſtring Plaiſters to be applied, 
and variety of internal Medicaments were preſcribed, 


the Wound was opened and dreſſed: it was not withou: 


good hopes of Digeſtion, but the Patient died convul- 
live the third Day after. I _

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The Patient's Cheek was laid open in the preſence of 


all the Phyſicians and Chirurgeans. The Bone was 


found ſawed off without the leaſt impairing of the 


Jaw : but it was 12 much eaten into by the Caries, 
and was ſpongy. 2 cauſe of the Convulſions ſeerned 
to be referable to the Conſtitution of his Body, and 
the Acrimony of the Blood, which upon fluxion fer-

quenaly the ſame in little Maladies. The only drying 
up of a light Excoriation behind the Ears in Infants 


hath cauſed Convulſions. In the King's-Evil you may

As to, this Operation,, 
it Was not dangerous, if you conlider the great Frac- 
tyres in the Jaws which we frequently cure; and that of 
late Years I cut into the thlide of a Man's Cheek, ſawed 
in pieces the Alveo/as, and took out: the whole Jaw, 
and cured. him. That the Operation was neceſſary, ap- 
pear d by the Rottenneſs in the-Jaw upon diſſection, and 
may be determined by all thoſe who — what a Spiza; 
ven is, and conſider the progreſs this had made in 
Having thus given you ſome Inſtances. of the ſeveral 
Struma with complicated Tumours and Ulcers arit: 
from them, I ſhall now ſhew you how the Tendons 
Joints are diſeaſed with various forts. of Tumours, ſome.

A Child aged ſeven Years. was brought to me, which 
had a Gummy Swelling eacomaeing the Muſcle Maj- 
reides on the right tide of ber Neck: the Tendons alſo 
of the Fingers of her Right Hand were affected with 
the e Swellings. She. had allo 2 frequent diſcharge 
0: plrulent Matter from her right Ear; alſo an Ozena, 
and thick upper Lip chapt. I cauled the cruſted Matter 
in ber Noſtrils to be ſuppled by dhe frequent 3 
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decoct᷑. hordei, ſem. althee, &c. and afterward deterged 
the Ulcers with a Solution of nel magiſtral. in a Be- 
coction rad. biſtortæ, tormentille, ireos, &c. The Lip 
was dreſſed daily with a Pomatum of unguent. roſat. 
and Merc. precipitat. Vigon. and the Gummi upon the 
Neck and Fingers were embrocated with unguenr. 
magiſt. ad ſtrumas, and an empl. ad tophos * over 
all. During which Applications, the Child was fre- 
era wie * Fo — . _ drank a 
coct᷑. ſarſæ, radic. bardanæ, ſcrophul. maj. flor. ſalviæ, 
beton. anthos, &c. But the Cute not dt with 
theſe, I gave her a few Grains of theriac. metall. by 
which ſhe ſalivated; during which, the Gummy Tu- 
mours reſolved, and the ſeveral Ulcerations dried up : 
Yet to confirm her Cure, ſhe took Sudorificks, and 
purged frequently. _ 
A Child about eight Years of age was brought to rfie 2. Ohr- 
with a pituitous Swelling in his right Ancle and Foot. v7. F 4 
His Parents ſuppoſed it cauſed by ſome diſtenſion off 
that Joint, and had 8 anodyne relaxing Medica- — 
ments. But upon obſerving the Bones of the Ancle 10, 


be preternaturally big, I concluded the Original of the 
Diſeaſe in them, and that the Swelling in the Parts a- 


bout proceeded from the dilatation of the Membranes 
and Ligaments of that Joint. I declared the Cure to be 
a work of time: We not having yet diſcovered any 
Medicaments of force to dry up that Humour in the 
Bone, and reſtore it to its former ſmallneſs. That which 
was offered by me was, to diſcuſs and dry up the ſerous 
Humours affecting the ſofter Parts, by Bandage to com- 
preſs them, and reſiſt the Influx, * the while to eva- 
cuate and * the ſerous Humours. This 
being accepted of, I began with the fomenting it with 
decoct. ſummitat. abſinth. majorane, Jacobeæ, flor. hy- 
perici, ſalviæ, roſ. rub. balauſt. bace. myrtil. &c. in Wine 
and Water, with the addition of ſpir. vini. I then

Tamour in he Swelling continuing, I was fetched, and, opening it

clining part. We divided the Eſcar, and diſcharged 
about three Spoonfuls of a thin white Matter; then 
dreſſed it up with Lenients, and empl. diachy/. The 
Matter diſcharged between Dreſſings very well, yet the 
Tumour did not leſſen: But upon pteſſure with my 
Hand above, near the Thigh, the Matter guſhed out. 
Upon which Conſideration, we applied a Cauſtick there. 
It did not reach it: But upon keeping that part open as 
a Fontanel with a Pea, the Matter made 115 way ou? 
there, but in the mean while it inſinuated it ſelf below 
the firſt Apertion; which put me upon the laying that 
Orifice open lower. Having thus made convenient 
diſcharge of the Matter, I applied Intercipients above 
about the Thigh, and endeavoured by Digeſtives and Deter- 
ſives with Compreſs and Bandage to diſpoſe the Ulcers 
to cure. But the Matter originally riſing amongſt the 
Membranes and Tendons, lay deep, and affected the 
Joint with great Virulency, corroding the very Lips of 
the Ulcer. Upon which Conſideration, I would gladly 
have laid it open from one Orifice to the other: But 
the weak Condition of the Patient obliged me to cheriſh 
the native Heat of the Part by Fomentations ex ſemmit. 
ebſinth. hyperici, flor. rori marin. beton. ſalvia, roſ. 
rub. balauſt. bacc. myrt. juniper. &c. in dino rub. and 
to alleviate the Pain in the Ulcers, till the Habit of 
Body ſhould be better diſpoſed by thoſe internal Pre- 
icriptions, to which were _ Emulſions, with *

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calcis, medicated Broths, Aſles- milk, Jellies 3; what not ? 
The Summer coming on, the was bathed in Milk and 
Water luke-warm, and by cordial Juleps her Spirits 
were kept up. By theie various Preſcriptions the Fer- 
mentation in the Humours was caimed, and her 
Hectical Heat remitted ; alſo the Defluction upon the 
Ulcer diminiſhed, and the Sinns was in a Condition 
to be laid open, I deſigned to have done it by one 
ſnip of a Probe- ſciſſors: But it being ſuſpected the 
might thereupon faint or fall into Convulſions, I laid 
it open by Cauſtick: and from that time digeſted, 
incarned and cicatrized. I met with many Rubs in 
the Work, it frequently fretting out in one part as it 
kealed in another; and after a Year and a halt's Atten— 
dance, I left a ſmall Uiceration on the upper part of 
the Knee, of the breadth of a Silver Halt-penny, and 
a ſinuous Ulcer in the hollow of the Thigh near the 
Knee, which was not capable of being laid open. In 
that | order'd a hollow ſhort Tent of Lead, whereby 
it was kept open, and the Matter was ſeemingly diſ- 
Charged, it ſcarce at all mattering.

She had a vat of 4 
Strun;a ſuppurated on the right Foot amongſt the Struma os 
Tendons and Bones leading to the two letier Toes : I%e rigbe 
ulpected them corrupted. But there being a necetlity*%- 
of opening it, I applied a Cauſtick proportionably, and 
ge vent to an Albugineous Matter, and felt thoſe 
Bones bare from the Tarſus to the firſt Joint of the 
Toes. I tomented the Part affected with a diſcutient 
Decoction, and dreiled the Eſcar with Lenients, to 
haſten ſeparation of the Slough : And as it began to ſe- 
parate, I deterged with Merc. pracipitat. and the Vi- 
triol-ſtone, making way through the luxurious Flcſh to

the Caries. Then with Doflils dipt in nel. ro/. and ſprr. 
vini, and | out, I dreſſed the Bones, and kept the 
Ulcer fo dilated, as to fee the Bones fo far as they were 
carious. But in the applying my Doſſils, they preſſing 
upon the Tendons, render'd the Ulcer painful, and ſub- 
ject ro yu Defluxion of a thin ſerous Matter, and 
threatned worſe miſchief. To remedy which, I cut off 
thoſe Tendons, dreſſed up the Ulcer with Digeſtives, 
and applied Refrigerants externally to reſtrain the Fluxion. 
At the next dreſſing, finding the Tendons contracted, 
and the Bones more eaiy to come at, and ſeeing the 
Exfoliation of them by Medicaments like to be a te- 
dious work, the Matter having made its way under 
them, threatning Apoſtemarions in the Sole of the Foot, 
I refolved to attempt them by actual Cautery. To which _ 
purpoſe I dreſſed them with Doſſils ot Lint, to dilate 
them more for my view; and the next Day I burnt 
them the whole length; then with my Forceps pinched 
them to pieces, and pull'd thoſe broken bits out; after 
which I cleanſed the Ulcer, and applied my Doſtils 
preſſed out of a mucilaginous Decoction between and 
over the ends of the remaining Bones, dreſſing up the 
Ulcer with Digeſtives, and applying externally Com- 
preſſes dipt in aceto wherein had been infuſed ſal. nitr:, 
myrrh. &c. over which a laced Sock was put on. Thus 
I reſtrained Se Influx, and preſſed forth the Matter 
from its ſeveral Cavities. Yet I was neceſſitrated to 
make afterwards an Apertion through the Sole of the 
Foot, and to lay open the Ulcer beneath the Ancle, for 
the readier diſcharge of Matter. I continued the ap- 
plication of Doſſils preſſed out of /pir. vir; to the ends 
of the Bones, till a Callus thruſt forth, fll'd up the void 
ſpace, and ſupplied the want of the Bones. During 
this work the Patient was afflicted either with a Cough, 
Diarrhea, or Vomiting : In all which caſes Dr. Ma- 
pletoft aſſiſted with various Preſcriptions, and contem- 
perated the acid quality of her Blood: after which, by 
good Nouriſhment the Child recovered her Strength. 
She being thus at length diſpoſed to a fair way of Re- 
covery, the Ulcer near cicatrized to the Bones, and 
there being nothing more ta do but to keep it open with 
y Doflils and a Pledgit of g with the 
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uſual Bandage, I by degrees left it to her Mother to 
dreſs, and ſaw the Child afterwards upon her Feet; and 
at length ſhe recovered. And thus Time may be faid 
to contribute much to the Cure of this Difeaſe : Bur 
without the Chirurgeon's careful attendance, they 
miſerably languiſh and die. For Amputation in this 
Diſeaſe ſignifies little, the Ulcers riling with Caries 
in one Part while you are extinguiſhing them ia ano- 


ther.

His Body being opened by the Thigh, 
his Phyſician, his Lungs were diſcovered full of Strumæ andſeveral 
The other, a Youth abour twelve Years of age, had the other Tue 
while a Sore burſt forth of his Thigh, and had been . 


dreſt by a neighbouring Apothecary. His Brother 
being dead of the Kzg's-Evil, the Relations enquired 
into the cauſe of this Youth's Lameneſs, and diſcover- 
ing ſeveral white Swellings about him, brought him to 
me. That Ulcer which the Apothecary dreſſed was 
ſtrumous. He had one Struma in Perinæo, another 
large one upon his right Thigh, and two upon that 
Leg. On his leit Leg there was one upon the Head 
of the Fibula near his Knee, another upon the Calf of 
that Leg, a very large one lying on the out- ide of that 
Ancle, one lying upon the middle Joe of the ſame 
Foot, and two upon his right Arm. Theſe were all 
ſuppurated, and there was great ſuſpicion that the Bone 
was Carious in thoſe of his Ancle and Toe, In order 
to the Cure, they required all to be laid open. Bur 
how the Patient *. bear ſo great an Evacuation at 
once, I much doubted: And to open them one after 
another, would be a ſlow way of proceeding, and ſub- 
ject to many Inconveniences. I concluded it belt to lay 
them all open at one time, while he was in heart, and 
had ſtrength to bear it. To which purpoſe I cauſed x 
12 of fort Cauſtick :o be made, and the next 
ay applied it proportionably large upon every one, 
ſo as to take off all their Covertures, and diſpoſe them 
to à healing Condition.

vini, and dreſſed the Bone of the Toe after the ſame 
manner, till the Ulcer about it was digeſted, and rea- 
dy to cicatrize to it. Then I conſumed and dried the 
Caries in the Bones of the Ancle and Toe with actual 
Cauteries, penetrating very deep into that of the An- 
cle; and repeared this way again and again, till I had 
waſted the Humidity in each part of it: Then dreſſed 
them with Dotlils of Lint preſſed out of red Wine, 
and the Parts about with Refrigerants. Aſter I had 
thus calmed the Heat in the Ulcers, I kept the Bones 
dry and bare by the application of Doſlils in ſpir. vini, 
and attended their Exfoliation. But in the mean while 
a Spina ventoſa aroſe in one of his Hands, and the 
next Toe to the diſeaſed one began to ſwell. Up- 
on ſight whereof, Dr. Cox was conſuited, and preſcribed 
Calomel and other Specificks. The Swelling increaſing 
in the Toe, I propoled the cutting off the other, ſup- 
poſing that to be the cauſe of it. The Patient appearing 
unwilling, I brought in Mr. Hoher, who incouraged 
him; and about a Fortnight after I prevailed, and cut 
it off, and ſome while after that, cut off the other Toe, to 
ſave that Foot. I digeſted and cicatrized theſe Ulcers 
to the Bones, but could not make them exfoltate, 
till J had burnt the ends of them with an actual Cau- 
tery ; and then they caſt off but ſlowly. The Ul- 
cer in the Ancle I cicatrized down to the Bone, tha: 
it lay dry; yet did that Bone make no haſte away. Du- 
ring my Artencance on theſe, a Swelling aroſe on the 
outſide of one of his Arms near the Elbow. He con- 
cealed that from me till it was grown very large, and 
ready to burſt. There alſo aroſe in one Night a Spina 
wentoſa on the Fore- finger of the fame Hand where the 
other aroſe: Upon which, I applied an empl. de ranis 
cum Mercurio dipl. I laid open the Srruma upon 
his Arm with a Cauſtick, and endeavoured Digeſtion 
in it by the Mc=thod uied in the Cure of the othe:

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Strume : But it corroſive, and reſiſted my En- 
deavours. I conſulted Dr. Cox again; and conſidering 
the acidity in his Blood, and, the approach of Winter, 
we thought it neceſlary to attempt ſomewhat extraor- 
dinary, to prevent farther Miſchief ; and together con- 
cluded that he ſhould be put into a light Salivation. 
Accordingly I attempted it with Merc. dulcis, But he 

having taken of that all along, it worked downwards; 

and 15 being weak, I durſt not move it by Vomit. 

But by Suffumigation I raiſed it, and falivated him a- 

bout ſeventeen Days: During) which, the Ulcer in his 
Arm cured, and the Spina ventoſa on his Hand re- 
ſolved. Bur that other in the Bone of his Fore-finger 
increaſed, with great Inflammation and Tumour. In 
the declination of his . we purged him, and 
ſwear him with a Decoction of ſarſa, &c. Afterwards 
he drank his former preſcribed medicated Ale, ec. 
recovered daily his Strength, and grew fleſhy ; his Ul- 

cers healed up, and the Bones caſt off in the Ancle: 

ſo as there remained ws a piece of the compaſs of 2 

Silver Two-pence, and that looſened and thruſt off by 

virtue of a Callus, which cicatrizing with the Lips of 

the Ulcer, made a firm Cicatrix. Yet the Spina ven- 
toſa remained, and raiſed a ſmall Apoſtemation on the 
inſide of the Finger. I laid it open by Inciſion to the 

Bone, and ſaw it ſmooth and white. I penetrated in- 

to it with an actual Cautery, and dried it; then dreſ- 

ſed it with Doſſils preſſed out of /pir. vini, and di- 

geſted, incarned and cicatrized it to the Bone. Having 

thereby diſpoſed it ro Exfoliation, and concluding him 
as it were cured, I left him Directions to dreſs it, and 

others to judge of my Work, I taking the while a 

Journey into the Country. Ar my return, I reccived 

a Letter from his Mother, dated at Briſtol, that the 

Bone was caſt off, and his Finger cured.

the Foot. He had alſo Ulcers in both his Arms near the 
Elbow- joints: Likewiſe a Stræma ſuppurated upon 


the ſecond Joint of his right Thumb. The middle 


Finger of his left Hand a Spina ventoſa; alſo the 


fourth Finger of the ſame Hand was ulcerated, and the 
Bones rotten from the ſecond Joint to the Knuckle. In 


order to the Cure of this Child there was 1 a 
neceſſity of nouriſhing it, and of correcting the 

Body : For he was extremely emaciated, and the Ulcers 
were all corroſtye and exceeding painful. Upon which 
conſideration I declined the meddling with him till they 


ſhould conſult ſome eminent Perſon of our Proteſſion, 


who might ſee his -deplorable Condition, and aſſiſt in 
the Cure. They ſent for Sir Fra. Fraj ean, who pre- 
| ſcribed medicated Broths, cordial Juleps, Decoctions of 
Farſa, and other Specificks proper in his weak Condition. 
Mr. Battersby was his Apothecary. 

I began with the · opening that Abſceſs on his Thumb 
by Incifon, whence I diſcharged a curdled Matter; 
and feeling that Bone carious, I drefled it up with a 
Doſſil ipread with anguent. bafilic. and a Plaiſter of the

a Cauſtick the whole compaſs of ir. To the Ulcer on 
the other part of the Foot, I alſo applied a Cauſtick. 
The next Day I divided theſe, and after the ſtuping 
them with Red Wine, I dreſſed them up with Lenients 
and good Bandage. In the dreſling of the Ulcer on 
the outlide of the Foot, perceiving the Matter likely to 
raiſe an Abſceſs in the Sole of the Foot, I paſled a 
Seton- needle between the Bones through that Abſcels, 
and prevented its farther inſinuation by keeping that 
Apertign open. As theſe Eſcars caſt off, I dererged 
with Merc. precipitat. or the Vitriol-ſtone, and by 
Epuloticks leſſened the Matter, and cicatrized that Ul- 
cer on the inlide of the Foot in three Months. The 
other Ulcer I cicatrized alſo to the very Sinus paſſing to 
the Sole of the Foot: But one of the Bones being 
there carious, gave me a longer trouble. I dreſſed it 
dry with a ſmall Doſſil; and by keeping the Apertion 
open under it in planta pedis, I drained the Matter, ſe- 
cured the exfoliation of it, and cured ir ſome time after. 
While theſe Ulcers were digeſting and cicatrizing, I 
proceeded in digeſting and deterging the other Ulcers in 
tne Thumb and Fingers.

A young Woman came out of the with , 
ſtrumous Ulcers in the Bones of one of her bids and

] laid them open Cauſtick, and dilated them with 
Gentian-roots and Doſſils of Lint: Afterwards I dried 
them with actual Cauteries, and kept them dilated with 
Doſſils of Lint preſſed out of Hir. vini ſome Weeks. 
During which time I let her Blood, purged her, and 
_ Preſcribed Antiſtrumaticks, accordingly as hath been 
Propoſed in the Method of Cure. One Day in pulling 
the Doſſils out of the Ulcer in the Toe, a big piece of 
the Bone came away with them. Soy nm no more up- 
on en that Ulcer to up by leſſen- 
ing the Doſſils. But growing afterwards weary with the 
expectation of the Bone's exfoliating in the Thumb, 1

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laid open that Sinus by Cauſtick, and after ſeparation of 
the Eſcar, deterged with Merc. præcipitat. &c. and kept 
that part dreſſed with Doſſils preſſed out of ſpir. vim. 
There was in the Child ſuch an Acrimony in his Blood, 
that I could not keep the Ulcer digeſted two Days, nor 
check the influx of Matter, it inſinuating it ſelf into the 
Wriſt in ſpight of all my Endeavours. The very tran- 
ſpiration behind his right Ear ulcerated, and grew diffi- 
cult of Cure. Upon ſight whereof the Phyſicians pre- 
ſcribed as followeth ; Hz antimonii diaphoret. in cruci- 
bulo-per duas horas ignit. . , ſumat. ad quantit. gr. vij. 
tribus horis medicin. in conſ. anthos 1 7 Fbends 
aque infra præſcript. cochl. vij. pro ſingulis vicibus, quarto 
quoque die ſumat Calomel. gr. xij. re ſinæ jalapii. gr. iv. con.

cinnam. horde at. cochl. ij. During the Patient's taking 
theſe Preſcriptions, the Matter relaxed the Ligaments 
and Tendons; inſomuch, as coming one Day to dreſs 
his Hand, I found it crooked, as if it had been fallen 
off from the Joint. I raiſed it up, and cauſing it ſo to 
be held, I took off the Dreſſings, and ſaw the Joint far 
ſeparated in the upper part. I preſently ſent to Mr. 
Stockdale, and directed him in the making an Inſtrument 
to retain the lower {de of that Hand and Arm, and 
hold it even, and in the mean time I boulſter'd it 
The Inſtrument being made, I placed the Hand in it, 
and by Screws fixed to it I kept the Joint cloſe and 
firm, and did not take it off till that Ulcer was cured, 
but proceeded in the way of dreſſing as aboveſaid, laying 
open ſome Sinus's on the Back of the Hand, and mali 
Compreſſion upon others. The carious Bones were — 
ſed with a mixture of gent. Rgyptiac. extract. 
ſcordii, pulv. euphorbii, and ſpir. vini, applied hot 
wich armed Probes and Doſſils: The luxurious Fleſh 
was dried and conſumed by Eſcaroticks, and the Ulcer

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&c. Having thus in ſome meaſure checked the Fluxion, 
and diſ the Hand to cure, I began with that Tu- 
mour upon the Toe by the application of a Cauſtick, 
and gave vent to a curdled Matter. Upon ſearch, find- 
n part of it lying under the

on; which having ſoftned t ail, I cut it off, made 
way to the Bone, and dreſſed it with Doſſils of Lint 
preſſed out of ſpir. vini : Afterwards I dreſſed it with 
2 mixture of umgnent.

Gentleman twelve Years, being much 
and. diſeaſed with the King's-Evil, was 
to Dr. Bate's Houſe, where Dr. Willis and 00 | 
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ſelf met at the Conſultation. He had an Ulcer on the 
outſide of his left Foot. Upon ſearch with a Probe, 
the Bone leading towards the little Toe felt carious the 
whole length; the Foot was much ſwelled, and ſeemed 
to have ſeveral Abſceſles lying amongſt the Bones of the 
Tarſus and Metatarſus. The way I propoſed of Cure 
was, by the laying open the Ulcer, and exfoliating of 
that Bone, and fo to proceed in the reſt of the Work as 
I aw cauſe. This being approved of by Dr. Bare, he 
preſcribed a lenitive Bolus, with a few grains of Calo- 
mel. to be taken once in four Days, and Bezoard. mine- 
ral. with a Decoction of ſarſaparill. and lign. len- 
tiſc. &c. to be drank the intermitting Days. The next 
Day, I began my Work with the application of a Cau- 

ſtick, and inlarged that Ulcer; "then laying the Bone 
bare, I found it rotten the whole „ and a Sings 
—_— tranſverſe over the Foot, from whence a quan- 
tity of Matter lowed, which being retained by the a- 
foreſaid Bone, threatned a Corruption of the reſt, as 
alſa a paſſing of its Matter down to the Sole of his 
Foot. Upon which Conſideration I thought it neceſ- 
fary to remove the lower rotten Bone by pinching it in 
pieces: But ir not yielding thereto, I ſawed it, and 
took it out. By the removal of this rotten Bone the 
Matter had a free diſcharge, and I had the conveniency

to cleanſe cer; which I did by ws os oe 
 waguent. fuſc. tinctura myrrbæ, &c. and di the 
Lips of the Ulcer with ungnent. baſilicon, and cica- 
trized them with «nguert. tutie and the Vitriol-ſtone. 
During which I applied Stupes of Tow preſsd out of a 
Solution of Nitre and Myrrh in Wine Vinegar, and by 
Compreſſion with a laced Sock thruſt the Matter out of 
its ſeveral Cavities. Yet in a declining of the in- 
ſide of the Foot, I afterwards feeling a ſmall collection 
of Matter which could not be diſcharged that way, I 
ve vent to it by Cauſtick, and digeſted it. After I 
ad thus made way for diſcharge of the Matter, I re- 
ſtrained the Humour from flowing into the Foot, and 
reſtored it to its natural Figure, having no more left to 
do, but attend the Exfoliation of the ſeveral Bones. 
Dr. Willis to purge the Patient with the above- 
preſcribed Bous: But there happening thereupon a Su- 
| *. 
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perpurgation, he declined the repeating of that Pu 
and omitted the proſecuting of the aforeſaid Courſe — 
ſcribed by Dr. B. upon which the Matter fermented, 
and cauſed a Pain in the Knee of his other Leg. Dr. 
Bate being deceaſed, Dr. Tho. Cox was conſulted, and 
adviſed the repeating of Calomel, &c. But it not being 
proſecuted, other Pains aroſe. During which it hap- 
pened that an old Gentleman came in, who had for- 
merly lived in the Barbadoes, and practiſed Chirurger 

amongſt his Slaves. He deſired to ſee our Patient dreſ- 
ſed, and ſeeing the Foot without Tumour, and the 
Matter little and well digeſted, confidently undertook 
the Cure, by the giving him a Wound-drink, and ap- 
plying an Ointment to the Ulcers. The Parents re- 
Joicing to hear their Son might be ſo eaſily cured, de- 
ſired me to give way to it, and permit my Kinſman 
Faques Wiſeman to dreſs him with that Unguent, (which 
was no other than the Juice of Clowns Alk-heal made 
up with Butter or Hogs-lard.) I complied with their 
Defires, but withal ad viſed them to leave off the uſe of 
the Bandage, knowing well that it would ſwell, and 
diſcourage the Undertaker. But they continued it; and 
after ſome of their Servants had learned how to dreſs 
him, _—— my Kinſman. I would gladly have 
finiſhed the Cure, but I took my leave by the way of a 
Letter, wherein [ — what followed: For what 
could be expected from greaſy Ointments, but corrup- 
tion of the Bones. This young Gentleman being thus taken 
out of my Hands, gave occaſion to ſome envious Men 
of my Profeſſion to report it otherwiſe to my prejudice ; 
wherefore I have here inſerted the Letter I received from 


his Father in anſwer to mine. 


Sir, I do not doubt but you uſed your beſt Endeavours, and 
obſerved thoſe Rules and that Method <:hich your Judgment 
thought beſt for the Cure of my Son; and conſequently you may 
well have thoſe Apprehenſions which you I, erde y ſignified 
to me both by Diſcourſe and Letter, that the way he is now 
in may be prejudicial, if not ruinous to him.

I ſhall leave my Wife 
here with the Child for ſome Weeks : In which time, if any 
Alteration appear to make it evident that we are in an 
Error, I ſhall thankfully accept your offer to rectißy us, 
and ſet us in a more rational Way. In fine, if the Iſſue 
be unfortunate, I muſt confeſs that you have diſcharged 

your Duty in giving us the Advertiſement, and that 
nothing of Blame can reflect upon you; the Fault as well 
as the Loſs will be our own.

There was alſo another upon the 
Os aſtragali as bad, and others upon thoſe Bones 
which lead to the ſecond and third Toes. On the out- 
ſide of the other Leg there was a ſinuous Ulcer, and the 
lower part of the Fhela was carious, as likewiſe was 
the inſide of that Ancle. The right Hand was ulccra-

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ted from the Wriſt up the Arm berween the Radius 
and Ulne, making Ulcers on both ſides of the Bones:
